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MEMOIR OF MR. ROGER WILLIAMS, 

The first American Baptisty— Minister of the Gospel,— and first GoTemor 

or the Colony of Rhode Island. 



Thb sobject of this Memoir 
WW bora io \¥ale8, I5d9» and ed- 
ucated at the university of Oxford, 
under the patronage of Sir Ed- 
ward Coke. The occasion of Mr. 
Williams* receiving the favour of 
that distinguished lawyer was very 
nngttlar. Sir Edward one day at 
church observing a youth taking 
notes from the sermon, beckoned 
and received him into his pew. 
He obtained a sight of the lad^s 
minutes, which were exceedingly 
jndiciotts, being a collection of the 
most striking sentiments delivered 
by the preacher. This, with Mr. 
Williams* great modesty, so en- 
gaged Sir Edwurd in his favour, 
u to induce him to solicit his 
{Arents to let him have the care 
of their son ; which they readily 
granted. 



tive country, and came into this 
American wilderness. Here, he 
hoped to enjoy, without restraint 
from the civil power, that entire 
liberty of thinking and acting ob 
religious subjects, which he so ar- 
dently desired. But he soon 
found to his great disappointment^ 
that he had misconceived the rig* 
id sentiments of the cUnaU lead* 
ers of this new theocracy • 

At the age of thirty -two, Mr. 
Williams embarked for America^ 
and arrived in Boston in the 
month of February, l63l. A 
few weeks after his arrival, he was 
invited to preach in Salem ; but 
as he had previously refused to 
commune with the churches at 
Boston ; " objecting to the oat hi 
which they took when they came 
out from England, and to the

ed on the study of the law, and 
Kceived all possible assistance 
from his generous patron. But, 
fiDdiog this employment not alto- 
gether agreeable to his taste, he 
toroed his attention to divinity, in 
*hich he made such proficiency, 
tt eucouraeed Sir Edward to ob- 
^0 for him episcopal orders. 
Hio preaching was highly esteem- 
^> and his private character re- 
vered. But disliking the form 
^ government of the Episcopal 
Chttrcb, and having earlv imbibed 
to OQconquerable aversion to re- 
ligions domination, he left his na-

ton wrote to Salem against him."* 
In order to avoid difficulty, 
Mr. W. left Salem, and went to 
Plymouth ; which, at this time, 
was under a separate jurisdiction. 
Here he resided for more than two 
years, *^ teaching the things con- 
tained in the New Testament ;"'f 
also freely and openly speaking 
his own opinions on religious sub- 
jects, without giving offence to 
the brethren of tliat church. 
During this time, it is said, he 
was highly esteemed by Governor 
Bradford and others.:|: Although 
as a preacher he was peculiarly:

gifted^ yet 8Qch were his notions 
of religious liberty, that' he was 
vrilliiig that the brethren should 
speak in their publick, as well as 
in their private meetings. Heuce 
they became much attached to 
him» and were ready to assist him 
in the time of his greatest neces- 
sities.* 

Notwithstanding the liberty and 
friendship which Mr, W. enjoyed 
in Plymouth, he was unwilliog^to 
settle with that church. About 
this time he received an invitation 
from the church at Salem, to come 
and supply them, their Pastor be- 
ing sick. With this request he 
readily complied, and obtained a 
dismission for this purpose in the 
Summer of l633. Here he con« 
tinued his labours as a supply, 
until the death of Mr. Skelton, in 
163^4 ; after which he was ordain- 
ed to the pastoral office in this 
church. His settlement, however, 
gave offence to the government of 
the Colony. It was the opinion of 
the ministers of the Bay, that if 
Mr. Williams were allowed to pro- 
pagate his opinions, the churches 
loight run into heresy and aposta- 
8T» and the people might be led to 
defy the authority of the civil 
magistrate. f The church at Sa- 
lem was therefore censured, as 
well as their pastor. 

When the Court met at Boston 
the nisuingfall, Mr. Williams was 
onlcred to appear before them. 
Tiie charges against him were, for 
having written two letters ; one 
to the churches, complaining of 
the magistrates for injustice^ ex" 
tretne oppression^ &c. ; the other, 
to his own church, persuading 
them to renoilme communion with 
all the neighbourinif churches^ ** as 
beuig full of antichristian poUu- 
tioiis." 

When before the Court, Mr. 
W. justified the opinions asserted 
in the>e letters, and offered to de- 
fend them in a public diiipnte. 
Mfw Hooker was accordingly cho- 
sen to dispute with him ; but 



could not convince him oF his al^ 
leged errors. Hence they ofd^ftred 
him out of the Jurisdiction. It 
will appear somewhat singular to 
many of our readers, that christian 
discipline should have been ad- 
ministered by the authority of tbe 
civil magistrate ; but this was a 
' peculiar feature in the character 
of those early times. 

The ejection of Mr. WillianijS 
was in the following words : 
«* Whereas Mr. Roger Williams, 
one of the elders of the church of 
Salem, hath broached and divulg- 
ed divers new and dangerous opin- 
ions against the authority of mag- 
istrates, as also writ letters of de- 
famation both of the magistrates 
and churches here, and that be- 
fore any conviction, and yet main- 
taineth the same, without any re- 
traction : It is therefore ordered, 
that the said Mr. Williams shall 
depart out of this Jurisdiction 
within six weeks now next ensu- 
ing, which if he neglect to per- 
form, it shall be lawful for the 
governor and two magistrates, to 
send him to some place out of the 
Jurisdiction, not to return aoy 
more without leave from tte 
Court." 

Determined to get rid of a tnaOy 
who in the face of civil authority, 
had the courage to avow his senti- 
ments of christian liberty, and to 
oppose their unscriptural mode of 
discipline, they sent for him (Jan. 
]6d6,) to come to Boston. Prob- 
ably suspecting their design, he 
did not go, but sent an excuse. 
AVhereupon they sent an officer to 
take him, and convev him on 
board a ship bound to England* 
But when the officer arrived at 
Salem, he found he had left the 
place three days before. 

As Mr. Williams journeyed 
south from Boston, he first stop- 
ed at a place called Seekhonk, 
But Governor Winslow wrote him, 
that he was then within the 
Plymouth colony, but if he would 
only go over the river, he would

He, however, crosf>ed the Paw- 
tucket, auii went to a place called 
Mooshauaick, which on acconut of 
the gracious iuterposition of Heav- 
en, ne afterwards ct^lled Provi" 
dence ! Here he fixed his humble 
abode, hoping to enjoy among 
aavages, that liberty of con- 
tcieace, which had been deuied 
him by his christian brethren* 
Providence is now become one of 
the most flourishing towns in 
IVew-Euglaod. On viMtiiig this 
place, it IS said, that straugers of- 
ten seek the spot where this* chris- 
tian pilgrim first rested, and not 
unfrequently drink at the spring 
which run before his door, aod 
where he slaked his thirst during 
his weariness and perils.* 

The banishment of Mr. Wil- 
liams was in lUd6,f in the depth 
of winter. In what manner he 
existed, is dlffirult for us to con- 
ceive. His preservation at this in* 
clement season, in a wiliierness of 
savages, seems almost miraculous. 
That his su fieri ngs were very 
great, no one can possibly doubt. 
The following notice is found in 
his journal : ** I was sorely tOHsed 
for Jburteen weeks^ in a bitter win- 
ter i<eason, not kuoning wliat 
hread or l^d did mean.'* He 
that causcfi the carnivorous ravens 
to feed Elijah by the brook Che- 
rith, took care of this pions exile. 

Being now an actual outcast 
from trivil sodety, he sought the 
friendshipand favour of the savages. 
His conduct towards them in all 
respects, was friendly and pacific, 
and marked with the most scru- 
pnlous uprightness and integrity. 
By these means he secured the en- 
tire confifinnceof the Indian Sa- 
chems. Of the Narraganset In- 
dians, he purchased the land 
where he had fixed his residence, 
and on which the town of Provi-

deuce has since beeo built. Here 
lie commenced the first civil gov- 
ernment, probabl\, which ever es« 
tablished equal libert} of con- 
science. 

Mr. VV. appears to l>e an excep- 
tion, to a comniouly received 
opinion, ** that there is no sect of 
ohristians but would persecute, if 
they only had the power." The 
liberal sentiments of this good 
man may be seen, in almost every 
transaction of his life. In con- 
veying to a number of frieiuis a- 
joint interest in the purchase 
which he made of Miantiuomq,' 
he has the following remarkable 
expres»ons : ** Having made cov- 
enant of peaceable neighbourhood 
with all the Sachems and nativea 
round about uk, and having in a 
sense of (lod*! merciful provir 
dence to me in my distress, called 
the place PaoviDKNCk, i desired 
it mikrht be foi a skelter for per* 
sons distressed for cohscieace. I 
then considering the cmdziion qf 
divers of my country men % 1 com- 
municated my purchase unto mj 
loving friends, John Thro<*kmor- 
ton and others, who then desired 
to take shelter with me.*' After 
acknowledging a trifling consider- 
ation which they t^ave him, he 
says, *< This sum (30/) I receiv- 
ed ; aud in love to mv friends, 
and with respect to a town and 
place of succour for the distressed 
as aforesaid^ 1 <io acknowledge 
this sum and payment a full satis- 
faction." Mr. Callender calls 
Mr. Williams <* one of the most 
disinterested men that ever lived, 
a most pious and heavenly soul." 
Dr. Mather, however, compares 
him to ** a windmill^ whose rapid 
motion set the churches on tire."} 

Those who opposed and perse- 
cuted Mr. Williams, nevertheless 
considered him a man of the 
most pure and unbending iuteg* 
rity. Hence, strange as it may 
appear, within two years after hi^ 
iNinishment, we find him employ- 
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ed by the government of Massa- 
ohonettt as their agent in tran^- 
acting their buHinei»tt with the In- 
dian tribes. He wan particularly 
tinployed by the Ma)(ibtrates of 
the Colony to make a league, ot- 
feasive and detensive, with the 
Narragaosetta. '* In all thei»e con- 
eerns he acted vrith wisdom, dis- 
interestednes8» and tidolitN ."* 
Governor Hutchinson, reflect ini; 
on the life of this ^ood man, sa v s, 
** Instead ot showin^^uiiy reven^t- 
fill teioper, or reisentiuent, he Ma» 
continually employed in a<-t%» ot' 
kiudnesH aiid h-'.i«'volenre to t ik 
tnemie»»."t Thihienper was par- 
tirulnrlv m a. li tested on a ceri<.in 
Oi'casiOti, when the Narraga.iseits 
were deierniined to make a bu>i- 
den attack upoa the people of 
Massachuhetts, Mr. V\ illiams 
gave information, and the evd 
was prevented. 

A number of brethren, whose 
sentimeiits corresponded with Mr. 
Williams*, from MaMAuchubetts, 
and Plymouth colonies, voluntari- 
ly exiled themselves for the sake 
of enjoying with him that liberty 
wherewith Christ had made them 
free. Being now delivered fr im 
the control of civil ma^intrates, 
and at liberty to wor^hip Goil ac- 
cording to the dictates of their 
own consciences, they were desir- 
ous of uniting together as a visible 
ohurcb* Their situation was pe- 
culiar. They were fully convin« 
oed of the nature and design of 
believers* baptism by immersion ; 
but from a variety of circumstan- 
ces, had hitherto been prevented 
from embrat ing the ordinance in 
the appointed way* To obtain a 
suitable administrator, appeared 
to be a matter of considerable con- 
sequence. But after viewing the 
subject in all its bearing, as far as 
they were able, the candidates for 
communion nominated and ap- 
pointed Mr. Ezekiel Holliman, a 
man of gifts and piety, to baptize 
Mr. Williams ; and who in return 
baptized Mr. Holliman, and ten 
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mere pacified, and peaiTe re-esiah^ 
Hshed between the Dutch aud 
them.* 

WheD Mr. Williams arrived in 
ED^laodi Sir H«nry Vane who 
kad been Governor of Massachu- 
setts in the time ot the Pequoi 
woTf had returned, and was now 
a member of the British Farlia- 
nieot. From a thorouf^h knowl- 
edge of Mr. Williams* sufiVrings 
and services, aud from the great 
regard which he had for him. Sir 
Henry exerted his iufiuenre in 
obtaining for him a charter of a 
considerable part of the present 
State of Rhode-Island, to be 
known by the name of ** The 
Corporation of Providence Plan- 
tations in the Narragauset-bay, in 
Kew-Eugland.** 

The persons who signed this 
oharter, addressed a very interest- 
ing letter to the rulers and other 
friends in the Massachusetts, from 
which we give the following ex- 
tract :-»*< Takiog notice, some of 
us of long time, of Mr. Roger 
Williams, his ^ood afiections and 
aonscieace, and of his sufferings 
by our common enemies, thepr^- 
/a/ef , and uUo of his great indus- 
try and travel in his prmted Indian 
labours in your parts, the like 
whereof we have not seen from any 
part of America,f and in which 
respect it hath pleased both houses 
of Parliament, freely to grant un- 
to him aud to his friends with him, 
a free and absolute charter of civil 
government for these parts of his 
abode ; and withal sorrowfully 
rtgretin§ff that among good men 
aud friends, driven to the ends of 
the earth, exercised with the trials 
of a wilderness, and who mutually 
give good testimony of each other, 
as we observe you do of him, and 
he abundantly of you, there should 
be such a distance.'* 

In September, 1 644, when Mr. 
Williams returned from England, 
be landed at Boston, and was per- 



mitted to pass on to Providence 
unmolested ; but his sentence oC 
banishment was not revoked, nor 
the validity of the charter of hia 
civil government acknowledged 
until 1650' X 

While ui Englund.Mr.Williainni 
publisliKl a book, cuil»^ *^ fhe 
bloody Tenetj or, a Dialogue be* 
iween Truth and Peace, '* p p. 44?. 

A writer ii« the Collections of 
the Historical Society in Boston, 
has the following remarks on this 
book. *' It required great bold- 
ness of thinking, and uncommoa 
abilities co write thin book. Here 
are disclosed sentiments whifh 
have been admired in the writing* 
of Milton and Furneauz. Hia 
ideas of toleration he carried fur- 
ther than Mr. L<»cke, but not be- 
yond the generality of Dissenters 
in England.** 

Mr. Cotton, one of the Bostoa 
ministeni, wrote a reply which he 
called, ** The bloody Tenet wash- 
ed in the blood of the Lamb.** 
Mr. Williams published a rejoin- 
der entitled, " The bloody Tenet, 
yet more bloody ^ by Mr. Cotton's 
endeavour to wash it white.** 

** From this time, says the aliove 
writer, we are to view Mr. Wil- 
liams as a very difierent character 
from what he was, when teacher 
of particular congregations in Sa- 
lem. — His sphere of usefulness 
was very extensive, and where re- 
ligious opinions had no influence, 
he conducted wisely, — We are to 
view him as a Father of one of the 
Provinces, and a writer in favour 
of civil and religious freedom ; 
more bold, and just, aud liberal, 
than any othtfr who appeared iu 
that generation," 

" Many would smile,*' contin- 
ues the same v«riter, "at seeing 
the name of Roger Williams en- 
rolled with the legislators of an- 
cient times, or with the statesmen 
of modern Europe, or with such 
a man as Penn, the proprietor oi

human blood to flow in streams." 

*<The true ff^undi* of hberty 
•f conscience, (says Mr. Calleo- 
der,*) were not understood, until 
Mr. Williams and John Clark, 
pnblickly avowed, that *^ Chrisi 
mhme is kimg ta kis own kmgdom^ 
and that no others had authority 
orer his subjects in the affairs 
of conscience and eternal sal vac 
tion.*' 

** Ro^er Williams,'* says gov* 
emor Hookios, ** justly claims the 
honour of having been the first le« 
giUaior in the world, in its Utter 
•s^es thAt fully and effectually 
provided for, and established a free, 
full, and absolute liberty of con- 
science. This benefict'iit princi- 
pie he made the foundation, and, 
•ci it were, the chief corner-stone 
of his lufint colony ; this ytn* made 
the test of admisu^ioii to all new* 
comera : this was the chief cause 
that united the inhabitants of 
Rhode- Island and thoM? of Prov- 
idence, and made them one jh*o» 
pit* and one colon\« It was of>en 
objected to Mr. Williams, that 
such i^redt liberty in relii^ious 
BBatter» tended to li^Hfntion^ness 
mild rverr kind of disorder. To

such objrctioiib I will give the an* 
•wer he himself made, in his own 
words ; for therebv his real senti- 
aoitt wutj be best discovered.'*

nite liberty of conscience, is a mis- 
take, and which 1 have ever dis- 
claimed and abhorred. To pre* 
vent such mistakes, I at present 
shall only propose this case :— « 
There goes many a ship to acst 
with many a hundred soals in one 
ship, whose weal and wo is com- 
mon, aud is a true picture of a 
commonwealth, or an human com* 
bination or societv. It hath (alien 
out sometimes, that both Papists 
and Proteatiints, Jews and Turks, 
may be embarked into one ship. 
Upon which snppoNil, I do affirm, 
that all the lit>erty of conscience 
that ever i pleaded for, turns up- 
on these two hinges, that none of 
the Papists, Protestants, Jews, or 
Turks, be forced to €x>me to the 
ship's prayers or worship ; nor, 
secondly, compelled from their 
own particular prayers or worship, 
if they practise a ly. I further 
add, that 1 never denied, that not- 
withstanding this liberty, the roin^ 
maiider of this sliip ought to com- 
mand the ship*s course ; yea, aud 
also to command that justice, 
peace and sobriety be kept and 
|>facti«ed« lioth among the seamen 
and all the i^assengers.

** As the best and most useful 
men,*' says Governor Uopkiosf 
** have ever, in all free StateSf 
been the subjects of popular claos- 
our and censure, so we find that 
Mr. Williams, did not escape the 
rude attacks of the licentious 
tongue of freedom,*' kc By 
some he was accused of a big« 
oted attachment to his peculiar 
opinions ; by others he was com* 
f Mired to a weatliercock for insta* 
bilitv. From the accusations of 
enemies, a true character cannot 
be obtained of biro, nor of any 
other man. JHis friends uniform* 
ly maintain, that he lived and di- 
ed a pattern of piety and benevo- 
lence. It is certain, however, from 
his own writings, that he was one 
of the few Baptists, whose minds 
have been bewildered about the 
doctrine of succession ; and it was 
probably on that account he ceas- 
ed travelling in the Baptist com- 
munion not long after he found-* 
ed the church at Providence^ 
But there is no evidence that 
he renounced the peculiar tenets 
of the Baptists ; and it is certain 
he did not embrace those of any 
other sect. He had a long and 
sharp dispute with the Quakers,, 
for which some of them feel not 
very well di8{>osed towards him at 
this day. But it ought to be ob- 
served, at the same time, that Gov. 
Hopkins, of that persuasion, has 
doneample justice to his character. 

Although Mr. Willinms was al- 
most constantly engaged in the 
affairs of the colony, at home and 
abroad, yet we are assured thnt 
he preached frequently at Provi- 
dence, and used to go. once m 
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iD<Nith to Mr. Smith** in the Nar- 
ngaotet couairyp where many of 
tnote Nsrragaoaet lodianiattend- 
ed hit ministry, who eoald not be 
prevailed on to hear the aiitbioua- 
riei from other colouiea.* 

Mr. Williams hTed to the age 
of LXXXIV ; and darin^^ this 
longpenod, a patriarchal simjikio 
ity of roauneia, accompanied by a 
moat ardent aiid universal philaiw 
Ihopy, marked his oharacter. The 
varioos scenes, through which he 
passed, never ctiused him to alter 
bis seat i meats on religious frife- 
dom and the sacred rights of con« 
science. The lore of liberty 
aeems to have been interwoven in 
bit constitution, and under all 
aircumstauces to have been a gov* 
aming and most powerful princi- 
pie of action. Like the great 
i^XMtle of the Gentiles, he seemed 
determined, that in defending 
the rights of conscience, ** no man 
should make kit ghrying void.^* 
He died in the year l68i2» and 
was buried under arms on his own 
ground. The place of his grave 
18 not certainly known ! This is 
truly surprising ! That a minibter 
of the gospel, and the Governor 
of a Colony, that had rendered 
so many imix>rtant services to hu- 
manity and religion, should not 
have bad a friend to erect a mon- 
umeotal stone, to inform the 
stranger where his dust reposes I 
We close this lengthy memoir in 
the words of the late Rev. Morgan 
Edwards.f

Suppose, what we all admit, can be prod uc< 
that God is almighty and omnis- 
cient, nothinff new to him can be 
presented to ciian|(e his determi** 
nations ; and, manifestly, no effect 
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{Kmb the Terj perfection of his 
mature. 

That God is iiDmiitahle is the 
roice DOt only of reason, but al- 
io of Reveiatioo. Malachi iii. 6. 
1 am the Lord, 1 change not. 
Psalm xxxiii. i 1. The counsel of 
the Lord vtaudeth forever,^ the 
thoughts of his heart to all gen- 
erations. Num. xxiii. ly. God 
is not a man that he should lie ; 
neither the sou of mau» that he 
aboold repeut : hath be said, and 
shall he not do it ? or hath he 
spoken, and shall he not make it 
Mod ? James i. 17. From the 
Father of lights, with whom is no 
variableness, neither shadow of 
turning. I Samuel xv. 129. The 
strengUi of Israel will not lie, nor 
repent : for he is not a man that 
he should repent. 

This last passage is peculiarly 
interesting. The prophet has re- 
cord^ it as a [>art of the addrt-MS 
in which he aiiuouiiced to Sau( 
that the kingdom was taken from 
him ; and he has recorded it but 
a few verses after the account, 
(v. 11) in which he repre8ent«« the 
Lord as saying, * It repentrth me 
that I havt* net up Saul 10 be king.' 
Can we admit that the prophet, 
in this chapter, teaches two con- 
traiictory doctrines ? If not, we 
ve compelled to belie\ethat when 
(ni ▼. 1 1.) he speaks of God as re- 
V^tingt he uses the term bgura- 
tiTely, and in quite a different 
MQse from that in which he em- 
ploys it when (as ▼. 29) he de-> 
clsm that God does not repent. 
Aud if one of the inspired writers 
'^ards this diffetence in the- use 
•f the word, why not o// of them ? 
God acts upon a certain princi- 
ple and that principle is inirouta- 
l>i«. It follows, then, that the ef- 
l<^t produced on other beings 
iBQxt change with their relations 
^him. The sun in the ilrma- 
'i^Qt remains fixed— The earth 
torni from him—- Darkness in- 
volves us— -The earth returns to 
i^r former position, and the sun 
tffslQ.poyn «poB tts his spien- 



Thus, if God t>e immutably de- 
termined to show his approbation 
of virtue, his conduct must vary 
according to the characters of dif^ 
ferent men, and of the same men 
at different periods. An inde- 
pendent sovereign, he resolves to 
reward the virtuous, and punish 
the vicious. To day, he elevates • 
subject : 1 o-morrow, that subject 
becomes vicious, and he degrades 
hini— •M'hy ? Because his resolu- 
tion is immutable. 

AftLT these considerations, it 
will not be difBcult to perceive 
how we are to explain those pas- 
sages of scripture where God is 
represented as repenting of certain 
deeds, as the creation of man, 
and the crowning of Saul. We 
have only to rei-ollert that these 
are umont; the muliitude of in- 
btunces, not only in the poetical 
parts of the Old Tchtameut, but 
also in the historical, where, in 
condescension to the conceptions 
of men, God is described in the 
language of men. fVhen men re" 
pentj they change their conducim 
Autc, by an eaxy and natural Jig'^ 
ure, iiodt when he changes his 
conduct^ is said to repent. This 
simple solution, it is believed^ 
will, upon examination, be found 
supported by the context in every 
iiih>tuiic<' in which repentance is as- 
cribed to G6d. 

From this subject two reflections 
force themselves upon our minds. 
1st. To the impenitent, how 
awful must be the thought that 
the Being, who has resolved to 
punish forever those who now re- 
fuse his grace, will never change ! 

3nd. lo Christians, what can 
be more consoling than the assur- 
ance that the wise, holy, benevo- 
lent purposes of their Almighty 
Friend, are immutable !

2, The mutual intercourse of 
Ministers is admirably ada|)ted to 
promote their comfort, and awak« 
en their zeal in the cauite o. Christ* 

There is something inexpressi- 
bly sweet a«id endearing, in com- 
mu.iion with kindred houls. It is 
gentle and refreshing as the dew 
of Hermon, it is fragrant as the 
ointment which fell upon the gar- 
ments of Aaron. The mind is 
greatly relieved when we can tell 
onr sorrows to a few faithful and 
judicious friends who are reaily to 
sunimthize with us ; and it ^ives 
a double relish to onr jovb when 
others participate in them. But 
if intercourse among private chris- 
tians is so pleasant and useful ; if 
it alleviates their sorrow;*, and in- 
creases their happiness, it must be, 
at least, equally pleasant and ben- 
eficial to the ministers of i he C' » oss. 
They have not only to end me the 
trials which are common to men, 
and to christians, but such at» are 
peciiliar to their <:<cred calling. 
Thev are sometimes ready to siiik 
under desfionding fears. A ron- 
vi^-tion of the greatne-^s of thar 
work, a»id of their own insuffi<ien- 
C)', Alls them with dread. When 
they look forward to the services of 
the Lor 1*8 day, und are conscious 
that their roinds are dark and be^ 
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wildered ; when they torn over the 
tecred paji^es, aud cannot tiiid a 
iolitary passage on which a ray of 
truth appears to shine ; when tliey 
are fearful that they shall be con* 
founded before the people, and 
have to retire from the ministry, 
then their spirits are dried up with- 
in them. They conclude that 
God never called them to the 
work, and that they run before 
they weie tent. But on meeting 
with their brethren, they find they 
are not alone in these exercises; 
that others, who have been emi- 
nently useful, have eiidured the 
tome conflicts. This inspires 
them with hope; it ^ives new 
vigour to the springs of life. They 
return from the company of their 
brethrer^ refreshed in their souls* 
They learn that difficulties from 
withm and from without are to be 
expected ; that they are the lot of 
all the ministers of Christ. They 
are therefore determined not to be 
dismayed, but to be valiant for 
the truth, fighting the good fight 
of faith. There is not only much 
consolation and encouragement 
to be derived in finding that our 
brethren have had similartrialswith 
oarselvps, but also in hearing of 
the comfort and support they have 
enjoyed in their own minds, of the 
success which has attended their 
labours, and of the animating pro^ 
pects they have before them. 

3* The intercourse of ministers, 
if wisely regulated, will prove ben- 
eficial to the churches of Christ 
^ith which they are connected. 

If ministers themselves be edified 
by occasional interviews with each 
other, it is easy to perceive that their 
people will also be edified. The 
sentiments, feelings, and charac- 
ter of a minister will have great 
influence on the sentiments, feel- 
ings and character of a church. 
Suppose the minister has some ar- 
duous duty to discharge, which, 
from his youth and inexperience, 
be knows not how to perform ; he 
meets with his brethren, a d states 
the difficulty aoder which he la^ 



hours ; the subject receives atten- 
tion, and his seniors in age and 
office, who have had similar trials, 
give him their advice. Mew light 
is reflected on the subject, and the 
|Hith of duty appears plain. The 
happy consequences ol' the coun- 
sel imparted to him are not only 
felt by the minister himself, but by 
the church ; peace and harmony 
are preserved, where one step, aris* 
iug iVom the impetuosity of youth- 
ful feelings, or from ine\(>erienGe» 
might have led to «ad divisions* 
The instruction which a minister 
derives from the conversation of 
his brethren, the elevation given to 
his feelings, and the improvement 
of his general character, will not be 
confined in their effects to himself, 
their genial influence will extend 
to the people of his charge. 

4. The general interests of Zioa 
may be greatly promoted by nun* 
isterial intercourse. 

A pious minister may see some 
things in the denomination to 
which he l>elongs, which tend to 
mar its beauty, and impede its 
prosperity ; he may see the wily 
attempts of its adversaries, and 
may form in his own breast plant 
adapted to remove the defects 
which he sees, to disappoint the 
adversaries of the cause to which 
he.is attached, and to advance the 
prosperity of the church at large. 
But what can he do alone ? He ia 
not able to bring his |)lans into 
operation ; perhaps the moat he 
can do is to sigh in secret, and 
make his complaints to the Lord. 
There must be union of counsel 
and o{>eratioii, to give efficacy, ex* 
tent, and permanency to the plant 
which are laid, otherwise they will 
terminate in fruitless wishes, and 
unavailing regrets. What several 
cannot effect in their individual 
capacity, may by union be accom* 
plished with the greatest ease. It 
is a remark which must be famil- 
iar to you all, that *' concentrated 
action is powerful action/*

This minute 
detail has been ^iven, to shew what 
immense good may accrue to th# 
world from the intercourseof a few 
ministers of Christ* In the histo-^ 
ry of Carey, we see an individual 
in humble life^ called to the work 
of the ministry, with his heart deeply 
affected with the state of the hea^ 
then. He makes known his im- 
pressions to his brethren at a min- 
isters* meeting, the subject is taken 
into consideration, they begin to 
feel its importance, they draw up 
a plan of operation, aiid send this 
man of God with his fellow la- 
bourer to India. We see them 
entering on the work, and perse- 
vering amidst many difficulties, 
the Lord smiling on their unwea- 
ried and disinterested labours, new 
missionaries joining them, transla- 
tion succeeding translation, Hin- 
doos losing their cast, rhniches 
multiplied, and schoolsestablished. 
There ia now a prospfxt that in 
every province of India the natives 
will read the «vord of GoD in their 
own language, and hear it illus- 
trated and enforced by the faith- 
ful servants of the Son of God. 
Nor are these all the blessings we 
have to enumerate. There is rea- 
son to believe, that the Baptist

The Author of this sermon, it 
will be recollected, is the son 
of a Congregational minibter in 
the county of Plymouth, State 
of Massachusetts ; and was by 
education and professiou a Pw« 
dobaptist. 

After he had finished his studies 
at Blown University, Providence, 
(a. I.) he spent two years in the 
Theological Seminary at Aodo- 
ver, where the subject of baptism 
is said to receive a thorough and 
impartial investigation. 

His would nut have been a 
solitary case, if, during the (>eriod 
of his literary and theological 
pursuicf, he had occasionally felt 
some misgivings of conscience; but 
we hear nothing of his ••doubts,*' 
with respect to ••the truth of his 
former sentiments,*' till after his 
departure for india. 

Oil his pussage, as he afterwards 
acknowledged to Doct, Carey, he 
thought much about the circum- 
stance that he was going to Seram- 



pore, where all were Baptists, that 
he should in all probability have oc* 
cHsioii to defend infant sprinkling 
among them, and that in conse* 
qneuce, he set himself to examine 
into the grounds of Pedo-baptisnu 

This examination continued a- 
bont four months; and after much 
lai)orious research and painful 
trial, issued in entire conviction 
that it had no foundation in the 
word of God, and occasioned A 
revolution in his sentiments, which 
was nearly comf)1ete before he ar- 
rived at Calcutta, Feeling that 
he was m an unbaptized state, he 
soon after expressed his desire to 
Messrs. Carey, Marshman, and 
Ward, to profess his faith in Christ 
by obeying hisconimaiids, and was 
publicly baptized by the latter, on 
the first sabbath m September^, 
1812. 

tiis change of sentiment wai^ 
considered by his Pedobaptist 
brethren, with whom he was asso- 
ciated in the mission, as incompat- 
ible with his continuing their fel- 
low-labourer. 

A dissolution of his connexion 
with the Board of Commissioners, 
under whose patronage he sailed 
from America, was therefore una- 
voidable, for the) would uudouLit- 
edly feel as unwilling to sup[K)rt 
a Baptist missionary, as he would 
to com()ly with their iiistructinns, 
which particularly directed him to 
baptize •• credible believers with 
their households,'^ Uiuler these 
circnnistances he cast himself lor 
support on his Baptist brethren in 
America, by whom he has been 
cordially received and recognized 
as their missionary to the Empire 
of Burinah. 

Before his departure from Cal- 
cutta, tli(f sermon now before us 
WHS delivered, and exhibits the 
reasons of his p|•ese^^ belief. It was

are ha])pv to see this firat Atneri- 
ran Edition executed 111 a Style, 
whieli gratilies the taste, and does 
honour to the publishers. 

The text selected by Mr. Jud- 
son, is found in Matt, xxviii. ig. 
" Bnptiziiijr them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost." These words, 
he observer, su^trest two inqui- 
ries ; — jy/inl is Baptism P and 
To whom is Baptism lo he ad' 
miuisUreii ?

By tlui 
means, sn En^isli reader is deprived 
of bU uiusl KniHe. There are no oik 
er applicuiioni of the wani, in liii owe 
lia^ia^, from which he can leam it* 
import.

God has, in no part of his word, re- 
leased you from your obligation to 
baptize (m the eighth day. Nor has he

** Who hath rrquind this at your 
hand P ' Nor has be released you fi-om 
Your obhf;ation to baptize the servant, 
oom in the houne, or bougiit with 
money. 

But I ask again. Do you really be- 
lieve, that ' G(]4 has promised to you 
tht very blessmj^s, which he promised 
to Abraham and his seed f Do you 
really t>elicvc, that Goii has promised 
to gi\c >ou the land of Canaan, et«n 
that landt in Mehich jour father Abraiiank 
tsa* a stranger ? If not, whatever bless- 
ings God has promised to you, what- 
ever covenant be has made with you« 
it is not the covenant, which he made 
with Abraham, and in which children 
wei*e connected witik parenta* p. 27, 38. 

All the principal arguments 
which have been udduced't>y Dr. 
Worcester and others, to prove the 
right of infants to baptism, are 
then taken up, and handled by 
Mr. J. in a very clear and satis- 
factory manner; but our limits 
will not allow us to indulge the 
strong inclination we feel, to make 
large quolatious from this excellent 
discourse. 

Toward the close of the sermon 
Mr. J. takes occasion to advert to 
a circumstance which we have al- 
ways considered an inconsistency 
in the conduct of Puedobaptibts. 
Contrary to the usage of "all 
christian antiquity,** they contend 
fur the right of infants to one sa- 
crament, without admitting them 
to the privileges of the ol her. For 
more than one thou^and years, 
according to the testimony of 
Poedobaptists themselves, " com- 
munion in the Lord Vsupper im- 
mediately followed baptism, and 
no such thing 0(*curs as that of 
auy persons having a right to one

sion was essential to baptism^ and 
"aspersion,'* which wau ** used 
only in rases of sickness," "was 
thought imperfect and not solenmC* 
and tnat " the way ordinarily used 
(sprinkling) is a novelty begun in 
disorderly times, and in 1645 used 
by veryfeH>:"\\ 

Respecting the subjects of bap- 
tism, we find the same difference 
of opinion. One declares his tirm

So far from 
having received a reprimand, he 
declares **he had not the mo6t 
distant idea that the Board ever 
thought him deserving of one ;*'— 
and we are very much mistaken 
if Mr. Judson did not stand high 
Ml the estimation of the Board, 
both as a scholar and a preacher, 
when he sailed from America. 

To what motive then can we 
attribute the circulation of such 
a report? If Mr. J. had received 
a reprimand, he surely must have 
known it. But he positively a»- 
serts that Ae didnol receheone; and 
** for the troth of his assertion, 
appeals to any member of the 
JBoard.*' Is it possible to believe 
he would have made an assertion, 
which he knew to be false, and 
which he must have known ** any 
member of the Board" could easily 
prove to be false? If his chareo- 
ter had been disgraced in the 
estimation of his friends, by any 
conduct before, nr any change 
o( sentiment after his departure 
fficn America, he must certainly 
have) known that thedeninlof a 
fact so notorious, would only in- 
voh'c him in still greater disgrace. 
Besides, won Id the Board have 
afforded tlieir patronage and bu()- 
port lo n man, wlio, before his div 
parturc for India, had bliown him- 
self unworthy of contideure ? 

We are compelled to believe the 
report is unfounded. From what- 
ever source it originated, we fear 
it was designed, by attributing 
his change to an' improper motive, 
to counteract the impression which 
that change was likely to make 
on the minds of the community. 
Whenever wc are satisfied that 
in this we ure mistaken, we shall 
be readv to acknowledge it. 

We tirmly believe that Mr. 
Judson was influenred by the con- 
victions of truth, which, during 



his passage to Cnlcnttii, he wis in 
favourable circumstances tp r^ 
ceive. 

He certainly conld have had no 
previous bian to the doctrine of 
believers* haptikm ; for, to say 
nothing of the prejudices of ed* 
ucation and habit, he had no 
** doubts with respect to the truth 
of his former sentiments,*' till 
after his departure for India ; be- 
tides, according to his own con- 
fession, he commenced an exam* 
i nation into the grounds of Pcedo- 
baptism, that he might be pre* 
pared ** to defend infant sprink- 
ling,'* after he had arrived at 
Serampore.* 

Neither can it be said that hie 
was induced to alter his sentiments 
by having associated with Bap* 
tists, and been influenced by hear- 
ing their arguments, and witness- 
ing their pious labours. 

He commenced his examiiui* 
tion, and he began to be convinc- 
ed of the invalidity of infant 
baptism 9 when no Baptist was 
present, {on lioard ship ;) and what 
is still more, his convictions *' had 
nearly ripened into a full persua- 
sion, lieforc he had the least con- 
versation on the subject with any 
Baptist friend ;** altnongh " with 
die Bible and Dr. Worcester in 
his hand/' (so anxious was he to 
sup|iort infant baptism) Ur. w:it% 
" mucii on his kiirrs in pniycr 
for the influences of tlic Holy 
Sjiirit, who is promised to guide 
erring creatures into all the 

truth."t

It was a venture, and I hope, like 
that of Esther's, it will prove a 
happy one. 

Dr. Marsh man in a letter to the 
Editor, dated Oct. 14, 1815, in 
relation to the Burman Mission, 
makes the following interesting 
remarks : 
— »*< 1 have been &voured 
with your Magazine as far as 
June, and with the accounts of 
tbat glorious spirit of exertion 
br the kingdom of Christ, whirh 
diffaies itself more and more 
widely among you. Our joy 
therein, must, 1 think, equal your 
o*D, if it does not exceed it.

the Redeemer's cause, is inters 
esting to us ; and we rejoice ia 
a peculiar manner to sec how 
deeply the minds of our dear sis« 
ters in Christ auioiig you, seeoi 
interested in the Redeemer*^ 
cause.

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Their chiefs hare all along been 
friends to America, but are very 
suspicious. Ther are a cunning, 
docile people, and very inquisitive. 
They came in companies to set 
me, and let me know by their in- 
terpreter, that they came to know 
what that book said, and what it 
meant ; and would ask how the 
great Spirit made it— how it was 
kept ever since he made it— and if 
white people had not altered it 
since it was made. They asked 
all important questions about ere* 
ation, and the fall of man ;— and 
about the good Spirit, and the 
bad spirit ; — and how Jesus Christ 
was toe Son of God, and salvation 
by him ; and how he was one with 
the good Spirit ; and what effect 
it would liave on their nation if 
they received tliis book i — wheth- 
er there was not danger of 
white people cheating them in 
this book. Several seemed to ap« 
probate the doctrines of grace, 
and expressed a desire for good 
men to come among them to teach 
them ; but still expressed their 
fears of beine cheated. One old 
lady of note in her tribe came a- 
bout six miles with her son, who, 
as it appeared, had been under 
trouble a length of time about her 
future state, and begged that I 
would not cheat her. She pro* 
fessed that she had believed there 
was a way the good Spirit could 
save her, hot never knew until 
now. She was very particularly 
inquisitive in the doctrines of 
Christ's righteousness for our jus- 
tification— liis atonement for our 
sins — of faith in him — of repent- 
ance for sins and knowledge of for- 
giveneca — resurrection of the dead 
— eternal judgment — and life ev- 
erlasting. And while I endeav- 
oured to explain these things to 
her from the Scripture^, she rose 
and took me by the hand, saying 
in her own tongue, for she could 
not speak a word in English, and 
the tears rolling down her cheeks, 
** I love the good Spirit for so good 
salvation—-! love his Sou, he is 
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•weftt to my henrt, he is dl f(ood— 
I lore you, not bad love, but e^ood 
love— I can not* die happv— il' I 
never *ee you Hgairi here, I •hmll 
see you in tlie nood pjuce."

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nighti baire been spent in relig- 
ions conference, 

I have baptized 31 of the yonng 
•onvertsy who have joined our 
church ; brother Carr of Ham- 
burg, baptised some in my ab- 
. aence. Oor number has risen from 
14 to 561 in the course of this sea^ 
aon« 

The work has taken all classes 
mod distinctions of people; many 
of the precious youth are now 
the followers of Christ. Although 
the people are divided amone sev- 
eral denominations, vet it should 
not abate our ioy, that souls are 
convoted, and God is honoured. 
More than 100 in this, and the 
adjacent settlements, have* as we 
hope, become subjects of this 
work, I am now tirom home, at 
Leroy. A glorious work is beeun 
here— The Lord is doing wonders 
in this port of the country. The 
solitary places are made glad^ and 
the wilderness blossoms like the 
rose 
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Mr. JoBV CoNAHT of Brandon, 
(Vt.) under date of Jan. 4th, 
thus writes :— - 

^* A most glorious work of God 
prevails in this town. It is now 
increasing, and so wonderful in 
its progress, that no one among 
us ever saw it so great in any place 
before. We hope for its cootin- 
nance.'* 



We extract the following from 
a letter from the Rev. George 
WiTHBEELL of ColeraiDy to 
the Editor, dated Jan. 18, 1817. 

Dear Sir, 

The work of the Lord is still 
progressing inthispla^e; I huve 
now baptized 64, who have joined 
the church of which I have the 
care. I think a number more 
will soon be added. The above 
number were baptized within the 
term of three months. I intend 
gpring you a more particular ac- 



count of the beginning and pi^ 
gress of this good work, when it 
shall have come to a close. The 
youth have shared remarkably ia 
this reformation. The last sab- 
bath in December, our commu- 
nion presented a scene the most 
pleasing and affecting. There 
were upwards of one hundred com* 
municants, a majority of whom 
were young persons ! Many of 
these,' as they expressed them- 
selves, three mouths before, were 
in the broad road to ruin. This, 
Sir, is the Lord*s doing, and mar- 
vellous in onr eyes. 

I cannot close until I inform 
yon of a work, that has recently 
begun in Wilmington, (Vt.) It is 
said to be the most powerful that 
has ever been seen in that part of 
God's vineyard. 1 have been in- 
formed by brethren, who were at 
one of their evening meetings, 
that there were fifteen hopeful- 
ly brought into the liberty of the 
gospel tnat evening. It is stated, 
that more than one hundred have 
hopefully been bom into the 
kingdom of grace, within four 
weeks ! 

In the other towns I mentioned 
to you in a former letter, the work 
appears to be drawing to a close- 
But the^ have shared richly in 
the blessmgs of special grace. 

In Barnardaton, about 15 miles 
east of me, the Lord has perform- 
ed a work to the astonishment of 
men and angels 1 There have been 
not far from seventy added to the 
Baptist church (as I have been 
informed,) and about the same 
number to the Congregational 

church. 

Dear Sir, we have long been 
praying for that happy era, called 
the'millenniuro. May we not hope 
it has already begun? We can

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MEMOIR OF THE LATE REV. ABRAHAM BOOTH. 

From the London Evang'clic&l Magazine. 



We have seldom, if ever, been 
called upon to record, in tliis Mis- 
cellany, a departed saint and ntin- 
ister of more sterlinj^ worth tlmn 
the late Rev. Abraham Booth. 
Averse at* he was, from the preva- 
lence of deep hnmility, to any 
eulogium on his character, sol- 
emnly forbidding any thing to be 
•aid of him in his funeral-dis- 
course, yet it would be injustice 
to the God of all grrace, who so 
highly favoured and blessed him, 
not to acknowledge, to his glory, 
that plenitude of gifts and graces 
which was bestowed upon him,— 
thai " Reign of Grace" which was 
exemplied in him. For our abil- 
ity to gratify the wishes of our 
readers in doing this, we confess 
ourselves indebted chiefly to a 
short Memoir, by the Rev. Dr. 
Rippon, atlach^'d to the funeral- 
serm^ by the U<'v. Mr. Dore ; 
and to which we «;ladlv refer for 
more copious partirnUrs tlmn the 
limits of our biographical pu^^es 
can a'linit. 

Mr. Abraham Booth wa-* born 
at Ainifsley Woodhoi'se, in Nor- 
tinghumshire. May 17t 1734. 
His parents were destitute of nil 
vital i^ligion, till htaring a 
preacher who visited the country, 
they became seriously concerned 
about their eternal interests. A- 
braham was their first child, and 
discovered early marks of piety. 
He chose the most retired places 
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for prayer ; and was frequently 
overheard, alone, wrestling with 
God. He made an early profes- 
sion of religion ; but he recollect- 
ed not any particular day when 
he was suddenly alarmed, any 
9triki;i^c serniun under which he 
was roused, nor any remarkable 
seasons of overwhelming sorrow* 
and he has often said, that if he 
had judged of the state of his soul 
by such religious convictions only» 
he must have concluded that he 
had never been savingly couverted 
to God. 

His Hrst religious connexions 
were formed among the General 
Baptists ; and in the r»ineteenth 
year of his age he was ordained 
pastor of a church at Kirk by 
Wood house, near the place of 
his birth. He was then a cealoas 
enemv of the orthodox system ; 
and greatly opposed rhe doctrine 
of election, in a poem '* On Ab- 
solute Predestination.*' Grad« 
ually, however, as the light of 
truth arose on his mind, he re« 
flet^ted its beams, in his conver« 
satioiis and sermons among hit 
hearers; a. id thoui^h, from a 
conviction of his worth, thev were 
unwilliiior to part with him, not* 
withsran<lin< the chant^e of hit 
sentimetkfs, yet he found it nee* 
essarv to remove. 

His next place of settlement was 
at Sutton Ashfield, in the same 
county ; where he bej^au to preach 
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III a room, called Bore*B Hall. 
Ilerr lie formed a iiiiiiill church of 
the Calvinistic, or Particular Bap- 
tist dtiioiij illation ; and to this »it- 
uiiiioii the rtli^ious public are in- 
drl>tni fur the first edition of The 
Rtii^n of (Jracef \^hich contains 
the buh-^iame of a great number 
of Uxa bt'iiuons, preached tir&t at 
Suctou A^hfield, and other plarts. 
Tliid work hub proved the niokt 
po; Hilar nf all his publications ; 
and with it ull the circumstances 
of the hitter half of his life are 
toiiiKCted. 

The inn.iuM'ript had been re- 
coiiiiiieiKled to tlie Rev. Mr. Venn, 
who heuiKii; u pleasing account of 
IVlr. UootirA life and ministry* de- 
sired to I )t ruse it, though he en- 
tertained no raii>ed expectations 
coneeniiiii; it ; hut "to my great 
Bur()ri?'e,'' ^avs Mr. Venn, "there 
appeared to me in it the marks of 
a <;enius, joined with the feelings 
of a Chusiian heart ; a vigor of 
.St vie niueli a hove what is common 
in our hebt religious writers ; in 
his reasoning, clearness and force; 
and in his doctrine an apostolic 
purity. • • • • I flatter myself 
albo, that this work will prove both 
bo plcu^in*^ and useful to men of 
an evan;j^t heal taste, that some 
better situation may be found for 
Mr. Booth : a situation proper 
fur a man wliom God hath endow- 
ed with abilities, and a taste for 
^ood learning ; bo that he shall 
he. no more subject to the neces- 
sity of manual labour." This 
recommendation, with the merits 
of the work itself, brought our 
worthy friend into public notice ; 
and became the occasion of his 
setthment with tliC church in 
Prescor-Street, Goodman*s Fields, 
on the <h cease ot the Rev Mr. 
Ikirford, who died April 15, ]7h8. 

Sonie of the brethren having 
read the book, and being much 
pleased with it, a(i;reed to take a 
journey to hear him. They were 
much deliu:hted with his labours; 
and iaviud him to preach % Loid'a 



Day or two with their 
Mr. Booth accordingly came; 
preached three saccesaive Sab- 
baths; and was then requested 
to repeat his visit, which he did : 
in consequence of which an unan- 
imous call was given him ; which, 
after due deliberation, he accept- 
ed ; and was ordained February 
16, 1769* Some persons, yet 
living, |)erfectly remember how 
well Mr. Booth*s confeaaion of 
faith was received ; they consid* 
ered it as a kind of wave sheaf, 
the blissful harbinger 0^ a ri<ji 
and plenteous harvest ; nor hare 
their expectations been disappoint- 
ed. 

"Thus united with a godly re- 
spectable |)eople, the objects of 
his laudable ambition were before 
him, and within his reach. Ai» 
therefore, his love of books had 
been ardent from early life, it now 
increased, and became almoat IB" 
satiable ; so that he seems to haft 
formed the determination, which 
Dr. Owen formerly made, that, if 
learning were attainable, he wonU, 
by the blessing of God, surely pa^ 
sess it. The circumstancea of 
his former situation rendered it 
necessary for him to obaerve the 
Jfrsi fiart of Pliny's Rule for read- 
ing^ : Non muUaf'^sed muUum ; 
while his inclination impelled him 
to follow the second part of it ; 
for though he had not man^ booh 
to read, yet he read much, digested 
what he read, and often reduced 
it to common places. His heing 
already so good a divine, and 
furnished with a vast variety of 
matter methodized for the pulpit» 
gave him leisure^ and ministered 
to the execution of his plan, of 
which he never lost sight. After 
his residence in London, he wai 
considerably indebted to the eru- 
dition of an eminent classic, who 
had been a Roman Catholic 
priest.'* Except the aasistanot 
which he received from this pre- 
ceptor, he might fairly be denouiv 
iuated a $e(f*iaHght $ckolar% whfwc 
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literary acquisitions equalled, and 
ofteii surpassed bis weans. Few 
were better acquainted with the 
writers of Ecclesiastical History* 
or of Jewish Antiquities ; but he 
had another object, which seems 
to have been the height of his 
ambition ; — he obtained an easy 
access to the exhaustless stores 
of Theolog^y^ published abroad. 
Some of those, which he signalized 
with a peculiar regard, were Wit- 
8ius» Turretiue, Stapferus, Vit- 
riuga, and Venema. Nor must 
we omit among his favourites at 
home, Dr. John Owen, to whose 
learned and evangelical writings 
he has often acknowledged himself 
deeply indebted. 

These exertions from early 
youth till he was more than sixty, 
unquestionably demonstrate of 
what importance sound learning 
appeared to him, esi>ecially for a 
gospel minister ; and his opin- 
ion en this head must be of con- 
sequence, as few were more capa- 
ble of appreciating its value than 
himself: he knew its utility by 
his former want of it. Neverthe- 
less, he constantly maintained, 
that a knowledge of the languages 
in which the sacred Scriptures 
were originally written, howev- 
er highly desirable, is by no 
means essential to a minister of 
Christ. 

' His doctrinal sentiments were 
Caivinistic, according to the Con- 
.fession of Faith, published in 
London, by the Caivinistic Bap- 
tists, in the year l689« These 
he thought it his duty to main- 
tain and defend. "Nor did he 
state either of them in the usual 
terms, thai he might intentionally 
keep any of the rest of them out 
of sight. Who ever found him 
exalting even the glorious per- 
son and work of Christ, with 
a view to render the electing love 
of the Father, or the sanctifying 
work of the Holy Spirit, a mere 
cypher? While he sublimely 
asaerted that the ** obedience" of 



our Lord even unto death, <<ia that 
in worth which his person is in dig^- 
nity, — thit intinite in glory, thai 
boundless in merit,'* and, hence, 
that it is a finished redemption : he 
never conceived of the active and 
passive obedience of Christ alona 
as a complete salvation ; but earn- 
estly contended, **that aancti- 
fication is a part, a capital, an 
important part of that salvation 
and blessedness which are prom- 
ised to the |)eople of God, and 
provided for thcui in Christ.** 

It seems also of consequence 
to mention how faithfully he con- 
tended for thoRC doctrines, at a 
time when the idea of the iuno- 
cency of mental error was fast 
gaining ground, — when Candour 
and Liberality were terms era- 
ployed in favour of none blit those 
who discovered a total indifference 
to the grand truths of the gospel,-* 
when all catechisms, and creeils, 
and systems were execrated, ex- 
cept such as were in the interests 
of the Sabelliau, the Arian, or the 
Soi'iiiian Heresy. At a Monthly 
Meeting of ministers, on that text, 
« Buy the truth and sell it not," 
he stated, with an energy of mind, 
and a force of argument never to 
be forgotten, that *• if error be 
harmless^ truth must be worth- 
less ;*' and, with a voice, for him 
unusually elevated, declared, that 
•* every partisan of the innocency 
oFmental error is a criminal of no 
common atrocity, but guilty of 
high treason against the Majesty 
of Eternal Truth." 

'' But, intent as he was in de- 
fence of the whole sacred palladi- 
um of revealed truth, there is evi- 
dence to conclude, that, of late 
years, two points lay peculiarly 
near his heart. One is, the Free* 
ness of the Gospel, as containing 
** Glad Tidings to perishing Sin- 
ners ; or,'* in other words, that 
<*the genuine Gospel is a com- 
plete Warrant for the most ungod- 
ly Person to believe in Jesus.** • • • 
This point he has laboured ; and 
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whatever may be thoaght, by 
differtfiil ^leisons, of olher poei- 
tiouB II. bis Glnd Tidin^i;— ir 
ever it was proved tlmt the voit-e 
of ilie goBpi'l " lo the vilest of the 
vile,"' is tills, "Come mid welcome 
to Jesu9 ChriBt," lie has ^lorioitiily 
proved it : and this Uim been a 
matter of fxuluiion lo-mmiy, ab 
it IB a truth I'roin nliich nitiny 
duties fairly reRuh ; and whioh, 
if priiciically believed, oill pro- 
duce an harvest of e^aiiucUeal 
deti^'hu. 

"The Olher of the two articled 
which appeared to him of wi much 
itoportaiice iw. The Uoctriiie of 
the Satislaclion of Chribl : which, 
he vras coiitident, la_>s the au rest 
• • • louiiHaliou for the aupport 
of persona/ and particular redemp- 
tion, aiiil of justiHcution by the 
imputed ri^hleouwess of our 
Lord :" But he wae not more 
ConepicuouB for his zealous uttaeh- 
ment to the fuudamental artieleH 
of our faith, thaa he was for hiii 
cordial re^rard to practical religioD. 
Thus viewed, he was a briKl^t 
example toall around hiri. " The 
doctrine of Gwceand the doctrine 
of Duty," were clearly distin- 
guished by hiu) ; and yet so per- 
fectly joined tOKcther, as lo 
breathe but une ip'trit, and to 
form but one si/stem. Griice, 
sovereign (,'race, as displayed in 
the jrospel, he coniidered as the 
ground of hope : the revealed will 
of God, as summarily coiopre- 
heuded in the Ten Coitiniand- 
meots, he maintained to be the 
rule of duty forsainln and xionerB ; 
and that it must so remain for 
ever, *■ while God i« God, aud 
man is man." 

*' His sermons were always good, 
often trulv (jreat, and mostly di- 
rected to" the conscience J while 
more than a few of them, with a 
felicity of combination, iiilercnted 
the mind, the conscience, «r>d the 
heart, at the same moment : and, 
if they hnd not all the urrom- 
panimetilB of a modeni elocu- 
tion, • • ■ they were duliKtcd 



with that dignified solemn energy . 
which gave a forcible effect to ill 
he BHid ■ ■ - • And as all lilt 
diii'ourses were Mudied, thoM 
which be delivered in the freast ( 
and aHeciionate manner, uuem*' 
barraiised by laboured recollectinot 
were remarkably acceptable.

God.<»-He shone also eminently 
in the exercise of the grace Of 
prudence ; but if there were any 
trait in his character more distin- 
guishing than the rest, it was that 
of Integrity and LTprightness. 
His word was enough, without 
any other solemn engagement. 
Deceit of every kind was far from 
him, and he detested flattery ; and 
of him it might truly be said, *^ Be- 
hold an Israelite indeed, in whom 
is no guile !'* He gloried in 
the croKs of Chh»t as the only 
foundation of the sinner's hope ; 
but in another view, his rejoicing, 
his glorying, was this, ** The tes- 
timony of his conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity his 
conversation had been in the 
world." 

Yet no one must conclude that 
this faithful servant of his Lord 
spent a life of more than three- 
score years, and ten without his 
share of trials. He met with 
heavy afflictions and crosses in 
his family. Nor was he, at all 
times, entirely free from troubles 
in his church, prosperous as have 
been its circumstances. No; here 
he has needed the exercise of 
patience and humility. Fre- 
quently his evangelical labours 
have been misunderstood, slighted, 
and contemned. *^ Some dissat- 
isfied persons have complained of 
his ministry as being dry, legal, 
and of an Arminian cast ; while 
others have quarrelled with it, 
under a supposition that it verged 
towards Antinomianism." In free 
conversation with his brethren, 
he has said, that in the same week, 
and* concerning the very same 
discourses, these opposite com- 
plaints have }>epn made before hij* 
face. How meekly he heard them 
is not entirely unknown ; for it has 
been admired by the complainants 
themselves. 

He was solemnly impressed with 
the death of his dear wife, about 
four years since: but so mn<*h 
resigned to the will of God, that 
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his frieads were Btruck ; Biid an« 
of them remarked it to liiio .- to 
vhom W said, "There )• j^tfiit 
teMon i'iir my cotnposure und 
serenity. About tnenty-thcee 
years ag-p, my wife had a severe 
lyiug-in, »'liii;l) so debilitated her, 
that we feared »hc would never 
recover lier strength. Her india- 
positioR conttnutd about twoyean, 
which occasioned our removing so 
Dear to the meeting-house. Soon 
after, the Lord was pleased to send 
the scarlet fever into the family ; 
nife and all were ill, except myself. 
Her faculties were deranged ; and 
the doctor said, " 1 fear. Sir, your 
wife is iLOt likely to recover." [ 
attended them all aa well as I 
could. The Bible was then 

1 could oidy snutch a few verees ; 
and I well remember one solemn 
transaction :— In the evening I 
retired for private prayer, and be- 
sought the Lord that i might tind 
an entire resiirnation to hit will. 
When 1 arose I'roni my knees, I fdt 
peculiar satisfaction m the perfec- 
tions of God ; and had such full 
perauasiou of his righteousness, 
hie justice, his mercy, and love, 
that I lifted up my eyes to Heaven, 
and said, " I give my wife, my 
children, my all, to th«, O God :" 
and, if ever I prayed iu my life, 
I prayed at that time. Seeing, 
then, he has given her to me for 
twenty-three years, in answer to 
prayer, dare 1 murmur now }— 
God forbid !" 

Through the chief part of his 
days he enjoyed good health ; and 
for many years was seldom intcT- 
rupted in his pastoral Imbdurs. 
But when sixty summers, or morr-, 
had passed over his head, the 
painful abtintia increasingly afDJct-

ed him, year by year, till at leogth 
his vrinteni, and napecially the 
three last, were severe and thrtat.

Thii you 
mnet expect, — it will ouly be on 
exchange ol'tnuls, and l)io»eaoTne- 
times for the worse ; th'is, however. 



should not dishearten you. A» I 
told you before, 6o I tell jouavain, 
'■ He that hath God's «ll, need not 
doubt of Gods help." When the 
way is made |il;iiii, whatsver trials 
meet us, H e ti [id comrort ill the con- 
fiuiousnesij of being in God'ii way.

ing of this prophecy. God did 
not condemn the wearing of these 
ornaments, though they were at 
numerous, probably, as ever a- 
dorned a female at any period of 
the world ; but said he would 
take them away as a punishment 
for their sins. For the same rea« 
son he said, he would take away 
the whole stay of bread, and the 
whole stay of water ; hence we 
have as much reason to suppose 
that God condemneil the use of 
bread and water, as the wearing of 
the numerous ornaments specified 
in the chapter. 

The Old Testament so far from 
forbidding females the use of gold* 
en ornaments, censures them on 
qne occasion for laying them a- 
side. It was when tlie women 
stripped themselves of their ear* 
rings to make the golden calf in 
the wilderness ; it is said that Aa- 
ron made them bare to their shame. 
Exodus xxxii. 25* 

The fact is, neither of these pas- 
sages have any thing to do with 
the question under consideration ; 
for the Jewish and christian dis- 
pensations are so different, that if 
these ornaments were condemned 
or comnlanded under the former, 
they might not be under the latter. 

In the New Testament there 
are two passages which are con- 
sidered decisive of this question. 
1 Tim. ii. 9, 10. <*/n like manner 
that women adorn themselves in 
modest apparel^ with shamefaced^ 
ness and sobriety , not with broid^ 
ered hair^ or gold^ or pearls^ or 
costly arrays But f which becom^ 
eth women professing godltness^J 
with good works.*^ 1 Peter iii. 3, 
4. " ffhose adorning^ let it not be 
that outward adorning of plaiting 
the hair, and of wearing of gold, 
or of putting on of apparel, but 
let it be the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not corrupt- 
iblCf even the ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit^ which is in the 
sight of God of great price.'' It is 
supposed by some, that these pas- 
sages forbid the wearing of broid- 
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ered or plaited hair, and gold, and 
pear1», uud costly array. IT ihis 
be a tact, putiiiig on o^appurel is 
equally as much lorbiddtrii ; but 
no one can Eup|iaae that it is un- 
lawful to wear tlolhfs ; and there- 
fore no Due I'Bii with Tea»on iU[j- 
foae that auc'h orumineut* ure pro- 
tiibited as are here specified. 

It may, bow(.'rer, b« proper to

Paul »illa or coiamaude, in. 
that the women adorn themsekea 
with modest apparel. To adorn, 
is to oniamentwr beuutify ; hence 
it is riv;ht for females to ornament 
themselves. With what ? With 
modest apparel. Are gold ear- 
ringa iminodeBt ? If they are, the 
Jewish women have been immodr 
est, and almost all othere in the 
world ; and indeed, very few peo- 
ple have correct ideas of modesty. 
it is lo he presumed that no one 
ie 60 destitute of modesty o» to 
answer the qnestion in the aflirm- 
ative. It would be considered 
immodest for females to dress in 
mau'e clothes, or iu any manner 
different from what women gener- 
ally do, in that part of the world 
where they reside. The dreas nf 
the ancient Grecian ladies, and of 
the modern Btirman females, 
would, in this country, be con- 
sidered immodest ; though not in 
their respective countries. Hence 
whatever is generally worn by per- 
sons nf rank in society, eaitaot 
be deemed immodest, nor can any 
one Kith reason suppose, that in 
this command of the apostle, ex- 
pensive attire is forbidden, when 
It is evident that rich garmeitts 
muy be modest, and those which 
cost little or nothing may be im- 
Modesi. 

The Apostle wilts or commands. 
Secondly, that women adorn them- 
selves with shamefaredness nnd 
sobriety. Shamefaced ness U de- 
rived from a word whieh eignifle* 
not seen ; and etpresses that diffi- 
denee and bashfulnef^s which ia pe- 
culiar to the temule chnraclcr. 
Sobriety refers to the general bc- 
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haviour and depoTtnient> and ii 
eusily understood. 

The Apostle wills or eommatuli 
3d, that women adorn themwlrei 
with good works ; but does not 
command that they should be s> ; 
donitd with gold, or pearls, « 
costly array. There is a difln-

Whatever is conimanded not to lit

On the former of these texts, 
Burkitt renmrki> — *' That though 
persons of quality are not prohib- 
ited to wear such ornaments, 
though costly as becometh their 
degree, yet none are to study the 
external adorning of the body so 
much, as to neglect the inner man 
by good works." And respecting 
the latter, he observes, •• That 
such attire may be worn by chris- 
tian women, provided it be done 
without pride and without too 
great expense of time and treasure. 
This doth not absolutely forbid 
the wearing of ornaments or costly 
apparel, by such persons whose 
quality will answer." 

Dr. Gill remarks on the former 
of these texts, — •' Not that the 
apostle forbids all use or wear of 
such things by proper persons, 
whose circumstances would admit 
of it. There is no religion or irre- 
ligion in dress, provided pride and 
luxury are guarded against, and 
modesty and moderation preserv- 
ed."

If then, neither the first po^ 
sition bi' true. That there is a 
scripture standard for our dress—- 
nor the second. That we must 
avoid all unnecessary expenses)-^ 
the third must be correct; Tliat 
we are at liberty to dress as we 
think proper, provided that our 
apfiarel be modest. 

One thing is evident; that what- 
ever 'is said respectiiig the dress 
of women in the scriptures, noth- 
ing is there said respecting that 
of the men. No otie, rliertfore, 
has a scriptural right to censure 
them for their dress, whether it 
be according to the present fash- 
ion, or one of ancient da\ s ; 
whether their hair be combed in 
one way or another ; or whether 
their dress be cheap or expen- 
sive, if any of the women 
choose to wear no gold or pearls 
or costly at ray, no one has a 
right to censure them for their 
singularity ; or if others choose to 
dress according to the custom 
of the place where they r<*8ide, 
and according to tliat station 
which they occupy in society, 
no one has a right to condemn 
their conduct. . The kingdom 
of God does not consist in meat, 
or in drink, or in dress ; but ia 
righteousness, peace, and joy, in 
the Holy Ghost. A person may 
dress ever, so plainly and meanly, 
and have no religion ; and anoth- 
er may dress in rich ap|>arel, and 
be a pions man. Joseph with 
his rich and magnificent apparel 
in the court of Pharaoh, and 
Daniel loaded with the ho.tours 
of the Babylonian and Persian 
governments, were inferior to 
none in their religious attain- 
ments. Though richlv attired, 
their principal ornaments were 
the graces of the spirit. 

As an individual has a richt 
to dress as his judgnent dic- 
tates, so a number of christians, 
or a church, or a denominatioN, 
if they can agree on a standard, 
have an equal right to dre&s 
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accordingly. No one can cen- 
sure tlicin with propriety ; nor 
can they censure those whose con- 
d\ut is different. Those who are 
very precise in their own drese, and 
very censorious towards others, 
Tuay be emiuently pious, and 
act from conscientious motives. 
Hut one thing is surprising; that 
buch people, while in the , pub- 
lic assemblicH, uniting in prajer 
and praise, and hearing the 
word, have time suflBcient to 
look round and observe a large 
proportion of those who are pres- 
ent ; to remark the deviations 
from their prescribed rules, stnd 
to remember them so correctly 
as to have matter for conversa- 
tion for many days to come. I 
should think a pious worshipper 
would have his mind m> much 
taken up with the exercises in 
which he was engaged, that he 
would hardly know who was in 
the house ; much less who was 
drei^sed in the fashion. 

Though 1 am satisfied that 
f\ery one has a right to dress as 
liis judgment and conscience may 
(li( tate, I do not think it ex- 
pedient for christians to conform 
to all the prevailing fashions, 
for two reasons : — One is, they 
Ccinnot generally afford it, if 
they are as charitable as they 
on:;ht to be: the second is, that 
rliose who are very careful to 
have their dress conform to the 
fashions, must necessarily spend 
a larijcj portion of their time in 
a trilling manner, to the neglect 
of the more precious ornaments 
of the mind. It is certainly to 
be recommended to christians to 
be prudent in tlieir expenses, 
and to employ as little time 
as possible, in feeding and a- 
dorniuijj their bodies. As peo- 
ple may be as proud of couise 
apparel as of costly array, it 
would be well for christians, if, 
instead of endeavouring to per- 
suade their friends to conform to 
anv particular fashion, they would 
exhort them to cultivate the gra-

Amongst 
the last, 1 knew many, who were 
quite ignorant of the lirst princi* 
pies of religion, and were far from 
possessing a proper state of mind 
to enjoy that ordinance with any 
advantage; yea, 1 knew even some 
who came to the holy Supper, who 
lived quite contrary to the gospel 
of Christ. My mind was, on ob- 
serving this, very much cast down : 
and yet it lay not in my power to 
chai1iB>the circumstances, nor to 
cxctude those persons from the 
communion of the church. The 
manner of admitting members 
appeared to me to lie one of the 
greatest abuses which had crept 
into the Dutch Church. When

My mind 
bej^aii to think especially about In- 
fant Baptism, whether it were in- 
deed scriptural or not ; and when 
I ■.'oiisidered the eviU nsuliing 
from that practice, (which are 
mu<'h more visible in thi« counlry 
than in Europe] it appeared to me 
to be highly injurious to real chrig- 
tianity. It mav be considered at a

as many persons came to me 
desiring to he admitted to mem* 
bership, who knew not a single 
word to say, besides what they 
had learned by heart, from a 
short catechism. This had 
been the practice here many 
years, and already hundreds of 
such persons had been ar^mitted 
to membership in the church. 
I was fully persuaded that this 
was not the apostolic way, to in- 
crease the church v^ith such 
members, and that none ought 
to be called members of the 
church, unless united by iaith 
to Jesus Christ, and actuated 
by that faith to bear the image 
of the Saviour in himself. 

Christian discipline was also 
entire^ out of use, in conse- 
quence *of which no person could 
be denied church communion, 
though he lived a life con- 
trary to the Gos^pel. These 
things depressed my spirits very 
much. 

After the arrival of brother Trout 
at Samarang, I went frequent- 
ly to see him, and soon learned 
to look upon him as a very pious 
worthy brother. As we became 
intimate, we had sometimes con- 
versation together concerning the 
abuses prevailing in this church ; 
I told him, among other things, 
that many persons came to me 
to have their children baptizt'd, 
who were as ignorant of that 
subject as the heathens. We 
entered now on a conversation 
about Infant Baptism. 1 was 
already convinced, that baptism 
could not afford the least advan- 
tage to a child, as I knew that 
all new covenant blessings rould 
onlv be obtained by faith in 
Christ : yet 1 wanted to prove 
to him, that infant baptism 
might be extended to RRtisfy the 
minds of parents respecting their 
children. But he obs<'rved to 
me that ignorant and unbelieving 
parents could not enjoy the least 
scriptural satisfaction respecting 
the matter, &c. I started many

objections to his reasonings, but 
they were all thrown down by 
him ill a inoiuent, on grounds 
oi' conjmon sense and scripture. 
From this very time, and still 
more a^ter 1 had read your can- 
diil blatenient on baptism, 1 was 
i'ullv convinced that our mode 
of baptism was not supported by 
tiic word of God* I afterwards 
it'lt many upbraidings of con- 
science when I sprinkled some 
infants; and if 1 would iM>t act 
quite contrary to the convictions 
of my mind and commit sin a- 
gainst my great Lord and Head 
of the Church, who had en- 
lightened me, 1 was obliged to 
1 enounce my denomination and 
my ministry in the Dutch 
church, which last afforded me 
my subsistence. But as 1 wish 
to remain in this country, and 
especially now, to devote all my 
strength to the purpose for 
wliich 1 have been seut out to 
l!iis Missionary work, I entreat 
your |>atronage towards me, and 
to acknowledge me as your Mis- 
sionary. For 1 shall make a 
public confession of my senti- 
ments within a few days, and 
be baptised according to the 
word of God. Respecting my 
stay in this place, or at least 'in 
this island, I beg have to ol>- 
seive, if this could be granted 
me, it would be according to 
my wish, as 1 am married here, 
and of course Imve got family 
cunnexions on the side of my wife. 
I must here observe, that J have 
not been able to apply so much 
to the languages of the nativcH as I 
'.vi.sijed, and have not yet acquired 
a sufficient knowledjTe of the Ma- 
iay to be useful iu it, both on 
account of my connexion with 
the church here, and of mv ill 
state of health. Hut as I am 
to resi^jn the first, and in the 
latter I am improving, I shall be 
enabled, I trust, to answer my 
call as a Missionar}'.

to the ilamesi. 

*' Some are IkI to the mission- 
aries to seek instruction by a 
dream, others in conser|ucnce of 
conversation over a dead body, 
and manv, very many, throu;;h 
the thinLTH that they have seen and 
heard in various parts, and iu the 
different islands, renounce heath- 
enism, and be<*.ome the friends of 
the gospel. This is a loud call 
to missionaries. Come over and 
help us. We are printing the 
last sheet of the Old Testament 
history in Tahietean, to which ia 
added a translation of a fe«% chap- 
ters out of the tirst book of Kings. 
A new edition of the spelling; 
book also is sent here to be print- 
ed. We hope the printing press, 
and printintx materials, for whicli 
I have written, will be brought 
out by our brethren, and that we 
shall take it to the islands with us. 

** As to the religious alFairs of 
this colony, 1 must say, they are 
better upon the whole. Our lit- 
tle Society for the poor, &c. has 
weathered the storm, and we have 
obtained respect. His Excellen- 
cy the Governor has become an 
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annual subscriber of 10/. 5s« and 
some gentlemen have ibUowed 
his example. The children of 
the colony are very numerous ; 
a concern has been stirred up for 
their religious education, and we 
expect to have a Sunday School 
Society. We shall also have a 
Misbionar)' Auxiliary Society here 
on a small scale, as we find a lit* 
tie interest excited both here and 
up the country in this blessed 
clause. Brother Davies desires 
me to forward an enclosed letter 
to you, but no such letter was en- 
closted. 1 suppose it will come 
by the next vessel, which we ex- 
pect in a few weeks. It shall 
then be forwarded. I am great- 
ly disappointed that 1 did not get 
the Circular Letters, &c. you 
spoke of; it will also be sensibly 
felt by brother Duvies, who, I am 
snre, has been highly gratified by 
the former sent him. With the 
greatest love and respect for you

Da. CAREY TO DK. BALDWIN. 

Calcutta, July 23, 1816. 

My dear Brother, 

Want of leisure is the only 
reason of my writing so seldom to 
you, and not want of inclination, 
for it would afford me much grati- 
fication to maintain a frve and in- 
timate correspondence with you 
and many others of my American 
friends ; I feel a very high regard 
for many in your highly favoured 
country, and the more I become 
acquainted with them, the more 
interest i feel in all their concerns. 
The interest they have uniformly 
taken in the cause of missions to 
the heathen ; — a cause which is 
mixed with my life blood, and 
flows through all my veins, has 
€H>ntributed much to unite my soul 
with the many thou^tands of your 
Israel. 1 rejoice exceedingly in 
the apparently universal union of 



all your churches in the mission 
work, and in the steps which they 
have accordingly taken to send the 
gospel to the Burman Empire. 
You have done right and well in 
taking our dear Brother Judsoa 
under the patronage of the Baptist 
Convention ; and, in sending him 
a colleague in his work. He ib a 
gootl man, and truly pobsesses the 
spirit of a Missionary. 

Before this can reach you, the 
news of Brother Hough's arrival 
will have been received. Brother 
Hough and family arrived in safe- 
ty and health. They are still with 
us, owing to a disagreeable cir- 
cumstance respecting their depar- 
ture hence.«— Brother Hough took 
a* passage to Rangoon in a ship ' 
from this port. While going 
down the river, the almost con- 
stant state of intoxication in which 
the Captain wa^<, and the circum- 
stance of his having, with the 
Pilot, repeatedly left the ship for 
the purpose of drinking, and be- 
ing brought back in a beastly con- 
dition, greatly alarmed Brother 
and Sister Hough, who, conclud- 
ing it would be prcttumptiou to 
venture their lives with such a 
man, left the ship, and returned to 
Calcutta. This will be a great 
disappointment to Brother J udsoD. 
1 hope, however, another opportu* 
nity will offer in a month or two. 

With respect to the cause of 
God here, we have very abundant 
cause for encouragement. hot 
though the effects of the Gospel 
are inconceivably less than we

SHORT ACCOUNT 

OP THE 

CONVERSION AND BAPTISM 

OF 

KRISTNO PAUL. 

The expectations of the Mis- 
sionaries had been often raised, by 
the prospect, that some of the na« 
tives of Bengal had embraced the 
gospel ; but it was not till after 
several years* patient labour, that 
any of them <* turned from idols, 
to serve the living God." Krist- 
no was the tirst heathen whom 
they thought it right to admit to 
baptism, upon a profession of re- 
pentance towards God^ and faith 
toward* our Lord Jesus Christ* 
This was on the last Lord's day 
in Deceml>er, 1800. When Mr* 
Fountain first preached, at. a lit* 
tie bazaar in Seramporc, Jan. 5f 
1900, Kristno was struck with 
the word : it seemed to be the 
word of God ! Having it from 
Europeans, added not a little to 
his surprise : hence he could not 
help talking of it to his compan- 
ions. " He said, he saw himself 
to be a very great sinner ; had 
lived all his life time in sin ; had 
been a cheat, a liar, injurious, and 
almost all that was bad ; but oow, 
says he, I have put it off : I want 
DO more of it : It is not my work, 
I wish to do it no more^* Sooq 
after this, he broke his arm, and 
Mr. Yhomas having set it for 
him, conversed with him on the 
gospel for some time ; when 
Kristno wept and sobbed ; and, 
a few davs after, informed them, 
he would come daily to the mis- 
tioQ-^bouse for instruction, saying. 
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<< That we had not 'only cured his 
arm, but brought him the news of 
salvation ; and that, while his 
arm was healine, his soul also ob- 
tained rest and peace in Christ, 
and he now existed, to be his a- 
loiic. On the Hd of December, 
he came, with another Hindoo, 
to eat tiffin, (what, in England, is 
called luncheon,) with the mis- 
sionaries, and thus publicly throw 
away his cast. Brethren Carey 
and Thomas went to prayer with 
him, before he proceeded to this 
act ; at which all the Hindoo ser- 
vants were astonished, so many 
persons having said, **That no- 
body would ever mind Christ, or 
lose cast/' On this occasion, 
they say, ** Brother Thomas has 
waited fifteen years, and thrown 
away much upon deceitful char- 
acters : Brother Carey had wait- 
ed, till hope of his own snccMs had 
almost expired : and, after all, 
God has done it with perfect ease ! 
Thus the door of faith is opened to 
the GcntiUs ; who shall shut it ? 
Tiie chain of the cast is broken; 
who shall mend it "? 

The very next day the faith of 
Kristuo and his family was sorely 
tried, by the whole neighbour- 
hood being in an uproar, on ac- 
count of their losing cast. It is 
said, that two thousand people 
were assembled, pouring their an- 
athemas upon these new con- 
verts ! They put Kristno, and 
his family, into con6nement, and 
then dragged them to the Danish 
magistrate, who, instead of pun- 
ishing, dismissed them, with com- 
mendations for losing cast. The 
governor also promised the mis- 
sionaries, that they should not be 
interrupted in their baptism. On 
the ^7th Kristno, going with these 
misbionaries into a village, where 
they preached, was met by a man, 
who insulted him, on account of 
his renouncing Hindooism* It is 
common for the natives to address 
each other in couplets, and pro« 
cerbs. This man made m rhyme

OF SALEM. 
Dear Sir, Sedgvaci^ Sept. 32, 1816-

Hav- 
ing also read some account of our 
dear missionary friends, and what 
they have sacrihced, (particularly 
those of my own sex) who have 
taken their lives in their hand^, 
and crossed the mighty waters to 
carry the glorious news of a risen

Oh, Sir, it wax solemn to see 
young women and ehildrtn earn- 
ebtlv pouring out their sotiis to 
God for the Balvulion of their fel- 
low-creatures ; parlicnlarly for the 
poor heathen who hnd never heard 
of the bleiised Jesus 1 It was pro- 
posed to onr dear young friends 
that we Rliould form ourselves in- 
to a Socittv, and assist, as our

1 was gratified in receiving a

of several of his fellow-labourers. 
Indeed, through his whole aiHic* 
tion, he was graciously supported 
in his soul. He felt no raptures ; 
nor have we any reason to believe 
that he even so much as wished for 
them. He was generally serene, 
breathing after heaven, expressing 
his earnest desires after conformity 
to the image of Chri.<<t, and sub* 
mission to the will of God ; daily 
blessing him for a good hope 
through grace, and waiting for 
the coming of his Lord and Saviour 
Jesu8 Christ. 

But though he was mostly laid 
aside from his public labours for 
several months belbre his death, 
he employed himself in revising 
and completing an Essay on the 
Love of God to hit chosen People ; 
and another, on a Conduct and 
Character formed under the Influ^ 
ence of Evangelical Tiiuh ; which, 
it Is expected, will in due time 
mdke their appearance. Thus he 
continued better and worse in hi.H 
health, generally according to th« 
state of the weallier. But even in 
the course of his last week, he 
wrote two letters to his brothers 
in the conntrv: he also attended 
the Monthly Meeting at his own 
place the very Thursday before 
his death. He was worse on Fri- 
day, but said to two- of his friendji, 
"1 now live upon what 1 have 
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been (csrhing others;" and wai 
capable uf arrangiug many of his 
papers, which he did with perfect 
composure. Even on Ihe Lord's 
day he was silting up in his aludy. 
Bui apprehensions being entertain- 
ed that his di.'Koliilion was Tcry 
near, several of his friends went to 
see him, as they suppo&cd, for the 
last lime. They found him in the 
»weel enjoyment of tiie Loj'd'a 
presence, and Satan kept at a dis- 
tance from him. To one, he said, 
^Ahl Jeaus Chriat is indeed a 
good Master!" To another, "■But 
a little while, and 1 shall be with 
your dear falherand mother!" He 
also affectionately dropped a word 
to several of hia younf friend^ 
who longed just to see him. To 
ene, " 1 have often borne you on my 
heart before the Lord; now, yoa 
need to pray for me." Soon nrter, 
(0 a son of one of his most intimate 
friends, " Take care of ynur pre- 
cious fonl; take care that you be 
not merely half a Christian." 

On a wish being expressed that, 
under hia present circuoistances, 
he might experience divine sup- 
port, he said with considerable en- 
ergy, " Amen." But it dues not 
appear, (hat even then he thought 
hia departure to be so nearat hand 
as hia family apprehended. 

When he was drawing rery near 
to the close of life, it did not ap- 
pear (hat he thought the moment 
of his departure so near at hand aa 
his family apprehended it to be. 
We now add, that when his friend 
Mr. Gutteridge, at parting with 
Iiim on the Lord's day afternoon, 
said to him, " The Lord be with 
you ; and if I do not see you again, 
I IruHt we shall meet in the belter 
world 1" he replied, ' 1 expect to 
sec you again in this.' Nor did he 
express any thing to the contrary, 
when two of his dear children, 
with (heir husbands, Mr. Robinson 
and Mr. Granger, were with him 
en the Lord's day evening, and 
took their leave of him, after one 
»f them had ' engaged in family 
prayer with him.

death! He was not, indeed, estate 
man, nor a warrior; but he w» 
what will appear to be of iofiti^ 
greater consequence at tltc ^ • 
judgment — he was an eminejit uiii 
and a faithful, laborious, succewti 
minister of our Lord and Savionf 
Jesus Christ.

tumnal hurricanes. .As none arc 
righteous by nature, so none are 
righteous in perfection. Some arc 
so low in the graduated scale of 
excellence, that it may be diflicult, 
if not wholly impossible, to ascer- 
tain whether they are on this or on 
that side of the line which separator 
between the righteous and the 
wicked. The world and the church 
claim them as their own ; — the 
world, from the severity of their 
judgment; and the church, from 
the candour of their dispositions. 
.T>ut others rise to so high a point, 
as to prevent every pninful suspi- 
cion respecting their religious in- 
tegrity, 

" Yes, my brethren, you well 
know that there have been some 
individually so pre-eminently dis- 
tinguislied, whose charactfi's were 
so decided, whose moral features 
were so strongly marked, and 
wliose Christian virtues shono with 
such a brii|:!ii, steady, and com- 
manding lti.;jtre, that t.vo opinions 
respecting them conld not bo en- 
tertained. Thev united in thrir 
favour the suliragcs of all. Of 
such a man, all speak the same lan- 
guage : — "" Tndy, this was a right- 
eous mtuu" exclaims the church r 
'• Truly, this -a'as a righteous man," 
echo«vs the world. 

"To such a man, the God of 
grace and truth hath promised that 
"an entrance into his heavenly 
kingdom shall be abundantly mi- 
i/jiMurcrerf." Yes, he shall enter 
the temple of bliss in the most au- 
spicious ci re nm stances, amidst the 
shouts of ungeN, and the joylul ac/- 
clamations of " the spirits of just 
men made perfect." 

^' Could we see those who died 
the death of the rii^hlcoiis, now 
standing before the throne, clothed 
in white robes, with palms of vic- 
tory in their hands, and crowns of 
glory on their heads ; could we be- 
hold them, ^^ satisfied with ful- 
ness," exulting in bliss, tuning 
their golden harps to songs of im- 
mortal praise ; could we hear their 
melodiouji roicesi celebratiug the 
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"■ high prnises of Got) anil of the 
Lnnib," — .ill leai?, on their ar- 
roiiot, wuuld be wiped from our 
eyes. 

'^ The ilutiiul childreo, the other 
afTcctionate rolativc^, aitil the nil' 
mcroiis friends, of the decea«e<l, 
BitBtain a heavy loss, which they 
cannot soon forget. May yoo, the 
offspring of so revered a parent, 
often reflect on the inslructions 
which you have received; on the 
many earnest supplications that, on 
jonr behalt', were continnally pre- 
sented unto God; and on the pe- 
culiarly edifying example of pi- 
ety, benevolence, and uprightness, 
which you have long witnessed 1 — 
and, O ! that it may be the unspeak- 
able happiness of you alt, to know 
th.ityotir father's God is your Gnd! 
Then the Kep&ratton, which has 
now taken place will not be final; 
for soon you will see him again, lo 
part no more. " Wherefora, com- 
fort one another with these words." 

It is delightful to reflect, that, 
though the most eminently right- 
eous die, as to this world ; yet, in 
some respects, they may be said to 

"Of many, when they die, it 
m:iy bo emphatically afKi-med, that 
" the place which once knew them, 
shall iinow them no more." The 
ocean has lost a drop. The arrow 
has winged its flight, and left no 
trace rn the yielding air. They 
who are of httle use while they 
live, will be soon forgotten when 
Ihey die. While here, they were 
only shadows ; and, when nhadow s 
vanish, what remains? But of oth- 
er?, the remembrance is not so 
Iranfilory. "The memory of the 
just shall be blessed." The emi- 
nenlly ''righteous ^hali be had in 
everlasting remembrance." They 
are embalmed with the most pre- 
cious odours. They may be said 
still to live.

loirements. The sacred or- 
are the wells of salvation, 
which every Christian minis- 
eeds to draw continually, for 
wn refreshment, and for that 
r brethren. Nor can he find 



any other means so efficacious for 
cleansing the polluted souls of sin- 
ners, or for curing those spiritual 
maladies which, unless arrested, 
must eventually issue in eternal 
death. Hence it appears exceed- 
ingly needful that Christian minis^ 
ters not only be men of piety and 
natural talent, but have clear and 
comprehensive views of the evan- 
gelical system. 

This is the more needful, let it 
be observed, on account of the er* 
rourt which have been propagated 
among mankind ; errours almost as 
numerous as the deities said to 
have been anciently worshipped 
in the heathen world. Many of 
these errours are of the most per- 
nicious tendency, calculated alike , 
to dishonour God, to bewilder and 
divide his people, and to plunge 
the ungodly into everlasting wo. 
Nor should it be foigotten that the 
men who propagate these errours 
are often distinguished by their 
learning and abilities, and are ca- 
pable of defending their tenets by 
all the arts which eloquence and 
sophistry can supply. To main- 
tain the pure doctrine of the cross 
against adversaries of this descrip- 
tion, is at once, both important and 
difiicnlt. It is important, because 
the honour of God, the prosperity 
of his church, and the eternal sal- 
vation of millions are dependent on 
it. It is difficult, because the re« 
sources of learned sophistry are al- 
most endless ; and, especially, be- 
cause the depravity of the human 
heart is such that men in general 
love darkness rather than light, 
and prefer the worst of errours to 
the most important and glorious 
truths. Hence we who minister 
in holy things should labour, to 
acquire a definite and extensive 
knowledge of the great truths of 
the Bible, that we may be able to 
state them with clearness, and to 
press them on the consciences of 
our hearers by the most weighty 
and convincing argiunents. 

'^ But may we not presume that, 
among orthodox ChriatiaxA^ VY)k»»^ 
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men uho are encouraged as preacfi- 
ei*s ot' tlie ^oiipel have usually a 
conipotont share of spiritual knowl- 
edir^'?*" It will, indeed, he readily 
granted lh'«it [ireachers of the above 
d("srription are rommouly foiuid to 
pn«vr!J< a frfntrat knowledg;e of the 
trntli-s which the Bible inculcates. 
But comparatively few, I appre- 
hend, have gone through every 
part of the system with sufficieut 
care, and in the enjoyment of those 
hilps which are 8o needful to the 
student in Theology. In many 
ra-pfj, preacher«, though strictly 
orthixlox, arc far, very far, from 
possessing an accurate and exten- 
sive acquaintance with divine truth. 
This remark 19 ap]>licable, not on- 
ly to illiterate preachers, but even 
to those who have had the advan- 
taa-e of a learned education. Nor 
IS tin- re any man, however ample 
his stores of knowledge, who may 
not learn f>omething by reviewing 
th(; sacred system in company with 
tliose who/e acrpiisitions are much 
inferiour to his own. But if men 
of sfiperio«*r knowledge could de- 
rive no benefit fi*om such review 
thrmsehes^ the prospect of benefit- 
\\\v; otliers^ whose attainments are 
h>-i-< extensive, should induce them 
to undertake it. 

Von will here permit me to 
mention a fault which should, T 
conceive, be studiously avoided. 
It i>^ the discusiion of those sidjects in 
Tlicoh^y whidi lie beyond tite sphere 
nf human investigation. Men, ac- 
cording to their different disposi- 
tions, are prone to go into two op- 
posite extremes, cither to rest sat- 
i^^fied with the small stock of infor- 
niation with which their early ed- 
ucation ban supplied them, or else 
to pry into things which God has 
not re ve .'lied, and which have 
baffled the renearclies of the curi- 
ous in #vc!ry age. The latter ex- 
Inrme. is not, indeed, j^o common 
as the former. But some of mm 
may, never! heJeKii, be K^-o.ii\\y in 
danger of fnlJing info jt.

as are remarkably deficient in this 
quality, are seldom, if ever, distin- 
gui<*hcd by the achievement of any 
thing arduous, or great, or honour- 
able. • 

It is, however, ti-ue that the util» 
ity of this principle depends on 
its being managed in a due manner, 
and especially, on its receiving a 
tuitahle direction. Its legitimate 
objects are viriiimu dispositions and 
virtuous deeds. A desire to excel 
in glorifying God, in doing good to 
mankind, in moi*tifying the corrup- 
tions of the heart, and in all thosa 
mora] endowments which ennoble 
their possessor and quality him for 
usefulness, is both. lawful and laud- 
able. Here, there is little or no 
danger of excess. Our danger, I 
conceive, lies in the abuse of thi» 
principle, in the propensity which 
we sometimes feel to direct it to 
ba»«e and unworthy objects. It 
then becomes a sordid passion, 
and is often productive of effects 
the most painful and* disastrous. 
Instances of this kind are, alast 
too common in our sinful, disorder- 
ed world. Fallen creatures are 
extremely apt to aspire after that 
distinction which consists, not in 
real excellence, but in dignity and 
dominion. Nor is this true only 
of ungodly men. Tlie misguided 
ambition which we arc now con- 
templating has frequently disturl>- 
ed the circles of real Christians, 
and even of Christian ministers. 
Good men have often manifested a 
desire to be first in rank among 
their associates ; to have a super- 
abundant share of human applause ; 
and to impress on all around thorn 
tiic belief that their opinions were 
little le«s than oracular responses. 
I'his corrupt am))ition, strange as 
it may seem, disj)!ayed its malig- 
nant influence ainoiig the first fol- 
lowers of the moek and lowly Je- 
sus. ^- They disputed among them- 
solve*;,''' we an* told, "which of 
them should be the greatest;" not 
the* jfreatcst in humility and sell- 
d«Mnal, nor in bhours and sufferings 
for Christ, but, dS \h<i cotkUixX^Axow^. 
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in honour and power. This wafl trne, 
particularly of James and John, al- 
though the latter was the beloyed 
disciple and ^* lay in Jesus' bosom." 
They desired of their Lord the 
proud pre-eminence of sitting, the 
one on his right hand and the other 
on his left hand in his kingdom, 
in succeeding ages, this restless 
spirit became still more exorbitant, 
it was this principally which ex- 
cited the bishops of Rome to exalt 
themselves to the papal throne, to 
assume titles the most sacred and 
anful, and to reduce under their 
ghostly dominion a large portion of 
the Christian world. It is no less 
true that to the influence of the 
same ambitious spirit we are justi- 
lied in ascribing the cruel exactions, 
and tortures, and massacres, and 
crusades which have characterized 
the long and bloody reign of these 
mighty destroyers. 

It is not, indeed, to be expected 
that the ministers of our denomi- 
nation will ever be guilty of those 
excesses which have marked the 
impious and sanguinary footsteps 
of Romish prelates. Our princi- 
ples as Baptists are incompatible 
with every species of clerical usur- 
pation. We acknowledge no supe- 
riour in spiritual matters but Jesut 
Christ. The pastors of our church- 
es are all of equal rank. And no 
one, however great his reputation 
for knowledge or sanctity, can ar- 
rogate the right to exercise domin- 
ion over the faith of his brethren 
without exposing himself to exclu- 
sion from their fellowship. But 
ne are, nevertheless, in danger 
of being injured by the indul- 
gence of an irregfular and unsancti- 
fied ambition. Under its influence 
we may be inclined to ostentation 
and vain glory ; we may, when en- 
gaged in disputation, be tempted 
to maintain the side we espouse, 
with too much vehemence ; to con- 
tend for victory rather than for 
truth; and to treat a vanquished 
antagonist not with Christian ten- 
derness but with unchristian severi- 
ty. Nor is this all. If any of us, 



while we possess our ftiU i 
ambition, should, through 
ease, be hindered from ! 
pace with our more ind 
brethren, our situation mus 
tremely painful, and somei 
semble that of the fiibled T 
who, while afflicted with : 
thirst, and surrounded wit 
up to the chin, was unable 
a single drop ! Disappointe 
tion frequently degenerat 
tnvy^ than which nothing 
tormenting, nothing more c 
to the human mind.

BnJABKS OCCASTOifED BT THB ABOTB 
EXECUTION. 

This solemn event, which has 
excited much interest in the town 
•f Boston, ouf ht not to pass away 
unimproved. The punishment of 
murder, by death, has been estab- 
lished for the purpose of making 
an awful example of the guilty, 
and thus preventing a recurrence of 
the crime. But this object will 
Bot be attained, if with the inter- 
ment of the unfortunate malefac- 
tor, his sin and its consequences 
should be forgotten. The execu- 
tion of a man for murder who was 
only 26 years of age, is a warning 
which should be regarded by all. 
It should leave an impression on 
the public mind, that sin will not 
gt> unpunished ; that magistrates 
are a terror to evil doers ; and that 
he who is '^ a companion of fools 
■hall be destro^'ed.'- 

When I saw the officers of jus- 
tice conducting' Phillips to the gal- 
lows, a passage in Ecclesiastes oc- 
curred to my mind. Ifthethoug ts 
which it suggested, should be con- 
sidered as having a useful tcnden- 
cj, it would give me pleasure to 
see them inserted in the Magazine. 

Be not over-inuch wicked^ nrit/ier 
he thou fooiuh : Why shouldcst thou

die before thy time ? Eccles. vii. 1 7. 
It must not be inferred, from the 
mode of expression employed in 
this passage, that men are allowed 
to be wicktMl to a certain extent 
such an inference would be contra- 
ry to the whole tenor of sacred 
writ. The curse is denounced up- 
on him who continueth not in all 
things that are written in the book 
of the law to do them, as well an 
upon him who is a notorious prof- 
liirate. The plam import of the 
pa.<9agc seems to be this; the man 
who gives himself up to work wick- 
ednes-s not only exposes his soul to 
etcnial death, but hastens the disso- 
lution of his body. It is as though 
the inspired writer had said; ^^If 
the consideration of the worth of 
thy soul has no effect in deterring^ 
thee from sin, remember, that the 
indulgence of vicious appetites and 
passions will destroy thy body, and 
bring thee to an untimely grave. ^' 

With respect to the interrogation, 
Whyshovldest Hum die before thy time? 
it may be asked, Is not the num- 
ber of our days determined? Is 
there not an appointed time for 
man upon earth ? Are not the mi^ 
nutest circumstances, everi the hour 
of our death perfectly known to 
the Lord ? To tliese questions there 
can be no hesitancy in giving a re- 
ply in the aflirmative. How then 
can we die before our time ? Two 
considerations will serve to remove 
this difficulty from the mind. 

1. The period allotted by Prov- 
idence for roan upon earth, is said 
to be *' threescore years and ten." 
But men who are ^^ over-much 
wicked," generally die before this 
time. I conceive it is with refer- 
ence to the limits of " threescore 
years and ten," that the Psalmist 
says, ^^ Bloody and deceitful men 
shall not live out half their days.'' 
Psalm Iv. 23.

When 
Kli'ihaforetojil the eiinrmou-s crimes 
whirh llazael WDuld he led to 
perjietraie, he a-;kcd with hidig- 
nation, But r.-Arrt .' u thy senont 
a dot; tJi/tf he should do this f^rcitt 
thiiii^ ? And yet he soon heriime 
a monster of ini<piity. This was 
the Ci:*«e with the unfortunafe 
PniM.irs. On the morning of the 
day in which he became a liiurdcr: 
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er, no doubt he would htye shud- 
dered at the thourht of such ^oilt 
But obseire the hardening nature 
of sin. He came ashore on the 
Sabbath, and instead of going to 
some place of worship, he saun- 
tered from tarem to taTen. In 
the evening he met with JDeime- 
^ri^ whoae improper conduct, aris- 
ing from intoxication, produced a 
quarrel. Phillips was also under 
the excitement of liquor, which in- 
creased his passion to madness. In 
the frenzy of the moment, he*seiz- 
ed the fatal weapon and gave those 
blows, imder the effects of which 
Dennegri lingered % few days and 
died. Since then, the unhappy 
culprit has been tried, condenihed, 
and publicly hanged. Thus two 
men hare been cut off in the midst 
of their days in ponsequeiice of in- 
temperancet 

3. I would embnce this bppjor- 
tunity of uiigii^ the utility and.ini- 
^)ortance of Sabbath Schools. 

In the preceding remarks it hii 
been proved, that in mainr instan- 
ces, the perpetration of crime 
is the cause of untimely death. 
There is equal proof that igno- 
rance is the fruitful scource of 
r.rimes. It is natural fojr all to 
seek afler enjoyment^ and happi- 
ness. But if a person cannot read, 
if his mind is entirely uncultivated, 
and no religious truths are im- 
printed on his memory, or his 
heart ; he will seek for happiness 
in mere animal gratification. And 
as the conscience <yf such a man 
erects but a feeble barrier against 
the torrent of his corrupt appe- 
tites, he will, in the indulgence of 
these, be regardless of the peace 
and order of society; while he en- 
tails on himself disease and death 
in their most terrific forms. But

yesterday. We are here very 
pleasantly accommodated in the 
same rooms where the pious and 
devout Mrs. Newell found a rest- 
ing place. 

The missionary brethren are all 
in the enjoyment of good health, 
and with the utmost ardour and as- 
siduity are pursuing the various 
branches of business, appertaining 
to this most flourishing and import- 
ant establishment The work of 
translating the Scriptures in thirty- 
three different langoages is going 
forward under the direction and 
superintendence of Doctors Carey, 
Marshman, and Rev. Mr. Ward. 
The printing-oilice is one of the 
largest I ever saw; having, I be* 
lieve, 160 frames with their cases, 
to which thirty-eisrht cases more 
may be added, making in all, neariy 
two hundred cases of types. Ten 
presses are in operation. The 
printing-house is, as nigh as 1 can 
calculate without exact admeas- 
urement, about 108 feet long by 
50 wide. Two partitions pass a- 
long its length, dividing the build- 
ing into three equal apartments of 
about 16 feet wide, of which the 
middle is the press-room, and the 
other two occupied by casemen. 
Here natives only are employed, 
amounting to the number of a hun- 
dred and fifty. 

Besides the European school for 
young ladies, under the direction 
of Mrs. Marshman, in which the 
various branches of Encflish litera- 
ture, together with music, paint- 
ing, and embroidery, are taught, 
and which consists of fifty scholars ; 
there are two others, composed 
of boys, conducted by Mr. Marsh- 
man, who instructs in the English 
language, the one consisting of 
about fifty, and another of ihout 
the same number, for Tortuguese 
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children. Beside* these, there Ir 
a free school for benffalee boys, 
fvho are lauuht tlic B(n<ralee ian- 
guape on iho Lancasterean fjlan, its 
DMinber al out fiity. To increase 
the necessity ofmamiai ialoiir, the 
maiiulacti line oi'|}ai?'rot various 
qualities and sizi s i:^ earned on up- 
on the niisMen-|irenriisef»i 1 y al least 
one hunfired and hiiv naiives and 
m?ny w.ott a^c en<rajreti in ^rden- 
inp:- Ali the prctiir; ari«sinj'»' from 
these different branches ol'hminess, 
an* thrown into a common strck, 
and consccrai. «? to mis-ioiiary ope- 
ra! ion«. In addition to tb'i«e la- 
fcoui-*, brethren are also irdefatisra- 
h\e in their employment as minis' 
tent of the zi'ord. 

There i* a public library hc- 
lonpnjrto the establishment, which 
contiiin"* aiont fori v five hundred 
Tobint.es, on the various gubjects in 
modem literature, bi-t more par- 
tic e.i.iriy relatincr to divinity, and to 
the cu^i(>ms, niannern, langiiag'cs, 
anr' hi*iiorirs of ihe oriental nations. 
BeM(fes access to this, each mission- 
ary lias a library for bis own par- 
ticular use, of consi<lerabIe extent. 
At Calcutta, Iwth in the town 
and at the fort, are cons^resfations, 
which several limes in the week 
are favoured with the ministprial 
attendance of brethren Lawson and 
E. Carey. At Serampore, and its 
vicinity, brethren Carey, jMarsh- 
tnan, Ward, and Yates, are employ- 
ed, particularly on Lord's days, in 
preaching in Enfi^lish and Beniralee, 
Everyeveningal five o'clock, broth- 
er Ward, before his workmen leave 
the printingr-ofTicc, reads, ex|x>unds, 
and prays in Bens^alee, and at eight 
•^clock in the evening: and nine in 
the morning, all the several fami- 
lies residing on the mission-premi- 
ses, meet in the Chapel, where is 
worship in singing, reading, an<i 
prayer. Every Saturday evening, 
some profitable subject is present- 
ed in the word of God, upon which 
the brethren communicate what 
they think proper. The two pam- 
phlets which herewith I send you, 
will develop the subject of the 



mission here in a more distinct 
manner than I now have time or 
information to do by writing. 

Communication between this vA 
Ransfoon i*^ very frequent, whick 
to us is a tavourable circumstance, 
as it ^\ill enable us tlie sooner to 
join brother Judson, afford u s 
constant and profitable correspond- 
ence with our brethren here, and 
thereby yield us many facilities, 
which we could not realize were 
our situation to be more remote. 
Rangoon, in the opinion of the Mis- 
si onaries here, also of brother Jod- 
son, is the most eligible place, at 
present, for an effort to propagate 
the knowledge of salvation; not 
because the hearts of the Burmaai 
are more accessible than other 
heathen, but because the fieM for 
hbour is extensive, and brother 
and sister Judson have ahneady ob> 
tained a competent knowledge of 
the language, to begin to convent 
upon the subject ot their missioo. 
Both of them enjoy good health, 
and have not as yet been molested. 
The last accounts received here 
from them, indeed, indicate sone 
pro))itious appearances of a reli- 
gious nature. Mr. Felix Carey re- 
sides at Ava, acts as a physiciaB, 
and is employed in govemmeDtal 
affairs ; but 1 cannot learn that he 
IS attempting any thing of a nussioB- 
ary nature, or how far his influenee 
as a man or Christian extends. For 
myself, however, 1 doubt not, 
should his life be spared, he will, 
so far as prudence may dictate, or 
his peculiar situation authorize, en- 
deavour to introduce the gospel 
there, as also the ai'ts of civil l^e. 
That government, 1 believe, is now 
at peace ; and should it contiane 
for any length of time, a wide door, 
and 1 trust, effectual, will be open- 
ed for us. But the Lord, who ex- 
ecutes liis purposes in his own way, 
without regarding the advice of 
man, knows best, and will, accord* 
ing to his own infinitely wise plan, 
adopt the best time and means oi' 
operation. 
I cannot bnt hope, from the nap- 
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lltspect fff this conntry, and also 
fron a consideration of what has 
been, tod what is yet to he done, 
Ihit onr American brethren, wfio 
i ire powerful in moans and mint 
- ken, will think serioui^iy, pray fer- 
VtDtly, and act abundant iy for the 
Mb Mission. The state of this 
•Mitry opens so nmny avenues to

My present object is to obtain a 
passage to Rangoon as soon as pos- 
sible. We shall have to purchase 
here all our household furniture, 
and the greatest part of our provis- 
ions, and carry them with us, and 
afterwards, in a sfn^at degree, de- 
pend upon our frioini-^ here to send 
us supplies as we may nooA. This 
method nf olttaining a livelihood 
must continue, until the Lord shall 
enable us to procire a spot of 
grouni and rai«*c our own provis- 
ions, which I hope will not be long- 

Yesterday was Lord's day; in 
the moniing 1 endeavoured to 
preach in the Mission Chapel. In 
the afternoon heard the venerable 
Dr. Carey, in iJcngalec, in the 
same place, preach to about a bun* 
drerl and thirty natives and Portu- 
guese. They all behaved in a 
very civil manner, and listened 
with as much attention, as will be 
discovered generally in your con- 
gregations. The singing of the 
native Christians was affecting to 
us, who had never heard the like, 
although we conUl not undersund 
them. I think Christianity has ob- 
tained a standing here not to be 
everted. 

It is my delermiMation to give 
you from time lo time*, all the in- 
formation relative to the country, 
missionary operations, &c. that I 
can possibly collect. 

Have the goodness to write to 
ns very frequently, and fail not to 
send the Magazines, &c.—— Ex- 
pect more before long.

Mr. Judson has completed a tract, 
(a summary of the Christie reli- 
gion) and a grammar in the Bur- 
man language, which are now 
ready for printing. He had also 
got some way in the translation of 
the Scriptures, when he was taken 
with a violent pain in his head and 
eyes, which obliged him to lay by 
his studies of every kind. Some- 
times 1 read to him in Burman, aui 
sometimes his teacher attends him ; 
but even this so much affects hif 
head, that he can bear it but a littU 
while at a time. This we consid- 
er a heavy affliction. We are se- 
riously contemplating a voyatire to 
Bengal, hoping that the sea air, or 
some medical advice, of which we 
are here deprived, may be ben- 
eficial and restore him to health. 
But we are not determined. We 
dread another voyage to sea, as 
well as the loss of time, which 
will be a natural consequence of 
going. I must now finish this long 
letter, requesting you will follow 
my example jn its. length. Ke- 
niember us affectionately to Capt. 
Lovett and all our Beverly friends.. 
That we may meet in heaven and 
spend an eternity together, is the

Brother Houoit, on board the 
brii[ Frnnces Anne, tbns write* to 
briithpr Lawson, dated July 2, 1 8 16 ; 
"Hitherto the Lord hath helped 
us. Immediately after addressing 
a few lines to io« yesterday, men- 
tioning the slate to which we weve 
reduced, we went on board a Sugut 
boat, and sel out in search of the 
bri^. We begged prorisions of 
some of our American friends, not 
having time lo send out and pur- 
chase. Nigrht came on while yet 
in 5ight of Calcutta. Our childrcu 
fell asleep, and we laid them, with- 
out any trouble of making a bed, 
on (he hai-d seat of the boat. We 
had not even a blanket to put un- 
der them. We then kept watch, 
inquirinif of every one we met, and 
of every vessel in the river, for the 
bri^. About twelve o'clock at 
night, jnst as a tremendous shower 
and wind arose, we came up with 
her; hut the boatmen could not 
sir oars with vigour 
lugij to get along side, the tide 
sellimr againit (hem. After being 
placed in jeopardy for a few min- 
utes by the violence of the storm, 
1 per«oaded the boatmen to take a 
certain direction, and atlempt if 
possible to reach the brig. We 
happily succeeded. About two 
o'clock this morning, we entered 
our cabin, and v^lept quietly. To- 
day we are all very well. At this 
time we are near Fulta." — Brother 
Hough, in other letters of later 
date, mentions a number of painful 
circumstances which determined 
him and his family to leave the 
ship, which has proceeded without 
them, and they are now returned 
to Calcutta.

It is true that we may desire much 
more.

He is an old school«fel« 
low of brother Kerr. He is yevj 
industrious, biit his health is bad. 
He is Secretary to the Bible Soci- 
ety here, and subscribes 110 cur- 
rent rupees annually to it. 

I have the pleasure to send yoa 
a short account of the people 09 
the coasts of Coram, the Alfourooa^ 
together with a report of the state 
of the schools, which I delivere4 
in when I returned from my last 
visit to all the schools under my 
superintendence. The account of 
the Alfouroos may not be very cor*- 
rect, but it is what I heard from 
people who had been amongst 
them. While returning last De- 
cember from the last island 1 had 
to visit, namely Monippa, an island 
near Bouro, I was overtaken by a 
storm, and ahnost lost. The helm 
of the boat gave way, and she was 
contmually filling with water by 
the waves beating in : we had three 
persons throwing out the waiter 
firom her. 1 attempted to sail back ; 
and after beating about for two 
hours, we came near shore, and 
were at last providentially saved 
by entering a nlace near a rock 
which projecteu into the sea. I 
had already been about twelve 
hours on the open sea. This was 
the only place at which we could 
have landed; any where else the 
boat would have been wrecked. 
1 never saw such waves. as these 
in my life before. Sometimes I 
could see the islands ^bout me, 
and at others only walls of water.; 
In this place of safety I slept all 
night. How merciful the Lord has 
been thus to preserve us. I was 
obliged the next morning, in order 
to avoid going to sea agam, to walk 
from seven till one o'clock, over 
some high hills, to comi^ \jo ^ VvV

soon be constituted in this destitute 
neighbourhood. In Smithville, I 
preached six sermons, in different 
parts of the town. There is no 
settled minister of any denomina- 
tion in this place. In Green, I 
preached two sermons^ and thence 
passed through Lisle into Union; 
and in these parts spent two or 
three weeks, had many hearers, 
baptized three persons August 20, 
received about five dollars for the 
society, and an earnest request, that 
they might be favoured with more 
Diissionary labours. Leaving thia 
place, 1 visited Berkshire, Caroline 
and Dryden, before I retumed'to 
iriy family. 

In September and October, t 
spent five weeks more in a tour to 
the South-west. •. In this tour I vis- 
ited Ulysses, Cayuta, Ehonira, Paint- 
ed Post, Jersey, Wayne, Reading, 
and some other places in this State ; 
and Tioga in Pennsylvania, preach- 
ing daily ; but do not know that any 
extraordinary effects crowned my 
labours. 

Between October 26, 1816, and 
February 18, 1817, 1 spent fifteen 
weeks and three days. During this 
time, I visited the counties of Onei- 
da, Oswego (a new county) and 
Jefferson. In New-Stockbridge, I 
preached several times, attended 
an Indian wedding, was requested to 
pray at the close, and had an op- 
portunity to make an address to the 
bridegroom and bride, and to others 
present ; and from their missionary 
received the following : 

^^A short Account of the ancient and 
present Custoin of those called 
Red People^ reapectingMarriase. 

^^ \Then a young man feels an m- 
clination to get a wife, he mentions 
his desire to his parents ; they com- 
municate his wishes to. his moth- 
er's brothers and sisters ; they then 
make a collection of a Variety of 
things, such as blankets, stockings, 
&c. This collection is more or 
less valuable, aftcordii^ te the 
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wiMlth, iKul ability of the family. 
Tiii< olotliing" i** then carried hy one 
of thf vonng" man's uncles, and pre- 
sonioil lo the parents of the yonng 
WDfnno, with a request that such a 
(!anirht<T nii.?ht be given in mar- 
rini;*' to hi? nephew. If this pres- 
ent is; acropted, these articles are 
sent hv the young woman-s parents 
to her brothers, and sbters, and 
r^Nir rei'itions^ and divided among 
th«'in. When this n done, all those 
who hare received these presents 
aru ohiig-ed to make a feast, when 
all nicot ; the match is made, and 
prnnounred publickly by some of 
their r hjofs.

The feast lasts several days after 
tho marriage, and ardent spirits arc 
nscd too freely at these times. 

In Camden and Florence 1 spent 
some days, and received about three 
dollars for the Society. I preached 
Tfi\ Wiiliamstown, and a number of 
tinio> in Richland, in the county of 
Osw ego. Here I saw a young man 
about twenty-three years of age, 
wbo, it is said, has not spoken a 
word to any human being for more 
than six months. He stands hy his 
chuiv daily from morning till night, 
witli his eyes and countenance fix- 
ed toward heaven, and appears to 
be continnally engaged in prayer. 
He is all the time heard by those 
who are present, yet only a few of 
his vroTih are so articulated as to 
be understood. He appears very 
solrmn, and it is thought, that he 
incessantly utters the following 
words, '*• O beautiful Lord, wilt thou 
deliver me.-' I did not learn that 
he had ever piade a public profes- 
sion of religion. It is said, that be- 
fore he got into this way, his mind 
had been entangled with the doc- 
trine of universalism. He sleeps 
in no bed, nor does he eat on two 
days iu succession ; but passes two 
or three days, if not a longer time 
without eating at all. I took hold 
of his arm, and called him by name.

After leaving these parts, I visit- 
ed most of the places, where I had 
been before since the irst of No- 
vember last, and also, Mexico, New- 
Haven, Scriba, and Volney in the 
county of Oswego. February 7, 1 
called again at Sackett-s Harbour, 
and found that two had died at the 
hospital in my a}>sence; but no 
minister attended their funeral, noi 
had any person called to give the 
survivors a word of advice respect- 
ing their spiritual and eternal con- 
cerns since I left them on the 10th 
of January. O may they look un- 
to Christ as their teacher, and great 
physician, for soul and body. 

February 27, I left home on a 
tour round the heads of Cayuga and 
Seneca lakes, from which I have 
just returned. In this tour I spent 
three weeks and four days, and 
preached twenty-five sermons. A- 
bout tlie heads of these lakes, and 
on the Western shore of Seneca, 
many are destitute of the stated 
preaching of the word.

Our readers have seen aome accoant 
of the labours of the London Baptist So- 
ciety for supporting schools, and the 
circulation of the Scriptures in Ireland 
The Paisley Female Hiliemian Stciety, 
was formed for a sim ilar purpose, and 
has been productive d much good. 
The following is extracted from their 
report, dated March 1, 1816.

'^ It may seem strange, that whea 
facts of this kind must have been 
lonsc well knowTi in Ireland, no ad- 
equate and efficient mean.s have 
heen employed by the country it- 
self for effecting a favourable 
change ; and particularly, that when 
Protestants are proprietors of the 
greater part of the country, thev 
should hitherto have been so iodit- 
ferent to its best interest.s. And 
yet so it is. For centuries past, 
the mass of the people in Ireland 
have remained in a state of the low- 
est intellectual and moral degrada- 
tion ; and those who stood to them 
in the relation of superintendaotf 
and masters, looked on with cold 
indifference. To this indifference, 
many concurring causes may have 
contributed. Prejudice against the 
Irish character — hatred of the Ro- 
man Catliolic religion — hostility to 
general education^ as tending to 
raise the lower orders above their 
natural level in society — indif- 
ference to every thing that does 
not tend to immediate mercena- 
ry interest — and the want of a dac 
sense of moral and religious res- 
ponsibility, may have all combin- 
ed in leading to a general neg- 
lect of the improvement of Ire- 
land. There have, no dodbt, been 
many honourable exceptions; and 
the instances in which the landed 
proprietors in Ireland have seen it 
to be their duty to instruct the chil- 
dren of their peasantry, have afford- 
ed most pleasing and dacinive prooA 
of the salutary effects resulting from 
early education. But it is a mel* 
ancholy Hict, that, till of late, little 
comparatively was done ; and the 
general indifference which prevail-' 
ed, afforded too much reason to 
fear, that had not Great firitaim 
stood forth in aid of her sister isl-' 
and, Ireland would have remaineil 
in the same degraded state for ceo-' 
turies yet to come.

Since it^ commencement, it has af- 
forded assistance in the way of 
books, money, &c. to 252 schools, 
containing 28,598 children. Its 
funds have hitherto been supplied 
by private subscriptions in Dublin, 
and elsewhere, as well as bv dona- 
tions from this country. It has al- 
so been effectually aided by the 
Female Societies of Dublin and 
Youghhall. But it appcir.-', from 
the last Report, that the want of 
funds is the sole obstacle to the ex- 
tension of its benevolent aims. 

"In June, 1815, was formed, in 
London, the [Baptist] Society for 
Circulating Schools in Ireland. It« 
object is to teach the natives of Ire- 
land to read the Scriptures in their 
own vcniacuiar tongue. Although 
there are from a million and a half 
to two millions, who can speak no 
language but their omi, this is the 
only society which has for its object 
the instruction of the poor in the 
art of reading it with correctness. 
Several schools have already been 
established on the circulating plan, 
and the number of children in at- 
tendance exceeds one thousand.* 
The plan adopted, is unquestiona- 
bly the best that could have been 
proposed, and the prospect*' of suc- 
cess are exceedingly encourao^ing. 

" Such are the benevolent insti- 
tutions for educating the poor in 
Ireland, which solicit the aid of the 
Christian public. They all co-op- 
erate in one great object^ and the 
spirit which actuates them all is 
the same. The object is confess- 
edly great, and the means employ- 
ed for its accomplishment are wise 
and salutary. Why should such 
institutions be allowed to languish

From Brandon (Vt.) a correspondent 
writes as follows. 

" Reverend Sir, 

"About the ftrst of November last, 
the attenuon of the people to attend 
meetings became unusually engaged. 
Conference meetings were sit up iii va- 
rious {Niits of the town« which were well 
attended almost evcr>' evening; Many 
were the subjects of omviction an«l con- 
version. The work pnigressed, as it 
were, imperceptible to many of less at- 
tention, in a still, solemn manner. Tlie 
hearts of stublwrn sinners were hum- 
bled, even some who had been notorious- 
ly wicked, and confesst^ they feared 
liot (»od, neither reganled m::n.— Alhiut 
the beginning of Januan* 1 considered 
the work at its zenith ; but since that 
time, it has been gradwdly declining. 
Some of all ages have been the happy 
subjects of it; from eight years old, to 
those of sixty. But the greater part of 
those who give evidence of tht-ir accep- 
tance, are between the nges nf ten and 
thirty. We have never bef )re witness- 
ed such a powerful work in this place. 
nit has been powerful, and ainilkl ; drs- 
titute entirely of that enthusiasm which 
■ometi'oes acaimpanies reformations. 

The candidates for church member- 
ship appear to be undersundingly and 
ratvjnally led into the doctriues nf the 
gospel; and as yet appear atidfait, 
anolead exemplary lives -p^There have 
been added by baptism to tlie Baptist 
church, forty-one, and two by letter ;

J>iit 1 would wish at this time to 
remind you, my brethren, of the 
iiiliiiite benefits wliich you have 
(obtained from this gospel, at least 
siirh of you as have felt its power.

just ; when you saw how m< 
most depraved could be made 
and prepared for heaven; 
heaven was opened to jour 
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not as the reward of austerities 
practised for thousands of years^ 
but as the gift of God, through the 
redemption that there is in Christ 
Jesus ; I say, when all these won- 
ders were brought before you, did 
you not, first looking back on that 
region of death y6u had left, and 
then looking forward to the regions 
of eternal day, did you not say with 
David, "Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and all that is within me bless 
his holy name ; for he hath brought 
me up out of a horrible pit, and 
out of the miry clay, and hath set 
my feet upon a rock, and put a new 
iM>ng into my mouth, and establish- 
ed my goings before him.^^ 

Paul was commissioned al>o to 
turn the Gentiles from the power 
of Satan unto God. There is no 
doubt a qualified sense, my breth- 
ren, in which God has permitted 
this world for a time to fall into 
the hands of Satan, who is there- 
fore called "the prince of this 
world," " the god of this world," 
'' the prince of the power of the 
air," and who is also said to " rule 
in the hearts of the children of dis- 
obedience." It would lead to a 
discussion too wide for our present 
purpose to enter into an inquiry 
into the nature and extent of this 
diabolical empire. Let us confine 
our attention to the subject of idol- 
atry, and to you, my brethren, 
once the superstitious slaves of this 
demon. 

The legitimate object of the 
government of all earthly monarchs 
is to cherish and improve mankind ; 
bat Satan reigns only to destroy ; 
and hence his kingdom displays 
nothing but the weapons and means 
of destruction ; and, associating 
with himself sin and death, he has 
accomplished the conquest and ruin 
of the world. Yet the greatest 
engine of destruction he ever in- 
vented is idolatry; this is the in- 
fernal machine that destroys with- 
out the victim^s being aware of its 
nature. 

Having taken away all knowl- 
edge of the true God^ be glres fo 



men gods suited to their own de-' 
pravity, and, by a magic wholly 
his own, makes them the objects of 
enthusia«itic hope and appalling 
fear : hence, to meet their ambi- 
tion, their love of the world, and 
their impurt; appetites, he has giv- 
en them a god of war, a god of 
riches, a god of love,* and other 
gods without number, that every 
depraved passion may have a guard- 
ian deity. And in this work of de- 
lusion so successful has he been, 
and such the complete supremacy 
which he has obtained over men, 
that we see them at the mere nod 
of the tyrant, plunge into the gulf 
below. He only speaks the word, 
and the victims come forth, in 
crowds, dressed in garlands for the 
hecatomb; they perish in rivers, 
under cars, on pilgrimages, by vol- 
untary suicide before the idols ; on 
the funeral piles ; they offer Uieir 
wealth, their bodies, their souls, 
their limbs, their blood, their chil- 
dren, their mothers, amidst infernal 
shouts of triumph, to gratify the 
malice and revenge of the great 
destroyer. 

And you, my brethren and sisters, 
some of you have the indelible 
marks of this tyranny on your bod- 
ies the mark of the beast on your 
forehead, or the degrading marks 
of your former slavery, when you 
inflicted the most cruel severities 
on your bodies at the command of 
the god of all the gods. — Oh \ how 
can you sufficiently admire that 
grace, and love that gospel, that 
turned you from the fearful power 
of Satan unto God. 

But have you been really turned 
to God ; and have you beer brought 
to know God through the Redeem- 
er ; and do you now, with as much 
earnestness as you once devoted 
body and soul to the itlol, conse- 
crate body and soul to ,hiln ? Re- 
member, this is life eternal, to know 
him, the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ whom he has sent. The

The wretched idolater has 
no expectation of the remission of 
sins ; he hopes to expiate them on- 
ly hy sufferings through thousands 
ol* transniigi-ations : yet the God to 
whom you have been turned, say^? 
*• I^elieve in the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and ye shall receive remission of 
sins and inheritance among them 
that are sanctified." 

Rut the blessings of Paurs min- 
i-itry were connected with an eter- 
nal inheritance. Idolatry does not 
even promise everlasting life ; the 
worshipper of the gods has only 
tJio miserable hope, that at death 
he may transmigrate into the body 
of a dog,*^ather than sink into some 
hell ; he nas performed no splendid 
works of merit, to raise him to the 
temporary joys in the heavens of 
the gods, and his mind has hern too 
pnrh immM-sed among the. muta- 
tions of matter to afford the least 
hopo, that he shall he reunited In 
liif soul of the world. Rut you 
know, my dear brethren, him who 
has said, "My Hhr.ep huor my 



voice, and I know them, an 
follow me ; and I give unto 
eternal life, and they shall 
perish." 

Never forget, however 
your future inheritance is 
hcritance of those who are 
fied. Seek for those infl 
which are to purify your hes 
by a life of self-denial, cru' 
to the world, and devoted 
God, shew to your heathen 
hours, that he who hath the 
tian hope in him purifies 
even as Christ is pure.

ters its most awful denunciations. 
Its language is, '^ Cursed is the man 
that trustcth in man, and makcth 
flesh his arm." But passages of 
this complexion must be understood 
in a limited and quaiifi m1 sense. 
Trust in man is sinful then^ and then 
ow/y, when it implies a departure 
from the Lord. In all other cases, 
it Ls innocent ; and in many caio?<, 
it is so far from bein^ injurious, 
that it is highly beneficial to the 
human race. There is a degree 
of mutual confidence exorcised a- 
mong citizens and neighbours^ and 
especially among near relatives, 
which conduces ereatly to social 
happiness, and without which, in- 
deed, social intercourse could hard- 
ly be maintained. The same bond 
of union should exist in still great- 
er strength among those who love 
our Lord Jesus Christ ; and espe- 
cially among Christians of the same 
denomination. Without it, they 
cannot enjoy much comfort in their 
intercourse one with another, nor 
can they avail themselves of the 
energies and resources, however 
ample, which they possess. Mu- 
tual conAdence unites them togeth- 
er in one firm phalanx ; and, wheth- 
er they undertake to enlarge their 
pale, or to defend themselves 
against their common adver^iaries, 
it enables them to pit forth all their 
strength. But no where is tiiis 
quality more needful than among 
those ministers of Christ who not 
only belong to the same denomina- 
tion but meet together at stated sea- 
sons for their own benefit and that 
of the churches in which llicy pre- 
side. And to ascertain the means 
by which it may ho best promoted 
in such a circle i^ hijjhly important. 
It will, no doubt, be readily ad- 
mitted tliat ^frafik., npen^ sincere </c- 
poiiment is vory amiable, and high- 
ly heconiinp: the followers of Christ. 
It is equally true that in such a 
meeting as this, a deportment of 
the above description is peculiarly 
hecc^sartf as a foundation for nnitv.(xl 
ctitftdciice. Here, eipcciaWy , atvv 
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iicc should be laid aflide, and *^ love 
be without dissimulation.^^ Every 
u'orJ^ and look, and gesture should 
correspond to the sentiments and 
ioolin^ of the heart. You will 
not suppose I mean to recommend 
1o you an indiscriminate disclosure 
of all your thoufrhts. This would 
1)0 imprudent in the extreme, and 
would defeat the object which it 
was intended to promote. Every 
man must have some secrets; se- 
crets which he cannot consistently 
reveal to his dearest friend on earth. 
But, these excepted, a free and un- 
di^jruisod disclosure of our views 
and feelingpi, at such a meeting as 
the present, will contribute greatly 
to strengthen our confidence in one 
another. And if any individual is 
seen to maintain a studied reserve^ 
and to behave as though he appre- 
hended danger from the full expre^ 
sion of his sentiments, it can hardly 
fail to sow the seeds of suspicion 
and distrust among the members. 

You will permit me here to re- 
mark, though it may seem a digres- 
sion, that the confidence of which 
1 am speaking must be considerably 
impaired by the continuance of an 
evil which unhappily prevails a* 
mong Christians ; 1 mean the prac- 
tice of speaking to the disadvantage 
of absent brethren. Nothing, per- 
haps*, has a greater tendency to be- 
get jealousy and distrust For we 
have much reason to suspect that he 
who often speaks to us against our 
brethren, does not scruple to handle 
our own characters with as little 
ceremony whenever he has oppor^ 
tunity of doing it. Be8ide9,howe ver 
secret any one may be in making 
a remark prejudicial to the reputa- 
tion of another, there is no little 
danger of its eventually reaching 
his oars. If no other conveyance 
is found, ^' a bird of the air shall 
carry the voice, and that which 
hath wings shall tell the matter.'^

Fn a meeting like the present, 
it is not enough that we select for 
discussion subjects which are truly 
important. The most animating 
and glorious ti-uths may be so hand^ 
led as to lose much of their intercut 
with pious people. This, indeed, 
will always be the case, when the 
discussion is carried on in a c/r^, 
speculative manner. Whether we 
write, or preach, or converse, if we 
act the part of mere theorittis^ we 
shall not be likely to refresh our 
own souls or the souls of our breth- 
ren. We ought to think and speak 
of the great doctrines of the gos- 
pel not as ^^ cunningly devised fa- 
bles,'' or ingenious hypotheses, 
but as certain and all-important 
truths. It should be our daily con- 
cern to imbibe much of the heav- 
enly spirit which they breathe, and 
to realize them as being of. all 
things the most interesting and glo- 
rious. To this end their tendency 
to promote a holy life should be 
constantly kept in view ; and from 
them all the practical lessons which 
they furnish should be carefully 

deduced. The discussion of 

doctrinal truths in this way, will 
not only increase our knowledge, 
but will contribute greatly to de- 
tach our hearts from this sublunary 
world, and to render them haliilu- 
ally devoted to the service of God. 

But there are other exercises 
which have the same tendency, and 
wliich therefore claim our particu- 
lar attention. Of these prayer 
(the only one which 1 shall now 
mention) is, unquestionably, the 
motft important, This is, indeed, 
an exercise so congenial to tha 
best feelings of a renewed heart, 
and so intimately connected with 
the clerical profession, that we can 
scarcely conceive of an assembly 
of pious ministers who, in t^rdinaiy 
ca^s, could begin or close their 
deliberations without it. But may 
it not be well for us to do more 
than this ? Would not our meeting 
be much improved, if we were fre- 
quently called to intermit our other 
engagements, and to unite ia «{'» 
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proaching the mercy-scat? Would 
not a reg^ulation of tliis kind have a 
ino!«t happy tendency to raise our 
souls lo God, to increase our love 
one toward another, and to prevent 
that uih-iu* warmth of feeling which 
di-^putation is apt to excite? Be- 
sides, if God is the hearer of pray- 
er, may we not hope that our fre- 
<juent applications to his throne will 
he answered by the communication 
ot' those gracious influences which 
arc equally etiicacious to illume the 
understanding and sanctify the 
heart?

mind. It is certainly to be recom- 
mended to Christians, to be pru- 
dent in their expenses, and to em- 
ploy as little time as possible in 
feeding and adorning their bodies." 
So far we are agreed. But in 
page 53, Gains obsenves : " One of 
these three positions must, I think, 
be true. Either, first ; that tliere 
is in the Scriptures, a standard for 
our dress, from which we ought 
not to deviate ; or, secondly, we 
are under obligations to avoid in 
our dress every thing unnecessary; 
or, thirdly, every one may dress as 
hia judgment shall dictate." 

Should the two fn-st positions 
Wiiich he has stal^ui be given up, 
I do not see how it is a necessary 
consequence, tiiat " every one 
mav dross as bis judrrmcnt shall die- 
tate," unless this judgment is reg- 
ulated by tho word of God. For 
though no precise stan«lard is laid 
down for our dress in the Scrip- 
tures, yet there are general princi- 
ples insisted upon, a reference to 
which will be more safe and prop- 
er, in relation to dress, than tlie 
dictates of our own judgment. 
These general principles arc found 
in such passages as the following : 
Put on humbleness of mind. Col. iii. 
12. Be not confonned to this world. 
Rom. xii. 2. Take no thoiurht for 
your life ; nor yet for your boay^ what 
ye shall put ow. Matt. vi. 25. In, 
like manner^ that "xomen adorn tliem^ 
selves in modest apparel^ with ^hame' 
facedness and sobriety; not':vith hroi^ 
dcred /k«r, or gold^ or pearls^ or cost' 
ly array ; but ( Mch btcometh wo- 
•uien professing godlinesf) with good 
works. 1 Tim. ii. 9, 10. Young 
men are exhorted to be "soher- 
minded.^' But we see young men 
whose gay and expensive dress is 
a departure from sobriety of nund.

But 
human nature is i^uch, that a fou<l- 
new for s|)leD<]iJ atlirc, and Ilie put- 
ting on of gay apparel, in manv in- 
stances, leads to a violation of these 
injnnelions.

And lo do this, Ihey are 
cot '' kpe()ers at home." Tet, 
thsie persons may drew according 
(o thf, dictates of their jmlfnuenl. 
Jacob, no doubt, acted according lo 
the dictates of his judifment, when 
he cinihed hts son Joseph in a coal 
of many coloum. But the wisdom 
atid propriety of the measure may 
be justly called in question. We 
are acqiiainled with its end effects. 
It engendered as many evil patsiona 
in the other branches of the family, 
as there were coloura in the coal. 
It occa.sir)ned many a sorrowful day 
to the youth who wore it, and to 
the fond and aged father, who gave 
it*lo him. — 1 think it follows then 
from the aPiove considerations, that 
the standard whioh Gaius has adopt- 
ed is defective, and that we are not 
left lo (he dictate!! ofour judgment, 
on the subject of dress, without 
having respect to the general prin- 
ciples exhibited in the word of God. 
There are many reanona which 
should cause the disciples of Christ 
to aim at aimplicily and plainness 
in their apparel. 

The whole tenour of the gospel 
inculcates humtlily, meekness, self- 
denial, and separation from the 
pomp and vanities of the world. 
The Saviour whom we are called lo 
imitate, avoided the superfluities of 
life. The frivolity of mind which 
gaiely of apparel indicates, and our 
limited means for doing good, for 
assisline in the spread of Ihe goi- 
pel, and other benevolent object*, 
are so many arguments agaiut vain

A letter from broth- 
er Hice informs me that you are 
tliinkinc: of a mission to the Ameri- 
can Intlians. — This is exclusively 
your province. I hope the trans- 
lation of the word of God into their 
lanjruaLfes will not be overlooked.

AFRICA. 

A LETTER from Mr. Read was 
lately received, dated at Graff Rey- 
nctt, Aug. 26, 181G, about three 
weeks afler the former, when he 
was on his way to Latakoo, with six 
waggons and about thirty tnembers 
of the church at Bethelsdorp: ma- 
ny earnest prayers, he sap, are ot 
fcred daily ; and he adds, ^ I hope 
our friends in England will contin- 
ue to remember us at a throne of 
grace.' 

He further informs us that there 
is a prospect of success among the 
Bushmen ; and he Was about to pro- 
ceed to Thomberg, the missionary 
station, on his way. 

As to Graff Reynett, he says, 
^Religion continues to flourish 
here. A preacher has been raised 
up, whose labours are much biesa* 
ed.' U preach,' he says, 'in 
Dutch every evening, and endeav* 
our to plead the cause of the hea- 
then. The mission to the Caffret 
ieems to have had a wonderful ef^ 
feet in the colony. 1 had to relate 
every circumstance, the other eve- 
ning, to a crowded auditory; 1 think 
it may have a good effect, and not 
only here, but also at Griqna town, 
and even at Latakoo.' 

I have just received a letter from 
Bethelsdorp) whara all it w%VIl^ «fA 
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the work of God flouriflhing. A 
lottcr also has been received from 
Mr. Williamft, wbo says he had ar- 
rived at h\» station in Caffraria, and 
that all is well. 



A LETTER has lately been receiv- 
c(! from Mr. Ebner, the missionary 
employed at ArRicAifER's Krall, da- 
iod Aii|3r. 28, 1816, from which the 
Ibliowinsc extracts are made : 

^-Very interesting: must be the 
♦i^ood news from the shores of Afri- 
ca to you. and to every one who 
loves the Lord Jesus and his word 
— very interesting", that so many 
sinners are converted to Christ, our 
beloved Saviour, whose arras are 
still stretched out to embrace them, 
and Africa is also stretching out its 
desirinc: hands to tlieir blessed God 
and Redeemer. I never found the 
word so impressive on the hearts 
of my hearers, as since 1 have been 
here with Africaner. The Spirit of 
God works with power upon their 
hearts. I am astonished ; I cannot 
describe what I have experienced 
binre 1 came hither.' 

Mr. Ebner then refers to the 
conduct of a person of influence, 
who had once been friendly, but 
h'rid not only refused to attend the 
preaching of the word, but had 
used his influence to prevent oth- 
ers, and whose hostility was greats 
ly feared. The missionary, how- 
ever, aAer fervent prayer to God 
for success^ went to the residence 
of that person^ accompanied by 
four of hie pious people, when, by 
the blessing of God on. his prayers, 
preaching, and conversation, the 
adversary was softened, and be- 
came a friend. On which Mr..El>- 
nof savs, * Thanks be to God for 
i)is almighty assistance.

MISSIONS OF THE UNITED 
BRETHREN. 

The Seventv-sixth Number of 
the Periodical Accounts of the Mis- 
sions of this int( resting community 
has been pubiis>iicd. We shall 
briefly notice a few particulai;s con- 
tained it. 

1. Labrador. From Hoptdalt 
the Missionaries write, on the 30th 
July, 1815, as follows: — 

" The liord has dealt very gra- 
ciously with our small congregation 
of Esquimaux, as well as with us 
his unworthy servants, since we 
addressed you last year. He has 
regarded us in love and mercy. 
His work in the hearts of the Es- 
quimaux, carried on by means of 
the preaching of the saving g-o?- 
pel, has been successful ; and the 
greater part of our communicanls 
have in ])articular increased in tiic 
knowledge of themselves, and of 
the unchangeable love and faithful- 
ness of our Saviour towards them, 
so that they unite with us in thank- 
ing him for having sought and ibund 
them, and made them partakers of 
the salvation so dearly j)urchased 
for them by his sufferings and death, 
which has rendered them- truly 
ha]»py. For tiiis mercy bestowed 
upon them, they thank him wi:Ii 
many tears, and with the deepest hu- 
miliation. W^e have reason to re- 
joice at the walk and conversation 
of most of our brethren and sistci-s. 
The schools have been diligently 
attended, and the chiLdieti ^V^^'sv v 
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disposition for improvement. We 
coulidently trust, that our Saviour 
will bestow yet more abundant 
grace on the Esquimaux converts, 
to the praise and glory oi'his name.^' 

''Our congregation of Esquimaux 
consists at present of 57 baptized 
adults, of which number 44 are com- 
niuuicants, and five candidates for 
the communion ; besides 45 baptiz- 
ed ciiildren, and five candidates for 
bapU!>m: in all, 1U7 persons. In- 
clusive of ^1 unbaptized persons, 
the number of inhabitants in Hope- 
dale amounts to 1^8. Our heaven- 
ly Father has richly supplied their 
t(fiui)orai wants, so that none have 
bad to Kuiier hunger.'' 

From j\ain^ on the 13th of Au- 
gust, 1815, they write, that *^ three 
Eei*dons have been admitted to the 
oly communion ; four became 
candidates lor it; two adults and 
four children have been baptized ; 
and three added to the candidates 
for baptism. Our congregation con- 
sists of 1 29 persons. Besides these, 
37, including children, live on our 
premises; making a total of 166 
persons. 

^' The schools have been con- 
tinued as usual, and diligently at- 
tended both by children and adults. 
They have been particularly bless- 
ed to the latter. In reviewing the 
state of our Esquimaux Congrega- 
tion, we find abundant cause to thaidc 
our Saviour for the grace bestowed 
upon them; but also reason to 
mourn onaccountof the hurt8,fault8, 
and defects which frequently ap- 
pear. The consciousness of our 
own insuificiency also urges us to 
apply to the Throne of Grace, to 
seek for support and forgiveness 
from our merciful Saviour. He 
has preserved us Missionaries in 
love and harmony with each other; 
granted us his blessing in temporal 
concerns, and let us perceive his 
peace, as well in our family devo- 
tions, as also when pouring out our 
hearts in secret prayer before him* 
The word of the Cro3S, whijch we 
proclaim to the Esquimaux, has al- 
so approved itself to thejr )ieartp

455. 

^' Some heathen Grccnlanders 
had been at Newherriihut, but did 
not appear to be much impressed 
with the truths of the gospel de- 
clared to them. At Lichtenau, on 
the other hand, several visitiug hea- 
then heard the woid of God with 
joy, and testified a desire to I.e con- 
verted to Jesus : live of them had 
been baptizi'd.'' 

VI. Sarepta. Two missionaries 
from this settlement have gone to 
reside among the Torgutsk horde 
of Calmucks, with a view to acquire 
their languiige, as preparatory to 
preaching the Gospel to them. 
They have alrea(iy mude consider- 
able pruiicieney in it. One of tiicir 
objects is to distribute such portions 
of the New Testament, among the 
Calinucks, as may be published by 
the Tiible :Socicty. The chief of 
the horde was much pleased, when 
presented with two copies of the 
Calmuck version of St. iMatthew^s 
gospel, sent to him by Prince Ga- 
litzin, who at the same time warmly 
recommended the missicnarics to 
his attention. 

VII. Cait. of Good Hope. Mr. 
Latrobe lei\ this country to vi>it 
the missionary cstablisinnents at the 
Cape of Good Hope, on the ist of 
October iyi5, acconipanied by two 
married missionaries and tiieir 
wives and two single n)ls^iona^il'8. 
They arrived at the Cape on the. 
24th of December. Having con- 
ferred with the Governor Lord 
Charb^s Somerset, the Colonial Sec- 
retary, Mr. Ale. zander, and others 
on the allairs of the mission, from 
All of whom he appears to have ei« 
perienced a friendly reception, Mr. 
Latrobe proceeded first to Gruen- 
ekloof, where he had the pleasure 
to baptize a Hottentot woman, the 
daughter of old Capl^ K^aL^Uk>^< 
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of Lawcskloof ; and afterirards to 
(inadenthal. 

"The sight of this truly prosper- 
ous settlement, where the preach- 
ing of the gospel has been attend- 
ed with effects which in general ap- 
pear so extraordinary, could not 
fail to excite the most lively senna- 
tions of astonishment and delight in 
the iriind of brother Latrobe, w\io 
had been for so many years active- 
ly connected with it. He regret- 
ted to tind on his arrival, that great 
part of this large congregation 
( ! MH) in numl)er) was absent, being 
I'Mi'-apf^^d with the farmers in the 
h:irveht. This, indeed, was also the 
rase at Gruenekloof. About six 
hundred, however, attended the 
rhnrrh, which is large and well 
built, and superiour to most parish

and has been employed in dispen- 
sing the gospel to the soldiery, 
lie has also eictended his labours to 
several towns on the^iore of Lake 
Ontario. The settlers in the west- 
ern part of N. York are described 
as perishing for lack of knowledge. 
The universal cry is. Come over 
and help as. The people here, it 
Is believed, would willingly unite in 
assistant Missionary Societies, and 
thus in part defray the expcascs of 
labourers sent among them. 

Rev. Mr. G off has also for three 
months been employed as a mis- 
sionary in the western part of 
New- York ; and principally in the 
counties of Ontario, Steuben, Al- 
legany, and Geunesee. He re- 
marks, "The country through 
which 1 travelled was very destitute- 
of prcachei-s of the gospel.. The 
people were very thankful to the 
Society lor bcnding labourers a- 
mong them. They prayed that 
you would continue to send faithful 
ministers to those who are destitute 
of the blessings which the people 
of older countries enjoy." 

In Louisiana we have employed 
Rev. Mr. Davis for six montiis. 
From the latest information, we un- 
derstand he is labouring in Natch- 
es, on the banks of the Missisippi, 
where a Baptist church has beei- 
formed which is in a llourishin; 
state.

In no manner could you more ef- 
fectually serve this Society than by 
liberally contributing toward the 
support of those, whom the Lord 
is preparing to thrust into his vine- 
yard. 

4. You will materially assist the 
Board of Trustees by collecting and 
forwarding to them all missionary 
intelligence, which may come un- 
der your observation. By inquir- 
ing into the movt promising grounds 
for missionary undertakings ; the 
most suitable persons for missiona- 
ries, and the various necessities of 
different parts of our country ; pri- 
vate Christians may do much for 
the spread of the gos[»el. 

5. We are persuaded that in ma- 
ny instances, settled pastors might 
employ to advantage a certain por- 
tion of each year to missionary la- 
bours among the destitute churches. 
Whilst thus discharging one of the 
duties of Christian benevolence, we 
doubt not that their own souls 
would become warmed ^nd animat- 
ed, and they would be abundantly 
rewarded for their labour of love.

As we have no private interest 
to serve, we may be allowed on this 
occasion, in urge all those who are 
friends to Missions, and to the de- 
nomination to which il is our hon- 
our lo belong, lo use their influence 
in favour of this periodical work. 
It cannot be expected Ihat a gener- 
al interest will be *Tcited in favour 
of Missions, till it a gienerally 
known what exertions hare been 
made, ami are making for the sup- 
port of the g'Ospel at homp and 
ahroait.

Dear Bi'ethren, 

I feel it a dutv that t owe to God to 
give you an account of the late work of 
grace among Uie people with whom I 
am connected. A church composed of 
16 members, from different tcwiis, was 
constituted in this place in September 
1811. 11)18 little vine the Lord has 
seen fit to bless. For a time we wert 
embarrassed for want of a place to 
meet in, until the T.fOrd stirred up the 
heart of our cst'emcd brother Mr Jflfta 
Clark, of Sl Johns))ury, who purchased 
a spot, and built :i small, but convenient 
house for jiublic worship at his own ex- 
pense. Some additions r^ere made 
from time to time ; but iwthing very 
special appeared until Jrnie last, when 
a meeting was hdd iiv wc lEM^Cnt- 
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house called the '^Circular Conference." 
T^is mtrttiiig wns compcsed cif several 
' churcheb, all of the Cotij^gntioiial or- 
der exceptiiig ours, llie Loixl wai 
evidently with them, »nd many had 
t^inr miiwls 8«*riouKly impressed. On 
Uie thiixl Lfnrd*sdiiy In June, the solem- 
nitv was so visible in the assembly, that 

I WHS led to exclaim with Jacob, '*Siire- 
ly the Lord b in this place» and I knew 
itnot.** 

Alxxit this time we set np weekly 
cofifi'i-eiices. llie atteiuioo increabed, 
and many minds brcame deeply im- 
pH'ssed with a sense ot their unfulntss. 

At our oniferettce the week bdore 
the first ^rd'sdayin lulv, thrt-e vnur.g 
jXTsam came forwanl anac'&red them- 
3«'lve.s as c»n<lidate& ivr mt-mleii»hip in 
thf churrh. TYu:y were received, and 
the nexf Lord's day was ap))ointed for 
them to be baptized After the morn- 
ing exercKe, we rq)uired to a rn er 
that runs ix^ar the mt*eting-hc>use, the 
bank nt whtcli was crowded with peo- 
ple. Here tlu' X>ord gave a new spring 
to the wcirk. Such a time 1 never be- 
fore witiiesbed. 1 made some remarks 
cm the end and design cf the ordinance, 
mnd it seemed as if the Hi ly Spirit de- 
Kended I'he people of God were 
made to rc)(iicc, wbue U'ars stole down 
the cheeks of sinnvrs. Conviction was 
fixed like *' a nail in a sure phcr" in 
the hearts of many, as they have since 
confessed in relating their minds. Our 
mf*etiuK8 became crowded, and many 
ai^peiircd to hear as for their lives. 
Srime who had entertained a hope for 
many years, were constrained to come 
out and own where they had been — 
toccNifess, ami to repent, and do their 
first work. Our baptizing; seasons, be- 
c:< me almost weekly, and the Lord bles- 
sed them for the good of sonls. 

ITiis work continued through the 
summer and fall. Hut in the winter, 

II sOemed gradually to decrc ase. There 
•w»Te some,however, who came fiirward 
and were baptized at this inclement sea- 
son, lliere are others who entertain 
a hone, that have not as yet come for- 
ward 

Of those who shared in the work, a- 
boat one half were heads of families ; 
none of them civer sixty ; and of the 
youth, none under fifteen. They all 
appeared to have a deep sense of their 
own sinfiilnesB, and of the depravity of 
the human heart Salvation by grace 
lias been acknowledged freely. There 
have been no instances of enthu»asm, 
noise, or cotifuaon ; but a deep sense 
of Siin haS' evidently \yecn felt. The

Not k>ig after her conversion, her 
mind was exercised noon making a 
prof«»«sion of religion. Tradition had 
alwavs taught her th u infantt were tlie 
subjects, and nfirinklink the mode of 
b^iptis'n : but, from the Bible she learn- 
ed, that Mfevrrf only were the si Ad- 
jects, and immrrnon the only proper 
mode, of baptism. As there were out 
two persons at this time in Bristol wIm 
held the same sentiments, it was atr 
tended with som^* difficulty to make ai| 
open firqfimaion of them, fh the midst of 
those who considered a departure from 
ancient errors herry, and in the v^a^ 
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town where some of these hereticlcs hail 
been persecuted even to imfiriHonirunt,* 
However, a sense r)f obligation to htm 
who hacl redeemed her with his pre- 
ciotis blocd, Hnd a coriviction of theim- 
rxMtance of imitatinf!^ the example of 
her Saviour, overcame all opposition 
tnim friends and foes, and constrained 
her to bf *' buried with Christ by bap- 
tiMis." Acc( ixlingly siie was solemnly 
baptized bv Elder Jacob Hicks of Swan- 
zey, and united with the church in that 
place, until the constitution of the Bap- 
tist L tuin:h in Bristol, rf which flAie be- 
aiine, ai.d continued a valuable and 
woithv n)cnilx:r until her decease. 

As Mrs. M. lived at such a distance 
from the church with which she had at 
first united, as to i-ender it inconvenient 
to meet often with them ; it was her 
constant and ardent prayer that a way 
mij^ht be (jpened for the enjoyment of 
thtz ordinances of the gospel in her na-" 
tive town. And when it was announc- 
ed to her and her pious Mster (the late 
Mrs D. VVolte) that the late excellent 
Dr. Nels<vi had arrived in town with 
an intention to settle in it, they both ex- 
claimed ** the Lord has sent him to raise 
up a Bnptist Church in this place." 
This declaration was in a degree pro- 
phetical, for, under (;od,it was owing 
to the perseverance and lit)erahty of 
that pit)us and benevolent gentleman, 
that a church was gathered, ministers 
procured, and the materials provided 
tor the ereciioii of a house of worship. 
When these things had taken place, 
Mrs. M. would oIlcq say, •• this is the 



LinVs doing, and it is marvellous in 
our ejTS." 

For a few years previous to Mrs, 
M's, decease, she IhNiured umlcr the 
infirmities ot age, and gradually declin- 
ed in strength until the ]>eriul of her 
dissolution. During her dehiliity aod 
confinement sheenimed g^merally great 
peace of mind, and often s^Mke of *'tlie 
blessed lesus*' in terms of the wann.«t 
a ffeciion and grat iuidc. Site ever vie^« - 
ed herself ^ miseraljle aiKi dependent 
sinner ; and Christ Jesus as the on- 
ly foundation of her hope and salva- 
tion. She continued in this state of nuud 
until the 7th. September 18 16, when ihe 
fell asleep in Jesus, in the expectation of 
a bkrsseti immortality. 

Mrs. M. was an intelllgo>t and wami 
hearted Christian, who loved thecauK 
of Christ "not in word and tongue can 
ly, but in deed, and in tiTiUu Her 
liberality in supporting the cause of 
Christ and in relieving thepocr members 
of the churah, has often been experienc- 
ed . To the cnurch she presented almit 
one hiindrfd and acventy doUart for thr 
support of the ministry; andonnoorca- 
sion was alie backward in tliispartofher 
duty. In her relation with the church 
she was a faithful, a peaceable, and aa 
affkt^tionate memlier. And thmughnH 
the whole of her Christian coin'se she 
waa ^a burning ami shmiug light,** 
She sustained through life ** a giid 
name, which is better than precKus 
ointment, and the day of her death was 
Ixrtter to her than the day if Iilt 
birth."

cur minds so much impressed with 
this truth, as when some of our 
brothron who promise great use- 
fulness in the church, are unex- 
pectedly cut off in the midst of their 
days. Such im])ressions have been 
produced by the melancholy event 
which has occasioned this memoir. 

Cyuus Babcckk was the son of 
the Rev. IUfus IUbcock, who has 
for many years been the faithful 
and successful pastor of the Baptist 
church in Colebrook (Conn.) fie 
was born in Canaan of the same 
State, Januaiy 2.'), 1789. His ear- 
ly life was not distinguished with 
any events which desei ve a partic- 
ular notice. Accustomed as ho 
was, however, to witness the devo- 
tions and listen to the instructions 
of his kind parents, his mind was 
at times very deeply impressed 
with the importance and neces-^itj 
of religion; but these impressions 
he soon succeeded in effacing, and 
satisfied himself with the pui-suit of 
worldly pleasures. 

We may not, however, conclude 
that these early convictions were 
useless, because they were transi- 
tory. The earlier the mind is sub- 
jc<:ted to the influence of religious 
truths, be it in ever so limited a 
degree, the greater probability 
there is that they will become ul- 
timately triumphant. This consid' 
eration outrht to stimulate parents 
♦o l^s** no ^ime m slorios U\* tosvA* 
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of their children with the leading 
sentiments of Christianity : for these 
sentiments must be received, if ev- 
er a saving chanjje is effected io 
llieir hoHrts ; anil a1thou|^h they 
will remain inoperative without the 
power of llie Spirit, yet no parent 
will presume to determine at what 
pfTio.l that power shall \te impart- 
pij. 1 Io may indulo^e the hope that 
it will he imparted at the very mo- 
ment he is eni^aired in presenting 
(he truth to the mind of his child. 
ILven allowing that a complete ren- 
ovntiiMi should not soon be appar- 
ml, tiie eflVct of that truth cannot 
i.iil (o he henefirial. If it do not 
lead to holiness, it may, in some in- 
' tniiccs at leabt, deter from sin ; and 
in many instances it will do more. 
Ill the subject of thid memoir, it 
was productive of strong convic- 
tiori«, and a deep solicitude aLout 
tho welfare of his soul; and al- 
tli«)iiu:h the struggle which was thus 
commenced between the dictates of 
conscience and the impulse of de- 
prjived and worldly propensities 
apparent Iv submded, and left the 
latter for a time to an uncontrolled 
dominion, yet it was afterwards re- 
vivv<l and attended with a happy 
result. 

During the interval, howeeer, 
as misrht rrasonably be expected, 
his mind, after having been more 
than u«MaIly impressed, became 
more hardened and indifferent to 
t\\o promises and threatenings of 
the gospel. The current of his de- 
praved affections and desires, after 
liaving received a partial obstruc- 
ti(Mi trom the influence of religious 
considerations, rushed forward with 
increased violence in its own nat- 
ural channel, when that obstruc- 
tion was removed. The momen- 
tum thus given to a mind already 
averse to truth, may easily be con- 
ceived to go far towards the over- 
throw of all the barriers with which 
conscience and revelation may have 
impeded its course.

It is truly gratif^'ing to a devout 
mind to witness the triumph of truth 
over prejudice and infidelity. The 
word of God <iiideed is quick and 
powerful, sharper than any two- 
edged sword — casting down imagi- 
nation, and every high thing that 
exalteth itself against the knowl- 
edge of God, and bringing into cap- 
tivity every thought to the obedi- 
ence of Christ." if minds capable 
of but little reflection and less arsru- 
ment, however depraved, may be 
supposed to yield to the impulse 
of the Spirit without much \ iolcnt 
opposition ; yet in minds naturally 
strong and towering, fortified with 
the arguments of sophistry, a se- 
vere contest will ensue ; every 
step will be disputed ; every doc- 
trine will be thoroughly investigat- 
ed ; nothing will be taken on mere 
report, or without the f^trongo^t 
evidence to support it. Of coui*se, 
the foundation of religion, especial- 
ly of experimental religion, will 
be put to the test, and the assent 
of the mind will be withheld until 
completely overcome by the pow- 
er of truth, and the heart yielded 
up to God, through the sanctifying 
influence of the Spirit. In this pro- 
cess, however, religion has noth- 
ing to fear. Its evidences will only 
shine the brighter, and its doctriue'* 
appear the more majestic and heav- 
enly by every such investigation.

Though Peter knew 
that Simon was " in the gall of bit- 
terness and bonds of iniquity," yet 
he addressed him — " Repent there- 
fore of this thy wickedness, and 
pray God, if perhaps the thought of 
thine heart may be forgiven thee.'^ 

The Saviour himself and his 

forerunner, John the Baptist, pro- 
claimed, when entering on their 
ministry — " TJie kingdom of heav- 
en is at hand ; repent and believe 
the gospel" Here we would in- 
quire — Were not the Jews as dead 
in sin, as incapable of repentance 
as are men in the present day? 
Most certainly: yet this did not 
prevent the primitive preachers 
from exhorting them to repent. — 
Shall we be afraid to adopt a mode 
of address :?imilar to that employed 
by the Apostles ? Or, will any 
preacher of the present day pre- 
sume that he can conduct his minis- 
trations in a manner more scripture 
al than did those who were commis- 
sioned by our Lord ? 

2. But is it true that the sinner 
cannot repent ? What obstacle pre- 
vents ? He possesses the faculty of 
loving and hating, of rejoicing and 
sorrowing. If his property be 
wrested from him, er his child be 
taken away by death- he will mourn 
and be in bitterness. Whv does he 
not mourn in like manner when he 
thinks of his sins ? Because he tvUI 
not ; he has no disposition to mourn 
over them ; his heart Is so deprav- 
ed, that it is not at all affected by 
the enormity of sin ; but this does 
not absolve him from his obligation 
to love God and hate that which is 
opposed to his holy nature ; neith- 
er does it exempt him from being 
urged and entreated by the minister 
of the gospel, to exercise repent- 
ance. Aversion to the perform- 
ance of a duty never releases a 
person from his obligation, nor pre- 
vents you from urging him to the 
performance of it. Suppose you 
have a child, who possesses so lit- 
tle respect or affection for his par* 
ent as to be entirely unwilling to 
obey your commands, does it fol- 
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low of course that it is not his duty 
to obey, and that yon have no ri^ht 
to nriro liim to ohediencc? The 
Hppliration is obvious. Every read- 
er ran iminediatelv make it. 

;3. Tlie arerument, if it proves 
any Ibini^, proves foo much.

Some loss to the 
nii^inn has been sustained ; but it 
i*' -nrh as may reasonably be, some- 
tiMie>, expected, yet such as it is 
hoped will not frequently occur, 
lie embarked a second time on the 
17th of Se])tember, 18 1 G, and has 
nrrived, safely, at his destination.

Hcv. and dear Sir, 

It is with peculiar satisfaction 
that we are, at length, ahle to ad- 
dress a latter to the Board, in our 
joint rapacity. We had a joyful 
nief'tinpf in thi^ place, the 15th ult. 
Mr. Iloii&fh has settled in one part 
of the Mi!*sion-hous€ ; and we are 
now united, hoth as a church of 
(1)ri<tt, and an a ini<«sion society. 
Our reticulations on the latter point, 
wo hrrc suhmit to the Board. It 
will he evident, at 6rsl sight, that 
these reg'ulations have a prospec- 
tive view, and arc framed some- 
what differently from what they 
would have heen, had we not ex- 
pected that our society would soon 
be enlargfed. Hut we hope that 
the lime is not far distant, when 
they will receive the sigfnature of 
brother Rice also. Indeed we 
hope for more than this ; we hope 
that one or two others will he found 
to accompany Mr. Rice. 

It is true that one of us remain- 
ed about three 3'ears in this place, 
witlioiit uttering' any Macedonian 
cries. But we apprehend, that 
the time is now come, when it is 
consistent with the strictest pru- 
dence to lift up our voice and say, 
Come over the ocean and help us. 
By a residence of three years in 
thi"^ country, many doubts which at 
first occurred, are removed ; and 
many points concerning the practi- 
cability of a mission, and the pros- 
pect of succesis, are ascertained.

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT. 

In order mnre eflfectually, under the 
blessing of our Lord and Master, to ac- 
complish the important work for which 
we have ccone into this heathen land, we 
the unde«gned, form a union on the 
following principles, viz, 

1. We give oui^ves to the Lord Je-* 
sus Christ, and to one another by the 
wUlofGod. 

2. We agree to be kindly aftectioned 
one towaras anodier with brotherly 
love, in honour preferring one another; 
feeling tliat we liave one Master, even 
Christ, and that all we are brethren. 

3. We agree in the opinion, that our 
sole object on earth is to introduce the 
relinon of Jesus Christ into the empire 
of Surmah; and that the mean^ \yy 
which we hope to eftect this, are trans« 
lating, printing, and distributing the ho- 
l]r Scriptureji; preaching the Gospel ; 
circulating religious Tracts, and pro- 
moting the instruction of native chil- 
dren. 

4. We therefore agree to engage ia 
no secular buisness, for the purpose of 
individual emolument: and noiatall, 
unless, in the opinion of the brethren, 
tho great object of the mission can be 
best promoted tlicreby. 

5. We agree to reliuquish all private 
right to remittances from America, 
avails of labour, and compensation for 
service; in a word, to phicc all motley 
and property, from whatever quarter 
accruing, in the mis^on fund : Provided, 
that nothing in tills article be construed 
to aflect our private right to inhcritm- 
ces, or personal favours, not made in 
compensation of service. 

6. We agree that all the members of 
the mission f.imily have claims on the 
mission iund for equal supiKiit, in simi- 
lar circumstances ; the claims of wid- 
ows and or|>hans not to l)c, in the least, 
affected by the douth of the head of their 
family. But it is to be understood, that 
no one shall have a ri^ht to adopt a 
child into tlie mission family, so as to 
entitle it to the claims sccuifd in tins 
article, but by consci.t ot the brethren. 

7. Wc agree to c-ducatvi onrchildrrn, 
with a particular reference to the oJyvct 
of the mission ; and if an/ expense be 
necessary or expedient for this pur- 
pose, it shall be defrayed from the mis- 
sion fund. 

8. A II appropriations from the mission 
fund shall be made t)y a majority of 
tlie missionarjr' bretl'.rcn united in this 
compact ; subject, however, to the in- 
spection of our patronSp tlie Board.

Having an 
immense people of the same man- 
ners, prejudices, religion, and gov- 
ernment, as their object ; and being 
near each other, and engaged in 
the same country, the experience 
and acquirements of each will come 
into the common stock, and bear 
an ample interest. They will he. 
able mutually to give solid and ma- 
tured advice ; and in cases of re- 
moval by death, to supply the lo<:s 
of those gone to reccvive their great 
reward. We would strongly re- 
commend, that one or more^ who 
mav hcreaflf-r come out, obtain u 
competent knowlodirp orme'ii''inf.

SbalNbnrv Association. This 
body eni'\ved a pleasant session, 
which wa-* held in Stephentown, 
N. York. Several of the church- 
es ha\e experienceii gracious re- 
vivalri th(^ past year. In Stephen- 
town, om» hundred and ciq^hteen 
have })een baptized. The work 
was powerful, solemn, and rapid. 
The subjects of it are, for the most 



part, youth. In Egremont, cue 
hundred and four were retunied ?A 
baptized the past year. The work 
here commenced carlv last wiiilMi, 
and has been confined to the niM-ih 
part of the town. It appears near- 
ly over. In West t^tockbridgn, 
there is some seriousness on the 
public mind. On the lastLoitT^ 
(lay in June, I baptized live; abopt 
twelve had previously been bap- 
tized. The third church in Ca- 
naan, New- York, has sharid in the 
work, which has spread through 
several towns in this qu^ter — ?ix- 
teen baptized. The work wa«?till 
and solemn : The converts appear 
well established in doctrine.— To 
the church in East Hillsdale, where 
the Rev. Mr. Brown laboars, ser- 
enty-ninc have put on the Lord J^ 
sus. The small and feeble hand 
in West Hillsdale have receired 
the additional strengfth of fourteen. 
In all the above named churches, 
with the exception of Stephentowm 
IVmale Mite Societies to aid the 
mission, were formed while I wn 
in that quarter. In this region of 
country, comprehending the coob- 
tios of Columbia, (New- York) aoi 
Berkshire, (Mass.) there are a dud- 
her of churches destitute of minifr 
ters.

A part 
of it is as really missionary grouml

The last Wednesday and Thurs- 
day of J uoe, 1 was at the Saratoga 
Association, which held its session 
in Galway, about thirty miles north 
of Albany. I'nconunonlv pleasant 
session. The churches oi'this body 
arc in great union, and a niis^^ionary 
spirit on the iiurease. Female 
Mite Societies iormed and are form- 
ing in almost every church. Tub- 
lie collection after missionary ser- 
mon, ^*i'2,29 ccnU, bes^ides a valu- 
able pair uf golil ear-rings, and ono 
finger ring. The pi )us lady who 
gave the car-rings observed — '*! 
have cnjov(?d more happiness in 
praying for tlie spread of the gos- 
pel an<l reading mi.s.sionary j\ccounts, 
than in wearing these ornamertts — 
1 wish, therefore, to dedicate them 
to the service of the Lord.*' In a 
part of this Association, extensive 
and powerful revivals have been 
experienced. The following ex- 
tractti from some of the letters from 
the churchc'h taken as thcv were 
read, may give a correct, though 
brief view of the work. 

In the first chnivh in Fort Ann. 
marvellous grace has been display- 
ed. This church for years pa^t, 
has been much reduced, and thtt 
state of religion very low. The 
revival commenced last fall, has 
been the most extensive among the 
youth, though some of every age 
have been sharers — one hundred 
have been bajdized. The church 
DOW consists of two hundred. 

The second church at Fort Ann, 
acknowledge God's grace in exp ;- 
riencing a refror^hing time the past 
year. They have no minister, and 
want supplies — thirty baptized the 
past Year — whole number one hun- 
dred and fi tit y- three. 

The church in Hartford, New- 
York, have formerly waded through 
many trials and much darkness, in 
May, 18U>, the scene was revQ^- 
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ill. A jf^nnt^ woman relatod her 
«x|>erion<Te, which haH a very aol- 
«'nin rflcct on others. In June, the 
work increased; solemnity pervad- 
V'] the minds of multitudes ; and 
tVom thai lime the work spread. 
In Aus^ust, Scptemher, Octuhc, 
jVovomher, and December, haptism 
wu"! administered. The work was 
soliMnn, calm and powerful. 

In Kinsp^hury, a great revivr^l has 
existed, but the work now appears 
mostly over. One hundred and 
twenty-nine have been baptized ; 
wholo number two hundred and 

thirty-six. Church of Kimr*- 

bury and Hartford. Last year this 
oliurch enjoyed, as they thought, a 
frvc^t revival; hut this was only 
prolusive of the copious shower 
t hat has since descended. Its heig'ht 
ai)pears to have been in July and 
Aui^iisl last. All ages from eij^-ht 
to sixty-tive, have shared in the 
Messing ; but as is common at this 
day, the most are youth. No en- 
thusiasm has appeared : None have 
united with other denominations, 
and all who have been baptized, 
continue steadfast. It seems that 
the ordinance of baptism has been 
repeatedly blessed to awaken spec- 
tators. Kev. Calvin H. Swain ap- 
pears to have been the honoured 
instrument in this work. — Last win- 
ter great seriousness existed in a 
certain school in that town. For- 
merly, the children had been ac- 
customed to resort for their juve- 
nile recreations in the hours of 
play, to a certain grove, in which 
was a pond of water. Through 
file whole of last winter they re- 
borted to the same spot ; not to en- 
page in youthful sports, but to im- 
plore the mercy of Heaven on them- 
selves and their companions. And 
this juvenile meeting in the forest, 
terms to have been blessed to the 
conversion of a number of their 
mates. No storms, not cold, would 
keep them from their hallowed re- 
h-eat ; and with the exception of a 
single day (and that the cold Friday 
when they resorted to a neighbour-

But we are compelled to come 
reluctantly, to the commencement 
of that fatal disease which put a 
period to his labours. Although 
considerable debility had been 
produced by his close attention to 
study, yet he continued to indulge 
the hope of recovery till the lat- 
ter part of August, when his ef- 
forts at public speaking were too 
vigorouH for his enfeebled state of 
lungs, and produced a copious dis- 
charge of blood which issued in a 
pulmonic consumption. 

How melancholy is the reflec- 
tion, that so many promising young 
men should successively fall vic- 
tims to intense application to stu- 
dy, or undue exertion at the com- 
mencement of their usefulness ! 
Scarcely a year rolls away in 
which one or more instances do 
not occur, of premature death 
from one or both of these causes. 
We could not persuade ourselves 
to let pass the present opportu- 
nity, without remarking on this 
subject. These repeated exam 
pics we hope will be loud admo- 
nitions to others who are threat^ 
ened with a similar fate. 

When a student or a minister 
perceives his hmjjs beginning to 
be aflccted, let him abandon his la- 
bours till they have ac(}uired 
soundness and vigour. At least 
let prompt measures be taken to 
arrest the progress of disease be- 
fore it has become unalterably 
fixed. Had the subject of this 
memoir refrained from public 
speaking, and moderated his stud- 
ies at an earlier period, in all hu- 
man probability his life would 
have been spared. But alas ! it 
was not so to be, mysterious Prov- 
idence forbade that he should stay 
long on the earth. The decree 
had already past in heaven that 
his days should soon be numbered. 
He who walketh in the midst of 
his golden candlesticks and hold- 
eth the stars in his right hand, 
was hastening to ^^ make him up 
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among: liw jewels." Scarcely had 
li«> online need that work for 
Avliich he seemed so well qualified, 
anil in which he promised so much 
iisctiilnesj?, when he was obligred 
to af>an.lon it forever. The vio- 
1(mU blct^hng at his lung^ brou[(ht 
him a])parently near to death in 
l(.'s<( than four months after he was 
ai'prohatod to preach. For a 
niimhor of weeks he senned 
tionibiinfi: on the brink of the 
grave, and little expectation was 
indulged either by himso.lf or his 
friiMids tiiat he would survive from 
one day to another. 

But while all around him were 
filled with gloom, and penetrated 
with the deepest sorrow and re- 
gret, he alone appeared tranquil 
and hippy. lli'« patience and 
fortitude were such a<« to enable 
him, conversing on his approach- 
incf dissolution, to exhibit the 
C(|iianimity of one conversing on an 
evcry-tlay-suhject. Strongly as 
ho had desired to live that he 
might do good in the world, he 
wa«< now prepared, with equal 
cheerfulness, to say, " Father, not 
my will, but thine be done." His 
f«>rtitude and christian resignation 
shone more conspicuously in this 
trying moment than it could have 
done while no symptoms of dis- 
solution were visible. 

Many of his friends visited and 
convei'sed with him when his 
st pen fifth would permit, and they 
always felt as if conversing with a 
saint triumphing over death. Win 
wonls seemed to be the words of 
a man just entering eternity, just 
treading the threshold of h-?aven. 
His Iriend from New Bedford 
came to see him, but his feelings 
were so strong and his lungs so 
feeble, that utterance failed him. 
Wl)en his strength had been a 
little restored, he wrote to that 
friend as follows :

Such were the principles which 
reigned in the breast of Mr. B. ; 
and to every man who, like him, 
regards life not as an end but as a 
means^ death caimot but be wel- 
come ; for the glory of God will 
constitute the ruling principle of 
all his actions, and he will live 
with constant reference to a bet- 
ter world. 

" I trust in thee, and know in whom I

In the month of September his 
disease abated, his bleeding ceas- 
ed, and he began to g^ain strength. 
By a different course of regimen, 
he obtained so much relief as to 
be able to ride to Boston^ where 
he spent a number of days with 
h'r friends apparently recovering 
from the violence of his com- 
plaint Still however his frame 
was feeble and his cough severe. 

Of the state of his mind during 
the period of his residence in 
Boston and Roxbur}', the follow- 
ing extracts from letters address- 
ed to his companion, will give 
our readers some information. 

Roxbury^ Oct. 7. 
" I have not yet found one 
christian to converse with. A 
Rhode-Island man, our neighbour 
is the most like a chris- 
tian, but he appears to think liim-

ceed.-' He accordingly returned 
on the 6th of December to his 
father-s house, there to languish 
in the kind arms of his parentitBi 
Iriends. When he arrived at the 
door, he said, '* Well, my dearfathf 
er. 1 have come to die withyoa.*' 

On the 8th he wrote as foUcwi 
to his brother in Providence.

" The scene is changed.— to* 
stead of health, I now wait the 
linprering approach of the hrt 
enemy.

REUGIOUS EDUCATION OF CHILDREN. 

That it is the duty of parents to bring 
up tlieir children *' in the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord," if 
most evident ; yet there is reason to 
fear that it is a duty which in a 
greater or less <!egrec is neglected. 
A few observations, therefore, on 
this subject may not be useless to 
some of the readers of the Mag- 
azine. 

At the commencement of these 
remarks, it may be proper to state 
distinctly that religious instruction, 
however faithfully communicated, 
will not necessarily issue in the 
regeneration of the person who 
receives it. — The writer believes 
that without the special intluences 
of the Spirit of grace, there can

On a ccrtaio occasion, 
one of the children did not attend 
till near the cIoro of the exer- 
cise ; the first question liis father 
proposed to him wa^, ^^ My son, 
what is the fifth commsiudment ?'* 
Such a question proposed at that 
time and with peculiar tenderness 
and solemnity, touched most for- 
cibly the heart of the child, and 
produced more effect than would a 
larffe number of words, or a more 
violent animadversion. ^ And 
these words which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine 
heart. And thou shalt teach them 
dUigentlif to thy children, and shalt 
talk of them, when thou sittcst in 
thine house and when thou walk- 
est by the way, and when thou 
Uest down, and when thou risest 
up." Deut vi. f. 

Instructing the mind is but a 
small part of tho parent's duty — 
you must attend to the hearts of 
your children.

Thrice happy whs the hour ; 
and that thanksgiving day is never 
to be forgotten. The tirst part 
seemed different from what I ex- 
pected from you, and raifsed in 
me a trembling hope that it was 
not with you as when I left you. 
But when I came to that part, 
where you mentioned your sense 
of your guilt, and just condemna* 
tion ; where also you expressed 
your hope in the *< glorious and 
wonderful atonement'* of Jesus 
Christ, mv heart seemed to be 
on tire, and to burn within me ; 
my eyes were melted into tears, 
and my joy and weeping forbade 
me to proceed. These were not 
tears of mourning, but of rejoic- 
ing ; and if 1 am not deceived, 
my bosom then swelled with un- 
speakable gratitude to our God 
and Saviour. Well might I re- 
joice, and well might 1 be grate- 
ful ! For this was the thing itself, 
for which my soul had longed, 
and for which I had so oHen made 
supplication in your behalf. Re- 
peatedly 1 began to read the re- 
mainder, and repeatedly, even 
again and again, my tears and my 
feelings prevented my proceeding.

Hence- 
it was deemed expedient to have 
the original constitution reprinted, 
and to shape and arrange the sug- 
gestions which had come to view 
from so many different sources, 
and get them printed on the same 
paper, for the purpose of giving 
information to the societies of the 
character and time of meeting of 
the Convention, of enabling them 
to judge of the alterations contem- 
plated, and of exciting attention to 
the subject, in order that the best 
views of the whole denomination 
might be brought together, har- 
monized, and combined at the 
meeting this season. On the 
reading of this paper, agreeably 
to what had been anticipated, other 
suggestions were offered by va- 
rious persons. These were ar- 
ranged with such modifications of 
the former ones as coincided with 
them, and afterwards printed on 
another paper. Neither of these 
was of my framing ; nor, indeed, 
was there time in the case for any 
other than hasty compilations from 
the suggestions thrown upon the 
view from the sources already 
pointed out, and by discussions in 
missionary bodies. 

Without delay, after spending 
the Sabbath in Mil ledge ville, as 
already stated, and having niade 
arrangements for meeting as many 
of the members of five different 
missionary bodies, as might be con- 
venient, at five different appoint- 
ments, in so many weeks, in the 
middle and upper parts of the 
State, 1 pcflfceded down the coun^ 
try, and ^nt the following Sab- 
bath at Sunbury. Having conr 
suited with the members of the 
mission societies there, and at 
Sweet Hill, been present at the 
formation of a Cent society by th^ 
young ladies at the Rev. Mr. 
Sweeps school, at the latter place, 
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and received a liberal collection 
in Savannaii, 1 passed into v3outb 
Carolina, and spent the succeeding 
Sabbath at the Euliaw meetings 
whore, by public contiibution, and 
from individuals in the vicinity, 
somettiin^ handsome was obtained 
for the mission.

The veneniblc president of the 
Convention, the Kev. Dr. Furnian, 
having before suggested the pro- 
pri*»ty of enabling ihe secretary of 
th'? mio^sion to devote a large por- 
tion of liis time to the business ; 
in conversation with other's on 
the subject, the idea had present- 
ed it<eif with great ibrce as prob- 
ably prar II cable, and what would 
be in no ordinary degree useful, 
to create, out of contributions of 
liberal uulividuals. given especial- 
ly for that purpose, and which, 
gone ml ly speakhig, would be so 
much over and above what they 
would otherwise devote to the 
mli-'ionary cause, a distinct fund, 
the interest of which should be the 
continual support of the said secre- 
tary. I'nder an impression of this 
kind, and anxious titat nothing 
should be omitted which might 
conduce to the benefit of the gene- 
ral cause, and, at the same time, 
gratitied that a suggestion, which 
appeared tome of so much impor- 
tance, had originated with so emi- 
nent a character, and had been 
mentioned to me also by Judge 
Tallmadge, 1 conceived it not im- 
proper, and hesitated not, to make 
an experiment, and to receive 
•uch donations and Nbficriptions, 
towards such a special fulid, as indi- 
Ti<hials« nt*(er conversing upon the 
subject, should feel inclined to put 
into my banils. The experiment 
answiTod my expectations. Hand- 
some donation^ and snltscriptions 
were ^>on received, in Charleston, 
k l^aulbrl^ ia th« vicinity of Coo- 



sawhatchic, and in vaiioos parts of 
Georgia. Being satisfied of the 
practicability of the thing, I waved 
farther exertions till the Conven- 
tion should meet; but have the 
happiness to state, that shouklihe 
Convention and Board thinli^proj^r 
to adopt the measure, I have jlSff 
in cash, and jj(350 subscribed to€ tbe 
said fund. 

Returning from Charleston isto 
the middle and upper parts of 
Georgia, my tour in the State wa^ 
completed the fore part of tht 
third week in January, having 
spent in it only two months and 
six days, including the excunuoo 
into the lower parts of South Ca^ 
olina just adverted to ; and it ii 
peculiarly gratifying to announce^

In addition to all these proofs 
that the missionary spirit is still 
gaining ground and extending its 
influence in this country, the mul- 
tiplication of societies furnishes one 
of the most convincing and of the 
most animating nature. These soci« 
eties, especially Female societies, 
have increased the last year be- 
yond what it is in my power dis* 
tinctly to enumerate. 

The hope had, indee^, been in<* 
dulged, that it would be practicable, 
by this time, to make out a com- 
plete list of the numerous and 
praiseworthy female institutions, 
spread, and multiplying through- 
out the United States ; but this 
cannot be done at present. 

It was very much my wish to 
have visited St. Louis in the course 
of the year, and for a considerable 
time the expectation was cherished 
of being able to gratify the wishes 
of the Hoard, as well as my own, 
in doing so ; but, availing myself of 
the discretion confided to me in re- 
lation to this point, I deemed it my 
duty to wave the vif«it to that place, 
for the sake of pursuing the course 
already narrat d. To say that this 
course has been maiiied with pros- 
pcritVi would fall exceedingly 
short of that thankful expression of 
devout gratitude fo due to the sig- 
nal kindness and mercv of the 
Lord. Since the date of my letter 
of the 19th of Juno, 1816, I have 
travelled 6600 miles — in populous 
and in dreary portions of country — • 
through wildernesses and over 
river? — Jtcross mountains and val- 
lioj' — in heat and cold — by day and 
by night — in weariness, and pain- 
fulness, and fqstings, and loneliness; 
but, not a moment has been lost for 
want of health ; no painful calami- 
ty has fallen to my lot ; no p^ril hsft 
closed upon me ; nor has fear been 
permitted to prey on my spirits; 
nor even inquietude to disturb my 
peace. Indeed, constantly has the 
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favourable countenance of society 
towards the greaCiobjects of the mis- 
sion animated my hopes, while 
thousands of condescending per- 
sonal attentions and benefits to my- 
self and the caasc, have awakened 
cmoiions. which it is alike impos- 
sible to conceal, or to And terms 
su^riciently delicate and expressive 
to declare ; and the fact, that al- 
though 80 large a portion of the 
whole time has been nnavoidably 
taken up in passing from place to 
place, I have, besides many other 
aids and liberalities, received for 
the missionary object, in cash and 
subscription, more than ;fi4000, 
could not fail to create a confi- 
dence of success in the general 
concern, which nothing but a re- 
verse, most unlikely to occur, can 
possibly destroy. This fact, too, 
is the more animating and sustain- 
ing:, because, while the sum is but 
little larger than what passed 
through my hands last year, the 
time of collecting it has been con- 
siderably shorter, and a much 
smaller proportion of it consists of 
remittances from mission societies ; 
remittances being this year made 
by the delegates to the Conven- 
tion. This, therefore, in conjunc- 
tion with the multiplying of mis- 
sion societies, especially consider- 
ing some other things not neces- 
sary to be here mentioned, marks 
decisively a regularly growing in- 
crease of evang>elic missionary 
zeal ; and who can repress the ex- 
clamation — tfie Ixml liath done 
great things for tis ! blessed be the 
Lord God^ who only doeth wondrous 
fhinps ; and let the whole earth be 
filled with his glory !

But now the state of his 
nerves is such that he cannot even 
hear me read. His digestive pow- 
ers are so weak, that he is unable 
to take any nourishment excepting 
rice and vegetables. We are seri- 
ously contemplating a voyage to 
Bengal, hoping that the sea air, or

This exercise was at first painfi^ 
but by persevering in it, and t* 
dopting a more generous diet, be 
found he was not growing wotH 
a^ he had been for the three M 
months. Still, however, his di^ 
order appeared obstinate, and uij^ 
ed the necessity of a voyage tl 
sea. We had got every thing ii 
readinesft, even an order from tin 
Viceroy, without which nO fetuak 
can leave the country, when wl 
received the joyful intelligenct 
that Mr. f lough and family hadiP* 
rived in Hcngal, and would sool 
join uf3 in Rangoon. 1 icfimedilti* 
ly gave up the idea of going, th«^

The viceroy's wife 
asked me if that would do as well t 
Being perfectly acquainted with 
the object of the man, 1 replied 
to her, that 1 had had much anxie* 
ty on account of this order, and 
if it was her pleasure I preferred 
waiting for it. She said it should 
be as 1 wished, and ordered the 
man to expedite the business. 
As she was unwell, she did not 
leave her room through the day^ 
and I had an opportunity of con- 
versing much with her. Among 
other things, she asked me what 
Mr. Judson had come to this 
country for ? Before 1 had time 
to ans>ner, an elderly woman pres- 
ent, with whom 1 had had consid- 
erable conversation on our ob- 
ject in coming to this country^, 
replied, that Mr. Judson had 
come to tell the Burmans of the 
true God, &c. ; and went on and 
told her word for word all that 
had ever been said to her. The 
viceroy's wife then asked what 
was the difference between the 
God 1 worshipped and Gaudama. 
I had begun to tell her, when 
one of her people broucfht in 
a bag of silver. AAer she had 
given orders respecting the money, 
she wished me to proceed. 1 had 
but just begun the second time, 
when two or three members of 
government came in, and there 
itendod. My order waaMmraA 
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mo touanl cvrning", and then I 
niadf' lnT :i pre^i'iit, and oxprensed 
the obliiratioiis I was under lo her, 
and hid licii^Dod ovening". When

We have just begun to circulate 
these publications, and are pray- 
ing that they may produce some 
inquiiy among the native^:. 

And here comes a man tbi? 
moment to talk about religion.— 
What shall I do? I will give him 
a tract to keep him occupied 
a few moments while I finish 
this. There, my friend, sit down, 
and read something that %dll car- 
ry you to heaven, if you beliere 
and receive the glorious Saviour 
therein exhibited. 

W^e are just entering on a small 
edition of Matthew, the translalioo 
of which 1 lately commenced. But 
wo are in great want of men and 
money. Our hands are full from 
morning till night. I cannot, for 
my liic, translate as fast as brother 
Hough will print. He has to do 
all tlie hard work in the printing 
oflice, without a single assistant, 
and cannot, therefore, apply him* 
self to the study of the language, 
as is desirable. As for me I have 
not an hour to converse with tlie 
natives, or go out and make pro- 
clamation of the glorious gospel.-* 
In regard to money, we have 
drawn more from Bengal, thanhtf 
been remitted from America ; so 
that were it not for their truly ' 
brotherly kindness in honoring 
our bills on credit, we should ac- 
tually starve. Moreover, an edi- ' 
tion of live thousand of the New 
Testament, will cost us nearly fire 
thousand dollars. And whit ire 
five thousand among a population 
of seventeen millions, five milliooi 
of whom can read ?

DEATH OF HR. TROWT, OF SiJURAlfO. 

Extract of a letter from the Rev Mr. 
Robinson, of Java, to Mr Ivimey^ 
dated Weltreevden, Nov. 7» 1816. 

^^Mt Dear Brother, 

^^ I have to communicate the 
painful intelligence of our dear 
brother Trowt's death. He left 
the world of sin and sorrow on the 
24th of October. His complaint 
was a dysentery, with which he 
had been atllicted for a long time ; 
but it seems he did not apprehend 
his end was near, till within the 
last hour of his life. His heart 
was much set on his work among 
the Javanese ; and, probably, it 
was the earnest desire he had to 
perform that work, which induced 
him to hope for recovery, when 
all just gpround of hope wm re* 
moved. I suppose little or nothing 
can be said of the state of hil 
mind, with the exception that Just 
before his di^oolution, he said to 
brother Bruckner, that all hit 
hope waft ii^ the promises. We 
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are not, however, reduced to the 
necesssity of examining the state of 
his mind on hii^ death bed, for 
p root's that he was a true Christian : 
his life gave full proof of this; so 
that while we lament that he has 
uQkin taken from U!«, i\e need not 
<ioul)t but he has enteiTd into the 
joy of his Lord. The JavaMissiou 
has sustained a great loss by his 
death ; for he had good abilities, 
and he made a good use of them. 
1 really suspect he hastened his 
end l)y a too close application to 
study. The Javanese language is 
very ditVicult to leaiTi ; but he was 
dotermiiied to conquer it, and he 
has lost his life in the attempt. — 
The proficiency he made was 
great ; and had life and health l>c on 
granted him, it is probable that 
he would soon have given to the 
poor ignorant Javanese a part of 
the scriptures in their own lan- 
guage. But he Is gone, and what 
lie would have done, remains for 
others to do."

BAPTIST IRISH SOOETY, 

The third annual meeting was 
held at the City of Loudon Tavern, 
Bishopsgatc-strect, on Friday the 
27th, Joseph Butterworth, Esq. 
M. P. in the chair. 

Afler singing tlie 11 7th Psahn, 
and prayer by Mr. William Shen- 
ston, the Secretary read the Re- 
port; and 

The Rev. F. A. Cox^ in rising to 
propose the approval of the Re- 
port, said it had been intimated that 
expectation would be disappoint^ 
ed ; this, however, had appeared 
to be excessive modesty m the 
committee, which all must have 
discovered who had heard that Re- 
port. He had felt strongly when 
reading tha History of the Refor- 
mation in the sixteenth century, 
but he thought the nineteenth cen- 
tury would exceed that period : 
that was the first reformation, but 
this is the second ; — that under 
the ausipices of Henry VIIL this 
under a much more exalted mon- 
arch, George 111. He had often 
wished that the mantle of Luther 
had descended upon genuine de«> 
scendants of that greaWman ; but 
though it had been three centu- 
ries in falling, it had at length 
rested, and a double portion of the 
same spirit was now discovered.— 
He remembered Brydone standing 
on the top of Etna, comprehending 
a circumference of 1000 miles ; 
but we stand upon a higher emi- 
nence, and he beheld the Sun of 
Righteousness, which was now il- 
luminating an apostatized world.-— 
The light which had tinged the 
dark clouds of India with its beams, 
had increased till its extended rays 
had begun to illumine the who4e 
of Ireland. Great Britain, so emi- 
nent for its military prowess, he 
congratulated more for moral and 
spiritual exploiUi. Her geogra- 

!»herB had visited foreign lands 
rom motives of curiosity ; but now 
their object would be to cot a 
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channel for the waters of the 
sanrtuarv to flow throughout all 
thr oarth. 

]Mr. Cox rongfratiilated those 
])or>nn«: who had orig'inatcd this 
sorietv. especially for teaching the 
Irish hinii:najrc. Suppose this king- 
dom \va- to hfcome suhject to the 
Chiiu'sc ompiro, and our conquer- 
ors were to dctomiine to cominu- 
nirato nnthinp^ for our use but 
thronj^h ihrirown language: how- 
rvor ini!(ii wo might thank them 
for thoir iK'Hovoicnt intentions, we 
should thank thorn more for im- 
j)arting tlu* dosignod benetits in 
our native langujigc. He congrat- 
ulatcil the lailios, who had raised 
tho last year upwards of 70/. for 
tho soriiMy. I lo congratulated tlie 
worthy Chairman, who, if he 
could havo hi*j wish, should not 
o?dy have M. F. (Member of Par- 
liament.) alVixod to his name ; hut 
M. B. (Mini'itor of Benevolence.) 
j)r. Stead man felt a considera- 
ble deprroe of ditlideuce, not be- 
cause iii^aj»pointed in the Report, 
nor from the number who now at- 
tended, but from two causes. — 
Two A ears since, this meeting 
wished him to make some more 
direct ell^ts, and last vear the 
Chairman ex premised his desire 
tliat he should visit Ireland ; with 
whieii recpiest he would gladly 
have complied. This arof»c from 
want of iihiliti/^ not of inclination. 
He was sure he could say nothing 
interesting after the Beport, and 
al'ler the elocpient address just 
ilelivereci. He had no claims to 
eio(|uence ; if he had, he had no 
necvj on this occasion of employ- 
in«r it. Every Christian present, 
and in the l)ritish empire, must 
feel this society has a claim on his 
«^flbrts. Efforts to do good, ought 
to employ, and have very exten- 
sivelv enii)loved British Christians. 
To teach illiterate men to read the 
scriptures, is an object nearly allied 
to hi<, who put that book in our 
hands : and to lead to a further 
ar(piaintance with it, still more 



perfectly accords with his de- 
sign. 

It has been observed, that this 
period is a second reforiDation ; 
and it is delightful to observe 
in how adtnirable a way Provi- 
dence brings about its designs 
by degrees. The reformation 
was but partial, though as great as 
could then be expected : it has 
ever since been gradually in- 
creasing, but vastly accelerating 
within our own recollection. 

When I compare what 1 re- 
member, I congratulate my coon- 
try on its improvement. Could 
such a society have been con- 
vened together twenty-five or 
twenty-six years ago ? Perhaps, 
if all the societies then existing 
had been condensed in one, H 
would not have been more no- 
nierous than that now assembled. 
If I were to go to Ireland, 1 would 
congratulate the Irish people— 
the children of the schools — in 
those parts especially in which 
the Irish language is taught. He 
was ready to ask. Why was this 
plan not resorted to before ? He 
would congratulate them on the 
fetters of Popery being much re- 
laxed, and trusted they would be 
more and more loosened, till tbejr 
were utterly shaken off. The 
revelation of the scriptures will 
effect this. What effected the 
Reformation? Preaching the word 
was very eflicicnt, but especially 
circulating the scriptures. To 
thorn they appealed : they sxn 
written — '^ Accomplished by the 
finger of God.'' You know the 
happy effects. Britain threw at 
the yoke : Ireland will do the 
same, only give time and scojje 
for the operation. No force is 
applied — no comments employed; 
and can we hesitate when the God 
of the Bible speaks intelligibly? The 
Bible asks no comment to support 
its authority, any more than i^ 
requires the aid of the sun to 
emblazon its lustre. I anticipate 
the triumphs of truth. Were the

Ireland had been 
shamefully neglected ; she had 
been for years crying in the lan- 
guage of Esau, when hearing oi 
attentions to the Hindoos and Afri* 
cans, ' Hast thou but one blessingi 
Oh my father !' You have heard 
of one girl, fifteen years of age, 
who had ccnmitted to memory 
seventy-nine chapters ; another of 
seven years, who committed six 
chapters in six days ! It will be 
vain for priests to expect confes- 
sion or penances from them if 
they know the scriptures; as a 
priest confessed to me, with pain. 
I agreed with him. We never guar* 
reL He thought the children 
would know as much of the scrip- 
tures as their priests. We were 
quite of one mind on that subject. 
The Pope's bull has lately declar- 
ed, that if the scriptures are circu- 
lated, their holy religion will be 
destroyed. Several priests have 
opposed the schools, and have 
cursed families from the altar with 
eternal dainriation^ because they 
had the heretics' book. Not long 
before I left Connaught, a priest 
expressed to his large congrega- 
tion his expectation, that the earth 
would swallow their cabins, and 
all they contained, because testa- 
ments were in them. A poor man 
to avoid this danger, tied two to a 
stick stuck in the ground in his 
garden, to see if the earth would 
swallow them up ! Finding it did 
not, he has since used them with- 
out fear. When I collected in 
Wales, last summer, a poor wo- 
man wished she could purchase a 
New Testament, but had but 
two-pence ; she said, however, she 
would give it, which was her all, 
to have that verse printed — ^lu 
that day there shall be a fountain 
opened for sin and uncleanness.'

On the 
first of December, the church 
met to commemorate the death 
and suiTerings of our Lord. Our 
minds were dark, our affections 
languid, and all was cold and bar- 
ren. But as the darkest time in 
the night is just before the dawn- 
ing oi the day, so our hearts 
were soon made to rejoice. In 
the evening we met in conference, 
and God was pleased to meet with 
ut«. This was truly a heavenly 
season : a time of refreshing from 
the presence of the Lord. Some 
were pricked in the heart, who 
in view of their lost condition 
wept most bitterly. The work 
appeared powerful, and rapid in 
its progress. Meetings were held 
almost every evening'.

ON THE Jl'EILEE OF TITE KEFORX- 
ATI05.

It mftv not be known to M 
your r«-'ao«T»i that the 3l8t of Oc- 
tober is made memorable by the 
comnioncement of that great work 
hy which the power of Papal su- 
premacy wan broken, and many 
millions of souls were liberated 
tV(>m iTcle^iaslical tyranny. As 
the third century ha^ now elapsed 
since Martin Luther lirst stepped 
forward to oppose the dangerous 
erroi-s which were propagated by 
t]ie church of Rome, I have 
thought it proper to call their at- 
tention to the importance of that 
work which he was instrumental of 
accomplishing. 

The thirty-first of October be- 
inp" the day on which Luther pub- 
lii'hed his ninety-five theses against 
indulpfencei, was commemorated 
hy christians generally, both in 
tlie year 1617, and also in the year 
1717. A Centurial Jubilee has 
also been proclaimed by the Lu- 
therans in Denmark, and other 
countries on the continent of Ku- 
rojio for the thirty-tij-st of October 
of the present year, 1817; and 
the rvanofelical Lutheran Synod 
of Pennsylvania have made pre- 
parations to solemnize that day as 
a '• Jubilee of the Reformation," 
by ofl'ering public thanksgiving 
and praise to God.

Another portion of 
thy allotted time is gone, and 
numbered with the years beyond 
the flood. Let a consideration of 
thy past remissness, arouse thee 
to more spirited exertions. Every 
thing invites to activity in so good 
a cause. Thy time is shorty 
therefore whatsoever thy hand 
findeth to do, do it with thy might: 
for there is no work, nor device, 
nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in 
the grave whither thou goest. 

It is true, the past year has 
not been distinguished by the rev- 
olution of kingdoms, and the fall 
of empires : By the movements of 
hostile armies, and the din of anna : 
By conflagrated towns, and ruin- 
ed provinces : — But by what is in- 
finitely more important, the steady 
march of trcth. The Lord hathi 
done great things for us, whereof 
we are glad. Large accessions 
have been made to the Redeem- 
er's kinf^dom in various parts of 
this land. Continued, and even 
increased exertions have also been 
made, for extending the triumph! 
of the Cross in heathen countries. 
Bible Societies have been multi- 
plied, and the number of misaion- 
aries to the heathen has been 
considerably increased. These 
things call loudly for gratitude 
and praise. 
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This J^ew Year commences un- 
der circumstances peculiai-ly aus- 
picious. The world, with few 
exceptions, enjoys a profound 
peace. Superstition and bigotry, 
enfeebled by age, have lost much 
of their inlluence ; and persecu- 
lion and intolerance have lowered 
their friglitful crest. What a de- 
Oghtful prospect opens for benev- 
olent exertion ! Never was there 
a time since the commencement 
of Christianity, when more was do- 
ing, or when more was needed to 
be done. Tlie fields are white 
already to the harvest, and mil- 
lions are perishing for lack of 
knowledge. The Lord is now 
calling to his people by the voice 
of his providence, saying, be 
itrong^ and worAr, for I a/(^ wiih 
you^ saith the Lord of hosts. Let 
us imitate tlie example of our 
blessed Lord, and work while it is 
day, remembering the night com- 
etli when no man can work. 

What changes are to pass over 
«s during the present year, is on- 
ly known to God. Perhaps, with 
respect to some of us, the com- 
plaint has already been entered :

Much has already been done for 
the spread of the gospel ; yet much 
more remains to be done. Multi- 
tudes in our own land are still des- 
titute of the stated ministry of the 
word. A cry is heard from our infant 
settlements, Cotne over into Mace- 
donia and help us. The Lord 
grant that a voice may soon be 
heard crying in the wilderness, 
" Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make straight in the desert 



an high way for our God.^' ' To 
these desolate regions the mission- 
aries of the cross direct their 
course. May the Lord go with 
them, and make them eminently 
useful in building up his cause. 
But the missionary cause, im- 
portant as it is, is not the only 
one which calls for our attention 
at this time. 

The present age is too en- 
lightened to believe the old po- 
pish sentiment, that '^ Igno- 
rance is the parent of devotion." 
Nor are there many who can per- 
suade themselves, that it is the 
best evidence of a minister's qual- 
ifications for the work, that he 
is contented to preach without 
taking pains to cultivate his mental 
powers. While we are far from 
thinking that learning alone will 
qualify a man to preach ; we are 
as far from believing that uiuek 
learning will make him mad. Let 
us then dismiss our prejudices, 
and assist our pious young breth- 
ren, who appear to possess pro* 
mising talents for the miaistry, in 
obtaining such an education, as 
will render their usefulness more 
extensive. This good work has 
already commenced in difTerent 
sections of our country, and sev* 
eral churches have been supplied 
with pastors from these schools 
which promise much usefulness. 
Many others are anxiously desir- 
ing assistance. What can be doae^ 
Must they be denied ? Must tbej 
relinquish the ministry altogether, 
or be obliged to enter upon it em- 
barrassed with a consciousnesi, 
that they are wholly destitute of 
every literary qualification 7 We 
persuade ourselves you will cheer- 
fully assist them. - In a word, let 
us manifest a readiness to everj 
good work.

At 
the latter end of this period it 
pleased God to produce some se- 
rious impressions upon Mr. Hun- 
ter's mind, which caused him to 
rectify many parts of his conduct, 
put his family under more moral 
regulations, and to be very assid- 
uous in attending the public wor- 
ship of God. Now the time drew 
nigh in which the Lord desig^ned 
to express to him the riches of 
the Saviour's grace. In order to 
this he was again arrasted by 
a violent sickness. 1'he physi- 
cian^s skill was apjinrently abor- 
tive, and his family looked for the 
mortal change. The horrors of 
Mr. Hunters mind were extreme- 
ly great, and he concluded that 
it was impossible for God to save 
him. This was the more inc'^as- 
ed bj' recollecting the virvi^ion 
of his promises matle under L/imer 
sicknesses. His jovial r ^mpan- 
ions who came to visit l.im, he 
earnestly exhorted to .liandon 
their evil courses, lest iniquity 
prove their everlasting ruin. On 
the night he was expected to ex- 
pire, he had awful apprehensions 
that evil spirits hovered round 
about him. But at sun-rise, while 
in prayer, his heart received an 
impression from these words : 
" Fear them not. Come unto me, 
and I will give you rest." To 
the astonishmcMit of all in the 
chamber, he immediatr.ly arose 
out of bed, walked, went to \\a 
Bible, and began to praise the 
Lord for the prospect of his mer- 
cy ! Thus the Lord bringeth down 
to the grave and raiseth up again. 
Eventually Mr. Hunter^s mind 
obtained solid rest and peace in 
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Christ, to the glory of his erace ; 
bfulily health wbb happily r^toje^t 
aiul ill about five months he re- 
turiuMl ao-ain to Bedford. Now 
settled with his family, io gfester 
tranquillity, he was the better able 
to review his past life, estimate 
the mercy of tli^ Lord Jeaus, pep- 
qtrate into the grounds of bis hope, 
and to reflect iq what manner he 
should best glorify God in a future 
course of obedience. In order to 
obtain the necessary information 
uporr these importabt subjects, he 
read his Bible with serious attea- 
tioD and devout prayer. In the 
process of this, he was convinced 
that it was his duty to make a 
public profession of his faith, and 
to form a union with a church of 
Christ. Convinced of his duty 
to be baptized by immersion, be 
went to Stamford, in Connecticut, 
and was baptized by the Rev. E. 
Holmes, and was received into 
mcmbersliip with the church in 
fliat place. The doctrines of di- 
vine grace, which before be but 
partially undei'stood, progressively 
wtre unfolded to his mind, and to 
liim they became inestimably pre- 
cious. 

in the year 1783, Mr. Hunter 
and his family remqvcd to the city 
of New-York, and continued 18 
month« : at the end of which, be 
purchaired a tract of land at Sing- 
hin^. now called Mount Pleasant, 
and there formed a settlement. 
Soon after, the Rev. Mr. Ferris, 
of Stamford, repeatedly visited this 
place, and preached the gospel to 
the inhabitants, God blessed his 
labours — many were brought to 
the cross of .Tesus, and in the 
course of 18 months, a number 
were baptized here and received 
into the communion of the church 
at Stamford, over which Mr. Fer- 
ris was pastor. Some time after 
this, a church was constituted in 
Mount Pleasant, by the dismisaion 
of members from the church at 
Stamford. Here the pious energy 
of Mr. Hunter became highly ris-

1 see him 
the beloved Friend and Redeemer, 
extended on the crass, lifted up 
between the heavens and the 
earth, his side pierced, and his 
blood flowing to the ground. 
This work of Christ, the redemp- 
tion of sinners, is the most glori- 
ous work of God. Without the 
death of Christ, all ihe rites and 
sacrifices of old would be in vain.-^ 
Those pious persons who visited 
Mr. Ezra Hunter in his dying 
hours, expressed their belief, thai 
he had obtained a good hope in 
the blessed Saviour ; which yield- 
ed great consolation to his surviv- 
ing parents and family. He died 
March 21, 1806, aged 33 years. 

In 1811, Mr. Hunter, feeling 
the increasing infirmities of age ad- 
vancing, considered it his duty to 
settle in the city of New-York, 
where, in the larger circle of his 
friends, and having more exten- 
sive privileges of religion, he 
might finish his days with greater 
sati:>faction. Yet God'^s ways are 
not as our ways, for in this year 
Mr. Hunter passed under the rod 
of aflliction by the death of his 
youngest son, Nathaniel, at the 
very time when it was anticipated 
that he would enter into public 
life. A brief account of him shall 
now be recited. 

Mr. Nathaniel Hunter was rais- 
ed by his parenta with great assi- 
duity and affection, while he prom- 
ised to be a blessing to his family

— In this particular some 
parents have failed. In enforcing 
the claims of Religion, the most 
awful and alarming considerations 
that the Scriptures present have 
been almost exclusively urged. — 
The consequence has been, that in 
the minds of the children, the idea 
of Religion is always connected 
with death and the grave, and the 
scenes of the last judgment. This 
association of ideas is sometimes so 
powerful that even after the per- 
sons become pious, a tinge of mel- 
ancholy gives a colouring of sad- 
ness to all their religious discourse 
and actions. O ye parents, let 
your children perceive, that wis- 
dom^s " ways are ways of pleasant- 
ness, and that all her paths are 
paths of peace." 

4. All your instructions ought 
to be given in a manner adapted 
to the capacities of the young. It 
is obvious that children of differ- 
ent ages have need of diiTereni 
lessons. The good sense of the 
parent will lead him aright; some 
i.ieas of a religious kind may be 
imparted even to the infant that 
just begins to speak plainly ; from 
that period tliroui^h the different 
gradations of intellect, let your 
instructions be such as may be 
easily apprehended, yet not so 
plain and simple as to be received 
without any mental effort.

a special bearing on the subjeoL 

It appears that the Rev. Mr. 
Venion,* a worthy Baptist minister 
settled in the vicinity of Bristol, 
was providentially the chief in- 
strument in exciting the attenticB 
of Dr. S. to a particular inqoirj 
into the nature of his belief; and 
in leading him to an earnest so' 
prayerful searchuoig of the scrqh 
tures of truth, which finally result- 
ed in his abandonment of his ib^ 
mer opinions, and in his embrac- 
ing the Trinitarian faith. 

The case of Dr. S. is, in our 
opinion, a very interesting one. 
It has been the subject of much 
conversation in England, and bis 
awakened considerable interest 
also in this country.

I could wish that it should be ac- 
companied. It will surprise you 
to be told, that it has become with 
me a matter of absolute duty to 
withdraw myself henceforth from 
the Lewiu^s Mead Society. 

Yes, my dear Sir, such is the 
fact. In the month vf .luly last. 
my professional attendance was 
required for the Rev. John Ver- 
non, the Baptist minister of Down- 
end, who wan then on a visit to a 
friend in Bristol. I found him 
very ill ; so much so, that his oth- 
er medical attendant and myself 
have since judged it necessary that 
he should suspend all liiri public la- 
bours. After attending him here 
for two or three days, he remov- 
ed to Downend, where 1 have 
since continued to see him about 
once a week. He felt it a duty 
to endeavour to lead me to re- 
consider my religious opinions ; 
and at length, with much delicacy 
and timidity, led to the subject. 
1 felt fully confident of their truth, 
and did not on my pari shun the 
investigation. For some week? 
his c^fforts did not prodine the 
.smallest effect ; hiH it required 
all the affectionate patience of 
his character to induce lae to look 
upon the ar-v-uinents o'l his «i.|o 
as even worth cxamininpf. This 
spirit of levity, however, wan at 
length subdued, and restrained by 
the affectionate earnestne-^s of his 
manner. Now and then he pro- 
duced apasj-^age of scripture which

I was always distrustful, 1 scarcely 
ever allowed any weiglit to it, till

wished that I had not be^un the 
inquiry. I prayed for ilhimina- 
tion : but 1 found mv mind daily 
becoming more and more ua«et- 
tled. I have now lying before 
me a sheet of paper on which 1 
wrote down some of the thoughts 
of this period, while under their 
more immediate pressure, as if 
to relieve my mind by thus di- 
vuiginsr them ; for they were dis- 
closed to no human ear. I copy 
from them this passage : — ^* If 
the attainment of truth be not 
the result, I am sure that the state 
of mind in which I have been 
for some time past is not to be 
envied."'

Truth has nothing to fear from 
investigation. 

Besides, a History of Baptism is 
not only important, in order to 
clear the subject of the difficdlties 
in which it has im happily been 
involved, and remove the doubts 
which may have been suggested to 
the mind of the humble believer 
who is inquiring. Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do ? — but it is so 
connected with other subjects^ 
that it opens a wide field to the 
man of literature, and casts much 
light upon the state of Christianity 
in different ages of the church, 
and in different parts of the world. 

Under these impressions, we 
could not but feel deeply interest- 
ed, when the intention of publish- 
ing an abridged edition of Robin- 
son's History was announced. 
The object we deemed worthy 
the attention of the reverend gen- 
tleman, to whom the American 
Baptists are so much indebted for 
his indefatigable labours in col- 
lecting and presenting the Scatter- 
ed materials of their history. 

The work has at length appear- 
ed ; and, on many accounts, it 
calls for a review. It contains a 
great variety of matter, and is di- 
vided into forty-two chapters. 
We cannot give our readers a 
general idea of the whole, in so 
few words, better than by present- 
ing the Author^s Recapitulation in 
nearly his own language. 

* The first chapter narrates the ori- 
gin of baptism ; and it appears to have 
originated in an order of God, execut- 
ed by John in the little kingdom of 
Judea, then a province of the Roman 
Empire, in the reign of Tiberias Cesar.

Chapter the twenty-fifth examines % 
pretended cuion of some African 
monk», who imported infant batpti&m 
into Spain in the sixth century. 

The next chapter shewji how the 
Emperor Charlemagne impuscd on 
the Saxons a law for infant baptism, to 
berve the |X)liiical purpose of eiislavin^r 
them, and others of mankind ; ind 
how other des|>ots Ciipicd his exam]jlo, 
and turned the institute of Christ iiitr* 
an er.giPie of state. 

The tu cnty •seventh chapter accounts 
for the extensive progrc>s of infftiil 
baptism, by bhewit^g how well it suited 
the interest of various classes of n>eii. 

Next follows an account of seven! 
consequences of making baptism 
necessur>' to babes, and so brings on 
the last stage oi' the corrupting uf it, 
the practice of baptizing infants un- 
born. 

The thirtv-tljird char^tcr traces the 

• ■ 

histtiry of aspersion, snd attempts t0 
tihew that the monks introduced from 
l*agan rites the practice of sprinkling 
holy water, which in tiic end uas ma- 
taken for christian baptism. 

The next treats of the real prac- 
tice of primitive baptism, which in 
some countries truly, and in otlirrs 
falsely, is called Ana-baptism, and the 
three following chapters narrate the 
present state of baptism in various 
churches, Kastcrn and Western, GredCf 
Roman, Reformed, and Renovated, bf 
the original pattern. 

Mavii.g narrated the several states of 
this divine institute, the subject duiei 
with an attempt to shew the true ground 
on which religion in justice oagfat 10 
rest ; and as baptism is a positive in^ 
tute, both commanded and exempU5e4i 
a list is given of the first churche^iiv 
which there does not appear any sprink- 
ling, or so much as one infant, wnence 
the conclusion is, that infant baptitmii 
not of divine appointment, and tbit 
chn:»tianity is not in this institute opeor 
ly or covertly inimical to the birth- 
rights of mankind; on the contrary, by 
requiring personal knowledge and ^'tf 
tue,it IS tliel>est friend of ago«idsn* 
teni of civil jjovernmcnt, and dcserrti 
well of mankind. It removes igM* 
ranee, the bane of virtue, and by educl^ 
ing the world, teaches mankind it 
once to be both rational and religiooii 
fit members of civil society, and *• mert 
to he partakers of an inheritance vit^ 
the saint sin light." 

The history of Baptism, as pre- 
sented ill these chapters, is, ccr 
taiiily, oaesof no ordiuary staior- 
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i wrilt<*n undor peculiar ad- 
ges. The author, it will he 
Iccled, was a man eminent for 
.erary acquire nient-s. He re- 
near the University of Cani- 
3 in England, and had access 
e immense library of that 
'able institution. Hence he 
habled to collect a multitude 
!eresting facts not generally 
n; and to substantiate them 
inute references to the au- 
consulted, and copious ex- 
, which he has inserted at the 
n of the page, in the original 
and Greek. Many of these 
ditor has judiciously retained 
iding testimonies to the facts 
d ; and, at the same time, he 
anslated the most interestinsr 
English. Some, however,

As Mr. Wall, the iugcni'i-Ms and 
learned advocate for infant b;)p- 
tism, endeavours to show that the 
parents of Chrysoslom wore Hea- 
thens at the time of his birth, it is 
much to be regretted that our 
Editor, insteail of only making a 
reforence. did not retain the ox- 
tract itself which Mr. Robinson 
produces from Mont fan con, as 
proof of what he asserts.* 

So with regard to St. IJasil, 
some would have it believed ' that 
there is no proof to the contrary, 
but that he was baptized in his 
infancy.' We were very sorry 
to find that the evidence which 
the author presents, is omitted.* 

The positions which the History 
maintains, we think in general cor- 
rect, and well supported, so far as 
the main subject is C(rncerned ; and 
we wish we could proceed to give 
the work our unqualitied approba- 
tion. But we cannot. Before we 
proceed, however, to the unpleas- 
ant task of making our slricturo-j 
upon those parts which we deem 
censurable, our readers, we trust, 
will pardon u^if we ind'ilrre a fow 
redections, nalii rally arising from

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the chapter which considers 
^whether the Baptism of John 
was taken from any J ewish wash- 
ings, particularly that of Prose- 
lytes,^ and in which we think the 
author has very satisfactorily 
i^hcwn that it was not. It is diiii- 
cult to conceive how a person, 
after considering the facts exhihit- 
ed relating to this subject, can 
doubt that ^the baptism of John^ 
was ' from heaven,' — a new and 
divine institution. A few of the 
difficulties attending the contrary 
supposition, Mr. Robinson has 
among many other considerations 
thus brielly stated in the language 
ef a very learned divine, who 
was once inclined to that side of 
the question, but on further ex- 
amination, was led to doubt its cor- 
rectness. They are these : 

1. " He had not found any instance 
of one person's wasliiij^: another, by 
way ofconsecration, purificai ion or sanc- 
titication ; except that of Moses' wash- 
ing Aan)n and his sons, when he set 
them apart to the office of priests. Lev. 
Till 6. 

2. He sa}^ ; I cannot find that the 
Jews do at present practise any such 
thing as that of baptizing the prose- 
lytes Uiat go over to them, tlioug^ 
they are said to make them wash them- 
selves. 

3. He asks, where is there any inti- 
mation of such a practice among the 
Jews before the coming of our Lord ? 
If any one could produce any clear 
testimony of that kind from the Old Tes- 
tament, the Apocrypha, Josephus, or 
Philo, thai would be of great tnoment. 

4. He adds : In former times, pros- 
elytes, coming over from heathenism 
to the Jewish religion, used to vtath 
themselveti which is a very different 
tiling from baptitm^ or one person's be- 
ing washed by anotlier. Though I 
must own, I cannot see how infant* 
could wash themselves." • 

Suppose now, we admit the 
Jewish traditions, which our P«- 
dobaptist brethren have present- 
ed us respecting the baptism of 
proselytps to be correct ; that is, 
siippo«ie we admit it to be a fact, 
thai proselytes washed or immers- 



ed themselves at the time of their 
being received into the Jewidi 
nation ; and suppose we call n 
immersing of one^s self, ftopiif a^— 
no argument can be derived from 
the practice for the baptism of in- 
fants in the Christian charch. 

Here lies the fallacy : — ^Mr. 
Wall and others argue as if no 
baptism, but that of proselytes, 
was known among the Jews ; and 
as if John copied from thiM the o^ 
dinance which he administered. 
But it ought to be remembered 
that Proselyte-baptism, (if^ ac- 
cording to the supposition, it wu 
observed,) so far from being the 
source and grand model of bs^tism, 
was but a part, and a very smtll 
part too, of the ^ divers 
practised by the Jews. 

Besides, as Mr. Wall himself 
acknowledges, they baptized nei- 
ther their own children, nor those 
which were born to a Proselyte 
after his initiation, nor any of hii 
posterity in succeeding genera- 
tions. But for various ceremoniil 
purifications, as individuals occa- 
sionally had need, they did waih 
or baptize themselves. Such ab- 
lutions, we know, were extreme- 
ly frequent ; and tliis was alwaji 
viewed as a personal concern. 

Now John came preachiqg thit 
men should repent ; that they 
should be purified from the de61e- 
ment of their sia*), and be ready 
to receive the Messiah. Thi^ 
too, from the nature of the ewe, 
was a personal concern. And it 
the scripture represents it — ^H^^ 
were baptized of him in Jonfan 
confessing their sins.' 

His was the baptism of Repot 
anct^ not of Proselytism. It wH 
to the Jews a symbolical repre- 
sentation of being purified n«a 
their sins. Thus far, its design 
and significancy must have bees 
readily apprehended by them, ■* 
it resembled the frequent bip

even by the passage which he 
quotes from Tertuiiian : Homo 
in aqua demissus, et inter pauca 
verba tinctus^ — A man Ls put dowUf 
or goes down into the water, and 
amidst a few words, i. e. while a 
few words are pronounced, he is 
dipped. Tinctusj it is true, pri- 
marily sigpaifies the same as colour^ 
ed, tinged. But as the principal 
action in colouring was dippings 
[into a dye] the word came to be 
used in Latin, like the corres- 
ponding terms in Greek, to denote 
simply a being dipped, wetted 
much, or immersed, without any 
reference to a colouring. Thus 
we find in Ovid the phrase, 
* tingere corpus aqua."** 

We fully agree with Dr. 
Campbell that the original word 
put down in our common version, 
baptize^ ought to have been trans- 
lated, and translated into plain 
English, immerse. This distin- 
guished gentleman, wbo:^e exten- 
sive erudition was never doubted, 
and. whose object was not to vin- 
dicate his practice as a Presbyteri- 
an, but to elucidate the sense of 
Scripture as a critic and a man of 
learning, observes : — 

'^ In several modern languages 
we have, in what regards Jewish 
and Christian rites^ generally fal- 
lowed the usage of the old Latin 
version, though the authors of 
that veision have not been entire- 
ly uniform in their method. Some 
words they have transferred from 
the original into their language ; 
others they have translated. But 
it would not always be easy to 
find their reason for making this 
difference. Thus the word 
«i^0^4 they have translated ctr- 
cwncisio^ which exactly corres- 
ponds in etymology ; but the 
word fimrrt^'fm they have retain-" 
ed, changing only the letters from 
Greek to Roman. Yet the latter 
was just as susceptible of a literal 
version into Latin as the former. 
Itmnenio^ ttnctto, answers aa ex- 
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actlv in the one case, as circvincisio 
. in the othoT. And if it be said of 
tin'.^e words that they do not rest 
on classical authority, the same is 
tr.ic also of tnis. Etymology^ and 
the. ufi-age of cccle5ia*itic authors, 
are all that can be pleaded. 

Nnw the use with respect to 
tlKMMnies adopted in the Vulgate, 
has comnionly been imitated, or 
rather implicitly followed, through 
the western parts of Europe. 
We have deserted the Greek 
names where the Latins have de- 
serted them, and have adopted 
them where the Latins have a- 
doptcd them. Hence we say 
circumcision^ and not peritomy ; 
and we do not h^y immersion^ but 
ha} it ism. Vet when the language 
furnishes u.s with materials for a 
version .so exact and analogical, 
such a version conveys the sense 
more perspicuously than a foreign 
name. For this reason, I should 
think \h^ word immersion, (which, 
though of Latin origin, v^ an En- 
glish noun, regularly formed from 
the verb to immerse^) a better En- 
gli«ih name than baptism^ were we 
now at liberty to make a choice. 
I)ut we are not. The latter term 
htis boon introduced, and has ob- 
tained the universal suffrage : 
ancU though to us not so expres- 
sive of the action ; yet, as it con- 
veys nothing false, or unsuitable 
to the primitive idea, it has ac- 
quired a right by prescription, and 
is consequently entitled to the 
preference."* 

The opinion suggested, (p. 34) 
that John did not know Jesus to 
be the Messiah till after he had 
baptized him, seems improbable 
from the account. Matt. iii. 14, 
and from the fact that he could 
not, with propriety, baptize him 
as he did others, unto repentance. 

The gloss which is g^ven (p. 35) 
to the plain statement of the 
Evangelist, insinuating that the 
appearance of a dove descending 



from heaven open our I^rd, wu 
only the appearance of a Imrki 
lights is, to say the least, little be- 
coming a Christian historian. 

That Tertnllian in what he 
says respecting sponsors was in- 
fluenced by the notion attributed 
to him, (p. 174^ is unsupported 
by evidence, ana, upon the whole, 
ha«) to us an air of improbabilitj. 

We were sorry to fmd the vh 
thor, (p. 191) apparently denying 
tliat infants m the time of Cypri- 
an, about the middle of the third 
century, were baptized at Car- 
thage, or any where else, except 
in the district where Fidqs lived, 
in the chapter (comroendtag^ 
177,) on ^the baptism of babes in 
the time of Cyprian,^ we think be 
has entirely failed in his attempt 
to prove from the state of society 
in certain parts of Africa, tbit, 
^^ in a country place, where some 
of his neighbours bought, stole, 
captivated, and burnt children, 
Fidus bethought himself of baptis- 
ing new-bom infants a* an expedh 
ent to save tlve Itces of the kuAt af 
his fiock:' 

The contents of the famous let- 
ter sent to Fidus, and the fad, 
that, in sending it, sixty-six bish- 
ops, or ministers, concurred with 
Cypiian, places it in our minds 
beyond doubt, that infant baptismi 
in cases of danger of death, wai 
then practised to a considerable 
extent. Dut while we admit that 
the practice had already com- 
monced, we maintain that tbe 
case of Fidus intimates plainlf 
that it had not existed long.— Het 
a bisliop^ had not yet ascertained 
whether a child might be baplii' 
ed before the eighth day oi V^ 
age or not. The business, tbeOt 
of baptizing infants must hare 
been a new thing : — Else it seeBif 
utterly incredible that a bisbop 
was not better acquainted witl> 
the subject, and that a case whic^ 
must have occurred so often ^

grand cause hnd been operating, 
and the practice spreading and 
strengthening for more than two 
hundred years before. Hence, to 
one who is acquainted with the 
mistakes of those times, it will ap* 
pear not at all surprising that it 
came down to Augustin with the 
claim of Apostolic tradition. 

We regret that the author has 
passed so slightly over the grand 
cause to which we have just al- 
luded ; — namely, the opinion, 
which, at an early period, began 
to prevail among Christians, that 
Baptism was a saving ordinance, 
and that without it, none could be 
received into heaven. 

Forgetting that the phrase 
' kingdom of God' is often used in 
the Bible to denote, Instead of 
heaven, the .kingxlom or visible 
church of Christ, as constituted by 
him on earth, they interpreted his 
words, John iii. 5 — 'Except a 
man be bom of water^ and of the 
spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God,' as if it were 
certain that he was speaking di- 
rectly of heaven ; and that his re- 
mark must be applied, in its full 
extent, to all of whatever age ; 
for they believed that a person 
was 'bom of the spirit' in bap- 
tism. 

Strange as it may seem to one 
who is not acquainted with the 
multitude of errors, which, soon 
after the time of the Apostles, 
were generally received in the 
Churchy the fact that the passage 
was understood and applied as we 
have just stated, is undoubted. It 
is acknowledged by all who have 
examined the subject ; and it suf- 
ficiently accounts for the early 
and general extension of infant 
baptism. Even those who did not 
bring themselves to the opinion 
that infants dying onbaptized must 
be miserable hereafter, acknowl- 
edged that they could not indeed, 
enter into heaven, the kingdom of 
God, * because our Saviour, John 
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iii. 5, hail determined the contra- 
ry/* 

m 

When Chri^itians liad adopted 
»\\c\\ an intorjirctation, " no won- 
der" (a< the learned Dr. Gale 
|»ortlnrntly remarks) *'no wonder 
if they were soon prevailed on bj 
tlioir natural tenderness and afTec- 
tion, to pocnre the salvation of 
thoir beloved infants, which Ho too 
near a parentis heart to be neg- 
h'ctod in so weis^hty a point as 
that of their eternal felicity. And 
roiiKI it ho made to appear that this 
i^ the true sense of our Saviours 
uoni-, we should soon be broug-ht 
to heliove He intended infants 
should be baptized. 'Tis not on- 
ly probable that Infant-Baptism 
came in this wav ; but that this 
really w8#the case, mu!»t be plain 
ruouirh to those who are acquaint- 
ed wiih the writing^s ef the Fath- 

i r« Nothing can he plainer 

tlian that the misunderstanding 
t\w sense of John iii. 5, gave 
ri*-e to the error ; for the Fathers 
\> ho speak of it, always deduce it 
from tlio:«e words. a!id upon every 
pinch, recur to th»»m a** their 
main retreat ; and Mr. Wall con- 
f,.vi;os that they, as well as himself, 
jnokod upon this place as the 
rUief p'ound of infant- baptism. 
So that this i** not so hard as some 
f incv t<» he reconciled to the hon- 
esly and inteprity of those pious 
mon. who were doubtl«\ss liable 
to mistakes as well n< we. For 
tiius in a case most exactly parallel,

Here we should gladly bring 
remarks to a close. But there 
other things in the work before 
which must not be pass.ed ovei 
silence.

The 
parents, and brothers and sisters ; 
and indeed all who were present, 
wept ; s^nd many fell on their 
necks, and kissed them ; sorrow- 
ing most of all, that they should 
see their faces no more. None 
discovered so much fortitude as the 
Missionaries themselves. While 
their friends were all weeping 
around them^ they manifested great 
firmness. When sister Wheelock 
stepped on the plank which con- 
nected the ve&sel with the wharf, 
she observed to a female friend ; 
^^I would not exchange situation 
with any of you.'' One incident 
occurred which was sufficient to 
have melted a heart of stone. 
When the vessel began to move, 
the father of Mr. W. with all the 
tender anguish of a parent, took 
off bis hat and exclaimed, Wil- 
lard ! my dear Son ! let me see 
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your lace ouce more ! Willard 
came to the side of the vessel. 
Tlio Father ^azed on liis amiable 
son, then covered his head, and 
immediately forced his way 
throug^h the crowd to his carriage. 
Jii8t hcforo the vessel left the 
wharf, Dr. Baldwin engaged in 
j)i;»y<^r, n'oommending the Mis- 
sionarit'S to God, and the word of 
his frraoc.

We arrivcii at Calcutta, after 
one of the most pleasant and pros- 
pf reus voyages i'rom England per- 
haps ever experienced ; and here 
\\i' found a number of pious and 
trnly kind Chrii»tian friends of all 
denomination^, whose hearts were 
inclined towanis us, and who gave 
us u most hospitable reception; 
ami for the encouragement of fu- 
tnrr !MU<:ionaries, and the cxcite- 
mo:)t of our gratitude, we feel 
constrained to note down, that not 
Qiie good thing hath failed^ of all 
a:hich the Lord our Godluith spoken ;

Rxtracts from Elder A. Shcrbtim's 
Journal, while on a mission of ten 
months, into the north-westerly 
parts of the State of Pennsylvania, 
and parts of N.York adjoining.

RtiK and Dear 5ir, 

^^ Having been more than ten 
months from my family in the 
service of the Society under the 
direction of the board of truateea, 
unto whom (through you) I hare 
made several communications, I 
now undertake to give you a 
more particular account of the 
places and manner of spending 
my time, on this long and fatigu- 
ing mission, in which it has pleas- 
ed the Lord, to preserve my 
health through much preaching, 
heavy rains, intolerably bad roa£y 
and many privations. However, 
aAer surmounting these little dif- 
ficulties and meeting a few loving 
and longing christians, and others 
bidding me a hearty welcome to 
their sometimes smoky huts, 
and frequently coarse and scanty 
fare ; and hearing them express 
their thankfulness to our gracious 
Lord, with tears of gratitude 
to the society, and especially to 
the female societies, who have 
taken so deep an interest in 
thcfir Welfare — and while enjoy- 
ing the presence, and joining in 
the worship of that God who has 
said.

As one of the patrons of the Mis- 
sionary Magazine, I feel it my duty 
to communicate to you an account of 
a precious revival of religion, which 
commenced in several of our churches, 
which, under God, may be attributed 
to the faithful and zealous preaching 
of Elders Hodges and Warder, (of the 
State of Kentucky; on their way from 
the Convention in Philadelphia, last 
summer. 

When these ministers first visited 
us, our congregations were in a very 
cold, iormal state After preaching 
very fervently in the D 'sk, they came 
down, and approaching the communion 
Tabic, proposed to join in prayer to 
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God, for ft revival of his work, and re- 
qucNtcd all who were desirous, to 
come forward and join them. Many 
of the members came forward, we 
kneeled down, and the ministers pray* 
ed. The season was solemn beyond 
description In a very short time the 
signs of a revival became apparent, 
prayer meclings were well attended, 
ai.d tokens of conviction among* the 
young ])eople began to appear. These 
brethren, Hodges and Warder, at 
the earnest request of the ministers 
and churches, formed for a ahort time, 
a kind of travelling circuit, embracing 
the churches of Gold Mine, Scarrots, 
Elk Creek. Mount Hermon, Mine 
Road and Waller'n ; and with a few ex- 
ceptions, they confined themselves for 
several weeks to incessant preaching 
in those congi-egfations. In Gold Mine 
church a great revival took place, and 
al>out seventy were baptized, (mostly 
young men; in the course of two or 
three months. In most of the other 
churrhes precious seasons were expe- 
rienced, and additions have been made; 
but the work has been, and is still 
Diobt powerful in Waller's, and its 
branches, County Line, and Bethany 
Meeting-Houses. As the stated pas- 
tor of these congregations, I have it in 
my power to give you a narrative of 
facts. 

Sometime early in the month 
of August, conference meetings for 
lu'urlog experiences were opened, and 
converts began to crowd the gates of 
Zion. For ten weeks past, I have al- 
most weekly been called to the pre- 
cious work of baptizing ; and have to 
preach from four to five times a week. 
One hundred and eighteen have been 
received, and great numbers appear 
to be under very solemn convictions ; 
at least three fourtlis of these are 
young people in the bloom of youth. 
The work has been gradual, and clear 
of delusions ; the greatest noise to be 
beard in our assemblies is the sweetest 
harmony of praise from the young con- 
verts, or involuntary ^ans of the 
penitent — the most visible effects are 
silent weeping, and once in a while a 
r< quest to be prayed for on the part of 
tlie dibtressed. In one instance three 
young ladies in the same family found 
peace within twelve hours of each 
other. I could give you some striking 
anecdotes concerning the progress of 
this revival ; but being a perfect ttraii- 
ger to you, and not wishing to be 
thought an intruder, I forbear.

of man, and challeng^es a conspicuous 
place in every miscellaneous publica- 
tion. The fate of cnpires sinks into 
nothing when compared v ith the infi- 
nite value of the soul. How many 
dangers are braved, and how much 
toil endured, to acquire the honors 
and possessions of the world : and 
yet how poor are all these things in 
comparison with an interest in the 
Redeemer's blood ! The person who 
has a well grounded ho|>e in the g^- 
pel, if he realize his preci(iU| priv- 
ileges and exalted destination, en- 
joys delightful entertainments worthy 
the consideration of the immortal 
mind. The situation of man, in his 
fallen estate, is much more deplorable 
than 18 generally imagined. He is 
under the penaltv of that law which 
thunders eternal death to its incorrigi- 
ble violators. Defiled and helpless, 
he is exposed to the gnawinga of a 
never^ying worm, till the arm of 
grace shall snatch him from the abyss 
of sin and misery. How fearful the 
apprehensions, and deeply wounded 
the heart of him who is enabU-d to 
see, in gospel li^it, his true character 
in all its native vileness and deformity! 
Eecognizing, in a degree, the extent 
and purity of the divine law, he views 
himself justly slain by its sanctions. 
While he ardently desires to dwell 
forever with Christ and his saints, his 
enlightened conscience responds— 
Amen — to the sentence which con- 
signs him to ever-during wo, in eter- 
nal exile from all that is lovely and 
cheering in the universe. But this is 
a destiny which no pious man cin 
wish— such a wish would imply a ^^\\' 
linencss to remain tlie enemy of God, 
and, of course, the object of his holy 
indignation and pcnishment forever.

AFRICAN SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

On Dec. 18, 1817, the children be- 
longing to the Africsn Sunday School 
in Boston attended a public meeting at 
the Rev. Mr. Paul's Meeting House. 
An appropriate discourse was deliv- 
ered by Rev. Mr. Grafton of Neu ton, 
and the Report relative to the Schools 
was read The children sung thoir 
anniversary Hymn in a very pleasing 
manner, and a collection of abdut 40 
dollars was tsken to aid the institution. 
From the Report we learn that the 
Rchool commenced in Nov 1816, and 
from 30 to 80 children hsve attended, 
who have made encouragpng progress 
in their lesming. A pleosing external 
reformation has been effected in the 
streets where they reside. Formerly 
they assembled, and were engaged in 
fighting, or in play ; but they now with 
eagerness repair to the school Some 
also evince that serious impressions 
have been produced on their minds ; 
and the hope may be cherished, that 
the seed now soon will be productive 
of fruit to eternal life.

Painful indeed is the thought, 
that a man who once sustained 
the character of a sound and 
evangelical minister of the gos- 
pel, was led away from the simr 
plicity of the faith, and spoiled 
^ through philosophy and vain 
deceit.^ But such was the un- 
happy case with Mr. Robinson. 
He was a victim to the over- 
whelming influence and the sen- 
timents of Dr. Priestlejr, which, 
for a while, threatened to deso- 
late the churches of Christ, and 
sweep away the hopes of man. 

it was in the latter part of his 
life that he became a Socinian. 
Had he lived, perhaps he would 
at length have returned from his 
errors, like many of his time, 
who had once been fascinated by 
them. But his life was cut short. 
He retired to bed, and died sud- 
denly and alone. 

His History of Baptism was 
one of his last works; and it 
throws a melancholy light upon 
the state of his mind. We cease 
to wonder at the looseness of 
principle which Is diffused through- 
out the book. 

Rarely have we seen so sly a 
stab at the doctrine of our Sav- 
iour's divinity, as is given in the 
commencement of the work. 

• It s^ms,' says Mr. Robinson^ 'to 
have been an ancient idea, that the 
beginning mentioned in the New 
Testament, particularly in the Ist 
chapter of the gospel of John, and in 
the 1st chapter of his 1st epistle, is 
to be understood not of the beginning 
of the world, but of the beginning of 
the evangelical economy. This idea 

flimmers in the writings of -he 
athers, though obscured by mUegory. 
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Thin is what Cyril seems to intend* 
when he says, •' water was the bcpn- 
ning of the world, and Jordan was the 
beginning of the Gospel" This is a 
sort of hsrmony, ingenious but fanciful, 
between the first chapter of Genesis 
and the first of Mark and John. In 
the former it is said, in tlie beginning 
the spirit of God moved upon the face 
of the watert .• and in the latter, in 
the beginning, the banning of the gfOS- 
pel, John did baptize^ 

From the beginning of the world to 
this period, gotid men hsd been in m 
condition of comparative imperfection. 
Tbey were individuals, mixed and 
confounded with numerous persons of 
opposite characters, in family, tribal, 
and national divisions. They had 
never been a peofle : but John was 
■ent to associate individuals, to form 
a people, or, as an evangelist expresses 
it, to make ready a peaple prepared for 
the Lord g and the revolution effected 
at this time was so substantial, that it 
is called a creation, a new age, a new 
world, of which Jesus, whom John 
proclaimed and introduced as chief, 
was declared the creator and lord, 
for John professed himself only a mes- 
senger of Jesus, employed indeed in 
bis service, but not noorthj to unloote 
the iatchet of his shoes* 

Here the author says much 
that is true, and he exhibits a fair 
appearance, too, of honouring 
Christ hy representing him as au- 
thor of the new economy. All 
this had been well, had he let 
the truths which he states rest on 
their proper basis, the passages of 
Scripture which relate to the sub« 
ject. But at the very time that 
he seems to be honouring the 
Saviour, he is so interpreting a 
certain celebrated passage, as to 
remove one of the strongest evi- 
dences of his divinity. He is in- 
sinuating that the belief of his 
heing universal Creator, and, con* 
sequontly, of his being God, is 
groundless. For it will be per- 
ceived that he approves of what 
he is pleased to call ^ an ancient 
idca,^ (but it in nothing more than 
the idea ofSociuians) that the be- 
ginning mentioned in the first 
chapter of John,, is to be under- 
stood not of the beginning of the 



world, but of the beginning of the 
Evangelical economy. 

The parage has always stood 
in the way of those who have 
been inclined to lower the char- 
acter of Christ. It asserts his 
divinity in the most explicit man- 
ner, and confirms it by declariog 
that it was he who created aU 
things.

to be naturally in a state of sin,

Out then, it by no means 
follows that those who die in their 
infancy, die unrenewed, and must 
be miserable. 

To regulate his conduct, God 
does not, like us, need external 
evidence ; and, surely, we know 
not but it enters into his all- 
wise plan to regenerate and save 
those whom he calls from the 
world in their infancy. But this 
we know, that he wU do them no 
injustice ; and that if saved, they 
will be saved, not through their 
own merits, but through the 
atonement of Jesus Christ. Here 
the devout christian cheerfully 
leaves the case ; and remembers 
that hx$ concern w with himself, 
and with those around him who 
have come to years of under- 
standing^. 

What the author says (p. 54,) 
respecting private christians' ad- 
ministering the ordinance of bap- 
tism, we think, does not place 
the subject in a proper light, but 
is calculated to introduce disor- 
der, and disturb the peace of 
churches. 

Liet it be remembered that the 
command to baptize was g^ven 
by our Lord to none but to the 
apostles, to those who were or- 
dained as ministers of the gos- 
pel. These ministers, as the 
churches had occasion, ordained 
others, or set them apart, with 
speciid acis of .solemnity. 

It is, then, in the first place, 
far tVom being certain that any 
who had not thus been set apart, 
ever did baptize. There were

recorded in the Acta of the Apos- 
tles. That of the seven deacons 
is mentioned, as it was an event 
peculiarly important, and con- 
nected with the institution of 
a new office in the church. Phil* 
ip, who was one of them, was 
hIso an evang^elist ;* and he may 
have been ordained as such. 

Ananias,! it is true, is called 
a disciple^ but this is no proof that 
he was not ordained. There were 
other disciples at Damascus ; but 
he appears to have been the 
principal man among them : and 
it is not improbable that he had 
been set apart by the Apostles to 
take the charge of the converts 
in that city. 

When Peter commanded those 
who were assembled at the house 
of Cornelius to be baptized, the 
ordinance was probably adminis- 
tered by some one or more of 
the brethren^ who had accompani- 
ed him from Joppa. But where 
is the proof, that they were not 
minmering brethren ? This they 
might be, and yet not have the 
gifts and authority of apostles. 
* Brethren' was a general ajtpella- 
tion, and might be used with re- 
spect to all who belonged to the 
household of faith, whether they 
were set apart to particular of- 
fices or not. Thus it is said in 
general terms, 'The apostles and 
brethren that were in Judea heard, 
&c.' But, doubtless, there were 
ordained persons in Judea, besides 
the apostles. Certainly, there 
were Deacons ; j'et no appellation 
to distinguish them is employed. 

But, in the secoiul place, it is to 
be remarked that, in every one of 
these instances which arc brought 
♦o prove that private christians 
may baptize, it is certain that the 
persons wlio baptized were ei- 
, ther such as were guided special- 
ly by the Holy Ghost, or such as 
acted by tlie special command of 
an apostle. 



Ananias had a supernatural com- 
munication to teach him what to 
to do in the case of Pani. Philip 
had the special guidance of the 
Holy Spirit in his Jahours, as ap- 
pears from the account of his in- 
terview with the Eunuch. And 
whoever baptized Cornelius, aiid 
those who were assenjbled al hif 
house, did it by a special com- 
mand from the apostle Peter. 

When a private brother exhib- 
its evidence of his being guided 
by such authority, he may safely 
be allowed to administer the ordi- 
nances of the gospel. Till tlicn, 
we trust that no one will he di.^ 
posed to set aside the ordinary 
rules by which the churches (h 
our Lord are governed. Ca«e8 
of extreme necessity, like that of 
the exiled Roger Williams, are 
always excepted. Such a case, 
however, it is probable, will ncr- 
er occur agpin in this coimtry. 

The fact that our Lord ordain- 
ed ministei^s, and gave them the 
command to baptize, it should 
seem, is of itself a sufficient indi- 
cation of his will on this subject 
The experience of ages declaref 
the wisdom of the plan which he 
instituted. But had we no proof 
from past experience, and no ex- 
plicit divine appointment in the 
case, the general precepts which 
are given for regulating the af* 
fairs of Christians would fori»id 
our adopting a practice so direct- 
ly calculated as the one we are 
opposing, to introduce confusion, 
and bring the ordinance into con- 
tempt. Let all things be done 
decently and in order. God ii 
not the author of confusion, hot 
of peace, as in all the churchei 
of the saints.} Even reason it- 
self would teach the propriety ^ 
their having persons of approved 
character, set apart with peculiar 
solemnitv, to administer for then 
the ordinances which Christ b<s 
delivered to his followers.

Ihat evidence of a renewed heart, 
and a tender, teachable disposi- 
tion, were not required, — a dispo- 
sition to receive with meekness 
the great and humbling truths of 
the gospel, and to receive them 
upon the authority of the word of 
God. 

But besides the sanction of 
apostolic practice, what, indeed, 
can be more reasonable in itself, 
than that churches, where the 
truths and ordinances of the 
Christian religion are to be main- 
tained, should be agreed, first, in 
receiving its ^fundamental arti- 
clc!^,^ and, secondly, in observing 
its pofjtive in%:titution8 ? 

But we must cut short our re* 
marks. The subject does not 
need them : It speaks for itself. 

Before we close this part of 
our review, however, we beg 
leave to introduce a few lines 
from the juriicious and venerable 
FuLLHR, whose praise in the gos<> 
pel is in all our churches, and 
whose recent death christians of 
all denominations unite in deplor- 
ing:—

been published under the title of 
Ecclesiastical JUsearchnJ^^* 

So general was this conTiction 
upon the minds of our Baptist 
T>rethren in England, that we un- 
derstand they have not deemed it 
prudent to encourage the general 
circulation of his writings. This 
rnnsideralion alone ought to he 
ffulficicnt to justify us in cautioning 
our rcHdors against the errors 
with which this history is fraught. 

In pa5(sing our censures upon 
•ertain parts of the work be- 
fore u?, we have performed a 
painful task. But our duty de- 
manded it. And we have thesat- 
'Maction of believing that while 
we have exhibited our own views, 
wr. have expressed also the gener- 
-il sentiments of our donominatidn. 

^Ve ran unly add, that while 
no wish t!ie hifltory to be read 
will) caulion, on account of the 
orrors we liave named, we still 
wi.-li it to I»e read, find the facts 
which it contains to be universal- 
Iv known. It furnishes the most 
>»ati.^ factory acromitofthe corruj)- 
(ion of the orJinance of baptism, 
«>f any work we have seen.

<* The confession of faith of tho 
churches of Saxony was subscribed at 
Wirtemberg, on the tenth of July, ia 
the year fifteen hundred fifty-one. by 
superintendants, pastors, and profess- 
ors, iu all thirty one, in order tu be 
presented to the council of Trent. 
Mclancthon published tlus with a pre- 
face, and soon after several more ac- 
ceded. The article of baptism is e»* 
press for dipping ; and the sense of 
the administrator is given in these 
words : <* I baptize thee, that is, I tes- 
tify by this immersion, thst thou art 
washed from sin, and now received 
[into covenant] by the true God, who 
is the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Chri^:t, who redeemed thee by Jesus 
Christ his Son, and sanctifieth thee by 
the Holy Ghost :" and soon Hence 
came the name of their baptisteriei« 
Tauf-ttein, or dipping-stone. In brief, 
it may with great truth be "affirmed, 
that during the whole establishment of 
the Catholick religion in England, 
that is, from the close of the sixth to 
the middle of the sixteenth century, a 
period of nearly a titousand years, 
bupt'ism was administered by immer- 
sion exi.ept in cases of necessity : the 
first conveits were catechised in per- 
son, and baptized in ri%'ers ; tho last 
were infants, catechized by proxy, 
and dipped in fonts.*' 

<'The administration of baptism by 
sprinkling was first invented in Africa 
in the third century, in favour of clin- 
icks or bed-ridden people : but even 
African Cathoiic!:s, th.e le.ist enlight- 
ened an>l most depra^'ed of all Catho- 
licks, i!ei';dcd it« and rr^.'uled it no 
baptism.'' 

**T]»e Calviriist reformers aUowed the 
validity oi'dip:)in}r ; but they adopted a 
mode uf pouring which they confound- 
ed with sprinkling, and which at 
lengtli X\\^y actually ezclianged for 
sprinkling The French church at 
Frankfort in their liturgy ordered bap- 
tism to be performed by the minister, 
who, having a table and a bason of 
clean water before him, was directed 
to cast xjater with his hand upon the 
head of the child. In the liturg> of 
the English church at Frankfort, King 
Edward's service book was listed, and 
baptism was administered by tnne ifn- 
mersion. In the Scotch church at 
Geneva, the minister was directed 
to take water in his hand, and iay it 
upon the chiides forehead. The same 

book calls this pouring. An hundred 
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years af\cr, in the assembly of divines, 
Dr Lijrhtfoot was the man who caus- 
ed dipping to be excluded, and Hprink- 
ling declaimed sufficient. Wlien ihe 
assembly came to the vote, whc'hcr 
the director)' should nui thus, •* The 
roinisicr sliall tuke walcr. uitd spt inkle 
or pour it M'ith his hand upon the iace 
or Fi)rehead of the cliild/* some were 
unwilling^ to liave d'pping excluded, bo 
that the vote came tu an eqiKlity with- 
in one ; for the one side thcix: l>eiii||^ 
twenty-four, and for the other iwenty- 
fi\c. Next day tlje affaii* was resum- 
ed, when the Doctor insisted on hear- 
ing the rcttsonsof tliose, uho ueru for 
dipping. At length it was propo.scd 
that it should be expressed thus : 
*< That pouring on of water, or sprink- 
ling in the administr»xion of baptism is 
lawful and sufficient." L»rrl»tfi»ot ex- 
cepted against the word lawful, it be- 
ing the same as if it should be deter- 
mined to be luufid to use bread and 
wine in the Lord's supper, and he 
tDoved, that it might be expressed 
thus : '* It is not onlv lawful but also 
sufficient ;" and it was put duwti so 
accordingly." 

'' Dr Wall obser\-e« that all national 
churches practise infant baptism. 
\tvy true, infant -baptii^m as ii was 
intended, created national churches, 
and gives them continuance as it gave 
them being. Let what will be said 
in praise of such churches, it can nev- 
er be affirmed that they were either 
formed «)r continued by the free con- 
sent of their members It was \ot this 
reason the learned Dr. Gill called in- 
fant-baptism the main ground and pil- 
lar of popeiy, and a great number of 
Baptists are of the siiiue opinion. If 
all people were put into a coridiiion of 
|)erfcct religious freedom, as th-y 
ought to be, it is a great question 
whether they wouUI all choose t > pro- 
iess themseUesof the religii>n of their 
parents, and the chance is very ^^reat 
indeed against the churcli of Rome.

Let the accounts here cxliibit- 
cd and supporuul by the most am- 
ple testimony, he carefully con*i^.- 
crcd, and the ujind must l»e Iwtjud 
up in prejudice which does not 
perceive, that the practice of in- 
fant spi inkling rests not upon the 
scriptures, but upon tradition and 
human invention. 

We have been pained to the 
heart in contcmplalin«r the absurd- 
ities to which this prhcticc hai 
given rise, and wo are more and 
more convince'! tliat the time is 
hastening, when the ordinance 
will be re?torod to its primitive 
simplicity and purity. If Mr. 
Robinson should contribute in the 
least degree toward tlie introdac- 
tion of that happy period, he will 
have somewhat compensated for 
the errors which he has palmed 
upon the world. But we cannot 
help desiringr that his work maj 
be thoroufi^hly purged lipom these 
errors. This may be done with- 
out at ajl detracting from the 
merits of tlie history. ^Ve were 
indeed in hopes, lliat the Editor of 
the abridgment would have ei- 
punged every exceptionahle sen- 
tence before he committed it to 
the press,* and we hope, that 
should a second edition be calieH 
for, it will he published with aU 
the corrections desirable.

I witne'^sed the ceremonies of 
the festival of Juggernaut at Ser- 
ampore. 1 was overcome vvitli 
surprise and pity to see so many 
immortals thronging to adore an 
empty, hideously painted shell, 
into which they atBrm the great 
God descends and abides during 
the season of their superstitious 
services. The Car, the fantastic, 
obscene, cruel Car, with its '36 
massy wheels, designed to immo- 
late, passed before my view laden 
with himdreds of priests on the 
platform of each story, through 
whom the people paid sacritices 
to the God at the, summit, by 
casting up ripe fruit to them. 
The car stopped ! The earth 
trembled ; and the God descend- 
ed, let down by a rope round his 
neck, from platform to platform, 
amidst the loud acclamations of 
thousands. He was clothed in 
scarlet.. No lives were lost that 
I heard of. However alluring 
these things are, (and thousands 
are duped by them) yet we be- 
lieve true religion b acting a se- 
cret though effectual part in ma- 
ny places. Houses of worship are 
becoming too small. It is sup- 
posed that true rehgion prevails 
more among the army than in 
civil society ; which will proba- 
bly have a more favourable influ- 
ence in moralizing the heathen. 
A native brother who is employ- 
ed by this station, to preach and 
talk among his fellow natives 
savs, that when he reads in the 
market places, many listen with 
attention, and say, the gospel is 
good. He preaches every Sab- 
bath afternoon in his native lan- 
guage to about thirty^ men and 
boys. There are six native men 
N members of the church, and two 
women, but owing to the remain- 
ing prejudices of their husbands 
that women should not appear in 
public, they now do not attend. 
At Cutwa much good has been 
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done ; I saw one womaD baptized 
by Mr. William Carey. 

We hear from Mr. Chamber- 
lain, at MoDgohis, that one native 
man is desirous of christian bap- 
tism, and a native school master 
is deeply interested in the scrip- 
tures. He has been there a year, 
having been ordered from Sud- 
ham by government for preach- 
ing to the people in the open 
fields at their festivals. Govern- 
ment has lately laid a tax on all 
books intended for gratuitous dis- 
tribution. 

At Crownpore, a military sta- 
tion, 600 miles further up the 
river, ten soldiers have lately 
been baptized by Mr. Kerr. It 
requires the most persevering 
diligence to make any progress 
in the Hindoo language ; as 
there is no dictionary or spelling- 
book printed with the characters. 
For a female to read Hindoo is a 
very extraordinary thing. They 
all talk Hindoostanee to their 
servants, yet I have never either 
seen or heard of any who could 
read it. I have read the gospel 
by John several times to the 
Moonshe, and have translated 
nine chapters of it. 

FROM MR. LAWSOX. 

Calcutta^ Aug. 2, 1817. At 
Dum-Dum we had worship in 
a little Bungalo meeting-house. 
After service we adjourned to a 
Tank close at hand, wherein 1 
baptized two of the artillery sol- 
diers. On the 22Qd I baptized 
another person, a young man, a 
native of New South Wales. On 
the ' 27th I had the pleasure of 
baptizing seven soldiers from Fort 
Wi'liam ; there are six or seven 
more expected soon to come for- 
wanl A cl(^rgyman of the 

church of England is now at 
Marat. He employs a native 
convert to go about in the villa- 



ges to preach the gospel. In one 
of his tours he discovered a vast 
concourse of people assembled 
under a tree. His cariosity led 
him to inquire what they were 
about — one of them said, we are 
reading a strange book. He then 
went to them, and found it to be a 
New Testament, in the Hindoos- 
tanee language. He asked them 
how they came by it ? and was 
informed an angel from heaven 
brought it to them, and that it 
was the book of God. He in- 
quired why they were met to- 
gether. They told him that since 
they had that book, which was 
about three years ago, a great 
many had believed it, had lost all 
cast, and had formed themselves 
into a separate people ; that they 
had continual additions to their 
number, and had agreed to meet 
together once a year ; that this 
was the first time they had met 
They were obliged to separate 
on account of their employments, 
but they had appointed teachers 
who could read. For want of 
printed copies they were obliged 
to write a great many to distribute 
among themselves. They had 
but 2 or 3 printed copies. Upoo 
one was found the name of Mr. 
Chamberlain. It was therefore 
discovered, that Mr. C. was tlie 
angel. He had given away a few 
copies, at the Hurdwar fair, for 
which act he was sent down to 
Calcutta, under a guard of sol- 
diers. God works in a wonderful 
manner ; the scriptures then cir- 
culated have been the means of en- 
lightening the minds of many hun- 
dreds. At Calcutta there are 18 
native schools. We are now a- 
bout forming a Society for the 
support of Native Schools ; when 
it is formed, we will let you know; 
perhaps, you may do something 
for them.

DOMESTIC MISSION. 

Ex^rtcts from letters received from 
Rey. Ira Chase, one of the Mistion- 
aries from the Mass. Bap. Misi* 
Society, to the Secretary. 

Clarittkurg, (Va.) Dec. 29, 1817. 
Rev, and Dear 5tr, 

The seventh of November, I 
bid adieu to my father's house, 
and set out, on horseback, for the 
western parts of Virginia. The 
next day, I arrived at Middlebury, 
— ^not, however, till after nine in 
the evening. It was a dark and 
dreary night ; — the road, in con- 
sequence of the heavy rains that 
had fallen, was extremely bad ; 
and the wind, strong from the 
south, roared thro^ the forests. — 
All was adapted to excite in me, a 
lonely traveller just breaking aw^ 
from the dearest ties that nature 
twines around the heart, some se- 
rious reflections on the journey of 
life, the state of fallen man, and the 
need, as well as the duty, of de- 
nying ourselves and enduring 
hardships, in order to lead our 
fellow men through this world of 
sin and sorrow to a happy home. 

The Baptist church in that 
town is small and feeble. They 
have suffered much for the want 
of an able and faithful Pastor, 
since the Rev. Nathaniel Ken* 
drick removed from them to 
Eaton in the State of New-York. 
They probably would not have 
had a meeting in the village on 
the Sabbath, had I not arrived as 
I did the evening before. Apart 
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of the memhcra repido in New- 
havcri, an ac^joining town, where 
some of them were inteniling to 
nn'ct. I preached twice, in the 
court-house, to a handful of licar- 
CT^. The evf ninp: 1 spent in 
conversation with some of the 
brethren, and endeavoured to ex- 
cite them to the duty of setting 
things in order among them- 
selveH, and procuring a Pastor. 
Tliey agreed to establish a prayer 
meeting every Lord's day even- 
ing, and commenced before we 
parted. l'ii>=sing thro' Poultney, 
I tarried a night with the Rev. 
Clark Kendrick. He showed me 
in mantiscript, the Constitution of 
the \ ermont baptist Education 
Society, which had recently been 
fonii.'d with a design of co-oper- 
ating willi other socir^lies of a- 
similar kind. The subject had 
been brought forward at the last 
-meeting of the Vermont Associa- 
tion, where it was evinced that 
our brethren in that part of the 
country are becoming deeply im- 
pressed with its importance ; and 
it deserves to be remembered 
with gratitude, that the zealous 
exertions of the Hev. Jonathan 
Going, who was a messenger 
from the Warren to the Vermont 
Association, were not a little con- 
ducive 10 the formation of this 
Society. 

In Aib.inv 1 found the Baptist 
church llou^i^hing uniler the care 
of the liev. Joshua Bradlev. 
Since last spring forty had beon 
:idded by letter, and thirty-eight 
by baptism. Others were anx- 
iously inquiring what they should 
do to be saved. Here 1 spent 
the second sabbath, preaching 
one part of the day in the city, 
and the other in Grrenhush, a 
d '-titnte vilhg«* on the opposite 
si !♦» of .he river. Here, too, 1 
bad the satisfaction o( seeing a 
copy of the t'on>titution of the 
Baptist Ki'n«:itit»n Soci»Myofthe 
Stnto oC Now-Vrik. It original- 
ei| in Iho western part of the 



State, and was formed about the 
last of September, by a numl.er 
of ministers and brethren ronven- 
ed at llaiiiilton. There is to t)e an- 
other meetiuir next June. *'^wh«:D, 
with the divine approl^ition and 
blessing, it is expected elTicient 
measures will be adopted :'' 
and from the character of the 
men engaged in the undertaking, 
it is to be hoped that the meas- 
ures deemed efhcient will be 
such as the welfare of the church- 
es, the cause of truth, and the 
pro"»pect3 of the great and grow- 
ing State of New- York, demand. 

Upon holding a consr.Ualioil 
with our friends, it was judged 
best for me, in order to keep on 
missionary ground, to take the inte- 
rior rout through the back settle-, 
ments of New-York and Pennsyl- 
vania to Pittsburgh. The princi- 
pal points on the course that was 
marked out, are Cherryvalley, 
Coopers town, Oxford, Chenaiigo- 
point, Oswego, Tioga-point, Ly- 
coming-Creek, J erseyshore, Belle- 
fonte, Ebcnsburgh, Armagh and 
New Alexandria. I reached 
Pittsburgh the 16th of Decem- 
ber. From that city I proceeded 
through Washington and Clarke 
ville, and, entering Virginia near 
Morgan town, arrived at this place 
the 27th inst. 

During my journey, besides 
preaching on Lord*s days, and at 
other times when 1 could, withoat 
materially impeding my progress 
opportunities not unfrequpntly oc- 
curred for doing something to 
promote the interests of rcligioD 
by private conversation. But 1 
cannot now mention particulars. 
Perhaps with the aid of my joor- 
nal, I shall in future letters, be 
able to present some that will not 
be altogether uninteresting. Id 
the mean time, permit me to sub-

They did not, howev- 
er, regret the course they had 
pursued, but were confident it 
would, ultimately, be for the ben- 
efit of their children. ' But 
there, poor little things !^ said 
the affectionate mother, ^I fear 
they will forget how the Lord's 
day should be spent. I used to 
have them all seated snugly a- 
round me at the meeting. But 
now Sunday morning comes, and 
how different it seems — the chil^ 
dren have to ask whether it is 
sabbath day or not. They can 
see nothing around them here to 
distinguish it from other days. 
We have no meeting near, 
and Mr. L. has no horse. 
But we hope to enjoy preaching 
by and by. Our former minister, 
Mr. K. thinks of coming from 
England. We have received a 
letter from him, &c.' 1 endeav- 
oured to encourage them to waii 
on the Lord^ and to trust in his 
Providence. 

When I took my leave, I hardly 
need remark, it was with a deep 
impression of the duty which 
rests on us to have an affection- 
ate care for persons in the situ- 
ation of this family, destitute of 
religious privileges, depressed, 
and far from their native land. 
In the evening I seized a few 
moments and wrote to Elder B. 
pastor of the Baptist church which 
was nearest them, and after de- 
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scribing their circumstances, con- 
cluded in substance thus : — ^^They 
jeem like sheep in the wilderness 
without a shepherd. And per- 
mit me to say, they will rejoice 
to have you, as a pastor under 
the great Shepherd, find them, 
and bring them home to your 
fold. A little attention to them 
now may be of special service. 
It will tend to cheer their spirits, 
to make them feel themselves at 
home, to attach them to your 
ministry, and keep them from 
wandering into error and dark- 
ness. You will, I trust, make 
them a visit as soon as you can 
conveniently, and encourage them 
to become acquainted with your 
-people. At least, you will call

Extract of a letter from Rev. David 
Jones to one of the Editors. 

Newark^ Abr. 28, 1817. 
Dear Brother^ 

You have, doubtless, heard be- 
fore this, that the Lord ha^ vhited 
kis people in this place, and pour- 
ed out upon us his Holy Spirit ! 
Yes, the Lord has done great 
things for us^ Tinker cqf we are gUid, 
When I came to this place, 1 
found the church in a very low, 
uncomfortable and divided state. 
This was in January, 1814 ; and 
as they had been for some time 
without a pastor, the congrega- 
tion was scattered, and in a man- 
ner broken up. The church 
also was embarrassed with a 
heavy debt on account of their 
meeting house. This was ac- 
companied with circumstances of 
a very distressing nature, too te- 
dious to relate. The hearei*$ of 
the word, however, soon began 
to increase. The breach was 
healed. The debt, in a great 



measure, was liquidate! 
at the close of the last ] 
seemed, upon the whole 
a comfortable state. ^ 
were corne together^ bone U 
and sinews andjiesh had i 
them^ and the skin covi 
above ; but there was^ 
tively, no breath in ta.

world ! We had several visitr 
from ministering brethren, and 
indeed from others, which wen( 
very acceptable ; particularly our 
brethren, Jacob Grigg and Caleb 
Green, who came in an accepta- 
ble time ; the hand of the Lord 
was with them, and much good 
was done. The Churches at 
the Farms and Jefferson^s village 
have also shared in the refresh- 
ing shower. Several valuable 
additions have been made to each 
of them. 

Since the commencement 
of the good work, I have bap- 
tized sixty-five professed be- 
lievers, who have been added 
to tlic church in this place. Six 
of whom had been members of 
Pedo-baptist churches. A con- 
siderable proportion are heads of 
families ; but the greater part are 
from among the youth. Some 
had been the most notoriously 
wicked of any in the town : oth- 
ers were of the most securely 
self-righteous among the Phari- 
sees. It is truly delightful to 
contemplate the effects of divine 
grace on such a variety of char- 
acters ! What pleasure does it af- 
ford me, to look around on the 
a^embly and behold so many sin- 
ners, who have recently been 
plucked as brands from the burn- 
ings ! These are the Lord's do* 
ings, and they are truly marvel- 
lous in our eyes ! 

It is now more than ten 
months since the good work wai 
begun. Some time has, there- 
fore, been afibrded to try those 
who professed to be the subjectt 
of it. But though some few give 
suspicious signs that they are 
tares among the wheat,* yet, we

Dear Sir, 
— " I attended the Woodstock Asso- 
ciation at their late meeting at iMo'int 
Holly, (Vt.) %\hicli place the Lord is 
visiting with his gr&ce Mr. Packard, 
the pastor of that church, intormed 
me, that he had baptized every Lord's 
day since last March. Between 50 
and 60 have been added to that church. 
At Wallingst'ord Kome have been add- 
ed, I am not ahlt> to say how many. 
At Dorset the work is {gradually pro- 
gressing". Fifty have been added to 
the C<>ngreg;atioi)al chiircii in that 
town, and not far from ^0 to the Bap- 
tists- In Manchester, more than 30 
have been hnpefully brought to the 
knowledge of the truth, witiiin a little 
lime past. At Sliaftsbury and Arling- 
ton, I under.tTand the work has com- 
menced, and is very pouerful.

Tlic work commenced more tlian a 
year ag(} — Previous to that time, and 
even for a number of years before, 
religion had bef^n with u^ in a tr)w 
sratc, and gene •ally so in this part of 
tlK count T-y. — War, and politics, and 
at.xiet} about national c<mcenis, had 
in a ^rcat deg-re.c engrossed the at- 
tention of piofessors, as well as of 
the people of the world. Uurmg 
those scenes of diacoursgrment, our 
church endeavoured to maintain the 
visible forms of religion, and hoped 
for a better day The youth in the 
town were numerous, and generally 
f<>nd of balls, and scenes of pleasura- 
ble amusement. But the uncommon- 
ly gloomy season we witnessed last 
year, seemed to fall with more weight 
on the minds of the public, than any 
one judgment of God, I ever witness- 
ed before. It evidently produced a 
solemnity on the minds of many 
people : but there wss no general ac- 
knowledgment of special convictioa 
until September, when there began 
to appear something of a work of 
grace in one corner of the town. For 
some time we v.*ere held in a state o£ 
suspense between hope and fesr, as to 
the issue, whether it would continue 
and extend its balmy influences, or 
take its flight, and leave the people 
in their sins. 

About this time, there was an oo 
currence perhaps worth noticing. In 
the centre of the town where nothing 
of the work had discovered itself 
one evening towards twilight, a num- 
ber of young girls, from about eleven 
to fourteen years of age were very 
merrily at play, on the broad steps of 
the Baptist Meeting-house, and of a 
sudden, without any visible cause, 
they were struck with solemn awe, 
and retired with sighs and sobs, to a 
house, where they spent the evening 
in reading the bible, and other good 
books. Some of these children, (one 
of whom was my eldest daugbter) 
eventually obtained a comfortable 
hope, and were baptized. This cir- 
cumstance led me to hope, Uiat the 
holy Spirit was mercifully hovering 
over us. 

The Utter part of October, there 
began to be evident appearances of 
conviction, in different parts of the 
town. About this time, we attended 
the funeral of a respectable young 
woman, which was a solemn funeral 
indeed. When the youth and many 
others approached the corpse, to sur- 
vey the visage of death, they seemed 
to be struck with fears and guilt, and 
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a lolenn sense of judgment in their 
own hearts. Sabbath and conference 
meetings noir became crowded ; and 
many were inquiring what thej 
fhould do to be sared. 

The latter part of November elev- 
en candidates were baptized, and 
added to the church. The collection 
at the water was great and solemn i 
and the ordinance was evidently 
blessed to the promotion of the refor- 
mation. Since the work commenced, 
I have baptized in tliis town one hun- 
dred and one, including the above 
eleven ; about sixty of whom were 
baptized during the cold wintry 
months, and many of them were fe- 
males of different ag^s, and of deli* 
cate constitutions. I have not yet 
learnt that it proved prejudicial to 
the health of any one of them. 

The method of baptizing people by 
buiying, or immersing them in water, 
was thought by some professors in 
the town to be unnecessary, by some 
inconvenient, and by others unscrip- 
turaL Some pretended it was re- 
diculous ; and some considered it as 
a heavy yoke, especially in cold 
weather. But with all these embar- 
rassments attending it, the converts 
generally manifested a willingness to 
embrace it as an appointed prerequi- 
site to their communion at the Lord's 
Uble. 

During the revival, perhaps nearly 
two hundred have fcfeen hopefully 
brought into the possession of telig- 
ion Some of whom have not as yet 
joined any church. I conclude that 
between forty and fifty have united 
with the Congregational church in 
this place.

But a respectable number of them 
are {x'ople of middle nge, and such 
as have but just crossed that line, 
who are respectable f<^r talents and

Whether they u ill all hold out to the 
end, is known only to God, by whom, 
we hope, I hey were chosen to salvation, 
in Christ Jesus, before the world

as it is yet in Its infancy, it needs the 
cheering patronage ami united exer- 
tions of the churches to promote its 
growth, its usefulness, and respecta- 
bility. 

The expenses of the last year a- 
mounted to upwards of £600 We 
have 2110,85 remaining in the hands 
of the treasurer. The present num- 
ber of scholars is ten. Hence the 
expenses of the ensuing year will 
probably increase, which circum- 
stance o^ight to quicken our zeal. 
When we consider - the improved 
state of society, in literature, we 
should consult the most proper means 
to render its progress useful. It is a 
laudable, charity which aids men in 
the pursuit of those studies which 
may improve their minds, and pro- 
mote their piety and usefulness By 
reviewing the history of our species, 
we shall see how various capacities 
have been unfolded by education, and 
their characters formed for eminent 
usefulness. In eariy ag^s, many 
plans were devised to accomplish 
this end. In process of time they 
combined the wisdom of their sages, 
reduced their knowledge to a system, 
and established schools, that they 
might more conveniently instruct the 
ifpnorant, and transmit their acquire- 
ments to posterity. 

The Israelites set up seminaries of 
sacred learning, in which they in- 
structed the youth, and thus furnished 
the nation with able and fsithful 
teachers. In the days of Samuel, 
Najoth in RamHh was the seat of 
literature, in which the prophet bore 
a very distinguished rank. In the 
time of Elijah. Bethel wa^ celebrated 
as a place of learning, and Jericho 
was resorted to for literary advan- 
tages. Jewish learning was highly 
cultivated about eight hundred years 
before the biKli of our Saviour. 
The prophet Isaiah received a literary 
polish which rendered him one of the 
most sublime and elegant writers the 
world ever knew. The Chaldeans, 
the Eg}'ptians, the Persians, the 
Greeks, the Romans, and various oth- 
er nations, owed their elevation in a 
g^at measure to their literary im- 
provements. We may generally trace 
the rise of their greatest characters, 
to these founts of leamina^. 

In the early stage of the christian 
church, schools were deemed neces- 
sary for the diffusion of knowledge. 
A theological school was founded at 
Alexandria in Egypt, where the cele- 
brated Clemens formed an imperisha- 
ble character. And greatly promoted 
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the increase pf knowledge. In thU 
scli'igl the lAUntfid and eloquent Origen 
krtiired, and to this iimtitution the 
At*, ican churches in early tinics owed 
their literary eminence. In ihe glori- 
ous reformati«m from |>oper\, I.utlicr, 
Meluncthon, C&lvin. Zumgluis, Bcza, 
and many oiherif, held leaning in high 
estimution Luther and MeUncthon, 
though pressed with numerous duties, 
yet devoted much of their time in the 
college of Wirtemhurg Calvin, 
though fervently engaged in the pro- 
fess of tlie reformation, and officiat- 
ing as pastor of a numerous church, 
vet discharged the duties of Theo- 
logical Professor in the seminary at 
Geneva, and was one of the most able 
^ritersof the age An improper use 
of human acquirements has led some 
to denounce literature, as useless or 
pernicious ; but such persons do not 
consider that the abuse of the best 
thing!*, iH no arg\iment against their 
wortli. We cannot be inscnbible that 
the present state of the times calU 
for the exertions of all who are friend- 
ly to the spread of religious knovil- 
cdgc, and urgently preK^es the duty 
of liberalU aiding in the good cause 
New efforts are operating, and will 
probably effect a religious change a- 
n ofig the natirms Persons of dis- 
aiiiiilar views seem to fo.-get their 
animosities and combine to spread 
n-ligioui> knowledge. I'he charities 
of many are concentrated in Bible 
SfK-ifties. vhich have mysteriously 
ri.^en with the aid of princely power 
and )il-<*. .-.lity, and present the most 
icirn.;d:di»t; arrangement cf the holy 
vi- a t that the wond e\er beheld.

There are mai y encouraging rircimi- 
stanccs to excite our generuiis efforts. 
It appears that the light of Hslvation is 
preparing to rise over a darkened 
world Doubtless the lime ia haHten- 
ing when milliooa who are ilividrd by 
seas, and separated by lang^iagies. wiH 
unite in one commcm seniinicnt of 
praise 

We live, dear brethren, in an age of 
great events Different scenes have 
piiAsed before us in rapid succession. 
Since the indefatigable Carey arose 
with this maxim, '* Attempt great 
things, expect great things." the 
sa\ ing has been verified beyond hn- 
man calculations. The religious 
world is re-invigorated, thousindi 
have emerged from indifference, and 
we may expect to sr?e great things 
hereafter. 

By the intelligence recently rccciv. 
ed from various quarters, it seems 
that the predicted period is come, 
when many shall nm to and fro, and 
knowledge be increased. According 
to the last Report of the Baptist coo- 
vcr.tion, ten thousand have been add* 
cd to the Baptist churches in the 
United States the past year Should 
one out of a hundred be called to 
preach the gospel, it would take 
g 1 5,000 a year to defray the expen- 
ses of their education ; which sum, if 
proportioned among the churches, 
would give a tu.\ of about eight cents 
a year upon each member. A smaB 
retrenchment of needless expenses 
would amply suffice. 

But while w e advocate the adrin- 
tagcs of leaniing, let us not be insen- 
jiibie to the importance of guarding 
the risipg genius against extrars- 
panrcs which di.'gr^ce the christian 
iKinie LcarninvT and humility adnm 
Iii:n an nature --Pictv, extensive knowl- 
cil^f, und zeal to do g'Kid, are Isnd- 
ab'c ; while pride self importance «nd 
iU.lu-iai disdain are debasing, and are 
d'ltbh mischievous, when pointed by 
education — In a seminair}' wHiere none 
are p:itronizefl but pious and proTnis* 
ing \oulh, who profess to be called to 
preach the gosf»el, there is less dan- 
ger of misapplviiig our endeavours to 
prnniole literature, than in a promiscu- 
ous school While we therefore solic- 
it the &i<1. we wish to excite the vigi- 
lance of the churches to guard a- 
gainst the errors, which cornipt tbt 
minds of youth, empoison and debase 
society.

tion " This book was the Biblb. 
To this he made some opposition, but 
in a short time he secretly obtained a 
Bible ; read it with much attention s 
and the more he read, the more hb 
understanding became enlightened, 
and his mind satisfied. This was a 
short period pi-evious to the entrance 
of the French army into Russia. 
When the account of that event 
reached Petersburg, the Russian 
Court were in great alarm. Every 
one appeared to carry terror in hit 
countenance. Prince Galitzin alone 
&eenied calm .ind composed* This 
circum<;tancc caused universal sur- 
prise Knowing the sincere attach- 
ment which subsisted between the 
Emperor and hinisell, the former had 
noticed it, and could hardly suppose 
th.1t any person could be thus tran- 
quil under circumstances which seem- 
ed to threaten ruin to the Russian 
nation. Neither would he believe his 
friend was a traitor, or insensible to 
the present difFiculties. The F^mper- 
or one day called on the Prince, and 
asked him 'how it was that he was so 
composed while every one else was 
in dismay .'• To which he replied, 
that he had of late read the Scrip, 
ttires, and that they had fortified his 
mind against every danger, and given 
him a firm trust in divine help and 
protection. The Bible lying on the 
table, he urged tlje Emperor's perusal 
of it, believing if he did, it would 
have the same calming influence on 
his mind. At these remarks the £m« 
peror appeared displeased, and, with 
some violence, pushed the Bible 
from him ; it fell open on the floor. 
The Prince took it up, and entreated 
the F.mperor to let him read the part 
which was then open. At length he 
consented. It was the 91st Psalm. 
The Emper')r was much struck with 
its appropriate and consoling lan- 
guage. 

'* When the Russian army was 
about to depait from Petersburgh, to 
meet Bonaparte, the Emperor and 
officers went to Church, as is the 
usual custom, previous to an army's 
going on an expedition. The Emper- 
or was greatly astonished when that 
part of the service of the Greek 
Church was read (which was a por- 
tion of the Scriptures) whiah contain- 
ed the 91st Psalm. He apprehended 
that Prince Galitzin (who was with 
him) had desired this, and, on ques- 
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tionin|( hinip he declared that he 
••had imt seen the person who h*d 
read ihe ser\ice, nor li;«d he directly 
or iii.lirecily any communication with 
hi in. since the convepiaiion they had 
together abmil the Srpiptnres." 

••The Emperor n'»w became, in 
■ome meanure. sensible of the value 
of the scripturfs, and while in the 
camp witn his army, he sent for a 
chapliin of one of the re.|fiments to 
read to him. His surprise may be 
readily ima)(iiie<l when the chaplain 
commenced reading the tame Ptaltn. 
He immediately asked him •• who 
told him to read that particular 
Psalm ?" To which he replied, 
••G<id ;** for on being informed on 
\rhat account the £m()eror had sent 
for him. he had m'>st earnestly im- 
plorcMl divine direction in selecting 
such a portion as would benefit the 
Emperor ; and that it was from a di- 
vin<' impul<ie he had selected that part. 
The Einpemr now became more and 
more deli>rhted with the Bible, and 
hiH subsequent conduct proves the 
hifliience its sacred truths had on his 
mind."

Nor were these 
efforts on the part of the parents to 
promote the eternal welfare cS 
their oflbpring, unavailing. It was 
not long before they had the hap* 
pineiM to see their eldest daughter 
under deep concern for her soul, 
and shortly after inexpressibly joy^^ 
ftti in believing in Jesus Christ. 
The subject of this memoir, who 
was then about 7 or 8 years old, 
was deeply affected with the change 
wrought in her sister, and felt ia 
no inconsiderable degree,for a child 
of her age, the necessity of a simi- 
lar change in her own heart, i^ or* 
der to be hs^py. She would 
weep when conversing on 
with her parents and associates, 
sometimes would vent her fee 
in prayer to Goo. The day 
which her sister was baptized, sh^ 
has ever considered as one of the 
most interesting days of her life. 
On that occasion, impressions were 
wrought on her soul which were 
not effaced in the day of her death. 
To the writer of this, she has often 
spoken of that day, and never to his 
recollection, but with feelings of 
the deepest interest 

There is one circumstance in the 
early life of the deceased, which 
ought to be particularly noticed ; 
the more so as it may serve for an 
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«>x<4inple to others in similar cir- 
• nnif tancc«. In the nei<*'hbourhood 
whrrfi "he lived, there were sev- 
eral children nearly of the same 
agfc with herselt*, who regularly 
met togf ether lor prayer. The.se 
mcetingfs were conducted with that 
order and solemnity, which would 
not di^G^race the assemlilies of aged 
Christians. They were held at the 
house of her ^(her, and she usually 
took an active part in them.

From this time, until sJie was 14 
y('ar«« of age, nothing particularly 
interesting took place in her feel- 
ing**, unless we consider of particu- 
br interest those changes of opin- 
ion and feeling, to which persotis 
nre constantly subject, who are un- 
der the teachings of the Spirit of 
(lOTx. Her deportment was uniform 
and engaging. Meeting^, whether 
for prayer, conference, or preach- 
rng, she numbered among her rich- 
est privileges, and aVways appeared 
to be happy, when jn the company 
of Christians,and in listening to their 
conversation. 

The advantages of religiou* in- 
struction which she enjoyed, were 
far above what is the common lot 
of cbrldren. Her father^s house 
was ft place of resort for Chris- 
tian pilgrims. His doors were ev- 
er open to receive the friends of 
Jesus, and especially the ministers 
of the gospel. 

Wlien they are religiously im- 
proved, the advantages to children 
to be derived from a free and affec- 
tionate intercourse with the saints,

calculable. With the blessing of 
the Lord, such an intercourse may 
be inatrumental in forming the char- 
acter for eminent UBefulnesi in fu- 
ture life.

Xeier, however, did 
she speak on this subject with that 
assurance which is observable in 
the conversation of some persons, 
who appear to be more eminently 
blessed of God with devout aflec- 
lions, and elevated joys. She ever 
•exercised a godly jealousy over her 
own heart ; for she knew it to be 
'^deceitful above all things, and des- 
perately wicked." In convcrsinsf on 
reJigious subjects, and particularly 
on Christian experience, she was 
always cautious, sometimes perhaps 
even to a fault, lest she shuuld go 
beyond what she bad actually ex* 
pericnccd of the Ix)fiD^s goodness 
in her own soul ; — and yet to her 
most intimate fi-iends, she wouhl 
open her whole heart, and tell them 
her joys and sorrows — the reasops 
of her fears, and the ground of her 
hope ; — a hope she had, >vhich %vas 
more precious to her than worlds. 

Mrs. Phippen was murriod in tlie 
autumn of 1613. She made a pub- 
lic profession of religion in the sum- 
mer of 181G, and at the same time, 
joined the Baptist church in the 
city of Middletown, of which hor 
husband was then Pastor. She 
continued her relation with this 
church, until her removal to Lynn ; 
when she connected herself with 
the Baptist church in that place. 

Tl>e numerous concerns of an 
increasing family so much engross- 
ed her attention, that she did not 
keep a regular diary of her relir 
gious exercises. On detached pa- 
pers, however, she frequent ly pen* 
ned her thoughts, and sometimes 
wrote her feelings at full lcn<^lli ; 
and in Icttej-s to her iriends, whe 
would often mention the di.'alings of 
God with her soul. 

It may not be uninteresting to 
the reader of this article, to see a 
iew extracts from her pajiers and 
letters. 

The following is from a letter tq 
a sister, dated JVov. L\», ItJlG. 

^^ 1 fear, and 1 have reason to 
fear, my dear sister, that 1 am not 
suflicicntly humbled uuder the 
blessings and privileges 1 enjoy \ 
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but at times, I thiok, if I am not de- 
ceived, 1 hare meat to eat that the 
world knows not of, and hope I am 
enabled to give God the glorj. I 
never knew Mr. P. more engaged 
than he is at present His preach- 
ing is very solemn.

ance. Let me entreat you to be 
engaged in it. Though 1 am too 
itupid, I hope I can say io the dark- 
est hours,

Whate'er becomes of me." 

I hope all our Christian friends in 
Middletown will be more engaged 
than they have been, be up and do- 
iog) working while the day lasts, 
for the night will shortly come in 
which no man can work. I do 
wish the sisters there, would have 
a stated prayer-meeting once a 

week. Hope you, and « will 

make it a point to attend. If the el- 
der sisters don't feel the immediate 
Importance of it, do meet by your- 
selves. You all profess to have a 
hope in Christ. He has projooised 
that where two or three are met 
in his name, he is in the midst of 
them, and will bless them. 1 think 
of you, and trust I am enabled to 
look to ^^ the Father of all good, to 
send you a blessing.^' 

Jan. Ist, 1817, she thus writes. 
This day commences another year. 
Have renewedly given myself up 
to God. O may I live more than 
ever devoted to that Being whom I 
profess to love ! 

Jan. 4th. I have just entered 
my 23d year. O how little have I 
done for God the past year ! how 
little engaged have 1 been in his 
service. 1 have a wretched, wan- 
dering heart and mind ! O that 1 
might mourn over them, as God re- 
quires, and have that repentance

Jan. 5th. May this day's oppor- 
tunity make a solemn impression on 
my mind.

The season was sol- 
emn and affecting; but alas! my 
stupidity and coldness^rob me of my 
comfort " Lord, search me, aid 
know my heart, try me, and know 
my thoughts, and see if Uiere is aay 
evil way in me, and lead me in the 
way everlasting."

For some years, the Baptiit 
church in Middletown, North Ps^ 
ish, or as it is commonly called, Up- 
per Houses, had been destitute <tf 
stated preaching; in consequence tf 
which,the society had become mnch 
scattered, and the church vras ia a 
low and declining state. In the 60 
of 1816, the few remaining bretli- 
ren and sisters exerted themselves 
to obtain a preached gospel. They 
soon succeeded in their wiskei, 
and were again favoured with the 
stated ministry of the word. Ob 
this subject, in a letter to her ' 
mother, dated January 26, 1817, ;

above mentioned, she expressed 
strong confidence in her Redeem- 
er. On him «hc cast her cares, 
humbly hoping that he cared for 
her. She was unusu-dUy happy 
in religion, and her soul was daily 
preserved in a praying frame. Her 
closet witnessed the fervency of 
her devotions whf^n alone, and 
when she had collected her belov- 
ed babes around her. Nor was her 
dearest earthly friend a stranger to 
those sweet seasons, when in union 
with him, she poured out her soul 
to God. Thus was the Lord pre- 
paring his servant for the hour of 
trial. 

For more than a week after the 
birth of her fourth child, she ap- 
peared to be reg^ning her health. 
A rclaspe, however, ensuedt which 
blasted her own, and the prospects 
of her friends. She languished for 
about six weeks, and on Wednesday 
the 3d of Sent. 1817, she closed 
her eyes on ail mortal things, and 
as is humbly hoped, entered into 
the joy of her Lord. The follow- 
ing Friday, her remains were con- 
veyed to the grave ; and on Lord^s 
day, Sept. 7, Rev. Mr. Holies, of 
Salem, preached a funeral sermon 
from Job. xiv. M. 

Throufi^h all her sickness, the 
subject ot this memoir exhibited no 
ordinary degree of patience and 
resignation to the will of God. For 
many days previous to her death, 
she was sensible she could not live. 
She most tenderly loved her family, 
but was enabled to commit them to 
the care of the great Shepherd of 
Israel. What most troubled her, 
was a fear that she should be left to 
murmur against the Lord ; but from 
this it is confidently believed she 
was preserved ; for not a murmur* 
ing word was heard to escape 
her lips during the whole of 
her sickness. She was cakn, and 
willing that the Lord's will re« 
spectii^ her should be done, while 
she lifted up her desires to him for 
strength equal to her day. The

The pious man, when he has not 
for some time enjoyed communion 
with God, will feel uneasy in his af- 
flictions; he will be disposed to 
think thatall these things are against 
him ; but when he communes with 
God, he has such sweet experience 
of his love and goodness, he is so di- 
vinely supported, that he feels pa- 
tient and resigned to the will of his 
heavenly Father,and sometimes can 
even rejoice in tribulation and dis- 
tresses. 

Communion with God will pro- 
duce an indifference to the world.

The business and eares of life, 
when they ootupy too much of the 
attention of Christians, have the 
same effect The cares of this life, 
says the Saviour, sometimes hinder 
the word of the kingdom, soivft in 
tlio sinner's heart, from bringing 
forth fruit ; and it is easy to con- 
ceive, that the business and tares 
of this world may hinder the be- 
liever from having communion with 
God. No one can serve God and 
Mammon. Religion and the world 
cannot be uppermost in the Chris- 
tianas heart. If he wishes to eniov 
communion with Go<l, he munt live 
above the world while he is in it. 

The neglect of prayer and read, 
ing the Scriptures, or the perform- 
ance of these duties in a careless 
manner, will ii.ferrupt communioA 
with God. He requires to be wor- 
shipped in sincerity and truth ; he 
abhor-i the service of the lips 
only, and frowns even upon his cbiU 
dron when such sacrifices are pre- 
sented. 

What a wonder it is, that God 
should condescend to hold commun- 
ion with mortals!

Other Scriptures might have been 
adduced, but these ai-e sufficient. 

To comprise in a few words what 
has been said on this part of the sub- 
ject. If parents have any affection 
for their children, if they sincerely 
desire that they may escape the 
miseries of hell, and enjoy the hap- 
piness of heaven, if they have any 
regard to the authority of the Bible, 
let them attend to the religious ed« 
ncation of their children. 

But against the duty which has 
been inculcated, objections are ur- 
ged. 

It has been said, '^ Parents cannot 
convert their children." True; 
and this is not enjoined upon them. 
But shall they refuse to employ the 
means put in their power, because 
to God belongfs the prerogative of 
rendering them efficacious ? 

It has been objected ; ^^ Such in^ 
struction will render those who re- 
ceive it self-righteous." But the 
abuse of a thing is not a fair argu- 
ment against the use of it It is ad- 
mitted that this effect has sometimes 
been produced ; but will that ex- 
cuse the parent from his duty ? Be- 
sides, it should be his aim to avoid 
the errors into which others are 
fallen, and to conduct his instruc- 
tions in such a manner as to oppose 
self-rightconsnei^s. 

It has been said ; ^ It is selfish to 
feel so much solicitude for the eon- 
version of one^s own children." 
Would te God that such selOshncs^t 
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was more prevalent. There is but 
little danger of feeling- too great 
anxiety; your fear should be entire- 
ly, lest you should have too little 
concern. The fact is, he that most 
ardently desires tFie satyation of his 
own family is the man who will 
pray fervently for the salvatioD of 
others. 

Af^in it has been said — ^bnt away 
with these objections. The duty 
19 so manifestly enjoined that it is 
needless to answer all the cavils of 
him who is indispo«ed to perform it. 
It is not from scruples of a correct 
conscience that this command of 
God is violated. The great cause 
of this neglect, not to mention infe- 
rior ones, is the depravity of the 
heart, manifesting itself in the forms 
of spiritual sloth, criminal indiffer- 
eace to eternal objects, unconcern 
as regards the future well being of 
the individuals around us. This 
unconcern, the parent may deceive 
himself by calling reconciliation to 
the will of God. But should his 
child be seized with some dan- 
gerous complaint, he would not 
exhibit this apathy. His counte- 
nance and his actions would plain- 
ly indicate that ho desired its re- 
covery. O that his actions would 
indicate his desire, that spiritual 
health might be imparted to his 
child by the Physician of souls. 
Let the parent think of eternity, 
and then let him ask, whether any 
labours or exertions can be too 
great, the object of which is to pre- 
vent that eternity from being to his 
children an endless continuance in 
misery ? 

To the writer of these remarks, 
it is a cause of regret that he has 
not more powerfully enforced the 
important duty« on which he has 
written ; he hopes that some abler 
pen will be employed on this sub- 
ject. It is his desire that the Spi- 
rit of God may impress with divine 
energy on the minds of parents, the 
■olemn obligations they are under 
to those committed to their care.

We have frequent opportunifiei 
to read elaborate refutations of the 
opinions of formal unbelievers, or 
professed infidels ; these are prob- 
ably highly belieficial to the caoie 
of religion ; but no doubt, many 
persons suppose themselves ve^ 
good Christians, because they pro- 
fess a belief of the Bible ; alt'hoo^ 
neither their hearts nor lives are 
conformed to its requirement! 
Infidelity of opinion is indeed bad; 
it is the fruit and evidence ofa veiy 
depraved and indurated heart; 
and almost uniformly attended 
with a stubborn inflexibility of 
mind, which yields to no religioiD 
impressions : The eonseUnee^ as SL 
Paul expresses it, being seared a 
with a hot iron. Infidelity of the 
heart, even in those who probablj 
would be shocked at the idea of 
renouncing the Bible, or question- 
ing its divine origin, is in manj 
respects equally bad and danger- 
ous, and draws after it a train of 
consequences equally fatal. The 
Apostle in writing to the Hebrevff 
of whose strong propensity to 
unbelief he had but too many mel- 
ancholy proofs, warns them of thii 
dangerous inmate, in the strong 
and pathetick language dictated hj 
his warm zeal for the glory ol' 
God, and the interest of the Re- 
deemer's kingdom; a^ well ashh 
pure and unaffected lore for hn 
brethren, his kin«men according (o 
the flesh : Take heed, brethren.

God, salvation is freely proposed to 
sinners ; who are generally invited 
to come, without raoDcy or price. 
— ^The Divine Being, in infinite 
mercy, even condescends to expos- 
tulate and entreat; saying, 'J urn 
ye, turn ye, why will ye die ? O 
house of Israel. But the unbe- 
liever proudly and dlsdaintuily re- 
jects, and tramples under foot, all 
this boundless grace and good- 
ness. Is it not, then, evident, that 
an unbelieving heart, is an evil 
heart ? 

It is equally true, that the unbe- 
liever is opposed (o the wi.*idom of 
God. The manifold wisdom of 
God, is displayed in the Gospel: 
St. Paul celebrates it, as the depth 
of the riches, both of the wisMlom 
and goodness of God. Angelick 
minds are lost in wonder, when 
contemplating the infinite display 
of divine wisdom, manifested in 
the scheme of salvation by Jesus 
Christ. — The justice of God satis- 
fied — the law of God honoured— the 
mercy of God displayed; and vile 
sinners, the recreant race of apos- 
tate Adam, saved; and all this, by 
the death of the Son of God ! Sure- 
ly this will fill all heaven with aixla- 
mations oi' ];rai^e, and furnish mat- 
ter for an eternal anthem, of Glory 
to God ill the highcxt^ among the 
^craphick choii*s abov(^ *) ct, 
strange and unaccountable as it is, 
the unbeliever despises tliis won- 
derful display of divine wisdom^ 
and merry, and prefers his own 
consummate folly and madness, and 
leans to his own bruUah and miii> 
guided understanding, rather than 
confide in the wisdom of God, who 
is the origin of intelligence. He 
that formed the eye, shall he qqc 
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see ? He that planted the ear, shall 
he not hear? He that gave to man 
undentanding, shall he not know ? 
If it needed any further proof to 
conyict the criminal, and evince, 
beyond the possibility of reasona- 
ble dispute, that an unbelieving 
heart is an evil heart, we have it 
in the justice of God. Shall not 
the Judge of the whole earth do 
right? Is God unrighteous who 
taketh vengance? God forbid. 
God will neither punish nor threat- 
en to punish without sufficient de- 
merit in the subject ; yet the mer- 
ciful Jesus, who was perfectly ac- 
quainted with the method of the 
divine administration, denounces 
damnation upon the unbeliever. 
Indeed he assures us, that he that 
believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, and that the wrath of God 
abide th on him. 

Finally, to sum up the whole, a 
heart of unbelief is in a state of ciepar- 
lure from the living God. They that 
are far off from God perish. This 
18 the unhappy state of every unbe- 
liever. He forsakes the fountain 
of living water, and hews out brok- 
en cisterns, which can hold no wa- 
ter. The language of the believ- 
ing heart is expressed by David 
in the sweet strains of devotion and 
gratitude : How excellent is thy 
loving-kindness, O God ! therefore 
the children of men put their 
trust under the shadow of thy 
wings. They shall be abundantly 
satisfied with the fatness of thy 
house ; and thou shalt make them 
drink of the river of thy pleas- 
ores. For with thee is the foun- 
tain of life ; in thy light shall we 
■ee light. So far is the unbelieving 
heart from any relish for those 
sublime pleasures, that it is charg- 
ed by the inspired writer, of say- 
11^ unto the Almighty, Depart from 
IV, for we desire not the knowl- 
edge of thy ways. To the believ- 
er, the ways of wisdom are ways 
of pleasantness ; and all her paths 
are peace. They are not so to the 
uoheliever, the geniuae langua^^e

It is op- 
posed to God, opposed to Christ, 
opposed to all holy beings-^to the 
happiness of the rational univeiasi 
and even to the best and only real 
happiness of the person who pos- 
sesses it If such a heart be not 
evil, it is impossible to conceive o( 
any thing which is so. 

Professors of religion should be 
extremely careful, that they do ool 
live and act under the baaefol ia- 
fluence of this dangerous princi- 
ple. Keep your hearts with all 
diligence; for out of them are 
the issues of life. Such as are not 
professors, ought to be convinced, 
that it is by no means so innocent, 
as they have been prone to imagiae, 
to live in a state of imbelief : let 
them hear and tremble at the sol- 
emn declaration : He thai htliiaetk 
fMtj shall be danmetU

I can say truly, I had no idea of 
a state of heathenism before 1 saw 
it. A warm-hearted Christian in 
America, would think that a poor 
miserable idolater would leap for 
joy at the message of grace. Bui 
it is not so in Burmah : 

'*Here Satan binds their captive minds 
Fast in his slavibh cliains." 

The few with whom brother Jud- 
son has conversed since 1 have 
been here^appear inaccessible to 
truth. They sit unaffected, and 
go away unimpressed with what 
they have heard. They are un- 
convinced by ailment, and un- 
moved by love ; and the conversion 
of a Burman, or even the excite- 
ment of a thought towards the trulh, 
must and will be a sovereign act of 
divine power. We long to see that 
act of power displayed ; even one 
instance would fill us with joy. 

Heretofore this Mission has been 
in a confused state, and although 
it has existed for more than eight 
years, it has not been the means of 
inducing a single Burman to for- 
sake his idolatry and turn to the 
Lord. The missionaries have been, 
from various causes, transient res- 
idents here. They first settled un- 
der the cloak of being preachers 
to the English, and it was by this 
means that permission was obtain- 
ed from government ^' to build a 
church,^^ in other words, a mission- 
house ; and instead of appearing to 
the Burmans in the character of 
missionaries, or known by them as 
such, they have been considered as 
standing in a verydifTerent relation 
towards them. There U no rwqn t6 
suppose J that their or our tIbjfiCt ■• 
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coming here is known to but yery 
few individuals. Brother Judsoo 
entering the mission while in this 
state, 'u now considered to be, and 
called, the Engluh Teacher^ and 
this, 1 presume, so far as 1 am 
known among the Burmans, is the 
case with myself, although there 
are no more than two resident En- 
glishmen in the place. Such a sit- 
uation is to us extremely irksome, 
more especially so when we see 
no reason why our real character 
and intention should be concealed. 
Undoubtedly a plain path would at 
first have been pursued with the 
greater facility, and it will be the 
best for us, finding ourselves out, to 
turn into it We are deliberating 
what measures in this case ought 
to be adopted, and how we can 
most effectually remove wrong 
impressions and instamp new ones. 
We wish to be considered Ameri- 
cans and Missionaries. Although 
the natural operation of events 
would in time disclose the whole, 
yet we think it may prudently be 
assisted, by the aid of a change of 
dress, and a removal from our pres- 
ent situation to some other near or 
in the town, where we should be 
more conversant with the Burmans. 
May the Lord direct us in this 
thing. 

Brother Judson has never yet 
been abroad to preach. He has 
applied liinuself constantly to the 
study of the language, with a view 
to the translation of the New Tes- 
tament We both concur in the 
opinion, that before preaching be 
undertaken to any considerable de- 
gree, some portion of the Scrip- 
tures should be in circulation. The 
Burmans, when any thing is said to 
them on the subject of divine truth, 
inquire for our Holy Books ; and 
it is a pleasing fact, that scarcely a 
Burman, with the exception of fe- 
males, is incapable of reading. Be- 
sides, during the progress of trans- 
lation, many theological terms, ap- 
propriate to the different branches 
9f doctrine, may be familiarly ac- 



quired, and their use established, 
which without much consideration 
might be erroneously employed, 
and thus wrong ideas conveyed. 
Having, therefore, press and types 
here, we cannot conscientiously 
withhold from this people the pre- 
cious oracles of God. This opin- 
ion has influenced us to issue, as 
soon as preparations could possibly 
be made, two small tracts, one a 
summary of Christian doctrine, and 
the other a catechism ; the one 1 
was enabled to print the latter part 
of the last, and the other the first 
of the present month ; a copy of 
each 1 send you. By them you 
will see how much we need a 
new fount of types; nany of 
the letters are almost illegible. 
These two little tracts are the first 
printing ever done in Burmah, and 
it is a fact grateful to every Chris- 
tian feeling, that God has reserved 
the introduction of this art here/or 
hit omn u$e. 

We are now printmg an edition 
of 500 of Matthew, brother Judson 
having commenced the translation 
the first of this month. We are 
calculating, should means be affoitl- 
ed us from home or elsewhere, and 
the Lord preserve us from inter- 
ruptions, that besides the edition 
of MK) of Matthew, at the end of 
three years from this time, to giro 
the whole New-Testament to the 
Burmans, to the number perhaps of 
3 or 5000, on which of the two we 
are not decided. Such an event is 
a long while before us ; but we are 
not enabled to act with v^ur and 
dispatch. We are destitute of 
money and fellow-labourers. The 
expense of an edition of 5000 Tes* 
taments we hope will njotdisconr^a 
our brethren at home. The vol- 
ume will contain at least 850 pa- 
ges, or 107 half sheets, laige 8vo. 
The construction of the Bunnaa 
idiom swells it to tlKs enonnom 
bulk. The paper and a new fount 
of types for this edition will cost 
at least 3000 dollars; the wagps of 
two preswen (expecting myself 
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:he types) will amount to 
lars ; the expense of foldini; 
idingf, which I have set at 
•y cheap rate of 20 dollars, 
ich the sum of lOUO dollars ; 
incidental charges are not 
t within the scope of this 
tion.

inllucncc on the minds of the peo- 
ple. It cannot be properly said 
that they believe in a Goj, who 
governs all things. Their most 
exalted and venerable bcii^ are 
those who have arrived to a state of 
nonexistence oreternal «>Icep,which 
is their happy state, and the grand 
dcsUleratufn of all. They now live 
under the dispensation of Gandaraa, 
wiio, on account of his great ivis- . 
doni and virhies, after having lived 
in all the possible ahapos of exist- 
ence, died, and was dcilied, or fell 
asleep no more to aivake. Thecoun- 
try is full oi pagodxs contaioiiig his 
images, which are of protiigious 
size, and by them he is represented, 
in a sitting posture, the kneej turn- 
ed outwards, and the feet brought 
so far inwards, as that the legs cross 
ench other ; by some of them, haw- 
ever, he is represented in his sup- 
posed present state, lying upon his 
side asleep. Many of their pagodas 
and images are covered with gold 
leaf. The Burmans consider the 
world to he eternal, and that there 
is a ii'ced order of things. They 
helieve, that for good works a per- 
son will be rewarded in his next 
state of existence, and that this re- 
ward will come by a necessary 
course of events. Those whose 
deeds are evil, on the contrary will 
be degraded, and if exceedingly 
wicked, will be sent to helL, or a 
place of punishment, to suffer more 
or less according to the nature of 
their crimes. The priests live by 
the voluntary contributions of the 
people, without labour, and in a 
state of celibacy, considering it al- 
most an unholy act, or at least, an 
unbecoming vagrancy of the eye, if 
they look upon a woman. They 
go with their. heads shaven and 
bare, and tlioir dress is a yellow 
cloth tied round their middle, and 
then thrown over their shoulders. 
Their tirst business in the morning 
is to traverse the streets with their 
rice pots, to receive the frep will

But how, continued !> came you to 
know any thing of Jesus? Have 
you been here before? "No." 
Have you seen any writing concern- 
ing Jesus ? " I have seen two lit- 
tle books.^^ Who is Jesus? "He 
is the Son of God, who, pitying 
creatures, came into this world, and 
suffered death in their stead." 
Who is God? " He is a Being, 
without beginning or end, who is 
not subject to old age and death, 
but always is." I cannot tell how 
I felt at this moment This wai 
the first acknowledgment of an 
eternal God, that I had ever heard 
from the lips of a Burman. 1 hand- 
ed him a Tract and Catechism* both 
which he instantly recognized, and 
read here and there, making occa- 
sional remarks to his follower, such 
as, " This is the true God — ^this is 
the right way," &c« I now tried 
to tell him some things about God 
and Christ, and himself; but he did 
not listen with much attention, and 
seemed anxious only to get anoth- 
er book. I had already told him 
two or three times, that 1 had fin- 
ished no other book ; but that in 
two or three months, I would gi\e 
him a larger one, which 1 was now 
daily employed in translating. 
"But," replied he, "have you not 
a little of that book done, which 
you will graciously give me now?"

Permit me to close with a word 
in behalf of Eastern mi-'sioM. 
Great Britain and the United Statei 
appear to be the only countriei 
which can, at present, take a very 
active part in missionary concerns. 
The Briti.«h are fully occupied 
with Indii, Africa, and the South- 
Sea Islands. Ra?t of the British 
possessions in India, are Burmah, 
Siam, several other Indo-Chinese 
nations, the great empire of China, 
Japan, thence north indcfmiteljT 
and southward, the numerous 3Ia- 
layan isles. With all these coun- 
tries the British are no more con- 
nocled than the Americans. The 
British are under no greater oMi- 
gations to evangelize them, thaa 
the Americans. They are not^ 
nearer the Knglish, in point ot 
transportation, than the Americana. 
And furthermore, throughout all 
these countries, the British are 
suspected and feared ; but not the 
Americans. 

The idea that the Western con- 
tinent belonirs to the Americans, 
and the Eastern continent to the 
British, however plausible at first 
sic^'ht, cannot bear a moment^s ex- 
amination. I apprehend, that all 
the North Western Indians, and the 
inhabitants of those parts of South 
America which are accessible, will 
scarcely outnumber the inhabitanti 
of this single empire of Burtnab. 
And on what princijde can the 
Americans, who are perhaps half 
as numerous as the British, be let 
off with one twentieth or one thir- 
tieth part of the work ? But whei 
we apply the case to the Baptists, 
it is still more decisive. There 
are about 50U Bai)tist churches it 
Great Britain, which average one 
kwidred membcn eack.

Mr. Giddings holds meeting on 
Lord't>day in one part of the vil- 
lage, and we in another. On eve- 
nings, he generally attouds our 
meetings. On January 1st. broth- 
er Welch opened a school of about 
25 scholars at live and six dollars 
per quarter. Shortly after, he es- 
tablished a meeting in the School- 
room, on LordVday and evening, 
and Wednesday evening. At lirst, 
only eight or ten came ; now, our 
room cannot hold all tiiat assemble. 
The audience are solemn, atten- 
tive, and often a Dec ted. One or 
two instances of conversion has 
occured the winter past, and one 
or two cases of serious impression 
now exist. 

February 8th, we hope will not 
Boon be forgotten, as the beginning 
of a Baptist Church in St Louis. 
Having previously arranged the 
busine&s, we proceeded to give fel- 
lowship to eleven persons as a reg- 
ular Church of Christ. The foi- 
lowing was the order of the exer- 
cises of the day. 

1 opened worship, by attempting 
to preach (the iirst time for three 
months,) from 1 Cor. iii. :)th. 
" Ye are God's building." Broth- 
er Welch then read our covenant 
and articles of faith, before the 
public, and the members gave their 
assent by rising. Brother W'elch 
then made the consecrating prayer, 
and in the name of Father, Son, 
and Holy Ghost, solemnly pro- 
nounced them a church of tbe Lord 
Jesus. 1 gave tiie right hand of 
fellowship to each member, with 
a short address, and brother Welch 
gave a charge, or exhortation. 
The exercises closed by shewing 
forth the Lord^s death in the Sup- ^' 
per. It was a solemn, refreshing 
and interesting seasoi.i. The con- 
gregation exhibited marks of deep 
solemnity, and profound attention. 
The following \v«>ek, at a church 
meeting, it was resolved to attempt 
to build a house of worship. A 
subscription hab been prepared, 
and from the little exertion already 
made, we Lop<& to ol^^axti %&w\«m» 
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We have so arranged onr subscrip- 
tion as to place the house and lot 
solely in the hands of the Baptist 
Church of St. Louis. 

The expense of living in this 
village is much higher than in 
most of the villages in the Eastern 
States. House rent is extrava- 
gantly high, and very difficult to 
be obtained. I am obliged to give 
twelve dollars per. month for One 
small room, a cellar-kitchen, and 
• few other trifling conveniences ; 
and yet this is called a low rent. 
Provisions, wood, groceries, and al- 
most every thing necessary in a 
family, are likewise high. This is 



whites, especially, west of the 
Missisippi, are tribes of tawny na- 
tives, roaming the forests, or scat- 
tered in Tillages, reaching to tbt 
Western Ocean, and to the coM 
confines of the North, far beyond 
the Lake of the woods. 

The white people scattered 
through the above mention^ 
country, as far as we can learn, 
are in quite a difierent state from 
new settlements, and other places 
in the Northern States, where 
missionaries are sent. Those are 
nominally christianized, these are^ 
on the confines of heathenism, if 
not actually within its boundane*.

population in this town, and partly darkness, as ignorant of the troe 



for want of industrious settlers in 
the country, to supfdy the market 
on reasonable terms. From this 
statement it will be seen, that if 
we continue at St. Louis, our ex- 
penses, with the strictest frugality, 
will be something more than first 
anticipated by us, or the Board; 
and yet we cannot feel it our duty 
to leave this village at the present 
crisis, trusting that the Lord has 
something for us to do here. 

This country is a most important 
missionary field. No just imagi- 
nation can be formed of the vast and 
extensive field, on every side, and 
white already for the harvest. 
We are disposed to utter the Mace- 
donian cry, ^^ Come over and help 
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us. 

From St. Louis, to the South and 
West, are settlements extending 
through the country, and scattered 
about the wilderness as far as the 
''Red river, especially about the 
Arkansas, St. Francis, White, and 
othor rivers. To the North-West, 
are extensive settlements along 
the banks of the Missouri, for near 
three hundred miles, and inter- 
spersed through the country in 
different directions. To the East, 
IS the Territory of Illinois, which 
at present, is an important field, 
and greatly needs missionary la- 



GoD, and the first principles of the 
Christian religion, as the natives of 
Hmdoostan. 

The Board instruct us to pay » 
particular regard to the IndisD 
tribes ; but it is a question whethr 
er far ike present^ it ia our datj 
to pass over thousands of our white 
fellow-men, to reach the Indian set^ 
tlements, while the first are equal: 
ly needy, and present a pro^iect 
of more immediate usefubess. 
Should we receive more hib^ 
something might then be done for 
the Indians. We are not wholtj 
unmindful of our instructions ia 
this respect. One of our present 
scholars is a half Indyin, Brother 
Welch has lately held a council 
with a chief of one of the bands of 
the Sacks^ or Saukees from Roc^ 
river, but nothing of conseqocnci 
is the result. He has two sons 
whom he wishes to learn the Eng- 
lish language, but did not like ta 
g^ve an answer about receirinf 
teachers into their tribe, withost 
consulting other chiefs. 

We learn nothing from the E«t' 
em States, except from the M^ 
zine, which we are much grati^4 
to receive by mail.

*•' With respect to the disposi- 
tions we wish to recommend toyoa 
in fulfilling the great object you 
have in view, we need not enlarge : 
We are persuaded your own mild 
temper will ever preserve you 
from every harsh expression, and 
every thing else that would offend, 
rather than win the natives. Your 
aim is to draw, not to frighten or 
repel your hearers. Zeal for God, 
tempered with deep compassion 
for men-— earnestness in your ad- 
dresses, mixed with the tenderness 
of a kind and anxious parent, and 
a holy conversation, will not fail to 
gain you the respect and confi- 
dence of the natives. Your hea- 
then and mussulman ncighbomt 
must always be welcome to your 
house and presence : nothing must 
give you greater pleasure than 
their visits, let them come at what- 
ever hour of the day they may. 
Beading to them the divine word, 
accompanied with serious applica- 
tion and prayer, will shew them 
that vou love their souls and that 
you are seeking their eternal good. 
" The doctrines we wish yon to 
preach are, we hope, already in- 
terwoven into your own concep- 
tions and gracious feelings. Those 
doctrines, however, which distin- 
giiish the gospel as a system of n- 
demption, we wish you to lay as 
the basis of all your discourses . 
these are, the fall and total deprav- 
ity of man — his being in an abso- 
lutely perishing condition, with his 
whole understanding dark, his en- 
tire affections polluted, and his 
whole will alienated from God, 
ending in a complete spiritual and 
voluntary incapacity to save him- 
self — the overflowing mercy of 
God in Christ — the complete atone- 
ment, and perfect righteousness, 
and all-prevalent intercessioi 
Christ — his gracious ti^Voix^ 
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work of the Spirit — the necessity 
of regeneration and a holy hie — 
the l^dl&pon^auie nectvsMi^' uf cod- 
version — a iuiure stale uf everlast- 
ing rewurds and puuu»hments.

alone hnd lite and peace. The 
preaching of this doctrine by the 
apostle Taul, as well as the revival 
of it at the Ketbrmation, and by 
AVhitelield, and others, produced a 
harvest which yet replenishes and 
exhilarates the whole church of 
Godi so that your work will not 
consist in gaining petiy victories 
in argument over their supersti- 
tions, but in preaching the doctrine 
of faith, *oi the cross,^ as the 
ground of acceptance with God, to 
the utter exciu:>ion ot all works of 
merit ; and this doctrine being re- 
ceived, the mind will at once reject 
the whole system of superstition ;

*" In prosecuting your ministry, 
you will consider yourself as a 
person bearing tiding:^, tidings of 
the last consequence to be known, 
enriching forever those who cor- 
dially beheve them, but this 
news must be carried to the souls 
committed to you, as they are 
widely scattered, and know not 
as yet the value of a gospel minis- 
try, nor the pleasures of meeting 
for congregational worship. Be- 
ware •! the insinuation, that ' mis- 



sionaries can do little in the way of 
preaching ; this must be left to the 
converted natives.^ To resist this 
temptation it is only necessary to 
listen to the apostle : ^ it pleai^d 
God, by the foolishness of preach- 
ing, to save them that belief e.^ 
1 his then is to be your great and 
daily work, the most important aod 
most necessary part of your whole 
ministry, viz. constant visits to the 
natives, either on foot, or on 
horseback, &c. If the natives arc 
not visited, nothing can pa«sibij oe 
done in a case where ignorance is 
so great, and the natives so shy of 
familiar intercourse. 

^^ We hope at some future time, 
to enable you to set up schools, but 
at present, funds are wanting. 

^^ The spiritual state and laboaif 
of the native assistants who may 
be near you, must be ws^lied 
over with a kind, but a daily at- 
tention : they must be stinted up 
to their duty ; and the growth of 
religion in them will he an object 
you will not neglect Upon their 
spirituality and Scripture knowl- 
edge depends their usefulDPSi. 
Pray with and for them daily. 
Converted native assistants are, ai 
means, the very hope of India.

now greatly altered, and religion 
is far from being an uncommon top- 
ic. Indeed, a great number of 
persons, in every rank of life, are 
truly partakers of the grace of 
God ; and are not ashamed of the 
faith of a crucified Redeemer. 

In 1 793, the year of my arrival 
in India, there was no one among 
the natives friendly to the gospel. 
Indeed, scarcely any of them knew 
any thing about it. There was no 
part of the Bible in their language ; 
and consequently Christianity wa« 
condemned without examination ; 
while the evil lives of many Eu- 
ropeans, and the inability of the 
natives to distinguish between 
genuine and nominal Cliristianity, 
led them indiscriminately to con- 
demn all as Christians who were 
dressed in European clothes. 

This season of ignorance is, I 
trust, drawing to an end. The wide 
spread of the Scriptures of^ truth, 
has gradually undermined thatconfi- 
dcnce which the natives of India for 
merly had in the Shastras, and great 
numbers are not only open to con- 
viction, but actually despise in their 
hearts, the superstitions among 
which thoy live. It is clear to 
them, that there is a reality in the 
gospel, which deserves their close 
attention ; and that Christianity is 
much more than a name. I now 
speak of that general conviction 
which I think I clearly see, with- 
out mentioning the instances of 
genuine conversion, in which the 
conviction is personal, and leaJs to 
a deep abliorrence of idolatry and 
its concomitants. 

There is now in India a more 
than ordinary attention, to the set- 
ting up of Schools for the instruc- 
tion of native children and youths 
in the different branches of learn« 
ing. This meets with the heart j 
co-operation of the natives them- 
selves, many of whom, persons of 
property, have subscribed liberally 
to this object; and it is a common 
thing for the principal people in a 
town or village to unite in an am- 
plication for a school to be set mi^ 
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in their place of residence. 1 think 
there are now about an hundred 
schools belonging to our mission, 
besides those belonging to other 
denominations. 

By the last letter I recetred 
from brother J udson, he and broth- 
er Hough, with their families, 
were well. They are pursuing 
Iheir great object, and we haTC 
every reason to believe .that the 
power of God will ere long be ex- 
erted in the conversion of some of 
the Burman nation to our Lord 
Jesus. Indeed, at least forty per- 
sons of that nation, generally called 
Mugs, are now in Church fellow- 
shipi who were collected by the 
labours of our late brother De 
Bruyn, at Chitti^ong. To the un- 
speakable loss of that congregation, 
oor brother, De Bruyn, lost his life 
a short time ago, ha?ing been stab- 
bed in a fit of passion by a young 
man to whom he had acted as a

OTAHEITE. 

The following letters call anew upon 
the friends of the Missionary Cause 
to rejoice and be thankful. God 
hath done great things for i», 
whereof we are glad^ and to Him 
alone be all the glory ef our success, 

Eimeo, Aug. 13, 1816. 

Honoured Fathers and Brethi-en, 

TiiE last letter we received from 
you was dated July 23d, 1814, and 
reached us in May, 1815, as we 
have mentioned before. And our 
last to you, was dated Sept. 5th, 1815, 
a duplicate of which^aa va^ial^'dccom- 



panies this. We gladly embrace the 
present opportunity of giving you 
a further account of the state of 
the islands and of the mission. At 
the time the above mentioned let- 
ter was written, the ^te of af-* 
fairs in these islands was full of 
confusion and uncertainty ; the bal- 
ance, as far as we could perceive, 
was nearly equipoised ; it appeared 
Tery doubtful whether the heatbeD 
party, who had taken up arms to 
avenge the cause of the gods and 
the ancient castoma of their fore- 
fathers, might not prevail, and 
occasion either the exterminatioo 
or banishment of all who had em- 
braced Christianity, together wirh 
ourselves, at least, from these in- 
lands of Tahiti and Eimeo. The 
months of July and August, pre- 
vious to the date of our letter, bad 
been with us and our poor people 
fl time of trouble and great anxiety. 
The 14th of July we had set apart 
as a day of hnmilfation, fasthig, and 
prayer, and were joined by several 
hundreds of our people, in seeking 
mercy and protection from Hio 
who has the hearts of all men in 
bis hands, and to whose control all 
actions and events are subject. K 
was ' a day of trouble' with us ; and 
we and our persecuted people did 
call upon Jehovah ; and we tbbk 
there is no presumption in sayingi 
our supplications were regarded, 
our prayers were answered, and 
according to his promise, he did 
send us ^deliverance,' though not 
in the way we anticipated or ex* 
pected. 

Those people at Tahiti who 
had embraced Christianity, baring 
providentially made their escape 
and joined us at Eimeo, their ene- 
mies, as we mentioned before, qotf- 
relied among themselves. Tbe 
Attehuru party having fought withf 
and vanquished the Porionnu, T^ 
haroa, &c. they and the Taiarapa 
party who had assisted them.quarrel- 
led again among themselves, siai 
fought; when the Taiarapuam 
were conque«%d, and driven to iht 
mountains.

as they were not all engaged at 
once, beii^ among bushes and trees, 
those that had a few minutes of 
respite, fell on their knees, crying 
to Jehovah for mercy and protec- 
tion, and that he would be pleased 
to support his cause against the 
idols of the heathen, boon after 
the commencement of the engage- 
ment, Upufara^ the Chief of JPa- 
para, (the principal man on the 
side of the idolaters,) was killed; 
this, as soon as it was known, threw 
the whole of his party into confu- 
sion, and Pomare's party quickly 
gained a complete victory. How- 
ever, the vanquished were treated 
with great lenity and moderation ; 
and Pomare gave strict orders 
that they should not be pursued, 
and that the women and children 
should be well treated. This was 
complied with ; not a woman or 
child was hurt ; nor Was the prop 
erty of the vanquished plundered. 
The bodies also of those who fell 
in the engagement) contrary to the 
former barbarous practice, were 
decently buried ; and the body of 
the Chief of Papara was taken in 
a respectful manner to his own 
land, to be buried there. 

These things had a happy effect 
upon the minds of the idolaters. 
They unanimously declared that 
they would trust the gods no lon- 
ger ; that they had deceived them 
and sought their ruin ; that hence* 
forward they would cast them 
away entirely, and embrace this 
new religion, which is so distin- 
guished by its mildness, goodness, 
and forbearance. 

In the evenin? after the batt,le, 
the professors of Christianity as- 
sembled together to worship and 
praise Jehovah for the happy turn

In consfjquence of these events, 
idolatry wan entirely abolished 
bot^ at Tahiti and Eioico ; and We 
have the preat, but formerly un- 
c^p cted ^iti-ifaction, of being able 
to say, that Tahiti and Eimeo, to- 
gether with the small islands of 
Tapuamanu and Teturoa^ are now 
altot^ether in profession, Christian 
Inlands, The pfods are destroyed, 
the maries demolished, human sap 
critices, and infant murder, we 
hope, forever abolished ; and the 
people every where calling upon 
us to come and teach them. 

The Sabbath day i^ also every 
where strictly observed, and pla* 
CCS for the worship of the true 
God have bean erecj^d, and are 
now erecting, in e\ery district; 
and where there is no preaching, 
the people have prayer-meetings 
every Sabbath and every Wednes- 
day evening, all around Taliiti and 
Eimeo. 

But this is not all ; we have also- 
good news to communicate about 
the Leeward Islands. Tamatoa^ 
or a^ he is now called Tapa^ the 
principal Chief, has also publicly 
renounced idolatry, and embraced 
Chriijtianity. His example has 
been followed by most of the oth- 
er Chiefs, and a large majority of 
the people throughout the four 
Society Islands : viz. Huahine, Rai- 
atea, Tahaa, and Borabora. Two 
Chiefs of Borabora, named Tcfaa- 
ora and Jlfat, have distinguii^hed 
themselves by their zeal in die- 
stroying the gods, and erecting a 
house for the worship of the true 
God. The Chiefs of these island^ 
have sent letters and repeated' 
messages to us, eamestX^ enVt^^V 



ing us to send some of oar nuTnlH>r 
to them, to teach them also : aod 
Afai^ a Chief of Borabora, sent m 
a letter to remind ut that 5e*w 
Christ and his apostles did not coo- 
fioe their instructions to one place 
or country. 

A war broke out lately at Raia> 
tea also, one principal came of 
which was that Tapa and othen 
had cast away and destroyed the 
gods. The idolaters were resolv- 
ed to avenge this, and consequent- 
ly attacked Tflpa and his friendi; 
but were themselvefr, as at Tahiti, 
cntirelv defeated, and afterwardi 
treated with much more leoitj 
than they deserved; but thou§|ii 
they were then snbdued. vet there 
IB Still a party iit Uaiatea talking of 
war, and the restoration of the 
gods; but it is to be hoped tint 
they will not be able to effect any 
thing of consequence, is the gres^ 
majority of the people appear de* 
cidedly in favour of Christianity. 

Since the above happy cbai^ 
of affairs at Tahiti, brother Nott, 
at the request of the brethren, 
went over on a visit to Tahiti, ac* 
compained by brother HaywinL 
He preached to the people in eve- 
ry district all around the islandi. 
Large congregations assembled 
with readiness every where, and 
their attention and behaviour were- 
very encouraging. At the present 
time brother Bicknoll is there, 
partly for the purpose of preach- 
ing to the people in the different 
districts, and thinking al<o that the 
voyage and journey might be con- 
ducive to the restoration of hif 
health, which is much impaired, 
and has been in a very precarioiii 
state for many months pa«t. 

The School, notwithstandiof 
former discouragements, has pros- 
pered exceedingly, and ccntinuef 
to prosper; though at present m**

VVe inclose another friendly let- 
ter of his Excellency Governor 
Ittacquarie ; as also a letter from 
Pomare, concerfung his family 
gods, which have been delivered 
to us, that we might either destroy 
them, or, if we think proper, send 
them to yom We have chosea 
the latter, and send theai bv this 
conveyance, nailed up in a case di- 
rected to Mr. Hardcastle. These 
are the king^s family goda, and are 
a good specimen of the whole.

To the Missiouaiies. 
Friends, 

May you be saved by Jehovah 
and Jesus Christ <»w<c ^vn»^Y. 
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This is my speech to you, my 
friends, i wish you to send those 
idols to Britane for the Missionary 
Society, that they may know the 
likeness of the gods that Tahiti 
worshipped. Those were my own 
idols, belonging to our family from 
the time of Taaroamanahune* even 
to Vairaatod\ ; and when he died 
he left them with me. And now 
having been made acquainted with 
the true God^ with Jehovah, He is 
my God^ and when this body of 
mine shall be dissolved in death, 
may the Three-One save me ! And 
this is my shelter, my close hiding 
place, even from the anger of Je- 
hovah. When he looks upon me, 
1 will hide me at the feet of Jesus 
Christ the Saviour, that I may es- 
cape. J fed pleasure and satisfac- 
tion in my mind ; / rejoice^ I praise 
Jehovah^ that he hath made kntncn 
his word unto me. I should have 
gone to destruction if Jehovah had 
not interposed. — Many have died 
and are gone to destruction, kings 
and common people; they died 
without knowing any thing of the 
true God ; and now when it came 
to the small remainder of the peor 
pie, Jehovah hath been pleased to 
make known his word, and we are 
made acquainted with his good 
word, made acquainted with the 
deception of the false gods, with 
all that is evil and false. The tru« 
God Jehovah, it was he that made 
us acquainted with these things. 
It was you that taught us ; but the 
words, the knowledge, was from Je- 
hovah. It is because of this that / 
rejoice^ and I pray to Jehovah that 
he may increase my abhorrence of 
every evil way.

that ; man cannot effect it ; it is 
the work of God to cause evil 
things to be cast off, and the lo?e 
of them to cease. 

I am going a jouniey around 
Tahiti,to acquaint the Raatins with 
the word of God, and to cause them 
to be vigilant about good things. 
The word of God does grow in 
Tahiti, and the Raatiras are dili- 
gent about setting up houses for 
worship ; they are also diligent in 
seeking instruction, and now it if 
well with Tahiti. 

That principal idol that has the 
red feathers of the Otuu ia Teroe- 
harot ; that is his name, look yoa, 
you may know it by the red fea- 
thers; that was Vairaatoa's own 
god, and those feathers were from 
the ship of Lieut Watts [in 1788 ;] 
it was Vairaatoa that act them 
himself about the idol. If yon 
think proper, you may bum them 
all in the fire ; or, if you like, send 
them to your country, for the in- 
spection of the people of Europe, 
that they may satisfy their curiosi- 
ty, and know Tahiti's foolish gods! 

This is also one thing that I 
want to inquire of you ; when 1 go 
around Tahiti, it may be that the 
Raatiras and others will ask me to 
put down tlieir names ; what shall 
1 do then? Will it be proper frr 
me to write down their names? ^^ 
is with you — ^you are our teachers, 
and you are to direct us. We 
have had our prayer-meeting the 
beginning of this month, February ;

passed on their pilgrimage to the 
West. One company of them (the 
other had proceeded by the way 
of N. Jersey,) I found, as I advan- 
ced on my route, were encamped 
at no great distance from me: — 
They were at Dryden, in the state 
of New- York. 1 thought it my 
duty to take some pains to learn, 
from their own mouths, their his- 
tory and their religious system; 
and if possible, to convince some 
of them, of their delusion. 

On the 26th of IVovcmber, in 
company with the Rev. VVilliam W. 
Powers, pastor of the Baptist 
church in Virgil, I visited their 
camp ; — for a camp it seemed to be 
that we were approaching, as the 
tops of their large covered wag- 
gons presented to the distant ob- 
server, the appearance of tents, and 
no other dwelling could be seen 
there, but a low hut, pointed out 
by the ascending smoke. It was oa 
a spot of rising ground, amidst 
stumps and logs, and near the edge 
of extensive woods which defend- 
ed it from the north and western 
winds. 

Some of the men were in front 
of the hut, making baskets. Among 
Ihem was a Mr. Joseph Ball, for- 
merly a preacher of Woodstock, 
Vermont. Mr. Powers had seen 
him before, and from conversation 
with him, had obtained some evi- 
dence of his being a man of real 
piety. After giving him his hand 
with the usual salutation, he intro- 
duced me. We were both receiv- 
ed in a friendly manner. My new 
acquaintance appeared bumble, 
modest and affable. He invited ut 
to walk in. Accordingly, we fol- 
lowed him as he entered, stepping 
over the boards, two or three feet 
high, which partly enclosed the 
south end of the hut; a temporary 
building hastily made of boards, all 
rough from the saw PulL TV<t 
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north cud wa^ enclosed to the top. 
Tlie sides and roof were tbrined by 
placin'^ hoards in a staiidmg position, 
the iMiv <mh1 of thcni resting on the 
ground, and the other, i think, on 
a pole uvcr hf ad. On tlie ground 
at the extroinil.y of the room, were 
the I'lmN, on which as 1 had been 
(old, thry alt couch down at night, 
'riicri! w(M'<:now lying on them an 
idiot child about tivo years old, and 
a fo('l>k woman or two. Along 
the hidc:<> of the building were pla- 
ced chests and boards, which serv- 
ed lor chaii-s. Overhead were laid 
•ip two loaded mnskets, ready for 
use. In the centre, there was a 
lire on the ground, and over it hung 
a pot for cooking. Sonne of the 
company were at dinner. They 
cat standing, and use neither knives 
nor forks. There were present 
five or six men, aboat a dozen wo- 
men, many of them young, and 
ei£:ht or ten cliildren. The whole 
number that belonged to the com- 
pany, was between thirty and 
forty. Some were absent. The 
men woar their beard long, except 
on the upper lip, from which they 
occasionally shear it ; and all, men 
and women, wear around them 
a girdle of bearskin with the 

hair on. 

We continued in friendly con- 
versation with Mr. Ball ; and as 
sooiT as the way was prepared, so 
that itcouKl be done without a seem- 
ing abruptness, 1 requested him in 
a kind and respectful manner, to 
give us an account of the rise and 
progress of their society. He rea- 
dily commenced, and said that it 
arose a few years ago, in Canada, 
near tlie forks of the river St. Fran- 
cis. What, I inquired, were the par- 
ticular events which led to its forma- 
tion ? He was proceeding to tell, 
when a man distinguished from the 
rest by an a^poct peculiarly hide- 
ous, and a thick, reil beard of supe- 
rior length, raised his 'voice : — 
^Joseph!' said he, M want to 
speak a word to you — I'd rather 
you would ask that man why we 
aT9 commanded not to beconfonn-

towards him, to take my leave. — 
* Don't touch his paiv !' was the 
cry ; and the poor man stood like 
a statue, not daring to more bis 
hand, nor speak a word. 

With what emotions we retired 
from this scene of imposture an<f 
delusion, I shall not attempt to de- 
scribe. It wns, indeed, a striking 
exhibition of the melancholy con- 
sequences which n?»turally result 
from leaving the Scripture3 to seek 
for new revelations. 

The Prophet had receiv^^d sev- 
eral new followers, at Dryden. 
Some of the people in that vicinity 
have, for years, been the subject* 
of various, and strange delusions; 
and they seem prepared to em- 
brace almost any thing that is 
novel and extravagant. One of 

them, a certain John T r. who 

arose in that place, set himselT up, 
not long ago, as the leailcr of a 
party on the river Chenango, it i-* 
said he commenced a t'olk);ver of 
Elias vSmith, but he has gone far 
beyond lilm. He professes to have 
had visions and revelations ; anil 
* he secii^: to aim at t!ie -subversion

church of Christ His followers, 
like the Shakers, dance at their 
meeting^ ; and they address each 
other only hy . their lirst names. 
Thus their leader b called simply 
John ; and they are themselves 
sometimes denominated Johnitn, 

Me has a new method of estab- 
lishing his peculiar tenets : He of- 
fers to rwear to the truth of them.... 
a thing which he exultingly de- 
clares that persons of no other 
denomination dare to do. Some- 
times, too, upon teaching a strange 
doctrine, he presents, to establish 
it, not proofs from the Scriptures, 
but living witnesses, and calls upon 
Joe and Peggy to testify if it is 
not ?o. 

I was credibly informed that last 
winter, in order to answer, as he 
pretended, to a prediction in the 
Apocalypse, he had his horse paint- 
ed, and carried a flag as he rode, on 
which was written, ^^ St. John the 
Divine." 

Some of his adherents, I was 
told, had lately visited the Proph- 
et at Drydcn ; and it is not improba- 
ble that some of them will join the 
company of the Pilgrims.

In addition to our other meetings, for 
a considerable time we held one weekly, 
particularly designed for serious iu- 
quiring sinners. These we found in- 
teresting, and we think not unprofitable. 
Meetings more solemn, especially to 
persons called to watch for souls as one 
that must give an account, you can 
scarcely conceive. The number that 
attf^de-l, was frequently from twenty to 
forty. It IS more easy to imagine, than 
to describe the feelings naturally excited 
on meeting with this number, most of 
them in tears under deep concern for 
their souls. 

The relations of candidates fi)r ad^ 
mission to the church have been very 
clear and satisfactory. They have ex- 
pressed their full beuef, tliat the heart 
IS totally defiraved^ Uiat none can 
change it but God, that Jesus Christ is 
a foMe Saxtiour, and that all who are 
once united to him are sure to be kept 
by his power through £tilh unto salva- 
tion. 

Our baptizings have been — in Dec. 
1816, one ; in April following, nine ; 
and more or less in every month since, 
till Jan. 1818. The whole number 
that have united with the Baptist 
church, is seventy-nine: tliirty-seveii 
males and furty-two females.* These 
seasons of baptizing have been iiecu* 
liarly solemn and impressive. Some 
inquiring sinners are stiU found amongst 
us. Those who have made a profession, 
almost witliout a single exception, seem 
thus far to have lived to God» 

One, who in this revival was thought 
to experience religion, has since been 
called home. From the first of hut 
awakening he was favoured with a pe- 
culiarly deep sense of sin and of the ex- 
treme dcceitfulness of the heart. In 
health he hoped, but witli trembling. 
He never made a profession. At the 
time of his sickness and death he was 
far from home, and from all his rela- 
tions and friends, excepting a brother 
in law and a cousin. The following is 
an extract of a letter written by the 
brother in law of the deceaM.d, to his 
father. 

New Orleans, Nov. 11, 1817. 

Honoured and dear Father, 

By the sad experience til many years,

It lias now 
become a painful, but necessary duty to 
inform you, dear Sir, that on Saturday 
evening last, youiv-j'es, your beloved 
Bon Is;iac, died. May God be with 
you and sustain and ccmifoit you under 
this sore aflhction. I trust you havt 
long enjoyed the sweets of the holy relt- 
gkmyoujsrofess. Cast your burden upon 
wt Lnnl, and he will support you . Re* 
member the injunction of an inspired 
Apostle, and do net mount as those tliat 
have ncUiope. Your son, I trust, is gone 
before you tn the realms dt bliss. I 
doubt not, that lie is this moment rejoic- 
ing and singing the praises of redeem* 
ine love. Very pleasant was he in 
life, and calm, serene and resigned ia 
deAth. 

He appeared to the last moment of 
life to luive the full enjoyment of his 
reason. Being satisfied that his life 
was near to a close, I tdd him his tk- 
nation . He did not seem to be alarmedv 
but told me he expected it ; rec^uested 
me tn give him my hand, and said. My 
dear brother, you are the nearest eartli- 
ly friend I have lierp ; give my dying 
love to all my dear friends, and to your 
dear £. and children in particular. 
At another time he said. Give my best 
love to my dear fatlier and sister S^ 
and all my dear friends. Tell them 
that I am not afmi'l to die ; that I have 
a hope in Christ ; that I think I shall 
|{o to rest. A little before his death, he 
■aid. My dear brother, I am dying, but 
lam not alarmed. I know that I have 
heen a great sinner, btt I trust that my 
sins are pardoned, and that I sluill go to 
live with Christ. He fell asleep, witli- 
out a single sigh or groan. Never be- 
fore did I witness such calmness in a 
dyin^ roan. ( > ! withhold not tlie praise 
that IS due to God's great name, forgiv- 
ing us reason to hope that our friend is 
gone to rest. Come, let us dry our 
tears and prepare to follow our de- 
parted friend to the realms of bliss; 
yea, and from henceforth, Write, bless- 
ed are the dead who die in the IjordJ*

Rut there has 
id ways been a number who have main- 
tained their tra\'el in the worst of times, 
and though faints itiU /tar^uing; t 
have frequently doubted whetlier my 
work was not done in this place, and 
often almost determined to leave the 
people. But when I reSected on the 
jrouth, who had become very mimeroui 
m our society, mv purpose would 
change, and I found it hard to deter- 
mine what was duty. But at length 
llie morning dawned. There had bem 
an mcreasing attention, particularly 
among the youth, for many aoonths ; 
but nahmir v^rv sDecial appeared until 



about the first of last June. It was 
now evident, that a number of young 
|>copIe were under very aerkus imprcs- 
skns of mind, ft increased. They 
were convinced of their totally lost and 
undone condition. No arguments were 
now necessary, to convince them of the 
total depravity of their hearts, of the 
absolute necessity of regeneration, or of 
tlie so\ereignty of grace in efieciing iu 
A number were brought, in the course 
of this month, to rejoice in pardoning 
mercy. On the first day of Julv, four 
persons were baptiaed. It was suppos- 
ed that more than a thousand people 
were present on the occasion ;. and a 
more solemn scene, I never witnesied. 
The assembly appeared interested ia 
the solemn transactkns of the day, and 
many were very seriously affected. 
From that thnc to the present, the good 
work lias progressed slow and solemn. 

More than sixty persons have pub- 
Ijclcly pmfessed their faith in Christ. 
1 liere are many, who, in the jndg- 
roent of charity, have experienced a 
change of heart; but who have not 
yet made a public profcsskm of reUgitfi.

Death 
advanced wiih a persevering step, and 
seemed determined to exhibit his 
gloomy feiUui*es in every Iioum*. So 
general was the calamity, that indivicU 
uals were engrossed to buch an extent 
by their own solicitudes and miseries, 
as U) forget what was due to others, 
and thercfi>re the usual eHicc^s of sym- 
pathy and friendbliip were in a greiX 
degree precluded. 

Among thoHc who happily passed 
from tlie conflicts of t}ie pieseiit state, 
to die triumphs of realized hope, is to 
be numbered Mrs. Ann Uarnwelu 
As she was not anu^nz tlie earliest vic- 
tims tothc prevailiag disease, slie had an 
interval ot health, daring the dUtjLM^uk- 
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ing period, for Ihc further display of 
her exalted benevolence in ministering 
to the necessities and afflictions of otii- 
crs. Alter a courbe of laborious vig- 
ilance and anxiety in attending; tlie 
hick, and in seizing every occasion to 
recommend the consblatiuns of Chri^, 
&!ie was herself palled to her long de- 
sired reversion. Her loss is felt, and 
lamented bv a numerous circle of 
friends who nad long admired the un- 
common brilliancy of her Christian 
course, and the sublime tendencies of 
piety in which she soared towards heav- 
en. Enriched with the knowled^ of 
Mlvation, and matured in the hvely 
experiences of a devodonal life, she 
appeared to all to liave gone through 
tlie prescribed limits of her probation, 
and to be awaiting, in the quietness of 
faith, the rewarding benediction of her 
Lord. Her*s was tlie spirit which 
rested not upon the mouldering confines 
of earth, which could find, in the sound 
of worldly joy, no according notes to 
the higher melodies d[ the soul, which 
coQld not be restndned from its hdy 
aspiratioQs, by the weight of its slug- 
gish tenement, nor diverted from its 
superior ilu^ht, by the fascinations of 
vecubr deught Her religion >vas 
communion with Uer God, her litis was 
the expresaon ^ an elevated sense of 
bis mercy, and her individual acts, 
successive exemplifications oi a spirit 
bowing to heavenly authority. Tier 
way was marked not by the coihmaivd- 
ing boldness of unexpected elevations, 
nor by the stem gloom of distressing 
depths, but by that enga^ng uniformity 
which the mind views with steady and 
unvar}ing delight. Her's was tlie 
happy faculty to blend religion, not on- 
ly with the ereat occasions of exist- 
ence, but witn that minute series of 
nvents, which must fill up the greater 
part of every life. Her attainments in 
divine knowledge, and her acquaint- 
ance with her own heart had furnished 
her witli an unusual promptitude in 
giving instructive solutions for all that 
was mysterious and complicated in 
the arrangements of Providence. And 
whilst spirits with less perceptible tra- 
ces of the divine image, than that 
wliich she bore, would be urged by im- 
petuais emotions to the disquietude of 
repining grief, she could meet, witli the 
smile of submissk)n, — events which 
were most adverse to favourite antici- 
pations. With her it seemed to be an es- 
tablislied concession, that the sufferings 
of time were as much the gift of the 
l^rd, and the privilege of his i^eople, as 
the joys and comforts which they so 
readily accepted at his hands. Of 
t^veral very trying mia\\Qios,tlve \vrit- 



er of this has known her to speak, not 
with the indifference of a heart which 
was at ease, because it had not been 
lacerated ; nor jret in the supineness of 
a sensibility whk:h was not tortured 
because it had not bled ; but with that 
interestinf^ grace ofenli^tened resig- 
nation, whidi felt whilst it adored. 

Mrs. Barnwell was the exemplary 
Christian. In the mildness of an un- 
assuming splendour, she was conspicu- 
ous in rendering tlie tribute of visible 
homage to the precepts and injunctiais 
of her heavenly Master. •' lliere is 
one who adorns the doctrine of Gnd 
her Saviour," was the concurring testi- 
mony of all her acquaintances. Her 
first care was to understand the will cf 
God, and next to this was her strenu- 
ous and persevering activity, in mi- 
nute, as well as comprehensive com- 
pliances. Her devotional bias was to 
besieen at all dmes ; as well in the nu- 
merous circle which her pre-eminent 
worth had drawn, around her, as in 
more retired conversatkms, with a 
select few« The position whidi she 
had taken, was an eminence from 
which she was unwilling to descend, t« 
hold fiirthcr intercourse with an un- 
substantial scene of empty pleasure. 
In the light of her example there was 
a steadiness, which was the evident re- 
sult of that inward fervour of afiection, 
that gives to the i>ath of the Just, a 
brightness, improving into perfea day. 
Her works of benevwnce were not a 
few shming marks, placed at dibUnt 
and sbUtary intervals in the tenor cf 
her life, but the unbroken lustre of an 
ascending series, of which heaven was 
to he the consummation. '4*he readi- 
ness and liberality, with which bhe 
contributed to pious designs, was in- 

Suently proved by the writer of this 
i^etch, who deeply feels, and regrets 
so great a loss to the church as that 
occasioned by her death. 

If there was any one quality for 
which Mrs. Barnwell was retnark- 
able, it was that practical, and experi- 
mental unction of grace, which gave* 
most happy sweetness to her general 
deportment. It is admitted that a con- 
stitutional suavity of disposition has 
often appeared to possess all the ew 
ncss and serenity ot Christian equanimi- 
ty. But it must always be obserx-ed, that 
such disposidons, however delicately 
wrought, are, both in principle and ifl 
practice, different firom the temper u 
one under di\ine influence. The 
latter can asdgn a reason for all the 
placid mo\'ement8 of conduct ; the icic- 
mer has a mildness which is the mere 
quiescence of nature, and consequently 
possesses no moral dignity ; the oxehss

She delighted in frequenting the 
house ot God. The minisii-aticn of die 
word, and the administration of die or- 
dinances, had attractions for her far 
beyond all things with whicli this world 
can addrebs tiie senses. These who 
had the pleasure to address the con- 
gregation, of wliich she was a part, 
wei-e compelled lo remark the pro- 
found reveix-ncc with which she wail- 
ed on tlie Lord. Ihose sermons w.^cli 
contained the clearest expositions of 
that doctrine, on which ihe name of 
Christ had stamped a iieculiar liutre, 
were diviousiy the iniibt dear to her! 
At the same time she was ever ready 
to receive impressive exhortations to 
duty from the pulpit, and would not 
charge a legal sj)irit upon tiie preacher. 
She could well under&iaiid ihat the 
necessaiy proportions ot the Christian 
miiiistry would be destrmed, it doc- 
trines were insisted on to the neglect of 
duties, or duties to the neglect of doc- 
trines.

■ Perceiving hi? thirst for Icnowl- 
edge, some of his friends propos- 
ed to assist him in obtaining an 
education, with a jview to the 
ministry in the Congregational 
church. With a desien to this, 
he entered Phiilips^s Academy at 
Andovcr ; but how long he contin- 
ued there, is not stated. - AAerthis, 
he put himself under the tuition of 
a respectable Congregational min- 
ister in the state of Xcw-Hamp- 
s.Hire^ He occasionally kept school 
and studied under dilTerent instruc- 
ters, until he had acquired such 
knowledge of the languages, that 
he thoiight of offering himself for 
examination at Cambridge. He 
attended Commencement, for this 
pdrpooe, probably in 1790 ; but saw 
some things in the conduct of one 
of the young graduates, who was in- 
tending shortly to enter upon the 
ministry, which disgusted him to 
such a degree, that he resolved not 
to proceed. Conscious that his 
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own hrart wa? not soflBcientlj mUIk 
lUhed in r^^li^ion to qualify him for 
the officp of a teacher in the church 
of God, ho wa** struck with the im- 
propriety of obtaining an edncation 
loU'lv for the fake of becoming a 
niini«ter of the gospel ; and an that 
was the condition on which he was 
to receive the patronage of his 
friend^ he could not con^ientioua- 

Sgo forward, while ignorant of 
e nature and unsettled as to the 
reality of religion himself He 
ther^^lore returned without offer- 
iDg him!*elf for examination. 

Not long after, while in thin agi- 
tated, undetermined state of mind, 
he happened to spend an evening in 
company with a number of gentle- 
men of deistical sentiments. Some 
of them obserfing his tone of feel- 
ing, that he was not fixed in his re- 
ligious sentiments, advised him to 
read Hume^s Essays. He according- 
ly road them ; and being charmed 
with the elegance of the st^le, he 
almost imperceptibly drank in the 
poison of skepticism. Guided by 
this new light, he proceeded to 
read Voltaire, Volney, Gibbon, 
Bollingbroke, Shaftsbury, and, to 
complete his course of deistical 
readini^, Paine*d Age of Reason. 
Although at timjBS he was greatly 
shaken with these different and 
contradictory sentiments, yet truth 
Ind taken too firm a hold of his 
understanding, to he dislodged by 
the sophistical reasoning of infidel- 
ity. He at length came to this 
resolution, ^^ I am determined, said 
tie, to keep on searching, until I 
find some solid foundation to rest 
«pon.'^ Urged by his conscience, 
he was at last driven back to his 
Bible. This precious Bible, which 
had been long neglected, ^^ a book, 
(to use his own language,) which 
had li?ed through ages, and had 
borne the severest scrutiny of its 
enemies," was blessed to his con- 
riction. He was led to view his own 
character as exceedingly sinful. 
He clearly perceived, that the re- 

Jiuiremonts of the holy law of God, 
ar exceed all tlie eSbrta and diipo* 



niions of a deprared heart He 
was brooght onreserredly to ac-- 
knowledge the righteousness of the 
divine law, althoogh it condemned 
him as a transgiessor. 

These overwhelming convictions 
continued for several weeks, until 
he was almost Hofit for any kind of 
business. After passing a distress- 
ing night, in which he seems to 
have been almost afraid to close 
Aiis eyes lest he should awake is 
hell ; he rose in the morning, and 
was deeply affected with a sense of 
the divine goodness, that had pre- 
served him through the night He 
retired into an orchard, and so 
great was his distress, that he 
thought he must sit down and die. 
He accordingly seated himself up- 
on a rock, and concluded that he 
was irrecoverably lost! Solemn 
thought ! But while thus sinking ia 
desponding agony, be was brooght 
to acquiesce in that justice which 
condemned him. His mind was al« 
most instantly raised to heaveOf 
and he was enabled by an eye of 
faiih to discern the way of salva- 
tion by Jesus Christ A delightful 
calmness ensued, attended with 
those contrite views which led him 
to bow with reverence before the 
glorious Deity. He was indulged 
with a sweet assurance, that ^^ with 
God there is forgiveness, that he 
may be feared." The horrors aris- 
iner from a sense of guilt were eo- 
ticely dissipated, and his soul 6M 
with love and resignation le the 
will and government of God. 

After experiencing those vicissi- 
tudes of feeling common to yoong 
Christians, he appears to have ar- 
rived to the enjoyment of a well 
grounded hope, resting alone upon 
the doctrine of grace, reigniff 
through righteousness unto eternw 
life by Jesus Christ. 

With a view to an open proter 
sion, he wa<> led to einmiae ihe 
doctrine and practice of the piim'' 
tive church, and after much studj 
and research, he became settled in 
the belief of the Baptist sentioieot!'- 
He was accordingly baptized opo'

and large accessions were made to 
the church,which indeed continued 
to enjoy a great de8:ree of prosperi- 
ty during the whole of his ministry. 
Mr. B. baptized 2<>8. who united 
with this church, besides many in 
the adjacent towns. 

Besides his nmnerou^ parochial . 
duties, which he ever discharged 
with unimpeachabtv! uprightness* he 
laboured abuntlantly in most of the 
adjacent toWns, and not unfrequent- 
ly in places cou^iderably remote.^ 

For several weeks before his 
last sickness, he travelled in the 
District of Maine, by the appoint- 
ment of the Trustees of ''the 
Maine Literary and Theological 
Seminary,*^ for the purpose of ob- 
taining^ subscriptions and donations 
for that institution. It is highly 
probable that his uncommon exer- 
tions and fatigues during this te- 
dious journey, performed in the 
depth of winter^laid the foundation 
for that fatal sickness which termi- 
jQated iiis earthly course. 

He spent the lastLord^s day on hi<s 
way home, at Exeter (N.H.) and his 
la8t sermons were delivered in that 
place, from John xiv. 2. In my Fa- 
therms house^ ifc. He arrived at Ha- 
verhill on Monday, and the Tues- 
day night following, the inhabitants 
of the town were alarmed by the 
freshet in the Merrimack. Mr. 
Batchelder with others, was called 
out of his bed, and probably took 
cold, which brought on a complica- 
tion 'bf disorders which baffled med- 
ical skill, and in a few weeks crush- 
ed his feeble frame. 

In the first part of 'his sickness, 
he seemed con£dent that he should 
never recover, and appeared re** 
' markably animated with the pros- 
pect of soon meeting the God whom 
be had served, and the saints who 
had gone before him, many of 
whom he had seen die. After he 
had been sick nearly two weeks, 
he expressed some anxiety to live^ 
on account of his family, and pur 
ticularly on account of the cauM 
of Chriflt in the world ; ^' but,^^ saia. ^ 
he^ ^^it 19. Qod^i work^ «lid lit . 
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will continae to carry it ob.'^ If, 
when racked by pain, or langfnid 
bj faintness, he breathed a sigh 
to expected dissolution ; it would 
be soon followed by some expres- 
sion of strong contidence in God. 
He was frequentljr heard to say, 
"Though he slay me, yet will I 
trust in him.^^ When aj^ked how 
■ be was, he saiJ, '^ This body fails, 
but my soul remains firm on that 
ererlasting rock, against which the 
gates of death and hell cannot 
prevail; 1 am in good hands, 
and it is no malter whether I 
live or die." Seeing a young 
convert approach his bed, he said, 
"I canH preach to you now, but 
you see me here dying firm, and 
rejoicing in the faith 1 have preach- 
ed to you." On seeing one weep 
1^ his bed, who gave no evidence 
of being a Christian, he said. ^^ If 
you would go to heaven^ if you 
would meet me where I tru<«t I 
shall go, you must be born again." 
He exhorted all to seek the Lord, 
aird said, he ^' would not exchange 
bis interest in Christ for all the 
kingdoms of the earth, and a per- 
fect restoration to health." 

One aflemoon, after being exer- 
oiaed with severe pain, he became 
calm, and remained with his eyes 
fixed on the wall for about twenty 
minutes, and appeared to be in 
prayer, but so low, that but few 
words could be heard distinctly. 
He then ^ut his eyes, and fell in- 
to a s^eet sleep ; on being awaked 
to receive his medicine, he a^kod, 
•*Didyou hear the conversation jn-^t 
now ?" Being answered no, he sairi, 
^l have been conversing with 
Heaven ; you might have heard." 
To a person who came in, he said, 
^ I have seen a vision ; things not 
io be uttered." 

For five days before his death, 
be was able only to whisper, except 
ence, when in a feeble manner be 
was beard to say, ^^ I am j':Mt on the 
borders of eternity." His weep- 
ing partner answered, she hoped 
;Bot : when, making an unusual ef- 
iiri, be jraiied bit voice ao louA aa 



to be beard in tbe rooms below, 
and said, 

" There I shall wear a starry crown." 

When actually dying, and unable 
to speak, he made signs to his fam- 
ily to hand him the slate. He at- 
tempted to write, but his hand was 
chilled by death, and the lines run 
into each other, so that nothing 
could be distinguished, except the ' 
last two words, which were, 
"no terror I" 
Thus died, on the 8th of AprU 
last, in the . midst of life and of 
usefulness, having just completed 
his fiftieth year, this faithful, labo- 
rious servant of the Lord Jesus, 
leaving behind an amiable widow 
and eight children to mourn the loss 
of a faithful counsellor and guide. 
^^ Those who were well acquaint- 
ed with Mr. Batchelder," says one 
who has been intimate with him for 
years, '^ could not but esteem him ; 
for he possessed a yery amiable and 
inoffensive disposition ; united to 
manners at ohce dignified and con- 
ciliating. His deportment was cor- 
rect and elevated, for his heart 
was the seat of manly and generous 
feelings, chastened and refined by 
the precepts of Christianity. — 
Himself incapable of an unworthy 
action, he could look with silent 
disdain on the attacks* of meanness 
and malevolence. Though rarely 
enjoying a full flow of health,he pos- 
sessed great cheerfulness and equa* 
nimity of temper. His conversation 
was always agreeable and instruct- 
ive ; for he had read much, and his 
memory was in a high degree re- 
tentive and ready ; scarce a subject 
could be suggested on which he 
could not throw some pleasing 
li^ht, or impart some useful infor- 
mation. He was well acquainted 
with human nature, and possessed an 
uncommon share of prudence, so 
that he was never betrayed into a 
hasty action, or an inconsiderate 
expression of his feelings. The

His death placed a seal to the value 
of the religion he had taught ; — 
he was filled with a firm, yet hum- 
ble hope, an ardent and pious zeal, 
a holy resignation. ^^ I go, willing* 
ly go, to receive a starry crown," ' 
were his dying accents. He is ta- 
ken away in the midst of his ii<!e- 
fulness ; but while we bow with 
grief to the afflicting di^pon<«ation, 
our hearts are consoled by the as- 
surance that for hirn '• to die was 
gain,^' that he has exchanged the 
trials and grief of this vale of tcar«, 
for the indescribable felicity of 
heaven. 

" His remains were committed 
to the earth on the Tuesday fol- 
lowing his decease, attended by 
every expression of solemnity and 
regret. A funeral discourse was 
delivered by the kev. Dr. Baldwin^ 
from the 1st. of Kings, 13ih Chapt. 
30th Verse, And (key mourned over 
hirn^ sayings Alas^ my Brother ! 
The inhabitants of the town with 
one accord suspended their usual 
avocations, and all seemed anxious 
to honour the remains of him, ivho 
in his life was so deserving of hon« 
our and respect."

their discourses. If a doctrine was 
to be proved, it was not enouglr 
that St. Paul had taught it;— they 
must repeat all that a long scries 
of the ancient fathers had written 
upon it. If a Christian duty was 
to be urged, it was not enough that 
Christ had commanded it: — They 
mMst show at large, how insfenious- 
ly it had been treated by a whole 
train of heathen moralists. It is 
true, that amid the learned lumber 
with which they crowded their 
sermons, many important, practical 
truths were often intermingled; 
but from the connexion in which 
they appeared, they lost much of 
their native energy. The specu- 
lative and disputatious were grati- 
fied; for their consciences were 
lefl in a great measure at ease. 
Religion already began to decline. 

But in the next reign, t'lat of 
Charles I. when Laud became 
Arch-bishop of Canterbury, the 
stream of corruption which had be- 
gun to flow, increased rapidly and 
swelled into a torrent He was an 
opposer of what are sometimes 
termed by way of eminence, the 
(ioctrinet of grace. He discounte- 
nanced thor>e preachers who tausrhft 
the humblins^ truths of the gospel.

There are some objects of dis- 
tinguished ina^itude, that ought 
to be blended with every petition 
which piety may prefer to Heaven. 
Such is the deep solemnity i.twhicb 
they stand revealed to the eye of 
faith, that they urge their undispu- 
ted claim to an impressive position 
in the whole tenor of prayer. 
Their prevailing weight and conse- 
quence arrest the mind of penitence 
in the slrnETglcs of individual sor- 
row, and &t its Itiial accents upon 
the views which Ihey present. To 
this class of objects must be refer- 
red the prosperity of Zion. So 
dear a theme lifives an impulse to 
the enei^ies oflhe sout, and hciffht- 
fens the earnestness of its devotion. 
Hence the Psalmist, who had be- 
giai this sacred song in those plain- 
tive strains which best accorded 
witb the spirit ofhis humbling con- 
victions, could not conclude with- 
out first drawing^ before his mind 
the picture of Zion, and then en- 
treating the Lord, in his good plea.'!- 
ure, to do good unto her. 

1st. We must observe, that to 
pray for any ^ood, b.-inga us under 
a manifest obligation to apply all 
possible endeavours to its attain- 
ment. Fervent petitions, and cold 
exertions ; pressing importunity in 
words and indolent declension in 
acts, is a conduct too much at va- 
riance with it*elf to claim the shad-

* ow of toleration in a mind studious 
of consistoncv. THp tone of our 
arrive clnritic«! <ihoiild be in unison 
with the spirit and form of our sup- 
plications — should respond to the 
sound of our henovolcnce, and har- 
monize with the w^rme«t eYpro«- 
sions of our Christian love. To 
manifest a solicitude fop the pros- 
perity of Ziun, and yet take no en- 
ergetic measures for the attain- 
ment of that ohject; to utter pray- 
ers which die awav as some idle 
echo, and to vent wishes which ex- 
pire in the moments of utterance, 
is a conduct the parts of which look 
at each other with determined hos- 
tility. The Mme authority which 
estaMishes the obligation to pray 
for othero, fixes the standard by 
which benevolent efforts are to be 
directed. One who refuses his aid 
to plans formed for the advance- 
ment, of relia:ion, cannot make a 
consistent prayer. The lanq^uor 
of his practice will enfeeble all the 
Ti^or of his words ; the indifference 
of his conduct will confer a disgust- 
ing levity jupon his expressions ; 
the tardiness of hit active tenden- 
cies will give a faultering accent to 
all the forms of his verbal kindness. 
Prayer i« the surrender of the 
soul to God in the acknowledg- 
ment of human impotency. Its 
whole languagfe and spirit are de- 
signed to teach dependence. The 
fifts of nature and providence must 
c sought from the source of ail 
goot\ with the same passivf^ness of 
humble reliance, as if they depend- 
ed in no respect upon the inter- 
vention of human a'r^ncv. All that 
we posspss, must b^ thus consecra- 
ted by prayer. If i» be not endear- 
ed to us by so sacred ^ considera- 
tion, then we live in the abuse cf 
providential munificence. Yet who 
« would make the obvious duty of 
such a dependence, a plea for sus- 
pendinj all the movements of in- 
dustry ? Who would urge such a 
consideration to excuse that indo- 
lence which would spread a deadly 
stagnation over the whole face of 
society, and defeat the puri>Qsea of 



existence ? None wonM suffer 
themselves to be implicated in a 
course so preposterous, but those 
who had already abjured all the 
claims of reason and nature^ and 
were determined to encounter the 
charge either of profligacy or in- 
sanity. Not otherwise inconsistent 
and infatuated are they, who ad- 
dress the Lord of life, with vain 
shows of adoraftion, and unproduc- 
tive petitions. The intervention of 
means in the economy of gracp is al- 
together as evident as in the econo- 
my of nature; and if the results of 
the one cannot be enjoyed without 
human agency, neither are we to 
expect the results of the other 
without the exercise of human in- 
strumentality. 

It must not be« understood that 
those who have lived in the habit- 
ual omission of prayer, are there- 
fore exempt from obligations to ac- 
tive endeavours for the attainment 
of its great objects. Dnty does not 
originate in prayer, which is itself 
a duty. Though the language of 
benediction should never have es- 
caped our lips, and we should never 
have uttered a supplication either 
for our own good, or for the pros- 
perity of others ; yet we cannot by 
such criminal iieglect abrogate the 
divine claims which bind us to a 
useful deportment. When, there- 
fore, we say that those who pray 
for any good are nnder a manifest 
oblij^ation to apply themselves dil- 
irrontlv to its attainment, we do not 
mean that thev then for the tint 
i\m^ incur the weight of duty, but 
that then they are bound by the 
prinriples of congruity and moral 
int<;u"iMty. 

Of this nature is the oblisration 
undt;r r on •id*.' rat ion. It binds fts 
flubjerts bv t-ie laws of consistency. 
It procenN upon no asMimptionsoi 
it"* own, but upon the conces?ior« 
of those who "/otoss to reeanl if-

which lahours to divide itself into 
a thousand brarches to carry life 
and lefrpshment to regions dreary 
and desolate. The parched des- 
ert, encompassed by its salutary 
course, throws off the horror of its 
native complexion, assumes a new 
and surprising aspect, and smiles as 
the garden of God. 

Let him who is ready to contrib- 
ute his prayers for the advance- 
ment of religion, and yet gives no 
practical testimony to the genuine- 
ness of his petitions, no longer de- 
lude himself and others. Let him 
apply his mind to the study of con- 
sistency. Let him eitiier abandon 
his prayers, or else act up to their 
import. His glaring incongruities 
offend the word of God. They 
offend the enlightened taste of all 
Christian communities. They of- 
fend the pious zeal and active en- 
deavours of those ministers of the 
gospel, who, forgettmg their world- 
ly interests, devote themselves to 
the service of the sanctuary. They 
offend the noble and self-denying 
spirit of those Missionaries, who, 
leaving all the endearments of their 
native count r}' and society, and fa- 
cing the horrid front of heathen a- 
boniinations, dedicate their time, 
thrir talents, and even their lives 
to the extension of the gospel. 
They offend that God who willoth 
not the death of the sinner, but 
that he turn from his ways and live. 

2. In adopting the sacred petition 
which constitutes our text, it will 
be proper tor us to have deiinite 
vieu^ of that good which weentreat 
the Lord to bestow upon Zion. 

We must reduce the prayer from 
its general and unlimited accepta- 
tion to distinct and individual allu- 
sions. The objects which we have 
in view, must be presented to the 
mind in a specitied character. In 
pvery prayer, we must understand 
ourselves. Where this is not the 
case, the thoughts may rove in the 
unbounded generality of numerous, 
undefiiit«l considerations, and set- 
tle with happy effect upon none : 
for the soul cannot exert its force, 



until its views are coniined to ex- 
plicit exercises, and it is allowed to 
rest upon particular parts of its 
high employment. An individual 
object may be the sooner investi- 
grated, its parts and consequences 
may be the more easily detected, 
aud thus the impressioa which it is 
capable of giving to the heart will 
be more lively aud interesting. 
This necessity of dividing the ob- 
jects of prajer into many distinct 
parts, is the result of our imperfec- 
tion. Our faculties in every thiog 
must advance by gradations, must 
direct their energies to single de- 
signs, and accomplish their purpo- 
ses by embodying many particulars 
in one general plan. 

So many are the ways by which 
the divine hand may confer benefits 
on the church and people of God, 
that it would be difficult, if not im- 
possible, to extend the acquaintance 
of the mind to every minute con- 
cern. We must direct our atten- 
tion to those means of Zion^s pros- 
perity which are of the most gen- 
eral utility, and yet so particular 
as to lie within the compass of dis- 
tinct observation. In that vast 
scheme in which God employs the 
instrumentality of men for the exe- 
cution of his purposes are some 
grand and distinguishing points that 
must engage our profound and sol- 
emn regard. Of these we shall 
mention two. The first is the min- 
istration of the divine word where 
it is already known, and the second 
is its ministration where it has not 
been previously known. 

V'lT'^t The ministration of tbe 
divine word is a mighty instrument i 
in accomplishing all that is desir- 
able fur the welfare of the church 
of God. The special appointment 
of Heaven has long since decided 
every doubt on the expediency oi 
this course, not only as requisite to 
the promulgation of the go«fH>l 
where its light has never beamed, 
but likewise as indispensable to its 
support and efficacy where it n 
known. Should a sudden stop ^

If this established method - for 
the perpetual reiteralinn of the 
word of Christ i-i thus important 
to the iutoresls of the church, how 
ard<>nlly should tvo pr^y the Lord 
of the harvest, to increa=e the num- 
ber, and improve the qualJli':atioDS 
of labourers for this »ai:red field! 
Docs their work lake hold on thr 
everlasting interests of man? Does 
the scope oftheir ministry embrace 
the whole human family, and is no- 
thing short of the boundaries of the 
globe, the limits of their province ? 
Does the scene of their activity 
stretch forward to etornity? And 
are the expectations of heaven and 
earth fixi-d on the final results of 
their endeavours? Then how sol- 
emnly and fervently khould we 
pray, that they miybl form a great 
and Klorious mullilude ; tliat they 
might be clothed with salvation; 
that they might be wife to win souls, 
and turn many to ri^hieousnes:!. 

Let it uul be thuuglil, that what 
we are about to alTirm, implies any 
dijtrust in the power of God; or 
militates against a belief Jo the suf- 
ficiency of grace. We a: e far from 
presuming to say, that the great 
Head of the church could sustain 
bis people in no other way, than bv 
the dispensation of the gospel. But 
this we can safely assert, that this 
is the way in which he has conde- 
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•romloil to <:n|ipl}- (licir wants. In 
til is way. ho lias giv^n streng^th to 
the we ik. aii'l he^ilth to the sickly. 
In thin wuy, he has ronvoyed to the 
aiilicteil c<MiM:if.iu'e, the lenitives of 
s|MriluHl comturt ; and to the des- 
pundiiig soul, the asisurance of his 
lovo. In this way, in a word, he 
has seen good to maintain the life 
and prosperity ol* the church. The 
renunciation of this course, then, 
would he turning the cultivated 
field into a wildernci?. It would 
ho reversing the beautiful arrange- 
ment and symmetry of all gospel 
institution*. It would leave to per- 
ish for lark of knowledge, those 
multitudes who had been drawn to- 
gether, to hear the tidings of ev- 
erlasting peace. Thereby Zion 
would be lei'l only to deplore the 
de*iertion of her habitations, and 
pine away, in ungrateful .occlusion 
from her loved resorts But you 
will *ay, ^^ Are our prayers to pre- 
vent this ? Are our elTorls to obvi- 
ate such a calamity?"" Ask not me 
what your prayers and eflbrts are 
to accomplish; ask the Spirit of 
truth, who bays, ^'' 1 will make them 
joyful in my Louse'bf prayer. Their 
burnt ollerings and their sacrifices 
sh.ill bo accepted upon mine altar; 
for mine house shall be called a 
house of prayer for all people." 
Ask the Sj»irit of truth, who says 
again, '• An I it shall come to pass, 
that before they call, 1 will answer ; 
and while they are yet S}>eakiug, 
I will hear. The wolf and the 
lamb shall feed together, and the 
lien shall eat straw like the ox ; 
and dust shall be the serpent's meat. 
They shall not hurt nor destroy in 
all my holy mountain." 

I^econdly. The promoti»)n of Zi- 
on's well'are, requires the promul- 
gation of the goipel where it is not 
known. The gospel reveiaiion 
did not cover the earth with an in- 
stantaneous lustre. Its radiance 
was diffused in the progressive illu- 
mination of the lands that dwelt in 
darkness. But every step in the 
development of its eplendours, 
was an accessioo to tbe^ church, aa 



augmentation of her strength, and 
an enlargement of her boundaries 
So it is at this day : every instance 
of the successful publication of the 
gospel where it was not previous- 
ly known, is an addition to the 
strength and prevalence of ZioD. 
Should it ever be so, that none of 
her ardent sons were engaged in 
diffusing the light which shiaes 
from her; that no Missionaries 
were raising the banners of the cross 
in heathen lands; that the Christ- 
ian part of the world was all repo- 
sing in the supincncss of an awful 
indiO'erence to the salvation of their 
fellow-men ; it would be but too ob- 
vious, that such an aspect of things 
would not be auspicious. It would 
augur ill for the welfare of Zion; 
it would seem to cast a deadly shade 
over her glowing prospects. But 
happily, these are not the indica- 
tions of the present times. Eziiit- 
ing tokens promise better thiugs; 
and we are encouraged to believe, 
that the vast train of means tihicb 
is now in operation, will result ia 
the good of Zion. But let as not 
fail to pray ; let us not fail to act 
up to the import of our prayers.

This imagery is borrowecl from an 
oriental king, arrayed in his royal 
robes, ornamented with the richest 
colours, and spangled with wreaths 
of the choicest diamonds. 

Such were the objects from which 
Ezi^kiel drew the sublime and mag- 
nitJcBut survey, by which he de- 
scribes the manifestation of divide 
glory. To conclude the sceno, 
peals of thunder echo from the 
throne to aunokince the presence of 
Jehovah, wliile underneath, borne 
by a mighty whirlwind, dark clouds 
fly swiftly, from wliich dart corus- 
cations oflightning, which shed an 
awful light over tlic tcrridc scene : 
a spectacle suflicient to hold the 
world in awe, and eclipse the glo* 
ry of all terrestrial objects. 

By comparing this chapter with 
the fourth of Revelation it will be 
found, that ^t. John uses the same 
idiom, seizes the same bold figures, 
and is wrapt in the same vision. 
He is less minute than Ezekiel ; 
but in some things he excels. He 
saw the heavens opened, and the 
throne of Diviye Majesty placed up- 
on a sea of glass like crystal, exhib- 
iting a flood of glory, while thun- 
ders proceed from the throne, and 
shake the univei*se. He, who was 
seated upon the throne, was cloth- 
ed with majesty and glory. Around 
the throne attendant cherubim wait 
to perform the commands of their 
sovereign. St. John adds to the 
lustre of this image, by represent- 
ing the cherubim as singing that 
divine bj'mn, which commences* 
"n-oLv, HOLY, iioi.Y," while all is 
silent to hear the adoring strains of 
this celestial l^armony, and an im- 
mense concourse of attendants bow 
bef(»re the throne of sovereign niaj- 
csly, and cast their golden crowns 
at his feet. To complete the brill- 
iancy of the scene, the whole is 
encircled with a rainbow, whose 
soft aoo delightful hues, mingling 
with the refulgence of the other 
seenery, shed fertk ^ thooiaod 
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charms to capHvate the admiring^ 
soul. By a comparison of all this 
with Rzckiel, it will obviously ap- 
pear, that a striking similarify to his 
language and figures peryadcs the 
whole. 

In considering representations 
like th<».se, the q'ir«ition occars, bow 
arc t*iey to h ^ undor'tood ? l.They 
are not to be nnfprstood in a literal 
sense. The mhjcct of the writer 
should be invc^tio^atod, and the /art- 
guage reg^arded as t!ie drapery^ the 
ttnagery as oriui.nent, 2. They 
are not to be considered in a typi' 
eat xpnie. Distinct allu<>ions to par- 
ticular things are not to be sought 
amidst the complication of ima;^ery, 
which a description pr^Si^nts. 3. 
^h'^ reason why the writer resorts 
to fiijfurativf* lang^uaTe must be con- 
sidered. As a wriior can have ac- 
cess to no other than sensible ima^^es, 
he mustemploy theso in descriptions, 
and exhibit them in as impressive a 
tnanner, as the nature of the subject 
requires. This necessity lies eqnaU 
ly on sacred and profane writers 
4. The imagery of fii^urative de- 
scriptions is generally borrowed 
from locc^l scenery. As the sacred 
writers lived and wrote in oriental 
countries their imagery will be 
found to be j^uch as was common to 
the Kast. Sometimes ideas were 
taken from the modes of common 
life ; sometimes from the orna- 
ments of the temple ; sometimes 
from the royal majesty of the throne; 
and sometimes from sublime ap- 
pearances in the natural world. 

Considerations like these will 
generally afford an easy clue to 
such descriptions, on which many 
commentators have speculated, till 
they were involved in mysticism and 
covered with darkness. A. B.

SIISSIOITARY SPIRIT OF THE MORAVIAHTS. 

Messrs. Editors, 

Permit me to offer a few re- 
nin rks on thpt iT^teTP^wi^ ivvrt^^ 



tive of the Moravians or United 
Brethren, published last January in 
the Recorder. 

One principal trait in the charac- 
ter of this religious fraternity is 
their persevering zeal in mission- 
ary labours. On this point the 
writer of the oarratire dwells 
largely. 

It is stated that "the whole 
number of the society in civilized 
lands is 16,000; that this number 
support 170 Missionaries ; and that 
these Missionaries have under their 
immediate care 60,000 souls, k 
whose redemption from sin thej 
have been instrumental.^' Their 
missionaries have displayed as 
apostolic spirit: their sufferings have 
bee4i excessive, but Chey have been 
borne with unrepiniug submission ; 
(heir success in many places was for 
some time inconsiderable, but this 
only gave them a better opportu- 
nity to exhibit the ** work of faith, 
the patience of hope^ and the la- 
bour of love." 

But what particularly engager 
my attention in this narrative wa.s 
a remark of the writer to this ef- 
fect :— Had other Protestants bccD 
equally active and equally success- 
ful as the Moravians have been 
since the year 1 732, the night of 
Paganism would at this time be poif. 
" Further^^^ the writer adds, " wen 
the Protestant nations even now to 
arise^ and act with the spirit of 
the Moravians^ before the expiration 
of one year^ missionaries wouw 
be established through the PagaM 
worlds each one furoing for kit 
charge only 1810 souls.'*^ The wri- 
ter observes, that in making these 
estimates, he has gone through a 
process of calculations, and that 
his statements are the result oi 
careful research. The probabili- 
ty is that they fall short rather thaa 
exceed the truth. 

A few reflections suggested by 
the above estimate, may not be 
useless to the readers of the M^- 
azine.

ria, by which to judge of the mor- 
al character of its devotees. The 
Burmans are subtle, thievish, mer- 
cenary, addicted to robbery and 
fraud, destitute of pity and grati- 
tude; and truth and honesty are 
not known among them as virtues. 
They are excessively prone to 
gambling and sporting. 

The government of the country 
is in the will of the sovereign, who 
considers his subjects as his slaves ; 
in short, every person coming intt 
the country reports himself ^^ thje 
king's most willing slave." The 
vice-roy of Rangoon acts with a 
power limited only by the king. He 
punislNS criminals with severity. 
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The mildeet manner of suffering 
death u by having IhT! head taken 
off, which is done with a larg^ 
knife, and at one stroke. Re- 
prieves from extreme desert, how* 
ever, are ■ often purchased with 
money ; but when a malefactor is 
destitute of friends and monejf 
he dies without mercy, I here 
give you two extracts from mj 
journal. 

^^ J anuary 26th. For some time 
past it has been discovered, that a 
gang of persons have been digging 
under some of the p^odas to pos- 
sess themselves of whatever treas- 
ures are deposited beneath them, 
and a few days since four per- 
sons were apprehended in the 
act. They were condemned to 
death. One of the servants came 
in this afternoon, and informed 
me he had been to see them 
executed. Brother Jadson and 
I, immediately hastened to the 
place. It was ^ most shocking 
scene ! Four Burmans were fas- 
tened to a high fence, first by the 
hair of the head and neck, their 
arms then extended horizontally, 
as far as they could be stretched 
without dislocation, and a cord 
drawn ti.firht as possible around 
them, their thi£^hs and legs were 
then tied in their natural position ; 
they were ripped open from the 
lowest to the highest extremity of 
the stomach, and their vitals and 
part of their bowels were hanging 
out, large gashes were cut in^a 
downward direction on their sides 
and thighs, so as to lay bare the 
ribs and thigh bones ; one, who, I 
suppose, was considered more guil- 
ty than the rest, had an iron instru- 
ment thrust side-long through the 
breast, and part of his vitals pushed 
out the opposite direction. Thus, 
with the under-jaw fallen, their 
eyes open and fixed, naked, ex- 
cepting a small cloth round their 
middle, they hung dead !^' 

" February 7th. This aAemoon 
we learnt that seven men were car- 
ried to the place of execution. 
We ivent to witneM th« afikctiiif 



scene. On our arrival there we 
heard the report of a gun, and 
looking about we saw a man tied to 
a tree, and six others sitting on the 
ground with their hands tied be- 
hind them. Observing the man at 
the tree, we saw a circular figure 
painted upon his stomach, about 
three inches in diameter, for a 
mark lo shoot at, for he was to die 
in this way. At that moment there 
was another discharge of a musket, 
but the shot again missed ; a third 
and fourth time he was fired at, bot 
without effect At every shot 
there was a loud peal of laughter 
from the surrounding spectaton. 
He was then loosed from the tree, 
and a messenger sent to the gover- 
nor, who returned with a reprieve. 
His younger brother, who was one 
of the seven, was then tied to the 
tree. The first shot slightly touch- 
ed his arm ; the second struck him 
in the heart, and he instantly ex- 
pired { at the same moment the re- 
maining five, each at one blow, 
were beheaded. We went close 
to them, and saw their trunks, and 
their heads, and their blood. We 
saw a man put his foot on one of 
the trunks and press it, with as lit- 
tle feeling as one would tread apoo 
a beast. Their bodies were then 
dragged along on the ground a 
short distance, and their heads tak- 
en up by the hair and removed. 
Tne two brothers, when condemn- 
ed to die, requested to be shot^ ask- 
ing at the same time to be pardoned 
if the fourth shot shoufd miss. The 
elder brother was therefore spa^ 
ed, while the fate of the other wai 
more lamentable. The supersti- 
tious Burmans suppose, from the 
circumstance of the request of the 
two brothers, and the escape of the 
elder one, that some charm prevent 
ed his death. 

" The crimes of these poor cres- 
tures were various. ^ One had been 
digging under a pagoda, another 
had stabbed a woman, but had not 
killed her, the others, as near tf 
we can learn, were robbers.*'

Wb are happy to find from the 
Report before us, that the Western 
Mission has continued to receive 
a large share of the attention of th^ 
Board. Respecting the establnh- 
mcnt at St. Louisy with which 
our readers are already acquaint- 
ed« very flattering intelligence 
has beei\ received. Ueasrs Peck 
and Welch have entered with 
spirit into the worl^ of the Mis- 
sion, and adopted articles of agree- 
inent for the regulation of their 
future conduct, similar to those 
adopted by our brethren at Seram* 
pore and Rangoon. On the 4th of 
March last, they opened a Sabbath 
School, for tbe instruction of Afri- 
can children. Fourteen attended 
the first day. On the 1 4th of the 
same month, they addressed the 
following letter to the Correspond- 
ing Secretary of the Board, con-

The Osages live more than SOD miles 
west of St.XiOuis, oii and beyond the 
Osage river, lliey are a numerous 
nation, and scattered over an extensive 
coimtxy. They are more generally- 
represented as a peaceable and welt 
disposed nation, and inclined to become 
civilized, though some persons give 
them a different character. The 
Sacks (pronounced Soks,) and Foxes, 
(a band of the Sacks or Saukies) are 
settled betwixt 150 and 300 miles up 
the Missisippi. Some are scattered 
through the upper part of the Illinois 
territory. They are not very friendly, 
though not en terms of hostility with 
our government. A short time since 
QuoSiquomme, aclii( f of a band of the 
backs trom Rock river, with a number 
of Indians, were in this village. Broth- 
er Welch obtained an interview with 
the chief on the subject of education, 
the introduction of schools, &c. among; 
the tribe. It was understood from the 
interpreter who was employed, that the 
chief had two sons whom he wished to 
have educated in Elnglish. The inter- 
view closed without any thing di^cisive, 
as we had no funds to support the youth, 
and the chief prudently ueclined giving 
an answer relative to the establishment 
of schools amongst their nation, without 
consulting the other chief^ 

Other tribes, as the Winnebagoes to 
the north, and the Sioux, Ottoes, Man- 
dans, &c. to the w^, live more remote, 
and are less likely to receive immedn 
ate attention* 

By this'lKatement the Board win un- 
derstand, that the Indian tribes who 
are populous and extensive, live at a 
distance firom us ; that a large popula- 
tion of whites, quite ignorant ot the 
gospel, are scattered through the coun- 
try for 3 or 400 miles betwixt us and 
the Indians, and that if we attempt to 
carr)' the gospel immediately to these 
tribes, we must pass oi'er multitudes 
more likely to receive the gospel than 
are the 8a\tige and uncultivated In- 
dians. It is hoped, however, that 
some good may be done amongst local 
tribes, without lessening our usefulness 
amongst the whites. 

Plitherto we have said nothing on 
the importance of increasing the num- 
ber of labourers in this webtem harvest. 
But we now ventui^ to raise the Mac- 
edonian err, * come o\'er and help uSi' 
Could the Boanl, but more especially, 
the public at large, be made fiillv sen- 
sible of the vast work that lies oefore 
us, and the importance of ^Lren^ening 
our hands by one or two additional 1»» 
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boorers, our cry would not be unavail-

Under date of March 28, 1818, the 
missionaries thus write : •* We have 
not mucli additional news to communi- 
cate. We have enlarged the plan of 
our school. At our public examma- 
tion yesterday, our students performed 
remarkably well. Several gentlemen 
of respectability of the village, since 
they have been made acquainted with 
our object in this countiy, appear to 
Interest themselves in our cause. 

"Our African Sunday school has 
mere than 50 on the mil, most rf whom 
are very attentive and strive to learn. 

''The first Sabbath in April we ex- 
pect to Imptize a candidate. This, we 
believe, will be the'first time the ordi- 
nance was ever attended in St. Louis. 
We have ascertained that five persons 
at least have manifested a hope of re- 
ligion within less than three months 
past^^ Thus grace b^ns to triumph 

The fifth of April Mr. Welch says : 
"Last evening was our church meet- 
ing. Additions were received by letter 
and experience. Ti>-day at nine 
o'clock a sermon was delivered on the 
banks of the Missisippi, and two can- 
didates baptized— /a/f vtork qf grace ! 
You can scarcely imagine the tiappi- 
neas we this day enjoyed around the 
table of the Lord, while bid^ling wel- 
come to all the privileges of the house 
of God four new members. Prospects 
are flattering. I hope the Loni is 
about to commence a great work in this 
quarter.*' 



TffE Rer. Mr. Ronaldson has 
been actively employed in the states 
of Louisiana and Missisippi, in 
preaching the gospel to bond and 
free With great success. Though 
unable from the sickness of his fam- 
ilj to Tisit the Creek Indians ac^ 
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cording to the instructions of the 
Board, his representation to the 
Missisippi Association produced a 
mission from that body; which even- 
tuated in the formation of a Creek 
African church. 

The following letter gives a 
pleasing view of the success of hii 
labours. '^ 

From Rev. Mr, Ronaldson, to the Cor> 
Secretary^ daied ^*t, FranmviUe, 
March 20, 1818. 

It 18 ray duty as jfm missiooary to 
make frequent communications. Inthii 
I have been deficient. But I can assure 
jrou it has not been for want of dispcoi- 
tion. The whole of my time has beea 
occupied. My fiekl of labour is still en- 
larging, and the work is increasing od 
my iiands d^y. 

1 wrote to you on the 19th of January, 
which I h(^ you have leceived. Hav- 
ing just returned from the fint annual 
meeting of the Misshippi Society for 
Baptist Missions Foreign and Domestic, 
k is hecessary for me to forward com- 
munications bv the next mail, that you 
may receive them in time for the anna- 
al meeting of the Board. 
^ Our society has been formed on mis- 
sionary ground. There are presang 
demands for active and general exe^ 
tions. Four missionaries are already 
employed by the society for the term of 
three . months ; and one for a year. 
Rev. Isaac Suttle, whom I mentioned in 
my last, is appointed to preach in the 
African churdi recently firmed b the 
Creek nation, for the current year. It 
is hoped that the present hostilities of 
the beminoles will not defeat the object 
of his appointment. L. Scarboroon ii 
appointea for a circuit on the we^of ihe 
Missisippi river ; N. Morris for the 
eastern section of West Florida; I 
Flower for the frontier settlements in 
the Missisippi state; and Bwjaniia 
Davb for the cdloured people in New 
Orleans. This last appointment wu 
made in consideration of the poor in this 
city who manifest a disposukn to le- 
ceive the word with gladness^br a num- 
ber of them are truly pious. Whilst 
missionary exertions are making for the 
Asiatics and aboriginal Americans, the 
poor Africans in our country who bear 
the heat and burden (Xf the day, should 
not be neglected.

It is expensive to live in tliis countr}% 
The enormous price of cotton raises 
every thing else to its par. House rent 
and the hire of servants are remarka- 
bly hi^. And in these two articles 
there is but little difft- rence between 
this place and New Orleans. 

Such is the state of society, that it ap- 
pears unqtiestionably a duty incumbent 
to pay some attention to the education 
of the young. And although the whole 
of my time, stren|;th and abilities, are 
required for the ministry of the word, 
yet I shall be obliged by the united peti-, 
tions of the people to give a small por- 
tion of it to the instruction of their 
children. ITiey wish me, however, 
merely to supenntend an academy, and 
empl(^ ether teachers^ able to sustain 
the^ laborious functions of the school. 
This plan should, in my humble opin- 
ion, be recommended to all our mission- 
aries to the west, as the religious edu- 
cation of children is of the highest im- 
portance, and will probably contribute 
in a very great degree, to the accep- 
tation of the gospel aniong a heteroge- 
neous mass which has beoi cdlected 
from the four quarters of the globe. 

May the God of missions prosper and 
succeed your pious labours to sexKi the 
gospel among all the nations oif the 
earth. 



The subject of Education occii- 
pied a lar^e share of the attention 
of the Board at the late annual 
meeting. The committee appoint- 
ed by the Board to consider the 
^^plan of education submitted to 
the Convention bj the venerable 
President, the Rev. Dr. Furmaa, 
reported, 

*' That, owing to the importance of 
the subject, andtlie necessity of waiting 
tlie openings of Providence, and the in- 
dications of the liberality of their breth- 
ren in various parts of the Union, they 
have not been able to return their ideas 
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•0 fullv, or so soon, as they could have 
wibhect 

•• They approve, in the main, "highlyt 
of the plan the President proposed, ami 
are of opinion that it will iiUimately, in 
■ubstaoce, probablv in a few yeani, be 
finind in successfiil operatim. They, 
however^ be{; leave to state, Chat until 
St can be accomplished, and for its ac- 
complishment very ample funds must 
be QOtained, something may be done 
that will prepare the way for more 
ccmpreheusive measures. As far as 
their information extends, and they be- 
lieve their intbrmaticD correct, many 
worthy and wealthy friendaof Zian are 
waiting for an opportunity to contribute 
of their substance for the tuition of pi- 
ous young men. Were a ^stem com- 
mencel, tlicy think several thousands 
of ddlars might easilv be collected. At 
least they fcrel it a duty respectfolly to 
recommend a trial. If at first the re- 
aources were small, they would hope 
that, like a rill from the toot of a moun- 
tain, they would gradually and greatly 
increase. 

'* The committee beFieve that no ade- 
quate reason can be assigned for fitrth- 
«r delay, llie public are entitled to 
expect some vigorous attempt on the 
part of the Board* Fi)r this they are 
anauously looking. The Convention 
has left this business to their sacred 
charge. Numerous youth are waiting 
tn avail themselves nt the privileges di 
a literary and theological Institution, 
and tiie widening sphere of missionary 
effort already undertaken, renders an 
accession of godly And educated vouth 
highl^r desirable Tlie liberal spirit of 
the times tlie committee regaitls as 
very favourable toimmeditate exertion, 
and they cannot hut hope that the bles- 
sing of the Lord will accompany an at- 
tempt designed, so immediately, for the 
glory of his holy name.

The Baptist Education Society 
in Philadelphia, so early as July, 
1817, addressed to the Board a let- 
ter, ofTcring their immediate co-op- 
eration in accomplishing the ob- 
jects contemplated by the Conven- 
tion. This offer was accepted, and 
the Rev. William Staughton, D. D. 
was appointed Principal of the In- 
stitution, and the Rev. Ira Chase, 
A. M. professor of languages, and 
Biblical literature. 

It is understood that the expen- 
sej9 of the InstitutioD are to be de- 



frayed by the Education Society of 
Philadelphia, until sufficient dona- 
tions shall have been received to 
enable the Board to assume the 
responsibility without drawing at 
all from the mission funds. 

The following provision is made 
by the constitution — 

Art. XIV. ^^ That when compe- 
ttnt and distinct funds shall have 
been received for the purpose, the 
Board, from these, without resort* 
ing at all to the mission funds, shall 
proceed to institute a Classical a5d 
Theological Semuvary for the par- 
pose of aiding pious young' men, 
who, in the judgment of the 
churches of which they are mem- 
bers, and of the Board, possess gifl« 
and graces, suited to the gospel 
ministry." 

We are happy to observe, that 
the importance of an enlightened 
as well as evangelical ministry, is 
universally acknowlec^d ; — that 
in the different sections of our 
country, measures are taking, for 
improving the qualifications of our 
young brethren, who are cominjff 
forward into the ministiy. This 
spirit is not less active in the North, 
than in the South. <^ The Litera- 
ry and Theological Institution of 
Maine,^' will commence instruction 
the present month, under the super- 
intendence of Professor CHAP- 
LIN. It is expected that another 
officer will be shortly appointed to 
assist him. A number of young 
gentlemen have already repaired 
to Watervillc, to commence their 
studies. — We congratulate the 
churches on this auspicious event. 
The acknowledged ability, piety, 
and faithfulness of Mr. Chaplin a^ 
an instructer, promise much to the 
churches of our denomination.

[The anmml meetiiig: of the Massachusetts Baptist Missionary Society was held 
at the Second Baptist Meedog-House iii Boston^ on Wednesday, the 27th. of 
May, 1818. The sendees commenced at 8 o'clock, .\, M. when an approi)ri- 
ate discourse was delivered by the Rev. Kathanicl VV. Williams, of Beverly ; 
after which, the ftnnu<d business of tlie Society was trans.'ict(xL 

The following is the Rejwrt of the Trustees, which we insert entircion account 
of the extensive view it presents t)f the destitute paits of our countr>'.] 

JtEPORt OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE MASSACHUSETTS 

BAPTIST MISSIOJVARY SOCIETY. 

ABAJi BRSTHREff, 

AS thd time has expired for which we were appointed to 
vianage the coDcems of this society, it is proper that we should lay be- 
fore yoa a statement of our proccediDirs. A faithful steward will not 
haaitate to render an account of his stetvardship ; and if in the dischai^e 
of hia troi^ he has been successful, it will afford him much satisfaction to 
preaeot a detail of his labours. We entered on the duties confided to 
na aoder an impression that we were the stewards of this society, and 
with the recollection, that ^^ it is require<l in stewards that a man be 
found faithful." We have viewed your funds as sacred to tlie dissem- 
faption of evangelical truth, and have sougfht that wisdom which Com- 
eth from above, that we might make a judicious appropriation of them. 
It has been oar constant aim to promote the object for which this soci- 
ety waa established, by sending the gospel to the poor and destitute in our 
own country. In doing this, we have not allowed ourselves to be indu- 
tacod by geographical distinctions. We have had no local partialities 
to gratify* We have considered those sections of our country, which 
Woro most destitute of the word, as having the most powerful claims on. 
QW .attention. Hence our missionaries have published the . tidings of 
salvation in very different and distant parts of the land. While some 
kavo travelled by the direction of the Board into the District of Maine, 
SBid have extended their joumies to Nova Scotia ; others have passed 
die Alleghany Mountains, and have occupied missionary ground in Ohio 
iad Virginia. One of our brethren is now fulfilling an appointment for 
SiSLaonths, in the dark and distant region of Louisiana. 
/i it is reasonable to suppose that the members of this Society wish to 
know what have been the labours, and what the success of the misston- 
ariea employed. We htive anticipated these inquiries, and beg leave to 
pNaant extracts from their letters and journals. 

Rev. Isaac Case has spent more than six months east of Penobscot Riv- 
er, in the District of Maine^ in New-Brunswick and Nova-Scotia. ^^ Here,^^ 
ko snyS) ^^ gospel labourers are much needed. Great attention was paid 
to the word ; many were affected ; some, I believe, were pricked to the 
heart, and others were rejoicing in God their Saviour. The infant 
chnrch in Sullivan, collected about six years ago, and consisting of 80 oc 
90 members, has received a second blessing; for about forty have beea 
added by baptism the past summer.^' In the town of Trenton, where he 
labonrad, between thirty an 1 forty have been added to the church ; and 
as many as twenty more were candidates for baptism. The town is 
■■all ; bat the work has been so cjfcneraU there is ^arccly any left to. 
sppoao. He observes, ^^ I visited Eden on Mount-Desert last September. 
SoBie mercy drops have fallen on this place. It is thought that about 
100 sools have been brought to a knowledge of the truth. I baptized n 
aofflher of truly penitent sinners ; and had the happiness of seeing a 
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churcf) ofChrist established, according to tht apostolic plan. At Barn- 
coat bland, Castine, Blae-hiil, and several other places, the Lord has 
Oianifested his savinfr mercy to the inhabitants. I arrived at St Jc^n^ 
the first of Noveml^r, and spent the winter in travelling up and down 
Uiis river, preaching^ Jesus as I went I found the people anxioos to 
hear the word. Some travelled 9, 12; and 16 miles iacoki winter days, 
to hear the precions word of life. They were very glad that my Mas- 
ter had sent me that way. It is diflfeult to conceive how deslitote this 
va9t region is ; here are thousaiuls who seldom hear a gospel aermon." 
Rev. Henry Kendall has spent three months to the service of the so* 
ciety. There is reason to- believe that his labours in several places 
were much blessed. At Bafterstown- he was very aflbctionately receiv- 
ed by the members of the churchs but he fouiidthem in a low state. 
They had not had a visit from a Bkiptfait mimster sioce- last winter. He 

K ached to them four times before the sabbath, and viaite^fmost of their 
ilies. On the Lord*s day they met in their log meetini^oiBe, but it 
was not large enough to contain those who had assembled. ^ This,'* be 
observet, ^wasasolemaday; manjr eyes flowed with teavs^ and the peo- 

fle seemed to hear as f6r eternity.^ hi November^ Mr Kendall vinted 
[arpswell neck. Religion had been at a low ebb in that place for 40 
years. But his ministrations were attended with ^ the demonstration of 
the Spirit and with power,'' and a revival of religion commenced. He 
had the privilege of baptizing the first person, that ever was bapti- 
sed in the waters of Harpswell neck* After a short absence, he retoni- 
ed to this place again, where- he found a young man who had been awa- 
kened under his ministry, now rejoicing in the truth ; othera had abo 
received strength to hope in God ;: and many were impressed with a sense 
of their lost condition. Before he left them, he baptised tltfee candi- 
dates. *^8ach a day,'^ says he, ^Hvas never seen in this place. Several per- 
•ons firom 60 to. 80 years of age, were spectators of this solemn orfinanct . 
who had never seen it administered before. The season was sweet and 
•olemn, and many tears were shed, especially at the water side.** 

The town of Gardner, which is represented as very poor and destitute, 
was also visited by our missionary brother. In his journal he informs «, 
^ The Lord was pleased to bless his word ; a reformation nade its ap- 
pearance, which has gradually increased. M any young persons have bees 
turned from Satan unto God, and are now praising his name. I hate 
administered baptism three times. On one of these occasions,whenitwai 
extremely cold, a little boy of eleven years of age, and i^ little girl <tf 
ttirteen, followed their Redeemer into the liquid grave "^ 

Rev. Robert Low has been engaged three months as a missionaiy is 
ihe District of Maine. Extracts from hb letter to the Board will give 
you the best idea of the nature and extent of his labours. He preached 
fhree Lord's days in Hallowell, and one at Harpswell. At the latter 
^lace he baptized one person. It was a solemn day ; many wept, asd 
wished to know what they should do to be saved. In an excnnion ap 
die Kennebec river, he preached almost every day. While at Cansss 
be remarks, ^^ I never had greater freedom in preaching than in tkii 
place-. Such was their hunger for the word, that snow storms, and se- 
Tore cold weather did not deter the people from attending meetings ev- 
ery day or evening while 1 was in town. Many desired me to present 
their thanks to the Missionary Society, and expressed a hope that th^ 
ihould be able to aid its funds. There are so many destitute places ia 
tbis part of the countryi it is di£^cult to say which is most needy." 
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Rer. NaHiaiiiel Rohinflon bts fioithed a miMioD of four weeks. W# 
can gife oaly a thoBt extract from his ielter. Hariag gWen an accoaot 
«f hM laboua ia^eaobscot, Castiae, and tehnsbocoiifh, hm writes thos.: 
-•«-^ In Decembeci I left hoa^ to wimt a 4iew aoA vexy deatUote sattla- 
jnenl np the Union Riirer. 1 <waa jthere sevoi davs, and preached 
.nine tiinea.*«0 ! Sir, bad yon ibeen thane^yea woold hare felt aiiich, to 
aee hnsbandi with their wives and familiea walk &re miles, and bring a 
large babe with them. €kNne «f the men wal|ied«ight or nine miles to 
the erenii^ lectures. While thej listened to the word, the tears flow-* 
«d down their cheelks. There are about fiftj ftmilies in this settlement, 
but they are much ecattered. 1 should think that half of them are soU 
emnly impressed with the wocth 4i£ their souls, and in^uidag wliiat they 
must do to be aaved.'^' 

. Rer. John Gibson has been employed eik months by the eocSety. 
He perfiirmed his irat appointment of three months in Rhode Island. 
In fnlftlling his second appointment, he laboured in New Hampshire. 
Ha obserres, ^ From Tarioos sections of the State, there is truly a Mac- 
edonian ery^ and regular Bap^ preachers are the most acceptable. I 
fuive been eanestly solicited to preach in a number of towns, which I 
conld not visit In several towns, which are now destitute of religious 
instmetion, there are men of weakh and influence, who gladly receive 
•nr ministen ; and if anen of acceptable talents and piety could visit 
and stay with them, churches sod societies might be estahUshed." 

Rev. Phioehas Richardson has laboured sis months in the same Stste. 
He baa chiefly confined his exertions to the towns of Bedford, If e w-Salem, 
Atkinson, Hamstead, Chester, and Coacoi4> His time has been occupi- 
ed in vinting the people from bouse to house, in delivering lectures, 
md preaching on the Sabbath. He says, ^The fruit oi my labours has 
keen eBCooraging. At Chester, a small Baptist society has been form- 
M this aeaaon; there are pleasing indications of a reformation. Some 
3ippear ^te tender in their minds, and anxious for the salvation of 
their souls. The few brethren and friends at Concord, indulge a 
#tiOB g hope that the ti^ie is ^ hand when a 3aptist chiuch will be 
ftraaad among them.^ 

•^ Rev Isaiah Stone has spent ten weeks under the patronage oT-flhe 
Boaid. The facts which he communicates are peculiarly aflecting, and 
ffeentain a loud call for our renewed exertions. He has visited a nut^«t 
Hf towns in New-Hampshire and Vermont, and endeavoured to preach 
the gospel of Christ to them. He found many pious Chrialiaas scatter- 
ed in these towns, who ait and mourn over their desolate and destitute 
condition. He has given in his journal the names ef 13 towns, ia which 
toe 16 places of worship without a settled minister^ U it impossible to 
coMeninlate such a state ef things, with the eye of a patriot or a Chritt- 
jan, without being deeply affected. If we love our country, we must da- 
-More the absence of that moral and religious instruction which exertt 
mdtk a powerful influence in promoting the order and hq;>pbess of aocae* 
lEf ; and if we believe the Bib)e, we must mourn that so many are per- 
jshang for lack of knowledge. It is certainly our duty to oMke more 
Aflkieiit, persevering and systematic efforts. We ought not to be sat- 
fiAed that we have done enough, while such a field remains uncultivated. 
The Objections arising from d&stance of place, the dangers of the joQi^- 
Mf^ftnithe uncertainty of a favourable reception, so commonly browht 
Mwenl against ** l^oreign Missions,'' can have no weight here. The 
MMiOftiiy.wMl net have to travel through deserts, where wild beasts 
aie aeekmg their prey ; he will not have to etpose himself to the perils 
i#tth ^ctittlitfttfi he ettatfsefl the scene bfhIiUbburi; norwillbt 
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hare any thin^ to fear from the froinii of a tyrant, whose will is law. 
This ^^ moral waste'^ is near home ; and he will be sure to meet with 
frieods, who with open arms will welcome him ai a messenger of God. 
He will have no difficaitiea to encoanter in learning a new lan^uafi^^ for 
they speak his own tongue, they are his own people and kindred. 
Those, then, who question the utility of ^^ distant missions,*' have here 
an opportunity of exerting an enlarged and active benevolence. And 
those who have ascended a loAier height^ and from their elevation see 
the nations which are sitting in darkness and the shadow of death, will not 
overlook the vpace which intervenes. They cannot be indifferent to 
the country which first meets the eye, because it is their own coontiy, 
and is calculated to awaken the most tender and powerful associations 
which exist in the human breast. 

Before we leave the btatc of New- Hampshire, and shew what has 
been done in other parts of the ^^ harvest,^' we cannot deny ourselfes 
the mournful pleasure of mentioning the services of one of our breth- 
ren,Rev. William Batchelder, late of Haverhill,Massa. who now rests from 
his labours, and his works do follow him. He had an intimate knowK 
edge of the spiritual wants of this State. Being a member of the Board, 
he often recommeuded these wants to their special attention. Though 
from personal observation, his acquaintance with that section of the 
country was extensive, yet ho opened a correspondence with persons 
in diti'crent parts of the State, for the purpose of giving a wise direction 
to the course of our missionaries The interest he felt for the poor 
and destitute, did not evaporate in ineffectual wishes. He did not con- 
ceive that he had performed his duty when he had stated their case to 
the Board. He visited them himself; he entered their cottages, par- 
took of their homely fare, and exposed himself to cold, and storms, that 
he mii^ht do good to their souls. In his death, the destitute inhabitants 
of New-Hampshire have lost one of their best friends. The Board 
would not do justice to their own feelinsrs if they were not to say, that 
they deeply feel the loss they have sustained. They loved him as a 
fellow-labourer in the vineyard of the Lord. They wish to remember, 
for tlieir own advantage, the amiable spirit which he invariably manifest- 
ed ; his attachment to the cause of missions, and the lively concern 
wiiich he evinced for the prosperity of our denomination. They 
thought him valuable while he lived, and have been more impressed 
with his worth sfince he died. While reflecting on this painful event, 
they have been constrained to acknowledge in the language of Young, 

" Qiir blessings brighten as they take their ffij^ht." 

In Vermont, Hev. Charles Brooks has fulfilled the appointment^ giv- 
en him by tlie Board for four months. We rejoice in the success which 
the " Lord of the harvest" has granted to his labours.. In several pla- 
ces where he preached, the word of the Lord had free course, and was 
gloriljcd. During his mif:sion he bajitized 43 persons on a profession 
of faith ; and when he left some towns, the appearance of a v^ork of God

Rev. Samiiel Churchill has furnished the Board with an account of 
his missionary tour for six months. Mpst of his lime was spent in New- 
York, and Vermont. He inform^ us that the inhabitants in the neigh- 
bourhood of Plattsburgh are in a very destitute situation. He was Ui^ 
third missionary that had ever visited them. . They were very attentive 
to his ministry. After he had left this region, they sent him an a&Q- 
tionate letter, infonning him that his labours had been blessed. 

Id Fairfax, Venapat) ^« V^> ;^\ftM%s^l .hahqo. (le B^n^ ^ ^ ^t(«b 
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nalion commeDced in this place last Aagust. It begaa in a school. A 
liitle g^ri about 10 years of age, expressed great anxiety to her instruc- 
ter for having told her a falsehood a year before. She asked forgive* 
Bess, and begged her prayers. She was deepiy convinced of the evil of 
•in. Divine influence spread from heart to heart, till the general in- 
quiry was, — ^^ What shall we do to be saved?'' Their di^4tres8 was so 
great and general, that it was impossible to attend to the business of the 
•chool. They sent for a Christian to converse with them, and a God 
of mercy timed their mourning into joy, and songs of praise. About 
17 or 18 youths have made a public profession. The work was not 
confined to the school { it spread through the town, and in November^ 
60 had been added to the church. 1 visited Chateauguay. This has 
been one of the wickedest phces in the world. But a God of omnipo* 
Ifint grace has wrought wonders among the people. Many of the most 
hardened have been made to bow to the power of truth. One peison 
came to converse with me in great distress, who had indulged a false 
hope. His present distress took place the day 1 reached town, from an 
apprehension that his wife was going to offer herself as a candidate for 
baptism, and church-membership. He said he should not have felt 
worse, bad he been called to follow her to the grave. This aversion 
which he felt, led him to suspect his heart was not rierht. When 1 re« 
toroed, he had obtained relief, and a new hope* On Lord's day, he 
reUted his experience, and was baptized, with his wife and several oth- 
ers. During this missiooj i have had the pleasure of leading 48 down 
the hanks of Jordan." 

In New-York, Rev. Emory Osgood has performed part of a mission for 
three months. In a letter to the Secretary he observes : — ^^ 1 received an 
appointment from the Board to spend three months in the vicinity of 
SacketV Harbour, In December 1 commenced, and have preached oc- 
CMionally ever since, in the camp and village. 1 spend two and some* 
times three days in a week ; and when I am not preaching, 1 visit from 
house to house. The prospect is favourable, both in the camp and the 
village. The ministry of the word is attended with seriousness. For 
the honour of Colonel Leavenworth, the commander of the regimenti, 
I wish to communicate, in his own words, his remarks on my lirst Intro- 
diictioD into the camp. After 1 had closed my observations, he com* 
manded the attention of the soldiers : Said he, ^ 1 am not a preacher, 
1n|t tbis gentleman is, and his motives are of the purest kind ; he has 
iBome to do you good, he has come to serve you. He is my particular 
friend, an() i wish you to consider, and treat him as my friend.' These; 
remarks have secured me the respect of the soldiep*, and 1 am treated 
frith the inost particular attention by all the oilicers, and most of the 
(^iti^ens of the place." The Board mention the kindness of Colonel 
Leavenworth with very great pleasure. It is their prayer that he may 
be eminent for those virtues which distinguished the Roman centurion; 
and which forip the fairest aiyl most unfading wreath with which the 
poli{ier can be adorned. 

Rev. Jonathan Stone has commenced a mission of sir months ap> 
fointed him by the Board. A quotation from his letter will shew that 
iit hM much encouragement to persevere ^^ I have fixed (says he) on 
a dQSlitate part of our country, and have spent a few weeks in mission- 
SQf .service. I have the satisfaction to inform you, that there is a revi- 
nd^ veligion in the west part of the township of Canton, PenOb f 
fimdlhifkteitlement for the first time the second week in December.

Rev« Peter P. Roots has laboured with acceptance is the aenrice of 
Che Board for sis months. Many parts of his journal are interesting; 
but it would extend our Report to an undue Jeogth, were we to giro 
the details with which he has furnished us. Perhaps it may be suffi- 
cient to say, that he appears to have been indefatigable and anccesafol 
in his work. The Board cordially iq^pro?e of the plan he h^ pursued^ 
■a one which is hhely to do the most good. In hM communication he 
lemarfcs, ^^ 1 have u>nned a icircuit, and have staled appoiniments for 
^preaching in Ulytses, Lansmg, Division, Drydent Sp«ncer, Candori 
Owego, Athena, Chemung^ £Unira, Painted Post, 4tc- it takea n»e foof 
Weel^ to go round my circuit, and 1 wish i had a fellows-labourer with 
niie. I think it best not only to plant, but to water ; not only to visit| 
bnt to revisit the same places.^^ We fully concur in his views, sod 
think that the probability of usefulness is much greater, than where a 

Crson is travplling all the time. A tree is not cut down by one, bat 
repeated strokes ; so when truth shakes the false pe^ce of a sinner, 
and makes him tremble, it is necessary that it should be repeated till 
he falls under its influence. It is also desirable, when the axe hai 
been laid at the root of the tree, and the transgressor feels a wound- 
ed conscience, that he should have eome one to point him to the onlj 
^source of peace and life. These considerations satisfy us, that sucli 
t circuit as oar missionary brother has formed is the most likely to be 
attended with happy results. 

Rev. David Boyiiton, in a tour of three months, has visited a numbef 
•T places in the county of St Lawrence, State of New York. It ap* 
^ars from his lettter to the Board, that the Lord is carrying on bit 
Work in ser^^ral towns where he preached. He frequently administe^ 
ed the onlinaoces of Christ, and enjoyed much pleasure in the service 
•f his M'^ster. 

hev. Jesse Hartwell has been on a missioii about six months ; Avaiof 
%rhidi period he preached in maay destitute towns and villages in New- 
York, rennsylvama, and Ohio. Some extracts from his joonial will be 
fbund interesting. He writes — ^^^On the third of May, 1 entered New 
Connecticut, and found a field where there was much need of gospe) 
liboutf. I passed through many towns in Ashtabula, Geauga^ Cayahaga 
tftd Huron tonntiea. In these four extensive counties, there are only 
three Baptist ministers. In the counties of Cayahaga and Horoo, 
together with the country adjoining west for hundreds of miles, and in- 
habited by many people, there is not one settled minister of the gos- 
e. O ! brethren, here is a country resembling the vast regions oftbt 
t fwhich now attract so great attentiqp) loudly calling for nkissioDS* 
ly aid. The prospect of success was never greater in any place I 
have visited, than in this region. 1 went as far as Sandosky-bay, atteod- 
Ing meetings once, twice, or thrice every day, except one. WJbile is 
the 5tate of Ohio, I administered the Lord's lupper twice ; baptixed tea 

r Prions, and atteiided a Conventien of Cburehes to fbtm an Associatioo. 
left many wounded hearts, and many who could sagr^ Our aouls bare 
been greatly refreshed, and we have gained strength. They expres^d 
tfieir thanks to Ood, to the Missionary >odety, and to me, for tha visit 
t hate been in paths untrodden by flMsionarieS My shuation has bee$

1 
ik this section of the missionary field ought by no means to be neg- 
ted. No lime should be lost in sending piou^, energetic, diligent, 
sktlfnl ministers into the Connecticut Weaterri Reserve. In many 
ces, material seem to be at least felled, and partly hewed^ to bnild 
iplea for the name of the Lord. I scarcely evpr found it more diffi- 
t to leave any place. The people entreated me to visit them again, 
I would not be satisfied with any objections I conld make. I wish 
to be fi3rward to direct you, or to offer myself as a candidate ; but 
:he journey is long^ and short appointments expire before the moat 
lAy part of the missionary field is reached, 1 think it would save 
ney, and be attended with more good, to appoint a penon for a year. 
1 more suitable person<:annot be found, and it is your pleasure, 1 will 
for one year.'' The Board took this subject into consideration, and 
re appointed Mr. Hart we II for one year. 

lev. Oeorre Evans has been appointed by the Board for six months 
preach in the State of Ohio. He has not yet sent a particular detail 
tiis labours; but the facts which he has communicated in a letter to 
! SeGr«*tary are sufficient to induce ns to send more missionaries^ if 
* means would admit. In a letter from Parkersburg, Virginia, he ob* 
ves >-^ .Since I crossed the moontains, the sight of my eyes has often 
!Cted my heart The people in this region are very destitute, 
.ere is not a Bapti«et minister in this State within 50 or 60 miles of 
I place. There is but little if any preaching, except some by 
lachert in the Methodist connexion, for 100 miles up the river. And 
! people are not much better supplied on the other side of the river 
the State of Ohio. In whatever direction a person goes, he finds him- 
f on missionary ground. You will be ready to join with me in pray- 
the Lord of the harvest, to send forth more labourers into hia bar- 
It." 

lev. Ira Chase has been employed as our missionary for six months, 
the western parts of Virginia. We could present you with very ih^ 
esting accounts from his letters, but as some parts have already beeD 
tiltshed in the American Baptist Magazine, we refer yon to thtl 
blication.

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As the American B^ttaf Masr^zine k poblisked under the direction 
of thid society, ibr the benefit of missions, perhaps some infomntioQ 
conceminof it will be expected in oar Report. The Board are happy to 
state, that it«i circulation has become very extensire. Of the first num* 
ber of the New Scries, C^OCO were printed. Of the last number 4 1,000. 
As several ofthe A^rcnts have not yet made their retnms^ the Board 
have not yet realized any profits from the work. Bat they have reason 
to expect, should the subscribers be punctual in making* payment, that it 
will yield important pecuniary aid. This, however, is not an object of the 
greatest consideration with the Board. The information which the 
Magazine widely diffuses, and the encourag'ement which it gives to 
Hissiooary exertions, are conceived to be of more nvoment, than the in* 
crease which it may bring to our funds^ The Board take this opporto- 
nity of earnestly soliciting the assistance of their friends, by fumishiog 
interesting matter for its pago<«. They also request that ministers, and 
other influential persons would be active in obtaining subMribers for the 
work. Reasons for this request will so readily occur to their owq 
minds, that it is decmi'd unnec^uary to bring them into view. 

We have now given you a brief account of the duties to which we 
have attended ; and of the services which have bees performed by oof 
missionaries. We hope you will be gratified with the knowledge, that 

?our liberality has neither been misapplied, nor remained useless. 
!*hrough your assistance, the word of the Lord has been carried to tho^e 
who were ready to perish ; sinners have been converted, and saioU^ 
comforted and established in the truth. 

In meeting the engagements which the Board have made, the funds 
•f the society have been very much diminished. An acknowledgment 
of poverty is generally considered an unpleasant and humiliating task ; 
but we are compelled from a sense of duty to make this acknowledg- 
ment. Our treasury is greatly impoverished ; partly from the number 
of missionaries employed, which has been greater than in any former 
year, and partly from a diminution in the annual contributions to the so- 
ciety. But in the discharge of our duty, we have rrhed for help on 
Him who has said, the ^^ gold and the silver is mine." We have be* 
Jieved that it was only necessary to make the friends of Christ acquaint- 
ed with our circumstances, and they would cheerfully come forward 
and cnst their mites into the treasury. If we had to solicit benefac 
tions for ourselves, we should be ready to shrink from the ta.«k ; bat 
it is the cause of Christ for which we plead; and to beg for him, we 
arc not ashamed. Wc plead for our fellow-men, who arc scattered 
in the wilderness like sheep having no shepherd, and we entreat you to 
pity them. 

In closing onr Report, we would make the same appeal to you which 
the Apostle made to the Corinthians, when he was pleading the cause 
of the poor saints at Jerusalem. " Ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that, thousrh he w is rich, yet for your sakes he became poor, 
that ye through his poverty might be rich." If a view of the amazioji; 
condescension and disinterested benevolence of the Lord Jesu^ ha? its 
proper infl-jence on your hearts, it will constrain you to pity and belp 
those who are destitute of the means of religious instruction.

now voluntarily relimpiished. Jlis 
natural disposition receiving a new 
bias, ho commenced a lively, zeab 
ou>, and warm hearted Christian. 
Ilis excellent father had iu?l survi- 
ved loujr i-no'iffh, to see liis earnest 
petitions answered in the conv^r- 
si« n of his nniv only chihl, as he 
died about I'our months after this 
pleasiutr event. In the' m^nth of 
December. ITi'.O, Mr. .Medley made 
a public profe.-sion, by joining- the 
clsurch in P'asrio-Stn et. under the 
pa>toral care of Dr. GilTi>rd. Thus 
ho, who was before a blasphemer 
and injurious, obtained mercy, 
which almiirhtv and sov<Tei<rn ;rr:Ke 
he ^\\C\ not tail to rocommeud by hi?

On June C I7<i7, Mr. Medley ac- 
cepted a call from the }ia]>tidt 
church at Watford, Merts, and on 
July 1.% ITI'K, wa.4onlained. 

At U'atford he still continued th« 
arduous task of education, nn'l had 
a tery rekpectalileboardintri-r.hool: 
the oxcesjive fatifriies of which, to- 
gelhi'i' with his dtlif^ent attention 
to hit mtire private ftiidieii fur the 
piil|iit, that iVeijiienlly occupinil 
him ihe crealer part of the ni^ht, 
Miion injured ii line constitution, ami 
bid the fonndation of many rom- 
plainN, which grtMV with (lis years, 
aod to which iiiiiv he in a frrrat 
niiafiire ufcril'ctj that variation 
in hi-' S|>iril.'i, from (hiu |ierioif so 
foiisinntly experienred hy him. 
riii'I>n<; himielf uncfiuul to hi-i !<itu. 
ation, anil not !io romVortahlo in all 
respect:* ax he cnuM wish, he con- 
t^iilered it his duty tu folltxv the - 
leidinB;* of providence, whrrevera 
door might he ofuned At thin 
juncliire, thai Inle vi'ncn.Me and |.i- 
uii< deacon of the tlmr.h at I.iyi:i-- 
puol, Mr. John f.iveth'V. fn a jour- 
iipy, heard of !Vlr. Aiedley. ami waj 
direneil (o him, as a i^iiiliildc psitnr 
for the church to which he belong- 
ed, which wa« at this time di-^rftute. 
After some letters had pn-'te.! on 
(he Kiibject,Mr. Medley fir^t visiii-.l 
Liverpool, and was there two Lortl'i 
day-. 

On the 15Ih. of April,l7TJ. Sir. 
itiedley and .hiA family arrived in 
IJverpoel ; at which time he coir.- 
mnired ltii> pastoril oiItr(>. Here 
u^ a minister hcenjojeil the increas- 
ing affection of a pcoole. who-ie pt- 
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zeal, were ei^nallud only by fhoir 
mutual roiificknce and altaclimPfit 
to each othor. Perhai>.s, in thi<» im- 
perfect statp of thine:?, fewconnon- 
ions have boeii tormed under more 
auspirions circumstances, or more 
fully answered the warm and anx- 
ious hopes of all concerned. 

It pleapod God, also, powerfully 
to attend the word preachetMiy the 
influences of his Holy Spirit, to the 
revival, comfort, and encourafce- 
ment of hi« people, and for the con- 
version of many others ; and this 
■access, blessed be God, was uni- 
form to the last year of his life. 
Relieved from the anxious employ- 
ment of instructing youth, he pur- 
lued his studies without distraction, 
never suffering any thingj to draw 
him from the main business of his 
life, that of preaching the gospel 
of Jesus Christ, which was at once 
his occupation and delight. 1 laving 
full scope for the exercise of those 
abilities, with which God had bless- 
ed him, his popularity continually 
increased, not only in Liverpool 
and the neighbouring towns, but in 
London also, where prodiifious num- 
bers always attended, whenever he 
preached. 

The congregation at Liverpool 
had increased so considerably, that 
in the following year, 1773, it was 
found necessary to enlarge the place 
of worship. This was accordingly 
done ; and it wajB soon filled with 
attentive and constant hearers. 
From this period nothing more re- 
markable occurred till the year 
1789, when tlic new meeting in 
Byrom-Street was erected: unless 
we notice the remarkable peace, af- 
fection, and unanimity, with which 
that period of time was crowned ; 
the dear remembrance of which 
will long find a place in many an 
affectionate bosom. 

From the time of the opening of 
the new place of worship, to the ft- 
lal stroke that separated the belov- 
ed pastor from his flock, considera- 
ble additions have been made, and 
'he word of the g\ono\]fi ^o^^el oC 



Jesus Christ abimdantlv crowned 
with success. Indeed it has with 
great pleasure been observed by 
many of those, who sat under Mr. 
Medley's ministry from bis first com- 
ing to Liverpool, that thej never 
found the word more blessed than it 
was the last six months they heard 
him. 

During his annual visits to Lon- 
don, where for a great number of 
jears he regularly supplied the cob- 
gregations of Tabernacle and Tot- 
tenham Court chapels, he had the 
pleasure, not only of preaching 
with great acceptance, but of find- 
ing these his occasional laboari 
much owned and blessed ; haviDf 
reason to believe, that several, 
more or less, w^re called to the 
knowledge of the truth under hii 
ministry in these places every jour- 
ney; as he oAen heard ot many 
pleasing seals to his ministry, after 
his return home. As his health 
and spirits began to fail him, he 
found himself oflten unequal to the 
fatigue of preaching from place to 
.placfe, as is the custom .with visiting 
ministers in London ; which tended 
to unfit him for his public work, 
and to prevent that active exertion, 
for which he had been so remarka- 
ble in earlier life, and which, in the 
regular and methodical manner he 
conducted all his studies at home, 
continued till his last illness, with 
little or no variation. 

To attempt entering upon a mi- 
nute description of his talents, man- 
ner, or doctrine, would swell thi> 
memoir to undue length. The 
reader cannot have a better or 
more concise idea on this subject 
given him, than by quoting the 
words of his favourite author Fanch. 
The general scope and object of all 
his labours tending, "To humble

It is a great [ni^takis into which 
some people fall, (hat when they 
attrmpl this duly, they must pray 
for man J' things, and iilmorit everv 
thing which they cnn think of. 
And those who can pray half an 
hour, or more, are «aiil to have the 
pifl of prayer. lUinJ^Jlers «et the 
example, and others imitate them. 
Thus one of the highe-t pleasure! 
of the Christian, and one of the 
greatest blessings which F^eaven 
can bestow, is rendered tedious and 
irksome, and sometimes exceeding- 
ly disgusting.

Res^arding* them as 
the offspring: of bi<roiry, and the re^ 
suit of priestcraft, desiafned to en- 
slave the consciences of men, we 
say, — " Frocut^ O prtjcul este profa^' 
r»//' We are the iViends of free 
enfpiirv. *\Ve wish men to l)e influ- 
enced by the force of truth — ^i»y the 
convictions of their consciences — 
by the plnin dictates of the Bible, — 
in every ihinp: which relates to the 
interests of the soul and the honoui^ 
of 0.)d. At the sa^me time, we are 
anxious to use all the means adapt- 
ed to lead the mind? of men to the 
knowlpdi^e and practice of what 
the Bible tenrlies. In doinj this, 
they will gradually, yet inevitably, 
rclinrpii'^h their errors and their 
prejuilices, their animosities and 
their contentions. Party distinc- 
tions will cease, and all Christians 
unite as one band of brethren. In 
these United States, we have grown 
to a larjrc and re.-pec table body of 
Christians, and the prospect is, that 
we shall be still more So. But it 
muct be by exertion on our part, a^ 
well as by the blessinc^ of the Lord.

We must labour to correct the er- 
rours, in sentiment and practice, 
which exist among our own people* 
as %vell as among those of other 
dcnomtuation'). We must circulate 
religious tracts. We must give e<l- 
ucation to otn* young ministers, that 
they may follow the career of Gill. 
of FuLi^ii. of HUm., of Man^uvp, o> 
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Stillman, an J others, whoi^e names 
are on the cataloi^'uc of tame, and 
will go down to posterity with hon- 
our. No man must be asleep. 
Every individual is called to be 
activo ; tor while we tulerate all 
reliirions, we must rigorously ex- 
tend our own.

ADVICE TO A YOUNG MIITISTER. 



To the Rev. Mr. 



My dear Sir, 

I AN sorry that, during your 

stay at , I enjoyed so little, 

either of your society, or that of 
tlie church ; thou£;^h I confess with 
concern, I then felt too litllf; reicret 
in hein£^ deprived of so valuable a 
privileyre. The Lord make mo 
more of holy David's spirit !* Had

trust I should bavo sought spiritual 
improvement from you ; hut I 
should al*:o have u.sod the privilege 
of a frien«l to you and the gospol, 
in froely audatfoclionatcly poinlinij 
out what appoarod to mc objoction- 
al>le in vour niini^trv. 

Let roe, however, assure you, 
that, through thi* divine blessing, I 
have been edified by your public 
instruction ; and thr> acknowledg- 
ment 1 once made to vou to this cf- 
feet, was from the t nines** and in 
the sincoritv of inv heart. With 
respect to my objections, as it is 
DOW impossible tor me to state 
ihem personally, I feel bound to 
do it by letter ; ami I know, that if 
I write under a due sense of the 
man\ imperfections and infirmities 
which incessantly cleave to me, I 
shall do it in a loving* and humble 
spirit. It is the general testimony of 
your triends here, that you preach 
the gospel taithfnlly ; and I most 
corduillv ajrree with them. This 
seems to be saying all that can be 
wislird ; and you wilL perhaps, 
wonder where ray objection can 
arise. It is then to your Manner of

preaching [ Mnde. This is un- 
doubtedly an inferior consideratioQ ; 
but, my dear friend, I conr«»iTe it is 
very far from unimportant. The 
friends of the gospel, and those wh© 
are personally attached to yourself, 
can overlook many imperifectioDS ; 
and, to the soul that is bungrr for 
the bread of life, ^ every bitter 
thing is sweet :^ but the case is very 
different as it respects the eneiniM 
of the gospel : their prejudices 
take deeper root ; and really not 
without some cause; and, VVhy 
should offences to religion be mul- 
tipliwd, and the childrens' bread be 
made bitter and nngmfeful tothf-m? 
But to come to particular^: IfVar 
you have often degrailed the 
sacred and solemn »ubj'»cts of 
which vou have treated, bv verr 
unbecoming language and an on- 
happy mode of addre^. 

By wishing to be familiar and 
plain (which is essentially requisite) 
you have, in some instances, de- 
scended to a coarseness and seem- 
ing irreverence, which, I must dr- 
dare, has shocked me. Vou hare 
talked upon the awful suhjrrt vt 
damnation in a manner very unlike 
one who was deeply impressetl 
with a sense of its horrors, or with 
an apprehension that it would hf 
the dreadful doom of some of youi 
hearer*. Your manner has appear- 
ed to indicate, that vou rather took 
a kind of horrid pleasure in de- 
nouncing the sentence, than that 
you was affectionately solicitous for 
the salvation of poor condemoed 
sinners.

Thfjic is one Being who exists 
eternally ; who is exempt from sick- 
ness, old age and death ; who was, 
and is, and will 1>e, without begin* 
ning, and without end. Besides this, 
the true God, there is no other GoA

U n it in<^ throe in one, 
God the la! her, (lod the .^on, and 
God the Holy (iho^t, thosn throe 
are one God. Goil isa spirit, with- 
out bodily form. Altlioiii^h oiniii- 
prciifiit, it ]•! al'ove the hf*aveDs thiit 
He clearly discovers J lis s^Utiy, 
liia powirr anil wi<'!om are intitiile. 
lie iss pure and ifoud, and possessed 
of evorl;«r«tinic tolirity. li**r»re this 
world was made, Ciod remained hap- 
py, surrouride<l l»y the pure and in- 
corporeal son-j of heaven. In order 
to display lii«! perfections, and make 
creatures hap])y, God created the 
heaven!^, the sun, moon and all the 
Btan», the earth, the various kinds 
of hrute creatiirr-*, and man.

the providence of God had conduct- 
ed thither before them; opened m 
^hool ; and made excursions among 
the Indiam^ in the surrounding coun- 
try ; and found them generally wil- 
ling, even solicitous, that their chil*- 
dron should be instructed. 

Brother Ranaidson has been ac- 
tively employed in the states of 
Loui^iiana and Missisippi, in preach- 
ing the o^ospel to bond and free, 
with a siiccess that has rejoiced our 
hearts ; and has established a church 
in the former state. Though una- 
ble, from the sickness of his familv. 
to visit the Creek Indians, pursuant 
to the instructions of the Board, his 
representation to the Missisippi As- 
sociation /firoduced a mission from 
that body, which erentuated in the 
formation of a Cretk African Chutrch, 

Among the Cherokees inhabiting 
the wild mountainous country which 
lies on the borders of North-Caro- 
lina and Tennessee, the Rev. Hum- 
phrey Posey has communicated 
evangelic instruction with accept- 
ance, and has established several 
schools for the education of their 
children. Having similar objects in 
view with respect to the Indians 
inhabiting the state of Indiana, and 
territory of Illinois, the Board ap- 
pointed the Kev. Isaac M^Coy, near 
Vincennes, to missionary service in 
that quarter. 

Two young missionaries, Messrs, 
Wheelock & Coleman, whose heartA 
are devoted to the cause in which 
they are engage^l, whose desire»* 
are to live for the conversion of 
the Burmans to God, and to dir» 
among them, have sailed to jn'm 
their brethren Judson and Hough, 
in Rangoon. 

In this limited view of the pro- 
ceedings of the Board, it may be 
observed, that the destitute places 
of the earth have been sought out. 
and cultivated by the faithful ser- 
vants of Christ : the wretched, ig- 
norant, wandering race, whose in- 
veterate habits of savage life have 
often palsied the efforts of those 
who were warmest in their cau«e. 
are now induced to submit to tli» 
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A>stering liand of civilization, and 
listen to that j^ospel wluch has 
broug^bt life am! immortality to 
liphl. The poor African, once as 
**dark in thinir' divine,"' as the 
complexion which Providence has 
•tamped upon him, now heholds the 
"liijht of the knowledge of the 
gflory of God, in the face of Jesus 
Christ." In personal honda^e, he 
is Christ's freeman ; and, without a 
country in all the. world he can call 
bis own, his expectations are rai<*ed 
to one that is heavenly. An<l the 
devoted missionaries in Kangfuon, 
who have planted the standard of 
Christ in the empire of darkness. 
and invaded " the habitations of 
cruelty," will soon, it is hoped, re- 
ceive an accession to their number. 

Such extended operations, it may 
well be conceived, could not he 
tarried on without great expense ; 
and the Board, ever rf';iardins: econ- 
omy in the use of the funds by the 
liberality of the public entrusted to 
Ihcm, h:ive, novertheless,been com- 
pelled by a sense of duty, to make 
iar?e appropriation? for tiiese sev- 
eral objects. The cails of Provi- 
dence were too phin to bo mistm- 
den*tood. They would not resist ; 
they could not but promote the ar- 
dent wishes of those into whose 
hearts God had infused the holy de- 
•ire of sacrifiriii;^ almost every 
earthly consideration to his sacred 
cause. They confided in His faith- 
fulness who has promised to accom- 
plish what they are labouring by 
his blessing to achieve. They trust- 
ed, too, that there existed in those 
who have hitherto favoured them 
with their patronage, a spirit that 
would not suffer them to grow wea- 
ry in well doing; but which, re- 
garding the success that has crown- 
ed their efforts, would only find in 
each renewed demand upon their 
benevolence, a fresh inducement 
for contributing to such heavenly 
purposes. 

Much has been done, hut more, 
much more remains to be accom- 
plished. We have only planted 
our standard on the &e\d; \\\e\juV 



tle is yet to be fought. The vari- 
ous stations which have been chos- 
en, are only strong positions from 
wliich must he carried on a more 
c\ 'tended warfarr^. If we faint 
here, our strength is small indeed! 
If we sit down satisfied with such 
partial achievements, the laurels 
already gathered will wither on 
our brows. If steady, ardent, per- 
severing efforts do not succeed 
these measures, we have but la* 
boured in vain. What arcybi/rmif- 
sionarics in Rangoon, against a host 
of seventeen miltio/is ? and these too, 
under the strong influence of the 
god of this world, and shielded by 
the grossest darkness ! Take up the 
map of North America. Trace 
the range of the ^everlasting bills* 
which divide the waters that roll to 
the Atlantic from those that dii- 
charge themselves into the gulf of 
Mexico. One missionary is Htation- 
ed there ; more solitary than the 
eagle that builds upon their rocks. 
From thence look southward upon 
the vast extent of country inhabited 
by the Cherokees, Creeks, Chick- 
asaws, and Choctaws, and one or 
two may be discovered shining like 
stars amid the general gloom. 
Then extend vour view across tlj6 
Pdissisippi, to the town of St. Louis; 
two mijs^ionaries have fixed them* 
selves there. But follow this river 
in its course for thousands of miles; 
trace its mighty tributary streams, 
and you will find their banks lined 
with tribes of Indians, almost as ig- 
norant of the God who made them, 
as the animals on which they fiiH- 
sist. When shall these ^' floo.!* 
clap their hands?" when shall these 
valleys sing, and the mountains re- 
peat the joyful sound of salvation ^ 
Can such mighty effects be produc- 
ed by the efforts of t-ao men, hoiv- 
ever pure their aims, however un- 
wearied their exertions ?

Wc are indebtetl to a pious I^ady of 
tius vicinity, for the following Extnict 
of a Letter from Mrs. Jud!>on» dated 
Rangoon, Aug. 20, 1817. 

Dear Mary^ 

When 1 left my native country, 
my ancfuish was mitigated, my tears 
were dried by the consideration that 
I there loll many congenial souls, 
who, though prevented accompa- 
nying me, would assist me by thiir 
prayers, encourage and animate me 
by their letter?, and keep alive the 
missionary «pirk in my soul, by 
their constant assurances that I was 
not alone, but n1 ail tiinos aided and 

supported by them Do you not 

sometimes remember those solemn 
meetings when you, with others, 
commended me so affectionately to 
the care of our heavenly Feather? 
When you so often assured me you 
would never forget to pray for me, 
would never cease to encourage 

me by your letters ? No, you 

have not forgotten those seasons; 
you have not forgotten to pray for 
me. 

It is now four years that we have 
resided in this country ; and though 
no Burman has renounced idolatry 
and embraced the religion of Christ, 
yet the seed is beginning to be 
scattered in a still, quiet way, 
which may spring up and bear fruit

sents a field for Tast, unboundei 
usefulness ! But neither reTelatioo, 
nor the experience of ages, war- 
rant us to expc'ct immediate nic- 
ccss. Wiiat nation has chao^ 
their gods in a day ? What natios 
so far advanced in ciwilization u 
the Burman^ has renounced their 
system of religion at the first men- 
tion of a new one ? We are not ta 
look for miracles, but we are war- 
ranted to expect the mccomplith- 
ment of those ends, which God in 
his wise providence has connected 
with a steady, perseyering ose of 
means We are firmly persuaded 
that the country of Burmah will 
eventually becom-- Christian .. that 
the way is now preparing, the seed 
sowing; but how long before the 
harvest will be ripe, we leaye for 
God to determine. 

It has been Mr. Jadson^s object 
to get well grounded in the lan- 
guage, and to do some preparatoiy 
work for the benefit of future mis- 
sionaries, before he made a formal 
disclosure of his design to the king. 
We have not by any means taken 
pains to keep our object secret; 
on the contrary, we have improved 
every opportunity to communicate 
religious truth to those Burmani 
who have visited at the mission- 
house. This we have considered 
as the path of present duty. Since 
Mr. Noughts arrival, he has print- 
ed a tract of considerable lengthy 
being a view of the Christian 
Reliorion, which Mr. Judson hai 
previously composed ; and also, i 
small Catechism ibr children, and 
Matthew^s gospel. These are is 
circulation, and are well understood 
by those who read them. Many 
have called at the mission-house t* 
inquire more particularly mte the 
new religion. But we have fre- 
quently observed in these enquirer^ 
a fear lest others should discover 
their inclination to enquire. Some-

when conversing with these Bur* 
mans, and how one longs to open 
their blind eyes, that they may be- 
hold his prociouHness ! But this is 
the prerogative of (lod alone; and 
if he has any dear children here, 
any -chosen ones, whose names are 
written in the Lamb^s book of life 
from the foundation of the world, 
he will open their eyes, he will 
shew them his glory, he will com- 
pel them to come in. How inter- 
ested would you be, could yoo 
meet with my little society of fe- 
males on the sabbath. Interested 
I say,.... yes, you would be interest- 
ed if it was only from this circum- 
stance, that these poor idolaters en- 
joy the means of grace, and sit un- 
der the sound of the gospel. I 
have generally fifteen or twenty. 
They are attentive while I read the 
scriptures, and endeavour to teach 
them about God. One of them 
told me the other day, that she 
would not think oFgiving up a re- 
ligion which her parents, her grand- 
parents, &c. &c. had embraced, and 
accepting a new one of which thej 
had never heard. 1 asked her If 
she wished to go to hell, because 
her progenitors had gone there ? 
She replied, if, with all her offers 
ings and good works on her head, 
(speaking in their idiom) she must 
go to hell, then let her go. I told 
her if she went to hell, after having 
heard of the Saviour, her very re- 
lations would contribute to torment 
and upbraid her, for her rejection 
of that Saviour of whom they had 
never heard, and that even she her- 
self wmild regret her folly when it 
was too late. If 1 do, said .she, 1 
will tfien cry out to you to be my y 
intercessor with your God, who 
will certainly not refuse you. An- 
other told me, that ^he did believe 
in Christ, and prayed to him every 
day. I asked her if she also believ- 
ed in Gaudma, and prayed to him. 
She replied, she worshipped them 
both. I have several times had my 
hopes and expectations raised, by 
the apparent setvow^ive^ q^ %eNVi:\'«iX 
females, aft Wic.

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to several men. But their goodness 
ivas like the morning clrud and ear- 
ly dew, which soon pasaeth away.

in the nortli and east, T had resolved 
to write before 1 received vour last. 
Were I to allow my feelings to 
guide my pen m tlie relation of 
events which have afforded us much 
encouragement in our undertaking, 
1 fear the picture would be too 
glowing, and even truth itself would 
lose its value in exaggerated de- 
scription. 

The history of missions affords 
multiplied instances of long and 
painful labouri< amongst the heaih- 
en, without much real fruit. Thir- 
teen yeai-s of incessant toil, priva- 
tion and persecution, were endured 
by the apostolic Egede, before he 
got foot-hold in Greenland ; and 
many more years were spent l>e- 
fore any of the barbarous natives 
were converted ;...and yet, he lived 
to see the gospel spread through- 
out a great part of that idolatrous 
land. Nearly twenty years paired 
away much expense was incur- 
red, and some valuable lives lo^t, 
before the idolaters of Otaheite and 
Eimeo broke down their morais, 
burnt their gods of wood, and ac- 
knowledged Christ " Lord of all.^ 

From the time Dr. Thomas set 
foot in India with a view to preach 
the gospel, to the time that Krisno, 
the first Tlindoo convert, was bap- 
tized, was about seventeen years; 
and now within the same space of 
time, may we not say with ele- 
vated gratitude, '•• What hath God 
wrought ?" Though immediate j-uc- 
cess in the gospel ministry is cer- 
tainly desirable, yet it has not been 
found in every instance to be of the 
most ultimate advantage to the 
church of Christ.

'tant villages. 

1. The first department embra- 
ces those scholars who pay for their 
tuition, and contains at present, 
about forty, of which, five arc the 
children of Catholics. 

2. The second department is a 
free school, limited at present, to 
ten scho!ai-s, all except one, the 
children of French Catholics, and 
who, without this means, would 
grow up in vice without useful 
knowledge. 

Tliis brancli has not been regu- 
larly filled since its commencement. 
Two or three instances have occur- 
red, where the children have been 
taken from school after attending 
several weeks, through the inilu- 
ence of their Priests. The Catho- 
lj«k religion is the same in its spirit 
and temlenry, as in the iifteenth

in the Tnitcd States, without bonis, 
Determined not to be defeated, I 
set about to find more children to 
fill the place.^ of those lost, and in 
this I haj>pily succeeded. Amongst 
some of these French children, un- 
common progress has been made. 

6, The third dej»artment is our 
African Sunday school. Were 1 to 
speak only of the advantages of 
learning to read, and the temporal 
good of this unha])])y race, with the 
progress that some have made, 
much might he said. But this w 
far from being our chief object. 
From the firet beginning, we jet it 
ho understood. iVi^l x^Vi-^viw^ vcw- 
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strnction woiilil be otir primary ob- 
jiCt. To provt-nt any iliflicultVi 
slaves were required to I'ring- cer- 
tifirates from tlicir masters, though 
we iliil not u'i«h to confine onret'lves 
to this rule in every instance. By 
this pnidf-ntial nieasiire, the appro- 
bation of many citizens of the first 
re^pectaf»ility wa« secured. From 
th»* n!inih«-r of 1 1, which attended 
the tirst dav< the school won in- 
creased till nearly one hundred 
w«>re ( n J he nsrislerat one period. 
Some of these have made astonish- 
ini^" proficiency since their attend- 
ance. Several who commenced in 
the alphahet, whicli thry partially 
k*iew, are new hegfinnin^ to read 
the 1{il le. One ^irl, who could 
read a little wh4:n she commenced, 
has in the space of five weeks, com- 
mitted to m'-mory the I iOnl's prayer, 
and several other pieces of pro<e, 
tojrethcr with a hundred and twenty 
lines of poetry. A man, about :^0 
years of age, besides his task at la- 
bour, tbund leisure in one week to 
commit 2.3 questions and answers in 
the Assembly's Catechism. So ea- 
ger are some of these poor mortals 
to learn, that they will work the 
hardor througfh the day, that they 
may gain lime to read in the even- 
ing. A few instances of negligence 
and backwardness to learn, has ap- 
ppared, Imt not one of improper be- 
havi'Mir while at school. 

A^ 1 before observed, relijfions 
instruc'ion is our primary object. 
A most happy ojtportunity is j)re- 
sent«'d while in school, not only for 
private conversation, but for pub- 
lic exhoriation, prayer and praise, 
which is always* attended. At these 
times, everv countenance is solemn, 
anv' the tears runnino' down their 
sable face*, is sufficient proof of 
the sensibility of their minds.

The 
reply is, ^* Here am I, send me." 
All I ask is, two pious, devoted 
young men, whose constitutions and 
dispositions will suffer them to 
brave the dangers of the wilder^ 
ne{(^, to accompany me as teachers 

or preachers and I will venture 

my life as soon as the Board may 
think it best. Every season, a 
number of the citizens of this vil- 
lage proceed up the Missouri from 
8'>0 to 1^,100 mileft..... spend seven 
•r eight months with the IndiaDS..* 
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learn their langpuage, &c. and all 
for a few paltry Beaver skios, or 
Buffalo bides. And shall a Chris- 
tian, a Missionary, refuse to submit 
to the like inconveniences, for the 
flake of immortal souls^ and tlie glory 
of God ? 

June 26. I can hardly express 
Ifee satisfaction I enjoyed last even- 
ing' in perusing your last Magazine, 
which the last mail brought us. 

Though more than eleven hun- 
dred copies of the English Bible 
has been distributed in and around 
St. Louis, this has only just ex- 
hibited the want. For more than 
three months, people from ev- 
ery quarter around^ have been 
to our houses and begged for a 
copy of the Bible ; yet we have 
been under the necessity to send 
them away empty. Will not some 
of the Eastern Bible Societies take 

Sity on us, and send the word of 
fe for gratuitous distribution ?

Jlrrival of J^issionaries at Bombay. 
From Panoplist's Postscript, July 25. 

The ship Malabar, Capt. Ome, 
arrived yesterday at balem, in \W 
days from Bombay, and brought 
letters from our Missionaries. Lat- 
est date^ 0th. April. 

The Rev. Messrs. John Nichol?, 
and Allen Graves, with their wives, 
and Miss Philomela Thurston, who 
embarked on board the Saco, 5th. 
October last, arrived at Bombay, 
on the 23d. February. Their pas- 
sage, though rather long, was a 
pleasant one. At the time of their 
arrival, and of the latest dates, tZiey 
were "nil in good health. They 
were received by the missionaries 
there, Messn. Hall, Newell, and 
Bardwell; with most affectionate 



tenderness, and joy, and thanksgiv- 
ing; and by the Governor, Sir 
Evan Nepean, with great courtesy 
and kindness. 

It was determined that Mr. 
Graves should have his station at 
Mahim, on the northern part of the 
island of Bombay, about six miles 
distant,— and Mr. Nichols at Tan- 
nah, on Salsette, about 25 miles 
distant from Messrs. Hall, Newell, 
and Bardwell. 

The marriage of the Rev, Mr. 
Newell, to Miss Philomela Thurs- 
ton, was solemnized Stith. March. 

The mission at Bombay is in 
very prosperous slate. The schools 
of the mission are now eleven ; the 
children and youth belonging \e 
them, Jewish, Mahometan, but 
chit- fly heathen, are about 1200; 
the average number attending from 
day to day, about 1600. 

The latest intelligence from Cey- 
lon, was on the 9th. March. The 
Rev. Messrs. Warren and Richards 
were then thought to be a little 
better; yet they were both quite 
feeble, and fears were entertained 
retfpecting their recovery. This 
is, at present, the only cloud upon 
our Eastern missions ; and on ac- 
count of this, fervent and unceasing 
prayer will be offered by many 
thousands to (he Father of mercietf, 
and God of all consolation.

From the LomJon ^liftsiionary CAroni* 
clt of May /ast. 

Thg Rev. Isaac Jncub Schmidt, 
of the Church of (he United Breth* 
ren, and Treasurer of the Bible 
Society at Pctoi-sbnrg, has trans- 
mitted to the Klder-*' Conference 
of the Unity, a very remarkable 
account of the manner in which the 
study of the gospel of St. Matthew 
was, under the Divine blessing, 
made the mean<i of convei-sion to 
two Saisangs (nobles or princes^ of 
the MoogoU^^. TYi^ ^i;:,^Qi^\wVv^-u^ 
foUowft •- 
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^' Haviiii^ tirll^!led priiitin.t^' the 
first edition o4* the ^ospol acconl- 
ing to St. Malthow in the Calninc 
lanynaire, copic-* of it were sent 
to Siberia, to the civil Governor 
of Irkutsk, Nicolai I. Treskin, a 
counsellor of state to his Impe- 
rial Majesty; which he most ju- 
diciously directed to be distribut- 
ed among: the i^elen^inskish Mon- 
gol and tiie Chorinian Burats. 
This excited so much curiosity, 
that the Head Lama of the Monpfols, 
and the Prince of the Chorinian 
Burats, each amona: his oxvu people, 
of their own accord, made a collec- 
tion amountinic to upwards of elev- 
en thousand rubles, (ooC/.) which 
they placed at the disposal of our 
Bible Society, on condition that the 
jrospel of St. Matthew, and if possi- 
ble, other books of the New Testa- 
ment, might be translated into their 
language, and printed in their char- 
acters. In accomplishing their wish- 
es, two Saisanjifs, (each of them a 
Chief of about 3000 males) were 
appointed ; and arrived at Peters- 
burg in the beginning of December, 
1817. 

I*as?ing through Moscow, they 
had (he honour to be presented to 
the Emj»eror,wbo encouraged them 
in the most condescending terms, 
to proceed in the work. Here the 
Bible Society furnished them with 
a suitable lodging; and the care of 
them was committed to me. Thev 
likewise brought recommendatory 
letters iVom the upper Chiefs to 
me ; expressing the great and anx- 
ious concern which thev felt for 
the welfare of the two Saisangs; 
and declaring that they were the 
best and mo^t sensible men among 
their poopb\ 

Having regulated their affairs in 
their new situation, the}' commenc- 
ed their labour^ with unbounded 
zeal Helbre they began their 
translation, they formed extracts of 
parts of different chapters ; the 
meaning and spirit of which, they 
could not understand. These (hey 
brought to me, and begged for an 
interpretatioD, which 1 g^N^ tYv^ia 



in the best possible manner I was 
able to do. 

Here appeared tbe fvork of tbe 
Spirit of God, by the power of the 
gospel. They listened with silent 
attention : their countenances be- 
came serious : they gave no par- 
ticular signs of approbation; but 
said, in a 8<<lemn tone, full of gen- 
tle emotion, that they now under- 
stood it They visited me twice or 
thrice a week, always bringing 
their work with them ; and, at 
each visit, I perceived their pro- 
gress, not only in the knowledge, 
hut also in the personal application 
of the gospel. The work of tbe 
Spirit of God in the hearts of these 
men, having originated altogether 
with himself, I left the whole en- 
tirely to Him, without intermed- 
dling in (he least. 

I noticed, with delight, their 
growth in the grace and knowledge 
of .Tesus Christ ; contenting myself 
with explaining such pasL«agetf of 
scripture as they could not under- 
slantl, and giving my advice only 
when it was asked for. They were 
more especially pleased with those 
passages in which our Savionr de- 
clares his readiness (o receive sin- 
ners, inviting the weary and heavy 
laden to come unto Him. and prom- 
ising to give them rest. They 
were also forciblv struck bv His 
parables ; among others, by that of 
the householder, who hired labour- 
eiN into his vineyard, giving to those 
who came in the evening, the same 
wages as those received whom he 
had hired in the morning ; which 
they regarded as having a special 
reference to themselves and their 
nation. The promise of Jesus, that 
before the end of the world, the 
gospel shall be preached yor a tesii- 
jnony unto all nations, made a deep 
im|)ression upon them. l^ome time 
ago, they related, without any sug- 
gestion on my part, that whenever 
they prayed to their gods, as they 
have been accustomed to do, they 
felt very great uneasiness, as if they 
were committing sin. Another

sake, willingly and gladly submit to 
unmeriled reproach. 1 reminded 
Ibem, further, that this Hlep would 
cause great sensation among their

imagined, that, as <»non as they be- 
came Christians, thev must become 
Russians (of which both they and 
the Calmurs, have great horror :) 
that this idea was dreadful, even 
to 'intM, personally: tor they «iid 
not wish to forfeit their nationality. 
They therefore hoped, that the 
Emperor would grant to them, and 
to all who might be converted, 
liberty as to their manner of life, 
so far as is consistent with the pre- 
cepts of the gospel ; and, more es- 
pecially, that faithful teachers might 
be sent to their nation, to point out 
to them the truth, and guide them 
in the way of salvation. 
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Mission to IrkoutsL 

By a letter from the Rev. Mr. 
Stallybrass, dated Moscow, Jan. 17, 
1€18, (N. S.) to the TreasHrer, we 



learn that Mr. S. and Mr. Rahmn, 
with their wives, lel't St. Peters- 
burgh on the 3d. of Jan. last, and 
arrived at Moscow, the ancient me- 
tropolis of Russia, a distance of 727 
versts, on the 15th. They expect- 
ed to have performed the jonmcy 
in less time, hut were impeded by 
the indisposition of the females. 

They re.sted at a post-station oo 
the Sabbath. Christmas-da? was 
delightfully fine ; and the Russians, 
in every village throughout which 
they passed, were gay in celebrat- 
ing of the day. The ?an,^howeT. 
er, soon af\er disappeared, and the 
weather became so unfavourable, 
that they could not travel with tbei: 
kabitky open. 

On the evening of Saturday, Jan 
1 7, they were honoured by an in- 
terview with His Imperial Majesty, 
who received them most gracioos- 
ly, without ceremony, conversed 
with them freely on the object of 
their journey, which he highly ap- 
proved ; assured them that he had 
given the most positive orders, that 
every possible facility should be 
afforded them on their journey. 
He expressed b.is pleasure thai 
God had raised up instruments for 
such a work, — spoke of the prom- 
ises made in the word of God, re- 
specting the circulation of divine 
truth, and of the pleasure which 
he lelt, and which every helievei 
in them must feel, at this singular 
period, in seeing so many of them 
fulfilled.

Dear Sr, 

Bless God with ns, because he 
hath done great things for the pco- 

Jile among whom we labour. At 
ength, superstition and idolatry are 
done away, and the Arcoi society 
is also at an end. Their gods arc 
burnt in the fire, and their children 
are saved from death. You know, 
that where the gospel corner with 
power, it always works a change 
for the better in man — 

• Blessings abound where'er He reig;ns. 
And all the sons of want are blesu' 

I have lately been twice round 
this island, preaching the gospel, 
and have just returned from a 
preaching tour round Taheite. 
There are about 700 people on this 
island, who have embraced the gos- 
pel, beside about 500 who are with 
118. In every district they have 
built a place of worship, in which 
they have prayer thrice every Sab- 
bath day, and once every Wednes- 
day. Almost eyery house has fam- 
ily worship daily, and most of the 
people retire for private worship 
(in the bushes) twice^ and some 
three times a-day. 



At Taheite, there are about 3O00 
who are turned from idols, and who 
now call Jehovah their God. They 
have buiit about 60 places of woi^ 
ship, in which they pray, as thej 
do here. They teach each other 
to read and write, and they lean 
very quickly. Many teach othen 
the Catechism. The king writes 
better than any of us. 

At Huaheine, Raiatea, and Boro- 
boro, we believe there are nearly 
4000 people who embrace the 
Christian religion, although they 
have no instruction at present, ex- 
cept by the books which we send 
them. They are frequently send- 
ing messages to as, requesting ns to 
come and teach thera.

It is in the contemplation of thi! 
Society, that its representatives, 
now in Malta, shall travel into £- 
gypt, Palestine, Syria, the Lesser 
Asia, and Greece, to obtain infor- 
mation as to the moral and religiooi 
state of those countries, of which 
little, comparatively, is at present 
known, with a view to the exten- 
sion of gospel truth among then. 
Millions of men, called Christians, 
are in those countries, sunk into 
the grossest ignorance and supersti- 
tion, and groaning under the iron 
yoke of their IMahomedan masters.

Bat he bad found it necea- 
sary to relinquish the Academy for 
the present. — It was not now in op- 
eration ; and for want of encourage- 
ment, he had suspended bis min- 
isterial laboun. There waa no 
church of any denomination ; and 
there were but few, veiy few pro- 
fessors of religion ; — and some of 
these were not very correct in 
Ihcir morals. 

It was painful to lee a village, 
containing so many immortal souls, 
thus abandoned to ruin. Fcrhapi, 
thought I, it is my duty to slop, and 
endeavour to excite the attention 
of the people to their eternal inter- 
ests. In this I was encouraged by 
two Baptist brethren who reside in 
the place. 

On Lord's day, I preached in the 
Court-house to a very small a^em- 
bly, and again in (he evening. The 
next day, one of the brethren, an 
amiable young man, undertook to 
ascertain the wishes of llie people, 
with regard to my stopping; and 
for this purpose, circulated the fol- 
lowing paper : — 

" CUirkiinirg, Dre. 2t>, 18)7. 

We, the subscribers, as an ei- 
pression of our desire to have the 
gospel preached among us, promise 
to contribute to the Kev. Ira Chase, 
for the use of the missionary soeie> 
ty by which he is employed, the 
sums annexed to our names, if he 
will continue his ministerial labours 
in this place five weeks." 

The amount of the subscription 
was upwanis of thirty dollars. The 
brother himself contributed my 
board, — a deacon who resided a 
few miles in the country, my horse- 
keeping, and the «na of ^!a« \ikV*.

Dear sir, 

In 1803, I came into this town, thea 
new and thinly settled, now cnntaininy 
between six and seven thousand inhabi- 
tants. In 1805, I beg;an to preach the 
gospel here m this wilderness, under 
many embarrassments ; but hitherto the 
I^rd has been my helper and shield ; — 
and to-day I must say with the ereat 
Apostle, " by the grace of (iod, I am 
what 1 am." C) that his grace biestow- 
ed upon me, may not be in vain ! 

The church in this place has enjo^'ed 
great blessings in two reniarkabfe re-> 
formations, and an almost constant in- 
crease of nnmbers ; and we hope, has 
acquiretl that establishment in the doc- 
trine of the gospel and grace of (^hrist, 
that it will ever be a light to the world 
aroimd.— Zion, in this western country^ 
has enjoyed great blessings from Goa» 
in the increase of her numbers, jOft^ 
privileges, gifts and prospects; and, at 
present, is not left destitute of the divine 
favour.

Extract of a Letter from Dr. Kellet, 
to one of the Editors^ dated Gi7/min- 
town^M ILAug. 17, 1818. 

DEAR SIR, 

As I have never sc^n any accrunt in 
the Magazine, of the wiirk of jrrace and 
roercy in oiir section of the country', I 
^ve'thougMt pr(^per to give you a short 
aketch of it. I hive great reason to 
bless God, that he has ucen pleased to 
awaken one, that had been asli ep ma- 
nv years, and bring hini to some sense 
ot his duty tn God. 

Lnst December, alxxit the middle 
of the month, at a meeting of the Ft- 
male Reading Society ^ near the Aciid- 
emv in this town, they l^egan to read 
sonie lines fconi Watts, on the '• end of 
time ;" and the God of all grace and 
mercy was pleased to open eteniit^' to 
their view, and by the light of his Holy 
Spirit, to iaipress the minds of a num- 
ber of young persons of the first respect- 
alnlitv. so that thrv were brought to 
cry alond, "Lonl, have mercv on us, 
p^t sinners!" From that time the 
work spread. The cloud full of grace 
and mercv, seemed still tn hover over us. 
Hard hearts were softened, blind eyes 
were opened, and stubborn wills were 
subjected to the Saviour. The cry for 
mercy was continued night and day, till 
they were brought to rejoice In a risen 
Saviour. The work rapidly increased 
without any visible means, as there had 
been but little preaching in the place for 
some tine before ; and darkness and 
stupidity jiervaded the town generally. 
Ola professors were asleep, and sinners 
were hardened in sin. As the cloud 
passed, it seemed to overshadow the 
town, until the inhabitants were bmueht 
to say, " Thy mercies, O God, flow like 
a river, and thy grace descends like the 
gentle dews of lieaven." Sinners were 
braaght humblv to embrace the Saviniir» 
and old backaiiiderB returned to their 
Father^s house with humble meotance, 
and gave skvYjo the name or God and 
the iMmbi There wece about forty 



who professed fiaith and hcpe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, in the vicinitr rf the 
Academv, in a short time. The ckud 
seemed to move on eastward, and ma- 
ny in the north and k>wer part d the 
town, pmfesied to have been mad^Fv 
creatures. Likewise a large oi^ber 
in Bamstead. I think in bbtli tofvni, 
as many as two huitdred were msdeto 
hear tlie life-givirg voice, besides msny 
others who suw ihc light. 

About twenty in the lower part cf the 
town, have united as a Baptist church, 
at present under th«f care of Elder 
Phineas Richardson; and there is a 

E leasing prospect, t'lat many mt« wiil 
e addea. Many liave joined the 
Corgregation l clmrch in our town, for 
whom we have great chnrity. Others 
have joined tlu- Free-will ccnnnav. 
The Rev. Enos George, a goapd 
teacher, was baptizing b\ immersinnin 
Bamstead. While at the water, be 
exclaimed, *' If any briievc in the Lord 
Jesus, I am ready to go into the water 
with them ** — ()n hearing that, one at 
the selectmen of the town, who hid 
nf)t before seen it his duty to fi:.::ov 
Chri«t into the water« neither had made 
a public profession, but being now ccti- 
vinced ot his duty, stepped forward im- 
mediately and declared his behef in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and that he had 
finund him precious to his snul. Thos 
he submitted to the ordinance of bap- 
tism, and was added to the church, it 
was a solemn time, and had a pov^er^ 
effect on the minds of many.

Baptism, on which she remarks, *'It 
was a sweet and solenm day ; I enjoyed 
peculiar peace, and could say, in keep- 
ing thv commands, there is gieat re- 
ward.'

t tlierefore remark ger'.erally, iMrs. VV. 
was respected and beloved by a large 
circle of acquaintance in the different 
places where she resided. Her views 
vi' divine tnitli were remarkably clear, 
and she gloried in the high and distin- 
guishing drctrincs of fiee grace, fre- 
quently lamcntHii;; the departure of tlie 
present day, from those principles 
which huml)Ie the sinner, exalt the Sa- 
▼KHir, and promote holiness. — ^The or- 
dinances of God's house slie greatly de^ 
lighted in« and whenever her health 
would permit, punctually attended di- 
vine worahip. She took much pleasure in 
reading the Memoirs of pious Chris- 
txam, ilcr piety was of the purest cast; 



it did not burst forth in sudden, and rap- 
turous flights, but it burned with an 
equal and steady flame. Her piety was 
united wuh cheeriulness, but her cheer- 
fulness was at the gi'eatest distance 
from levity. It was always a pleasuiv 
to t)c in her company, and no one cuuid 
come out of her presence without ad- 
miring her, — few without being im- 
proved. 

One very prominent feature in Mrs. 
\Vilhanis*s character, was tliatof piu- 
dence, bodi in conduct and conversatioij. 
Kvery one has had (.ccasion to deplore 
tne frequent injury which has been done 
to iiulivKiual families and churches, by 
a thoughtless publication of wkat has 
been s])okea lo a few in C( nfldence. 1^. 
was unnecessary tt) give her a caution 
to oljserve silence ; her own feelings and 
prurience dictatt d uhat was pioper, 
;itiii her own breast w<ts the sacred de- 
pository cif Mhulever could afRict the 
contftni nr happiiicss of any individuals: 
It n)ay be truly said of her, she adorn- 
fd every character she sustained in life. 
Iltr surviving paitner, children, rela- 
tives, and circle of friends, will cany 
with them to the grave, tlie memory of 
her kind attentions and exeitious to pro- 
mote their happiness. 

Of many charactei s much good may 
be said ; but when the whole uiith i# 
declared of them, there are many ex- 
ceptions to their ^ood qualiflcatioDS ; but 
it may be said ot Mrs. Williams, with 
little fear of contradiction from those 
A\ ho best knew her ; that " she adorn- 
ed the doctrine of God, her Saviour, in 
all things." ''The righteuus,** says 
David, '* shall l)e had in everlasting re- 
memiirance," and it is with a view to 
hold forth her example for imitation.

Be 
y w. therefore stedfast and un- 
nwreable, always abounding in the 
work of the Lord, knowing that 
yenr labour shall not be in vain in 
the Lord.^' Others of bis ralua- 
hie friends then came in, whom 
be cheerfully welcomed, and to 
whom he Raid, ^^ You see me now 
on my dying bed ; and a sweet 
bed it is to me. What mercies 
am now enjoying in it 1 Thanks 
be to God, 1 hare now little or 
nc pain. What blessings 1 have 
in my family ! all my eight chil- 
dren a comfort to me, and so 
affectionate, they would, if it 
were possible, lay down their 
lives for me. With respect to 
myself, I am full of comfort and 
consolation, and able yet to rec- 
ollect God's precious word. The 
promises are like an army of sol- 
diers ; when 1 have done with 
one, another suitable portion pre- 
seats itself. I never saw so much 



of my ■ oWB anworthioeM, or sa 
much of the excellency, glory, tnd 
8ni^bteoes:< ot Chrisft, as an all- 
safiicieot Saviour. 1 would w'ub^ 
had i strength, to speak ef bin 
till 1 die ; particularly to my 
yomig friends, whom I always 
loved to address. As to my sen- 
timents,^' he continued, ^ I sb 
no ways altered.

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- UoRTALS cannot be engaged 
in a more solemn transaction 
than the profession of religion. 
It is a dedication so sacred, a sur- 
render so complete, a sanction so 
awful, that none should ever pre- 
sume to make it without profound 
reverence. It is the acknowledg- 
ment of mercies received, and the 
confidence of the soul in the cer- 
tainty of those yet to come. It is 
the chief expedient by which a 
mind struggling under the impulse 
of an ardent gratitude, can give 
utterance to its affections. It is 
the visible signature which the 
Lord requires from all who have 
experienced bis kindness, to the 
long detail of his mercies. Pro- 
fession is to be considered as 
the overflowing of that heart, in 
which is the well-spring of life. 
It is notbiDg more nor less, than 
the streams of grace running back 
to the fountain, the rays of heav- 
enly light reflected, the blessing 
of God rising in our hearts and 
breaking forth in the expressions 
of our lips. Viewed in this light, 
it is not the efibrt of one who 
pays a debt or gives a requital 
to his benefactor, but of one who 
employs the munificence of his 
benefactor to set forth his praise. 
Much as we may have heard 
and said on the subject of pro- 
fession, there may be still many 
poiDls in which it would be use- 
ftil for us to contemplale it. 
-'^ One shall sj^y I am the Lord's, 
^nrl another shall call himielf by 



the name of Jacob ; and another 
shall subscribe with his hand on- 
to the Lord, and surname himself 
by the name of IsraeL^* Thb 
text gives a striking view of that 
period which has been already 
fulfilled, when thousands and tens 
of thousands have gone forward 
with a zeal which no coldness 
could damp, and with a coon^ 
which no dangera could intimi- 
date, to subscribe with their hands 
unto the Lord. AH this may bo 
properly regarded aS the nature 
aud essence of that profesBion 
which the followers of Christ 
under the gospel dispensation, 
usuallv make, when by sensible 
acts they become the Lord^s io 
appearance, as well as in heart 

In considering thb subject, I 
shall present a view, first, of the 
nature of profession, and second- 
ly, of its circumstances. When 
we mention the nature of any 
thing, we mean that which is 
necessary to its existence. Thus 
certain faculties of intellect upd 
afiection are necessary to the na- 
ture of man, and certain instinc- 
tive powers are requisite to the 
nature of animals. That, there- 
fore, which is necessary to con- 
stitute religious profession, may 
be considered its nature or es- 
sence. In its nature then pro- 
fession must be continual, volun*. 
tary and solemn. 

Successive acts declarative of 
one^s views and inclinations, are 
essential to profession. Accord- 
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ben we name a professor 
ioQ we must be under- 
» refer to one who fur-

toil, and alleviates all the burden. 
It is seen in the public walks of 
life, where the professor takes 
heed to his ways that he offends 
not with his tongoe, and in places 
of worship which are frequented 
for the adoration of God, and the 
reception of his blessing. The 
kind of profession of which we 
speak was in the eye of the Apos- 
tle, when he entreated those who 
were the objects of his addrc^, 
that they should advance in their 
course, ^^ Holding forth the word 
of life.'' It has been thought, 
with good reason, that his allusion 
here is to a light-house,* which 
hfts its salutary rays over a dark 
extended surface, to convey the 
wandering mariner into a safe 
channel. If one, who had been 
intrusted with this light, should 
fail to raise it, or should suppress 
it, how wantonly would he sport 
with the lives of those who might 
be beaten with the waves, and 
tossed over the devouring flood. 
Christians '^ shine as lights in the 
world." How many are the 
myriads who are driven to an aw- 
ful distance from the haven of 
spiritual rest and peace ! How 
are they borne away by the vio- 
lent billows of an unrenewed 
state, whilst darkness veils tlie 
port of gracious deliverance ! 
Professors of religion, you are 
the light-houses which are to 
point out to these miserabU men, 
the way to salvation. 

That religious profession should 
be wholly free from constraint, 
none will for a moment deny. 
The words already quoted from 
the prophet Isaiah, give a livelj 
picture of that. rea<l^ and unre* 
served devotion to God, wfaicb. 
was to characterise .the times of 
the gospel ; vrhea spirits quicks 
ened bj the influence^ of grace^ 
would assume with unfeigned a- 
lacrity, the yoke. of the Lord.

authoritj of his leader, and of his 
obligation to fight his battles. The 
professioD of religion is an appeal 
to. God in all respects eqiuTalent 
to an oath, it is as ii we had in- 
acribed upon our hands, ^^ i am 
the Lord*8.^' We can ne?er con- 
aider it, H-ithout being reminded 
of God^a title to us, and of our sub- 
jection to him. Yes, those hands 
which have been oxtended to- 
wards heaven, in token of adora- 
tion and praise, are virtually in- 
acribed unto God. Those lips, 
ivhich have uttered the language 
of profcsi^ion^ aro inscribed to him. 
To him is in^ribed that heart 
which has felt his grace and love, 
and hath burned irith holv zeal. 
IlO him are inscribed all our puiv* 
ers and faculties. We are the 
soldiers of the cross ; we cannot 
go out to fight the battles of an* 
other than Christ. His impress 
is upon us; we dare not abjure 
his service. 

. Id our Baptism, an appeal is 
made to the adorable Trinity. A 
distinct ima^ of Christ in some of 
the most endearing and awful e- 
Tents of his life, is presented to 
oor view. There we declare 
onrselves to be imitating his de- 
scent into Jordan, and his immer- 
sion beneath the llowing Trave. 
There we recognize the baptism 
of sorrow with which he wasba)>- 
tized,and are emblematically bur- 
ied with him by. baptism into 
dpsth, that like .as Christ was 
raised from the dead by .the glory 
of the Father, we also should walk 
in newness of life. There we 
vow unto the Lord, and are con- 
secrated forever his. We then 
proclaim ourselves ready to fol- 
low him through evil report and 
good report. 

It is to be lamented that the 
practical uses of our scriptural, 
authentic, and significant mode of 
baptism are not more inculcated. 
We are not deficient in urging all 
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the proprieties in the administra- 
tion of this ordinance, ^nd in re- 
quiring submission to it es ooe of 
the first steps in profession ; but 
we are too unmindful of the im- 
provements of which it is capa- 
ble. In our addresses to those 
who have conscientiously yielded 
in this particular, to the explicit 
requirement of the gospel, we 
stand on superior ground. We 
can hold up to their remembrance 
an event consecrated by the im- 
pression of their first love ; w« 
can set home upon thqii* cop* 
sciences the weighty obUgatioQ 
which they have assumed in their 
voluntary. compliance with one:of 
the great evangelical InstiiutioBs. 
We can remind them of the time 
"when they requested of us, the 
washing of their bodies in pure 
water, expressive of the washing 
of regeneration- ConsidentioDa 
so tender and atfecting should bo 
brought frequently into view^ 
They will be of much avail in obv 
viating declension, in reclaiming 
backsliders, in maintaining aprofh 
cr tone of piety, and in demo^ 
strating the utility and importanoe 
of believers' immersion. As a 
circumstance of a religious pro- 
fession, it would thus press idto 
the whole tenor of duty and de- 
votion, and exert a salutary inHu- 
ence. Is it not, then, highly ex« 
pC'diont., that our minister, io 
ihcir public eserci'^es, should lay 
greater stress upon the sancti- 
fviiig tendency of baptism; that 
they should exhibit, more fre- 
quently than they do in the or- 
dinary course of their ministry, 
this memorable circumstance in 
the earliest attestations of christ- 
ian «*xperience ; thai they shouid 
more frequently display the so* 
lemnity of those v(*ws implied in 
this institution. Consistency re- 
qiiiivs that this should be done ; 
especiiUy, «ince the character 
of our administration is so perti- 
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BO denomination is more likely .io 
be imposed upon Uian oura : 'iot 
Jtew, ii'.any, it is belie i^d.-tihibtt 
in prnctici' the true prineipje« of 
cbriMian hospitality to a. greater 
QitCDt tl>an the Bapttsts.

Some of 
Ibem become members of other 
chnrches without being reguleriy 
dii*niifiM d ; Fomc die, and others 
apinttatize The churches to 
wihich itxky originally belonged, 
Rtill retain their namen on thoir 
necards, without knowing wheth- 
er .thoy are dead or .alfre^ oi* 
Mrb«t has hecome of (hem. As 
m00)hi!rs thus widely ticattered 
caiindt .ho watched over by the 
churches to which they belong, 
they hioy fall into sin, and thus 
become a reproach to the cause, 
and no one to call them to an ac* 
count. In order to remedy this 
evil, we would recommend to all 
members- oi* churches who are 
about to remove, oc to such as 
have already removed to such a 



distaeee as to be^ uwabie te meet 
with the. chiifCb' to which tlisy 
belong, (at lesst occasionally) to 
ask a dii«mi^on^ and join sons 
sister church vhere they ntj 
enjoy their ptivileges as mem- 
herSf and < where they may be 
watched over by their brethren. 

The foref^oiog remarks are of- 
fered to the consideration of sU 
such, as wish- the increase ef 
peace, purity, and good order 
among the churchee of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. Should they prove 
the means of defoatiag the base 
designs . of ittijtoston*^ and of 
guirding tiio dock of Chrieit fron 
these prowiiesT woIvqs, one prin- 
cipai object which the. writjcriial 
in view will be answered*

mejit to close study, an opportor 
nity for going and returning in 
the same ship, (which has never 
))efore occurred since our resi- 
dence here,) together with an 
ardent desire to instruct the (sup- 
posed) converted Mugs, and if 
possible bring one or two round 
with him, were the motives 
which induced kirn to embark, and 
our acquiescence in his departure. 
The mission here is nearly in 
the same state as when Mr. J. 
last wrote. His Dictionary was 
noarly completed, after which 
he intended either going to Ava, 
or to commence preaching here 
in a more open and public man- 
ner than ever before. Our 
hopes have been frequently rais- 
ed by the serious appearance of 
some of the Burmans, but none 
have yet heartily embraced the 
religion of Jesus and become 
his disciples. My little female 
meeting Ls still encouraging, be* 
twcen twenty and thirty attend 
every Sabbath. They sometimes 
hear with apparent attention^ 
sometimes ask pertinent ques* 
tions, and some of them say they 
worship the true God onl}', and 
have IcA going to the pagodas to 
worship. But how much truth 
there is in these assertions, time 
alone will determine. Last Sab- 
bath after reading and conversing 
as usual, I told them of the anx 
iety of christians in America foi 
their conversion, of the forma- 
tion of societies, the contributions 
of the poor, and the earnest and 
fervent prayers which were con- 
stantly ascending on their account. 
The tears came into the eyes of 
some of them who feelingly 
said, ^^ and do they indeed do so 
much for usV^ But the Burmans 
in general are mad on their idols , 
they are not like professed christ- 
ians in our countiy, partly engag- 
ed in religion and partly in the 
world, but their whole souls 
seem engaged in idolatry ; they 
evidence «^t qwc^ VVv^V v>^^l ^4^- 
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licve what they assert. Could 
Dr. Yoang" have seen the Bur- 
raans as thicy arc now engaged, 
he niij^ht cruphatically have said, 
^^ O for a heathen zeal in christ- 
ian hearts !^' Even thid moment 
while 1 am writings my ears are 
almost stunned with the tfoise 
and confusion occasioned by prep- 
arations for fireworks, to be ex- 
hibited at the approaching festi- 
val. Could you, my dear Sir, 
witness but once this annual feasf , 
conld yon behold the crowded 
streets, the splendid offerings, the 
gBy attire, and the enthusiasm 
of their devotions, you would 
readily admit that nothing short 
of an Almighty arm could break 
down these barriers, these strong 
barriers, and cause the introduc- 
tion o£ the gospel. But even 
these seasons^, these momentary 
triumphs of Satan, are not desti- 
tute of advantages to the cause of 
Christ. We have opportunities 
by these means of distributing 
tracts and parts of scripture a- 
mong those who come from other 
towns and villages where the 
name of Christ is still unknown. 
The Spirit of God may w:iterseed 
sown in this way, and cause it to 
spring op to the ctcnml confusion 
of the adver.-<ary of souls, who 
prompted their attendance on this 
festival with a different object. 
We still live in a quiet manner 
unmolested by govenimont or 
robbers. The Vice-Roy''i« family 
treat us with rc:«pect and aflbc- 
tion, now and then send us an ele- 
phant to accompany them into the 
woods. Her Highness, the Vice- 
Roy's wife, professes a particular 
regard for me, and 1, in return, 
have presented her with a trans- 
lation of Matthew, a tract and cat- 
ochisim, and have had two or 
three opportunities of conversing 
with her privately on the subject 
(H* religion. How much she reads 
in the former, or believes of the 
latter, I am unable to say^ but 
ricither product vol's ttkc^oaher 



conduct. Slie ordered ihe iri- 
.structress of one of her daughter 
to give the catechism to her to 
commit to memory. 

Jan. 30th. The Birman, Mr. 
Judson mentioned some time ngo, 
as being the first serious inquir- 
er, and the one who has excited 
the most hope, came to-day to 
the Mission house. It is now 
almost a year since he first came, 
and with much apparent aniiety 
inquired ^^how long a time it 
would take to become a disciple 
of Christ." We have since fre- 
quently inquired for him, but ob- 
tained little information lespert- 
ing him, until to-day from himself 
Soon after he first visited a^, be 
was appointed governor of a clus- 
ter of villages situated jn the 
Sirian river in the Pegu cjunlry.

times think their prayers may be 
heard for me, when my own are 
excluded. 

^^ It seems you have entertain- 
ed some hopes from a contest 
which existed some time ago be- 
tween the king and priests of 
Burmah. That has terminated, 
not to the disadvantage of the 
one, nor the advantage of the 
other. The King persecuted 
them as long as he pleased, and 
then let them alone ; they now 
quietly perform their functions, 
which consist principally in com- 
mitting to memory their religious 
books, and patrol ing the streets 
to receive the willing offerings of 
the people, which afford them 
subsistence. They, with the re- 
ligion of the country, appear to 
be now in a prosperous state, 
though 1 believe the King is not 
very friendly to either. Should 
he exterminate the priesthood, I 
have no idea that the ministers of 
the Gospel would become a sub- 
stitute ; or, should he abolish the 
present system of religion, that 
he would do it in favour of Chris- 
tianity. The ears of the poor 
old man have never heard the 
joyful news^ and the law of na- 
ture requires that he should 
soon pass into eternity. The 
heir-apparent is, I understand, a 
mild piince. His accession to the 
throne on the King's demise, will 
undoubtedly be attended with dif- 
ficulties, and perhaps traced with 
blood. Should he finally succeed, 
and the country remain in peace 
any length of time. He, by whom 
kings rulq, may in his providence 
open a wide door which no man 
can shut, for the admission of 
the word of life. It is also quite 
as possible, that much afiBiction 
and trouble await us. 

^^ It is some more than six 
months since I finished printing 
Matthew, and more than that 
since the tract was put into circu- 
lation. To say that none read, 
none inquure. woul<^ 1)« ^vix^'^s 
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man? do both, and we are enti- 
tied te hope, because truth is in 
circulation. 

^^ Since printing Matthew, I have 
been studying the language, but 
hare not yet been able to pene* 
trate far into it. I hare but a 
glimpse of its genius and con- 
struction. The attainment of 
this language, I am persuaded, is 
the labour of years ; and 1 some- 
times think it folly for one past 
thirty years of age to attempt it. 
I was happy to hear that the 
missionaries who are now coming 
here, were so young. 1 wish 
they were five years younger : 
Or rather, I wish some pioust, ac- 
tive boys, sixteen or seventeen 
years of age, of unquestionable 
conversion, and willing to devote 
themselves up wholly to God, 
could come over here, and begin 
upon the language. You may 
think this a Hrange wish ; I think 
so too, but it is not a hasty or in- 
considerate one. 

^^ I hope you will £ivor me with 
your frequent letters — Many from 
whom 1 expected most, seem to 
have forgotten me. 

^^ Remember me with much af- 
fection to Dr. Baldwin and his 
ladv.

Rev. and licar Sir^ 

In a letter to Dr. Baldwin a 
little time since, I promised addi- 
tional information respecting the 
heathen of the "s^est. I believe 1 
then raentionev! r?ome interesting 
interviews we hcH with some of 
the ^' Yonkton*,'*' a brw)ch of the 
Sioux nation. This bftnl consist- 
ed of eight men anl one woman, 
wh>^ came t« St. Louis, with a 



Ereoch trader ; from between 800 
and 1000 miles up the MiBsoari. 
Our acquaintance with them wis 
highly interesting, aad I trust left 
lasting impressions on their minds 
in our favour. The chief who 
was accompanied with his wife, 
(whose name is Do-ta-hhan-gih, 
signifying Grand Partizam) and 
two others used to call at my 
house almost every day, and part- 
ly by stgrns, and partly by a few 
words of their language, I had 
picked up, we were able to coo- 
verse on familiar subjects. Tbe 
day before they returned to their 
country they called to bid tt* 
farewell, and they did not refrain 
from tears when they affection- 
ately seized my hand and pro- 
nounced, hoo-kitch-oo-ah, ^ ^oof/- 
bye^'''* which they repeated sev- 
eral times. These Indians dis- 
covered more intelligence than 
any of the savages 1 have ever 
before seen. They are a lar^ 
robust race of beings, rather a- 
hove the common size. It is 
obvious they understand our ob* 
ject into this country as beiofr 
entirely distinct from that of 
other whites, and that we pro- 
fessed an intimate acquaintance 
with JVdu-hmdd^ or the ^^ Father 
of life.^"* The interpreter told 
lis that on their return to the 
nation they would sing or chant 
our names every morning at sun- 
rise, and rehearse over what we 
had told them. To do any good 
amongst the Indians^ a knowle^ 
of their language must be acquir- 
ed. Nor is this so mighty an 
effort as many are ready to im- 
agine. The French hunters and 
others who visit these nations, 
generally learn enough of th^ir 
language for common purpo^e^ 
in the course of one winters hunt. 
These traders generally take 
wives and spend six or ei;?ht 
montlis every year amongst the 
Indians, while they have wives 
and families residing in St. Lo'iis.

LETTBR FROM MR. WM. H. PEARCE, 
(Son of the late Rev Samuel 
Pearci*) to the Rev James Hinton, 
of Oxford, dated Scrampore, Jan. 
1818. 

My much tttcemed Friend and Pastor^ 

As a vessel is about to sail 
direct to Liverpool^ 1 embrace 
with pleasure the opportunity it 
aflbrds me of conversing witii aii 
absent, though not Ibrgottcn 
friend. 

i have gleaned the following 
particulars respecting the trans- 
lations for your gratitication. In 
giving you these sketches, 1 have 
preserved the order pursued in 
the Memoir for 1815, to which I 
beg leave to refer you. 

Id the Memoir, the whole of 
the Scriptures m the Ooriya were 
represented to have been printed. 
1 have now the pleasure of in- 
forming you, 'hat a new edition 
of the New Testament, of 4000 
copies, has been some little time 
begun, and the printing advanced 
to the middle of Matthew. 

In the Bengalee^ in which of 
course the version will be now as 
accurate as the brethren can ex- 
pect ever to make it, and in 
which the opportunities for dis- 
tribution are becoming daily more 
extensive, we have commenced a 
new edition of 5000 copies of the 
whole Scripture?, in a new and 
mnch reduced type, reduced by 
Brother Lawson, when he resided 
at Serampore. By means of this 
alteration we shall be able to 
comprise the whole Bible in one 
large octavo volume of 850 pages, 
which has hitherto occupied live 
volumes of 800 pages each. The 



brethren intend to print 5000 ad- 
ditional Testaments, forming a 
thin volume of about 180 pages. 

In the Svngskrit^ the Latin of 
the East, an! intelligible to almo«t 
all the learned men throughout 
Hindoosthan, the historical books 
have been completed, and the 
printing advanced to the middle 
of Jeremiah. We therefore ex- 
pect to complete this volume 
within the next three months, 
and shall then have printed the 
whole of the Scriptures in that 
langnagp. 

The llimke Bible is still further 
advanced ; and we fully expect 
that within a month the last part 
will be ready for distribution. 
We shall then have printed the 
first edition of the whole Scrip- 
tures, with a second edition of the 
New Testament 

In the Alahratta^ the historical 
books have been printed off, since 
the last Memoir, and the Hagio- 
grapha advanced to the middle of 
Proverbs. 

In the Sikh^ the Pentateuch is 
just completed, and the historical 
books begun. 

In the Chinese^ we have just 
completed the Pentateuch, and 
are now proceeding with a second 
edition of the New Testament.* 

In the Telinga^ the New Tes- 
lament is printed as far as the 
Thessalonians : and we hope to 
have finished the volume ere this 
reaches you. 

In the Pushtoo Testament, the 
printing is advanced as far as the 
1st of Peter; and in the ^^ssam 
and Wuich^ to the Romans; while 
in the Bmj Bhassa^ although a 
delay has arisen in consequence 
of tlie distance of Brother Cham- 
be rlain''s station, who was super- 
intending the version, we are 
preparing to proceed with the 
printing as before. 



* Dr. Marshnaan has it in contemplation, I believe, to carry on the printing 
of the Psalmt and New Testament together; and we have lately increaaca 
our supply of men in this department. 
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In Ibe Kxpmata we, have finished 
ftlark^ and are proceeding with 
Luke; while in the Kunkuna^ the 
AlooUance, the Sindhce, the Kash- 
mere, the Bikaneer, the Nepal, 
the Ooduypore, the Marwar, the 
Juypore, and the Khasiiee, not 
much progress in the printing has 
been made since the last 'Report, 
access to thpin in many cases 
being. diiBcuIt, and thciv prosecil* 
lion inteifering with the supply 
of countries more extensive aiid 
more easy of approach, As soon, 
. however, as the Hvidee and Sung- 
skrit versions are completed, it is 
tbc intention of the brethren to 
proceed with them; while the 
return of Brother Carapeit, as 
hen^nfter mentioned, afforded a 
most I'avourable opportunity of 
dislributing the gospel of Saint 
Matthew, already printed? in four 
of these Ian5juagct>. 

AUhongh the printing of the 
Seramporc translations has been 
in some dcjrree retarded, by the 
printing of several elementary 
works for the IJeugalee school?, 
as well as of the Roman iMalay 
and Armenian Bibles, for the 
Calcutta Auxiliary Bible Society, 
(a cause not much lo be roirret- 
ted,) you will he pleased to hear, 
that iLey were never proceeding 
with more rapidity, iban at j>rcc- 
eiit. The cdlce now furnishes 
our venerable Kditor, Dr. Carey, 
indepeiulenlly of the Chinese 
proofs it forwards to Dr. Marsh- 
man, with twelve progfsper week 
on an average. 

You will l»o gratilied to bear, 
that our opporluiiities of <li8trib- 
uting the Jrciiptures, when print- 
ed, are becoming more extensive. 
Our much esteemed Brother C. 
C. Aratoon, b^ing desirous to 
return to Surat, to fetch his fam- 
ily, left us in November last, 
intending to proceed up the river 
as far as Agra, (four months jour- 
ney,) to supply the different sta- 
tions in his way, with Scriptures 
and Tracts, aud Iheu io cross the 



country to hi^ late station. The 
last letter we received from him, 
was dated Benares, and he had 
then in his journey, distributed 
himself, or left for distribution at 
the different stations through 
which he passed, (including Gut- 
wa, Berhampore, Moorshedabad, 
Monghir, Patna, Digah, and Be- 
nares,) no less than 10,250 books 
or pamphlets, of which a large 
proportion were volumes of the 
Scriptures, in Bengalee, Persian, 
Hindee, Snngskrit, Krshmere, 
Mahratta, Arabic, Sikh, Bulochee, 
Brnj Bhassa, and Chinese. The 
Brethren wish him to proceed 
overland to Surat, dif^tributing in 
his way, the gospels they hav^ 
printed in the Jypore, Oodipore, 
Bikaneer, and Marwar languages, 
f he countries in which these are 
spoken, could not be traversed 
by an European with safety ; 
though we hope, that our Broth- 
er, being an Armenian, may pass 
through them without much diffi- 
culty ; thcf universal engagement 
of his countrymen in commerce, 
being his passport. We are chiefly 
deficient in means of circulating 
the Ooriva, Kuniata, Telinga, and 
M abratta Scriptures, and anxious- 
ly desire that you could send out 
one or two Brethren to occupy a 
station near Balasore or Cuttack, 
by means of whose labours, the 
Scriptures in these languages, 
now printing or printed, may ob- 
tain an extensive circulation. 

The late unsettled slate of 
Amhoyna has prevented our sup- 
plying Jabez Carey with any very 
lately; but as tranquillity is now 
nearly restored, we ?hall not 
neglect that quarter. We expect 
likewise every day two American 
Blissionaries, proceeding to Ran- 
goon, to assist our Brethren there. 
By them we shall likewise send 
a supply of Chinese, as we hope 
that, independent of the Chinese 
who visit Rangoon, and its neigh- 
.borhood, one of our Brethren may 
be stationed in one of the Chinese 
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nros of the Burman Empire, 
lich cai>e a reg^ular supply 
>e indispensably necessary.

Dear Sir, March 26. 1818. 

My letter to Dr. Baldwin has 
probably informed you of my hay* 
ing had my horse killed on the 
road. Upon landing in Marietta, 
a kind Providence led me to the 
door of a respectable gentleman, 
the cashier of the bank in that 
place. Fie received me with po- 
liteness, and soon welcomed me 
to the bosom of an affectionate 
family, requesting mc to make his 
house my heme as long as 1 
pleased. Taking his pen, and 
remarking, I know not what 
•thtrs will do, but I know what / 
will, he headed a subscription te 
the following paper : 

^^ Marxttta^ Fth. 12, 1818. 

Wishing to encourage eyeiy 
effort to supply the destitute with 
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the preaching of the gospel ; and 
learning that th»t Rev. Ira Chase, in 
the service of the Hap.Miss.Socie- 
Xy of Massachusetts, had his horse 
uccidentally killed on the evening 
of the 1 1th in}«t. as he was crossing 
the mouth of Ball-Creek, we the 
subscribers, cheerfully contribute 
the sums annexed to our names, 
in order that he may purchase a 
horse, as the property of the 
Society, and proceed in the be- 
neticent labours for which that 
body has sent him forth.'* 

In the evening another gentle- 
man of no less benevolence, rais- 
ing his eye from the subscription 
paper, which he held in his hand, 
and looking around on a circle of 
christian friends, who had just 
closed a meeting for social prayer, 
and had taken their scats to hear 
from their Pastor the story of my 
loss, observed : ^ He need take 
DO further trouble himself, he 
shall have a horse, IMl be bound.^ 
Accordingly, he took chaise of the 
business, and being informed that 
to raise thirty dollars would be 
siitTicient, it was readily done by 
applying to individuals. 

The pastor to whom I have 
alluded was the Rev. Mr. Robbios, 
of the ('Oogregationnl church. 
There is scarcely a Baptist in the 
town. Mr. R. treated me very 
kindly. He was to be absent the 
next sabbath, and he affectionately 
invited me to supply his pulpit. 
Besides doing that, 1 had oppor- 
tunity in the course of the week 
which I continued in Marietta, 
to attend three meetings for re- 
ligious conversation and prayer. 
Having then purchased a horse, I 
took my leave of a place which 
will long be associated in my mind 
with hospitality and christian kind- 
ncss.

have planted. Early habits of 
any kind, and especially, the 
early habits of a people in things 
pertainit^r to religiun; are likely 
to have a lasting influence upon 
the character. We can hardly 
therefore, be too watchful against 
the entrance of bad habits into 
new churches, nor too solicitous 
to introduce good ones, with 
regard to every particular as soon 
as possible. 

I am sensible that much allow- 
ance ought to be made for th6 
scattered situation of the people, 
and the distance at which many 
of the Brethren reside from the 
centre of the church to which 
they belong. But with you, sir, 
I am confident, no ai^uments need 
be employed to show it both the 
duUj and the intertit of the 
churches to regard the apostolic 
injunction, not forsaking the cuttnir 
bling of themselves together. In- 
dividuals there may be who have 
it not in their power to meet 
but then, are there not others, in 
every church, who have it in 
their power? Feeble indeed 
must be that band of believeni 
which has not two or three mem- 
bers who can, on the Lord^s day, 
be gathered together in his name, 
bringing some part at least of 
their families with them, and read 
a few chaptdn ia the Bible, or 
some short diffconrse, and sing 
and pray together. 

But it is needless for me to 
enlaige on this subject. I am 
well asflured that our view< on it 
are similar, and that there arc 
not wanting witnesses to your 
having ^ put the brethren in re- 
membrance of these things.^ My 
object is only to encourage the 
efforts that have already been 
made, and to b(^g, for ZiooV «akc, 
that th^y may be renewed and 
repeated till they terminate in 
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success. All the ministers in the 
Association, that I have conversed 
with, are ready (o join their in- 
fluence with yours to brins^ the 
churches gfeno rally into the habit 
of mcctiugf v. very Lord's day. 
Brother Nrwman informs me 
that there are not more than /our 
of them which would not be able 
in the absence of a Preacher, to 
maintain public worship. 

We have also conversed oa 
another subject, which I cannot 
forbear to commend to your fa- 
vourable consideration. It seems 
highly desirable that such an ar- 
rangement be made with respect 
to the distribulioo of the labours 
of the minL<itcrs, as shall supply 
the churche*! as many sabbaths in 
the year as possible. Upon mak- 
ing a calculation, it has been 
found, as there are eight ordained 
preachers, and oue^ or two, if not 
more licentiate% that, allowing 
the amount of preajching at one 
church to be 8Upplii:d by lice-ised 
speakers, 8 churches nmy have 
preaching once in t-uoo weeks, and 
also once in thirteen weeks; 4 
churches once in four weeks, and 
also once in eiirkt weeks ; 4 places 
where there are yet no churches, 
once in four weeks ; and then 
each minister have six sabbaths in 
the year besides, for sickness or 
other hindrances, and preaching 



at a distance. , May t not indulge 
the phrasing expectation that the 
Pastors and KIders, at the ap- 
proaching Union Meeting* and 
Association, will add to all thfir 
other labours of love, that of 
completing the concert of their 
exertions bv some arraoireineDti 
of this kind ? 

I had thought of adverting a 
moment to. the dang'er Konif ct' 
our brethren are in of forgi'itiog 
or misunderstanding a very iiu- 
portant laW of Christ, roentioiu'd 
1 Cor. it.

There is a li»(id call for more lab«iur- 
crs in the spiritual vinevard. •* The 
li« Ms are ui fradv white ** *• Prav ve. 
lher*:fore, said the Saxiour, the Lord 
of the hanest, that he would send 
forth labourers into his harvest" 
Thousands avc ready to exclaim, 
•• How beautiiiil arc the feel cf them 
thst i^reach the g^i<ipel of peace, that 
bring'{;l;id tidings nfij^uod things'* 

Many \y{ the lir>t preachers were 
miraculously endued with the gitls of 
tonj^ies but th(»se seasons are past s 
and the acquirement of the original 
languages in these days must be the 
re'-ult of a loni^ course of patient in- 
vestigation Slid close ipplication. 

But l.oweter great m natural tal- 
ents, or Jiplfr'did in literary lame« 
we crni«ider a man totally unqualified 
to preach the gosrici, unless real ex- 
perimental rertgioii takes the lead of 
ail other quslificatinns Where ve 
have reason I ble evidence that a per- 
son has an inward call bv the Holy 
Spirit, and is apt to teach, we would 
with all meekness and hiimilitv wish 
him «God speed." We mo«t de- 
voutly hope, that all the friends of 
Zion with willing' heaits and open 
hsnds, (if he needs pecuniar}* .ts^ist- 
ai>ce,) will help him forwanl in the 
attainment of snch knowled^, as 
shall enable him to brin^ from the 
treasury of the word things new and 
old. 

But perhaps some will ask. what 
need of human learning? If he is 
really c.-illed of God to the work, he 
will be taught in that very hour the 
words he should speak. Although 
we dissent from such an opinifvn, yet 
we wish every thing to be kept in its 
pro|>er place. We desire never to 
exalt liters ture abo\-e pi^, but to 
consider science only as tUti^ hyvi 
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maid of reVi^on. Every Ulentt and 
cicM faculty of the soul, sboiild be 
pressed into the aenrice of Chriit. 

The cbrifttian teacher in the course 
of hit. ininifltr>' mill meet m*ith great 
diversity of character, and must ac- 
rommociate himself in some defp'ce 
to ever}' class in society He must 
seek tti **find uat acceptable words.** 
Aiid althoun^ he should never dis- 
guise the truth, he sliould be concem- 
eil to present it in a form the moat 
engaptig, so that all may listen with 
increasing attention s And as the 
poet says, ** Those tliat came to scoff, 
remain to pray *• 

We fondU hope that whatever has 
been the result of mistaken views on 
this point may soon vanish away, and 



all the mists of error and superstitioy 
be dissipated by the genial influeoee 
of religion, learning, and science 
united 

You will learn from the report ot 
your treasurer, the amount expended 
the last year, and the present stste of 
your fuiKls.

MRS. jeruSha HARTWELL. 



Jeru^ha. late the wife of Elder 
)o*sf Hartwcll of New- Marlborough, 
^Mass ) was tlic 'laughter of Deacon 
Isaac Sheplierd of the Baptist chui-ch 
in Ashfield. The pious and fnithful 
inst'iictions of her parents made an 
esrly and deep impression on her 
mini. To U!«e her own words as 
fiurnl among her papers,— " From the 
first of my remembrance, I believed 
1 u as a sinner, that God was Holy, 
and that withoiit an interest in Christ 
I must perish forever I considered 
Christians safe and happy ; and oth- 
ers wretched and exposed. I oflen 
>vonde:c;l when I saw those who were 
iiot Chr:st:an<, cliccrtid and gay.** 
Afior 'A liMig lime of dejection, when 
not n^ore than five years old, she ap- 
i>earod t>> t;>ke great delight in those 
\i orii.- of Christ, •• Suffer little chil- 
dren ti» c 'me unto me, and forbid 
ihem 'Ot ; tor of such is the king'lom 
ot lieaven,'" \» hich was observed with 
oilio!* things hy her pious friends. 

When abdut seven or eight }-eara 
old, there was a special auakening in 
tTk* place in which she v-a<; much in- 
fo rtv-ted : but did not gain that com- 
fov'able satisfaction re»pecting her 
own state, which she looked for On 
which she made the foHowing re- 
m.Hrk : ** I was much distressed, be- 
cause I was not more distressed. I 
thought I waa such a great sinner, 
tliat I must have great distress <ir 
conviction.** Her greatest diverskm 
was, to learn by heart many chapters 
»nd devotional hvmns. 



WJ'en at the age of sixteen )f ir« 
her mind was greatly enlarged and 
comforted She was enabled now to 
put her whole trust in Christ as an 
all-sufficient Saviour, for the chief of 
sinners She was led to see the in)' 
portant duty of Baptism, and with 
much diffidence and a deep sense of 
her owTi unworthiness, made her 
mind known to the church, and was 
cordially received as a member.^ 
By her orderly and pious walk she 
gained the love and esteem of all her 
religious connections. 

When she was about nineteen years 
of ag^, she was married to the writer, 
(tlien uf Charlemont, who had been 
baptized, and had begun to speak 
in public.) She entered with me, m 
her spliere, into the all-important 
work of the Gospel. Her superior 
acquaintance with the scriptures was 
no small help to me ; — and when I 
have been constrained in mind to 
launch forth to try to apread the gos- 
pel net, she has ever been willing to 
bear the yoke with me She has had 
the care and charge of two sons ami 
two daughters with many otherworld- 
ly concerns. In the whole discharge 
of these various duties she appeared 
to have relied on an omnipotent arm. 

When the missionary spirit appear- 
ed in our-land, she soon caught the 
sacred flame, and has been specially 
instrumental of raising a respectable 
female srtciety, to aid this gtwd 
work. For many years she had cber« 
ished a hope, that she should journey 
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with me on a long missionary tour ; 
but itever did circumstances seem to 
favor the design, until this spring, 
when we were in hopes of engag- 
ing as true yoke fellows in the gos. 
pel ; but the Lord has ordered it 
otherwise. Her health has been 
somewhat on a decline for some years, 
and since about the first of March, 
^er dissolution has been rapidly ap- 
proaching. She looked upon this 
event, so appalling to many, with the 
greatebt composure, and with an un- 
shaken confidence in the beloved Sav- 
iour. Approaching death, with all its 
horrors, has not once appeared to dis- 
turb her mind : for she said, "she 
knew in whom she had believed, 
therefore she could trust herself, soul 
and body, and all her friends, and 
Zion, in his most powerful hand. Her 
desire seemed to be, to <* Depart and 
be with Christ " Near her last, 
when her voice was almost gone, she 
whispered to lu-r listening mother, 
** Jesus can make a dying bed, 
Feel soft as downy pillows are *' 
Thus calm and resigned, her bodily 
strength continued to decline until June 
26, when she re»ig^ed her soul with* 
out a struggle or a groan, aged 46. 

Thus we beheld the upright, and 
had strong evidence that her end was 
peace. In her we hud an example of 
early piety, a life of usefulness, and a 
happy death. Conscious tliat the 
eye of God was upon her, and fear- 
ing to dishonour such an holy and 



good Being, she was enabled to main- 
tain an almost perfect self-govern- 
ment. The passion of anger was 
never known to rage in her bosom. 
If it was there. I can truly say, 
that during the twenty six years, that 
she has been my intimate companion, 
I have never known it to break out in 
word or deed. O tfiat otlier females 
would learn that happy art of self- 
government ! She has left me, a 
mourning, disconsolate wanderer, to 
go the rest of my pilgrimage alone. 
Children and friends, the church, 
and society, all feel the loss of a use- 
fa I and respected friend. Bletted are 
the dead that die in the Lord, 



£LD£R JAMES MANNING. 

Died, a few months since, at 
Granville, Nova-Scotia, Elder James 
Manning, ag^d 54 years. For 35 
years he had been engaged in the 
Christian ministry, and was for 20 
years pastor of the Baptist Church in 
Granville He departed in the per- 
fect possession of his reason, and 
was calm and happy. An amiable 
widow, four children, and a numer- 
ous circle of relatives and friends, 
mourn the loss of his society and min- 
isterial labours. All denominations 
of Christians united in testimonies of 
respect and esteem for his character.
